' jea! Interell of each fcp.iratc Body, Spiritual, 
' Temporal, and Commonalty, to unite in lupport- 
' ing the Crown; that Juftice, which is the Qi'een 
' of Vertues, may he aufpiciousin theNation : That 
' bolh Bifliop and Peer may join in reforming the 
' Errors of paft Times j in mierly abolifhing all 
' iniquitous Lawsj in moderating the rough and 
' fevcie ones ; in ena<5ling good and ufefut Statutes ; 
' and, when made, to f« th,it they (hould be faith- 
' fully, honcflly and inviolably obfetved. Which, 
' if this Parliament will perform, then he afBrmcd 
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' that iheic was 110 one ccuid doubt, but that God KingHearyVlll. 
' thouiii be feared, the King honoured, and, for die 
' future, tlie Commonwealth (erved wiih good 
' Counfellor', every Way ufeful to the King and 
' Kingdom.' 

AAer this el.ibor^ie Difcourle was ended, the 
Chancellor, in the Kind's Name, directed the Com- 
mons 10 meet ihe next Day, in their accuftomed 
Place, and chufe tiieir Speaker. At the Tame Time, 
the Receivers and Tryeis of Peiiiions and Conl- 
pliinis, from d;iferent Pans of the King's Domi- 
nions, were appointed. And, fince our Authority 
gives us rheir Names, weJhali, for once, tranfcribe 
ihem, to fliew who were ihe Members of either 
Houic, that were trufted wiih thofe Affairs at that 
Time.

' following.' This noble Author adds, that the 
inincipal Pctfons deiign d lo be ftruck at in it, were 
Empfon and Dudley , two of the late King's Agents ; 
and who were now, not only expos'd to the Re- 
venge of all Men, but had been publickly trved, 
at GuttdhalU fome Time before, for High 
Treafon, found guilty and condemn'd for it. 

The Reader may obferve, that the Lord Chan- 
cellor glances Itrongly, in his Speech, at the Open- 
ing of this Parliament, againft luch iniquitous Prac- 
tices, of which thefe Men had been found guilty. 
And, the principal Scope of the Members of both 
Houfes fcen:ed to have Reference to this Bufmefs 
alone j efpecially the lower Houfe were fo warm 
in it, that the King thought proper, adds the Hifto- 
rian above quoted, to tellrain bis own Authority, 
in Ibme Sort, in oi der to enlarge the People's Conti- 
denceand Affetlion to him. 

The firft Stroke that we find in the Jourrial- 
Basi, made at thefc Oppreflbrs, is in a Billp^^jj^g, ,. 
brought from the Commons, and read in (he Up- f,iina sir Ths. 
pec Houfc, for removing and abolifhing both the Empfon »niiEdin. 
Names and Offices of all Premoten and CommilJariis j^"^ Kine'^^ch^f 
forever. To which the Lords agreed ; and ordered Mimrte™, 
farther, that the Names of thofe Officers fliould be 
entered on the Parliament-Roll, as a perpetual Me- 
morial of their Infamy and Difgrace. 

The next is, that a Bill of Attainder, againft the 
Perfonsand Eftates ofSlrTiffOTtfifi'mjl^c, Knt. and 
Edmund Dudley, Efqi was brought up to the Hcufe^^'"""""- 
ofLotds, and palled there without any Oppofition. 
Several of the Statutes, by which the laie King 
look Advantage of the People, were now either 
repealed, explained, or limited. Amongft which, 
the Benefit of Foifeitures for Penal Laws, was rc- 
duc'd to the Term of three Years next fucceed- 
ing, the Offence committed to the King ; and to 
any 
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li.any other Perfon within ore Year (g), Laftly, 
fome untrue Inquifiticns, found by Empfon and 
Dvdky, asalfo, fome Aflurances of Lands jiafsM to 
them, were annihilated and made void [h). But, 
tho' ihefe Men were caft into Prifon, and thus 
loaded, as it were, by a double Sentence of both 
jury and Parliament, yet the King was not over 
hafty in ordering their Execuiion. 'Till ihe next 
Year, in a Progrcfs he made, the People's Clamours 
were To great againft ihefe Ciiminals, ibar, for their 
SaiiifaGion, he Cent a Iptdal Wrir to h.ive' their 
Heads ftruck off. By doing which, lays Losd 
Herbert, it was thought by many, that he afted 
more like a good King fhsn a good Mafitr. 

Another later Hiltorian {/} remarks, that this 
Method of condemning People to die, by the Au- 
thority of King and Parliament, without particulAr 
Mention of the Nature of their OxTence, or the 
Proofs in Support of the Charge, had 'till then been 
feldom praflifed ; but. fo dangerous ars fuch Pre- 
cedents, that it was but too frequently praillia'd in 
the Sequel of this Reign. 

There wasnothingdoneelfe that wasmaieiial, in 
this Parliament ; except we raeniiou a Repeal of a 
fumptuary Lavs'; and anew one, a little mere de- 
cent, fubftituied. But tho' the noble Hiflorian 
mentions no Subfidy granted to the King at this 
Time, yet the yournal-Bock is not fo iilent ; but 
tells us, that on the laft Day of the Stffion, the 
Commons, with Confent of the Lords Spiritual and 
TcmiJoril, granted a Supply of two Tenth! 'and 
two Fifteenths \ as by Indenture there ffecificd, be- 
ginning with thefe Words;

Frame was always well entcriain'd by ; 
Eiiglijh Parliament. Accordingly, this Jaft, tho' 
on no extraordinary Grounds, was no Iboner pro- 
pounded to the Houfes, than accepted of. The 
Lords order'd in a Bill and pafled it, containing cer- 
tain great Privikges gninted to the Marqiiefs of 
Dsrfilt and other great Men, that would go beyond 
Sea with the King.

On Ncv. the 4th, thisYeir, the fame ParliatnenE 
met again, by Prorogation ; though our Statute- 
Books, and all our Hiftoriai-s, call it a new one. 
But, iho' [he Journals exprefly meniion this Pro- 
rogation, and add, that the Proceedings of this 
fecond Selfion are contained in a Book of the 4ih of 
this King J yel, thai Book, hy Negligence, is loft; 
fo that what we can find, muft be taken from the 
Authorities above meniioned. 

"LoxA Herbert vinits. That the King being now 
lefolved to go abroad in Perlon, in order to fecure 
hisown Dominions from iheS'w/i, he fenttheEarl 
of Surrey with an Army into YsrhJhWe, to prntcft 
ihofe Northern Parts of the Kingdom. WhiKt 
this was doing, he ciill'd a Parliament to meet at 
(Vefim'mjier \ where, befides enafling feveral good 
Laws, he had a Grant of two more Tenths and fif- 
teenth (r), as a Sublidy. Befides this, he had a 
Pgll'Tax grariied him j which was, of every Duke 
ten Marks ; of eiery Earl five Pounds ; a Lord 
four Pounds ; a Knight four Marks ; of every 
Man worth eight hundred Pounds in Goods the 
iame ; of each Man who had fony Shillings in 
Wage?, twelve Pence; and of all who were at, or 
above, fifteen Years of Age, four Pence. 

Thcfe were heavy Taxes, but ihe Nation being 
.11 that Time threatned with a double Invalion, 
both from Frame and ScstUmd, the preftnt Danger 
look off any Refentmcnt from it. We find that 
ilievery firft A61 that was pafled this Seflion, was, 
in order to fecure the Sea-Coafts ; by eredingof 
Bulwarks, Brnys and Walls, in Csrnwal/, and 
elfewhere ; and fortifying theCaftles on thefe Coafts. 
Nor was this Precaution without Reafon, for the 
very next Summer ihe Frtfich landed a Number of 
Men in SuJJex, but they were (oon beat back again 
to their Ships.

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On the Amhoriiy of hori Hirisrt, we ventureKinEHmryvia 
to fay, thalafier pafiJng the above- mention 'd Adt 
and tome others of Itfs Concern, this Parliament „

In the mean Time Henrj had headed an EngHJh

of 80,000, took Oaihs to become true Subjefls to Touma)-, 
Hinry. jama the fourth, King of Scollandy had 
brought a puiflanl Army into England, alfo, in 
Henry's Abfence ; but was met in Northumberland 
by the Earl of Surrey, when the fatal Battle of Flod- ^^ ^^^^ , 
tin Field was fought j in which the Scotch Kinged « fioM 
was kQl'd, andabout ten Thoufaiid of his Follow- '''^''* 
ers left dead upon the Spot, 

After Henry's Return to England, the Parlia- 
ment met as before mentioned ; but as far as we 
can find, very little was done in it.

i. Nothing having hapiien'd in ihe Government 
worth Notice, we ftall proceed , to tlie next Seflion 
of lliis Parliament, which m'-t according lo Proro- 
'' gaiion, on the iiihDayof Njvsmbir^ in the 7lh 
,,_ Year of this King. After a Lift of the Lords Spi- 
rityil and Temporal aflembled at tliat Time, and, 
as ufual, feveral Proxies allow'J for ahfcnt Lords, 
the yoiiriial-Booi only inlorms us, Ihai the Lord 
Chancellor, in a Speech, adjourned the Houfe till 
the next Day- 

Thefirft Thing wc find worth Notice was, that, 
Nov. i5lh, two Bills Were brought into the Upper 
Houfe by the King's Solicitor ; one contetning 
Conlpiracies, and the other relating to what Ser- 
vice w.!s due lo the Kinp;, in his V/ars, by thofc 
who htlJ Lands, in Fee, or Annuities, from the 
Crown. But, tho' it appears by the 'faK/7w/, that 
the latter ot thefe was read three Times by the 
Lords, palled, and fent down to the Commons, 
yet, iL is ptobible they were both thrown out there; 
for we do not find that either of them, by the print- 
ed Boolcs, were pafs'd into Sialutes. 

On the lyih Day of tlJisSetTion, Nsv. z8, the 
Clerk of the Parliament was commanded by the 
L^rd Cdrdina!, and other Lords, that he would 
annex to the Aft of Refumution, a certain Provi- 
fi™, then brought and (igned wiih the King's own 
Hind, for Gw-^« Earl of Shrewsbury, and that he 
ihould enter the fime on the Rulls of Parliament. 
There w.is no A(X of Refumpiion palled intoa Law 
this Parliament, that we can find ; and this is only 
mentioned, becaufe it is the Jirit Tim^ that theNan)o 
of the famous Cardinal If'oifey has occurred in 
tiiele Inquiries ; of whom much more will be feid 
in the Seqi^el. 

No Matters of any Confcquence happen'd 
till (he 39th Day of ihcir fitting, Du. lO, when a 
Bill wa:> brou3,h; into the Lords Houfe, figned 
with the King's own Hind, concerning the Lady 
Mary, as Hie is theie called. Dowager of France^ 
thj King's Sifter, relating to her Jointure, and 
which hjd pnffed the Commons, Tiiis Bill was 
read 
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read by ihe Lords ihi ee Times in one Day and af- King Henry viibj 
lenied toj but of what further Concern it was, 
neirherHiftory nor the Statute Books inform ns. The 
King's two Sirters, Margaret and this Mary, who 
had been married to the Kings of Sistland iiui France, 
had each of them loft a Husband. But foon got 
their Lofs rcpair'd, by marrying ihemfelves very 
loon after ; the former to Archibald Diuglafe Earl 
of Angus; and Mary to Charles Brandon Duke of 
Suffolk. This laft Princefs muft have been an im- 
menfe Fortune to the Duke ; for Lard Herbert (g) 
affuresus, that file brought wiih her into £«|-/tfnfl', 
in Jewels, Plate, and Tapeftry, to the Value of 
100,000 Crowns, belides a Jointure of 60,000 
Crowns yearly ; for the Payment of which the 
abovefaid Provifion was, probably, made by Parlia- 
ment. 

Another //if ro, in the yaur/iu/ofthisDay is, alfo, 
fomewhai remarkable, viz. * That it being Thurf- 

* day in the Afternoon, and the Vigil of St Thomas 

* the Apoftle, it was ordered, That every Lord 
' wbo was at that Time abfent fhould pay ten 

* Pounds.' 

The next Day, it is laid that a Bill was brought in- 
to the Houfe of Lords, concerning a Subfidy to be 
granted to the King ; that it was read the firft Time, 
and then ordered to be carried to the Commons by 
the Lord Chancelbr. But, what this Subfidy was, 
or whether it pafs'd the Lower Houfe or not, is un- 
certain. 

On the 2zd of December, a Bill for a general a, 
Pardon from the King, was pafs'd, with nine Ex- gn 
ceplions contain'd in it. And, the fame Day, the 
Lord Chanceilor fent for the Commons into the 
Houfe of Lords ; and, after giving them Thanks 
for their fpeedy and hearty Difpatch of Bulinefi for 
ihe publick Good, he exhorted both Lords and 
Commonsiotake Care, that thtLaws and Statutes, 
inlhis Cafe provided, be well and regularly kept and 
obferved, in the feveral Parts of the Kingdom where 
ihcy

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KinjHenryvm.^^V dwelt. And then, by [he King's Command, 
dilTilved thJ5 Parliament. 

This is the whole of what we think is material 
enough toextraiS from the Journal, relating to the 
Proceedings of this Parliament. Except one Thing 
more, and which is put down in the Beginning of 

hthe jnurnal, when the Spealter of the Houfe of 
Commons was prefented to the King ; but is what 
may be better poftponed to the End of it. It con- 
tains a very high Chaiatter of Thomas NevUe, Efq; 
who is here faid to be Brother to the Lord Berga- 
venm, and was chofen Speaker to the Houfe of 
Commons. This Gentleman is much commended 
- for his difcreet, diligent, and prudent Management 
of his Offi.-e. Infomuch, that the King thought 
proper, in full Parliament, to honour him with the 
Enfigns and Dignity of a Knight of the Garter. 
An Honour, adds the Record, which was never 
conferred, in this Mann^Jr, in any former Age, on 
any Man whatfoeverf/'J. 
The moll remarkable Afls pafled in this Seflion 
of Parliament were thefe i ' An Aft to prevent 
.Aaipafs-d. Tillage from being turn'd into Pafture. A Re- 
pea! of Licences granted to Strangers, for bring- 
ing in of Gafioign, or Guknnt Wines, or Thou- 
hufe Woad ; which added much to the Increafe 
of our own Shipping. A Time was ftaicd, 
without which all Motions, Bills, Suits, Indifl- 
menis, or Informations popular, fliall be fued, 
either for the King or Party. And this fettled a 
great deal of Quleinefs. "1 he A£t concerning La- 
bourers Wages, made in the Year preceeding^ 
was aifo repealed ; becaufe it concern'd certain 

L Labourers in London {/'}. 
It was full feven Years after the Diffolution of 
thelaft, before another Parliament was called ; the 
Government, we may well fuppofe, not wanting 
AITirtance from that colleflive Body, duripg al! this 
Time.

So that we are entirely 
left in the Dark, as to this Teilimony, for that 
Time.

A general Loan fucceeded, of one 
7er/i/i from Laymen, and a Fcurth from ihe Clergy, 
according to the true Value of ihcirEftates; befides 
borrowing 20,000 /. from the City of London.

• thereof had been eftimated, and amounted to

The Author of the Lire of Sir Thomas Merit 

tells us, that the Houfe were filent to ihit 
Demand, contrary to the Miniftcr's Expeilation ;

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KineHcnfyViii. anj when he demanded fome reafonable Anfwtr, 
every Member Iield his Pence. At hit, the Speaker 

k falling on his Knee;, with much Reverence, ' Ex-

' Men in the Realm. But with many probable

' that Houfe.' And, in Conclufion, told him, 
' That except a!t the Members prefcnt could put

monllrate, * That it was not a great deal, on this

To this he was anfwer'd, ' That though fome Men 
* were well monied, yet, in general, itwasknov/n, 
' that the Fifth Part of Men's Goods was not in 
* Plate or Money, but in Stock and Cattle. And» 
' that to pay away all their Coin, would alter the 
* whole Frame and Intercourfe of Things. For, if 
' Tenants come to pay their I.and'ordi in Corn and 
' Cattle only, and the Landlords iis^in could not 
* put them off from p ying thefe Things they had 
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' no Need of, there would be a Stop in all Traffick KiagHauyVia 
' and Merchandize, and confequemly ihe Shipping 

■ of the Nation muft decay j and the Nation itfelf, 
' for Want of Money, grow, in fome Sort, bar- 
barous and ignoble. They were dcfir'd to confi- 

■ der, that the King had already got of them, by 
' Way of Loan, two Shillings in the Pound, which 
' amounted to 400,000 /. and now to have four 
' Shillings, would come to, in the whole, 

,100,000/. which firft and laft is full fix Shil- 
' lings in the Pound, and is almoft a third Part of 
'' every Man's Goods ; and cannot be had, in Coin, 
' 1 the whole Kingdom. For Proof of this, it 

fas alledged, that fuppofing 15,000 Parifhes in 
' England^ and each Parilh fliould pay loo Marks, 
' this Wffluld only amount to 1,500,000 Marks, 
' which is but 1,000,000/. And how manyParifliea 
' are there in England., out of Cities and Towns, 
' one with another, able to fpare 100 Marks ? It 
was faid, indeed, that there were no iefs than 

■ +0,000 Parifh Churches in England, whereas it 
' may be proved there are not 13,000 Parifhes ; 

■ then reckon that the whole Sum cannot amount 
' to above 1,000,000/. and the King demanding 
' 800,000 /. and he, after this Valuation, having 
' receiv'd 400,000 I- therefore it was judged im- 
' poflible to levy theSum demanded ; forif all the 
' Coin fliou'd come into the King's Hands how 
' fliould Men live?' 

To ihefe Arguments it was reply'd by the Cour- 
tiers, ' That the Money demanded ought not to 
' be accounted as loft, or taken away, but only to 
' be transferred into others Hands of their Kindred 

■ or Nation; herein therefore, that no more was 
' done, than that we fee ordinarily in Markets j 
' where, though the Money change Mailers, yet 
' every one is accommodated. Howfoever, that 
' noManoughltorcfufe unto him that fighteih for 

■ the Honour and Safety of his Country, fo much 
' as wii! maintain him, (ince he dcnits it not even 
' to his Labourer. That ihofe who arc employ'd, 
' muft have been fed when ihcy ftaid idle at Home, 
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i|H<DTyVm. * a'K' y^t that they asfc'd no more now, to give the 
' utrcrmoft Proof of well-deferving Patriots. How- 

* beit, you may reply, this will exhauft the Coin 

* from the poorer Sort ; but, to avoid this Objefti- 

* on, let the richer go ihemfelves. Let them 

* fhew, in defending their Country, that they me- 

* rit the better and greater Parts thereof. Our 
' King will not deny them this Honour. Or, 
' when they would defire to be exempt, and lay the 

* Burthen and Hazard upon others, let them not 
' grudge yet the giving fo poor a Stipend, as fome 

* of their Servants at Home would fcarcely take 

* to Hand bare-headed to them. Neither are they 

* to value ihemfelves more than others, becaufe 

* they have larger Pofleflions, unlefs they emjSloy 

* it for the publick Good ; fince, in ancient Times, 

* and even true Reafon of State, they deferved not 

* fo much, who till'd and manur'd a Country, 

* as they who defended it. Nor is it well faid of 

* you, when youobjedtthat this willcarry the Mo- 

* ney out of England^ and leave It in France ; for 

* doth it not carry the Men too, and fo in Effcift 

* prove but the fame Expence ? Notwiihftanding, 

* if you be fo ohilinale as to believe that making 

* War in a Country brings Money to it, do but 
' conceive a while, that the French had invaded 

* us ; would the Money they brought over, think 
' you, enrich our Country ; Oiould any of 

* us be the better for it ? Let us therefore lay afide 

* thofc poor Scruples, and do what may be worthy 

* the Dignity and Honour of our Nation. When 

* you did conceive the worft that can fall out, you 

* fliould yet eat your Beef and Mutton here, and 
' wear your Country Cloth ; while others, upon a 

* fhort Allowance, fought only that you might 
' enjoy your Families and Liberty. But I fay con- 

* fidently you need not fear this Peniiry or Scarce- 
' nslsof Money ; the [nlerconrfe of Things being 
' being fo eftablifh'd throughout ihe whole World, 
' that there is a perpetual Derivation of all that can 
' be neceflhry to Mankind, Thus your Commodi- 
' ties will ever find out Money ; while, not to go 
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, I fliall prodiice our own Merchants oniViKinsHemjVnL 
' who, lei meaflurc you, will bealwiiys asglad of 
' your Corn and Caiile, as you can be of any 
* Thing ihcy bring you. Let us therefore, in 
' God's Name, lio what becomes ub ; and for the 
^^' reft, entertain fo good an Opinion of our Sol- 
^^^ diers, as to believe, that inftead of leaving our 
^V Country bare, tiiey will add new Provinces to it ; 
^T' or, at lead:, bring rich Spoils and Triumphs home. 
'At [aft, after muih Debate and Contention, it 
Was agreed by the Commons, ihatevery Manof E* 
ftileofzo/. ye.irly and upwards, fhould p.iy two 
^ Shillings in the Pound; and from 20 /. a Ycar^.^"''''^*''^ 
^^ downwards to forty Shillings, one Shilling in the 
^B.Pouod j and under fony Shillings, every Head of 
^f £i;ieen Years old or more fliould pay four Pence, in 
two Years. The Cardinal hearing no more was in- 
tended, feemed much troubled ; and therelore, coming 
to the Lower Ho. ife of Parliament, he told ihem, 
tbai he defir'd to reifon with thofe who oppos'd his 
Demindj ; but being anfwcr'd, that it was ihe Or- 
derof that Hojfe to hear, and not to reafbn, but 
amongft ihemfdves, the Cardinal departed. Yet, 
I'/E'ie liberal Motion of fomeofihe Lower Houie, 
iholeof 50/. Land and upwards, were induced to 
E've one Shilling more, being ihree Shillings in the 
Pound, for three Years lo come ; which at leng(h 
tieing continued 10 ihe fourth Year, and extended 
10 ihofe who were worth five Pound in Goods, 
was all that could be obtained.' 

W'ebavechofetog;ve ihis Account in Lord Her- 
mit's own Words, as it is chiefly extrafted from 
Bill's Chronicle^ a coiemporaty Hiftorian of ihufe 
Times [rj. But fioce, we think, that he hath 
turiailcd his Author too much, we fhall add what 
I is omitted, from ihe Chronicle iifelf. 

Hall writes, ' That it w.is one Sir J^hn Hufee, a 
' Ihcilnjhire Knioht, who, to ple.ife the Cardinal, 
lifl made the Motion in the Houfc of Commons, 
furxiiiJ. in the Pound on Land, up^nall tliofc who 
were worth 50/. a Year and upw:iri]s ; to be paiii 
Vol. UI. G in 

{rj ChrnutU, Fo!. i, V.aa. Vl!l. 
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KingHmiyvni. in three Years. That, on the Queftion's being 
put, ten or twelve Gentlemen faid Ilea ; and on 
the Negative's being asked, li.oi or,c Nay was heard. 
For, adds he, the Commons would not condemn 
nor hinder the landed Men from charging them- 
lelves ; fothat by ten or twelve Perfons the Gen- 
tlemen were bur ihen'd with xii d. more than others, 
for which the faid Sir John had much evil Will. 

This Grant, our Author fays, was pafs'd on the 
2ift Day of ^fl)' J at which Time, becaufe that 
H'hitfuniide was near, the Parliament was adjourn- 
ed to the loth of June ; in the mean while, the 
Members of the Houfe of Commons were taunted 
publickiy with fuch Sayings as ihefe, by the People ; 
Sin, we hear that ysa fay you will grant iv s. in 
the Pound ; we adviji you tn da it, that yee may go 
home with Threats and Curfes. 

In this Interval, the Cardinal, by his Power- Le- 
il *o! fey gamine, diflblved the Convocation at St Paul's, 
Jiiroiyetthec™- which had been called by the Archbtfliop of Can- 
"in. terbury ; and fummoned him and all his Clergy to 

his Convocation at If^ejiminjier ; a Thing thar had 
never been done before in England. On which 
Occafion, Skelioti, the Wit of that Age, ^d Poet 
Laureat, mada shis Diftich ; 

Gentle Paul laie dovine thy Sweard, 
Tar Peter ^f Weftminfter bathjhaven thy Beard. 
Hall proceeds and tells us, ' That when the Parli- 
ament began again, the landed Men, who were, 
chained xii d. in the Pound on 50 /. a Year and up- 
wards, moved the Houfe, that all fuch as were 
worih 50/. a Ytfar, or upwards, in Goods, fhould 
pay the fime Tax in four Years. This Motion 
occafioned 3 great Debate in the Houfe ; and June 
the 22d the Queftion was put, and it being doubtful 
whether the Yeas or Nays had it, the Houfe divided, 
the Citizens and Burgefles by themfelves, and the 
Knights of Shires on the other Side ; the former 
ftiffly affirming, that the Motioners were Ejiemiei 
tothe Realm. At ihe lall, the Speaker call'd them 
all together, and, after long Perfwafion, and tam- 
pering by private MeanSj it was agreed that xii rf. 
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in the Pound (hould be paid in four Years, on 50 /. KingHwuvViil. 
in Goods.

* tapafr ? and laying his Hand on Mr Montague's Mlmbt^tr't '- 
' Head, who was then on his Knees before him, p^iiDghij Mw-

* mcrrfftv this Head of yours (ball be off:' We are 
further told, that this Cavalier Manner of Htnry's 
fucceeded j for the very next Day the Bill was 
pafs'd. 

This may fuffice to conclude our hiftorical Ac- 
count of this Parliament ; for on July 3ifl it was 
adjourned to Wtjimwjlcr^ and there continued un- 
titl Aiigujl 13th, when at Nine o'Clock at Night it 
was liillolved. 

The noble Hiftorian hath left us an Abftradl of 
the moft remarkable Statutes made in this Sefiion of 
Parliament, which is as follows {u) -. 

* That our Merchants might have ^ig'^t'D.iys 
Preference before Strangers, for buying of broad ^' ' 
White Woollen-Cloih. brought to B/aciwe!i-B^\\ 
in London ; unlets in F lirs, Ports, Creeks, isfc. 
That Strangers ufi:ig a Hindy-craft, (hould take no 
Apprentices, nor above two Juurneymen, unjefs 
they Were the King's Subjefls. That ihey (hould 
be under the Search and KefbrmatJon of the War-

That if tbey were falfiv and deceitfully made, they 
fhould be forfeit. That this Provifion fhould ex- 
lend to Strangers Uving in other Towns than Lon- 
don. That if Straugtrswere wrongi'd, ihey might 
feek their Remedy from the Lord Cliancellor and 
Treafurer of England, oi the Juftices of Aflizc in 
the Counties where they liv'd. That during this 
Parliament their Apprentices or Journeymen might 
continue as before, and fo to endure to the laft Day 
of the next Parliament. This Aft was not yet to 
extend to Strangers of O*/"'"'^! Cambridge, zaA Ihe 
Sanftuary of St Mariins-le-Grand in London. 
That if the Officers refufed to put a Mark on the 
Wares, or Workmanfhip of Joiners, Biackfrniths, 
f^e. being Strangers, that then it was lawful for 
the Strangers to fell them wiihont the faid Mark. 
That Lords and oihers, the King's Subjefls, of an 
hundred Pounds yearly, might take and retain 
Strangers, being Joiners and Glafiers, for their 
private Service, ibis Aft notwitbftanding. Tliat 
EngUjhmen hving under foreign Princes, and being 
fworn to them, fhould pay fuch Cuftom to our 
King, Sublidy and Toll, as other Strangers of thofe 
Parts do. And that the Governor of the Merchant- 
Adventurers, or the King's Ambailadors in Foreign 
Countries, fhall certify their Names to the Chan- 
cery, to the intent that Order may be given there- 
in to the King's Officers in Havens, Ports, and 
Creeks. Yci\i zxiy i\ich Enghflmian ^lA return to 
inhabit here, that then he (hould be reftored to all 
the Liberties of a Subjeft.' 

* A College of Phyficians, among whom was 
that famous and learned Linaker, chief Phylician to 
the King, wascrefted, and certain Authorities and 
Priviledges granted to (hem ' 

* Moreover, the Statute of 6 Henry VIII. 13, for- 
bidding fhooting inCrofs-bows, or Hand-Guns, was 
difpens'd with in Men of one hundied Pounds per 
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Annum. That Coiners, who make Money in any KinBHenryVl 
Mint in Englard, (houli coin of every hundred 
Pounds of GoIJ, twenly Pound inio Half Angels 
or Pieces of xl. Pence ; and of every hundred Pounds 
Wonh of Bullion, Plate or Silver, a certain Portion 
into Groats, Two-pences, Pence, Hdlf-pence, and 
Farthings ; the Farthings to have a Mark different 
from Half-pence. That they who bring !efs than 
an hundred Pounds In Bullion or Plate to the Mint, 
fhal! have [he Tenth P^rt thereof in Half-pence and 
Farthings. That this yet fliall not extend lo the 
Mint-mafters of Tork, Durham, or Canterbury. 
Concerning which Law, it is worth the noting, 
that though it was for the Benefit of the Subjetl, 
to have fo much of the fmalleft Sore of Coin, yel 
by reafon of their Litllenefs it is all worn out.' 

' That they which be in the King's Service in 
Wars may aliene their Lands, for Performance of 
their Wills, without any Fine for Alienation. And 
if any of them die in the King's Service in War, 
his Feoffees or Executors fliall have the Wardfliip 
of his Heir and LaniJs.' 

' Another Aft of Attainder was pafs'd in this 
Parliament, againft Edivard Stafford Duke of Bvck- 
ingbam, who had been condemned by his Peers, 
and cxKuted for High-Treafon two Years before. 
The Cardinal, being publickly accufed of having fa- 
crificed this Nobleman to his Vengeance, had In- 
tcreft enough to obtain this Aft, in order to divert 
the Odium thrown upon him for it. That this 
was a meet Piece of Condefcention in the Parlia- 
mcnr, appearspretty evident from another Aft, paf- 
led this SeDion, for reftoring Henry Stafford, Son 
of the deceafed Lord, to his Hlood ; and the King 
foon after, by Letters Pjienis, granted him Part of 
the Lands of the faid Duke [x). 

* Alfo an Aft pafs'd, that the King (hall, for *J 
his Life, have Authority, by his Letters Patents, at 
bis Pleafure, to reverfe, repeal, and annul, all At- 
tainders of High-Treafon, and to rellore their

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lUngHcnryvni. Though we find that a I'uSficient Time was al- 
low'd for ihe Payment of ihe laft SuSfidj', yet, the 
War with both France ^nd Scmland (o cxliauited the 
King's Treafury, that the very next Year it waS 
required, from all Men worih forty Pounds, that 
the whole Subfidy, granted as before, payable in 
Siie i "fourifms f^""'' Y^'"' fiio^'d be anticlpiitet), and brought to 
wquir'iJinoM i theKing in oneetitire Payment. This unprece- 
denied Proceeding gave the Commons of England 
great Diiguft ; apd they did not fail, fays Lord 
Herbert, to impute it ail to the Cardinal Minifter. 
It was fo infupportable to the poaitr Sort of Sub- 
jei^ls, as another Author writes {y}, that the Pay- 
ment of it WiS utterly denied to the Coliedlors, with 
Weepings, Curlings, and great Exclamations, 
which almoft grew to an open Rfb'.'llion, The 
locciGoni County of Kent refufed it to Lord Cobham; EJfex 
Ciamouti. would not fo mucH as talk with the Commiflioncrs 
about it J Huntingdon/hire did the fame ; LsndoH 
wouW be taxed by none bur their Aldermen ; and 
Suffolk rofe up in Arms, making Poverty their 
Captain. The Blame of ail fell upon the Cardinal j 
but he, being now by his Church Dignities rendered 
al moll an £«5/(yi Pope, looked down upon iheir 
Threats with Contempt, p.nd defpiled their Mena- 
ces. However, a little Time alter they gave ihis 
haughty Prelate fome terrible Reafons to alttr his 
Opinion. 

This Minifler had been fo rebufF'd by the Houfp 
of Commons, in his laft Demand of a Supply, 
that he was in no hafte to advife the King to call 
another Parliament. For, as in his Miniftrj-, there 
had been none called for feven Years before this laft, 
fo it was fix or feven Years more before another was 
fummoned. 

During this Time one of his greatefl: Attempts 
"°S««tConfcnt'o raife Money, without the Help of Parliament, 
ofPulwmmt. happen'd in rhe Year 1526, the i7ihot this King; 
when Cotnmidiuns were fent into every County in 
England, for levying the fixlh Part of every Lay-

the People relenled fo much that it had like to have 

occafioned a Rebellion. They alledgcd, firft, that 

thefe Commiffions were againll Law; next, their 

own Poverty j and that the King, fince the 141I1 

of his Reign, had rec«ved of ihem twenty Fif- 

teenthi. But, as the noble Hiftorian obferves (j), 

this feemed ali to be done without the King's ,yjjj^^ ^^^.^ 

Knowledge, fo when the Confequence of it ap-fo grcit Mmv" 

pear'd, it was refolv'd to difavow the whole Proceed- muring, thj ' - 

ing. And the King fent Letters, alt over England^ ^\^^ 

declaring he would ask nothing of them but by 

wiy of Benevolenes. So that the Cardinal, by thefe 

Means, got many a Curfe, and the King as many 

BleQings.' 

In thc'Year 1518 began the grand Affair of the 
Dfoorcf between Henry VIII. and his Queen Kathe- 
rint. We ftjll leave a thorough Dilqiiifition of 
this Matter to Lord Herbert, Bifhop Burnet, and 
our genera! Hiftorians of ihefe Times. And (hall 
only collefl what an Englip Parliament had to do, 
in this greatandmemorableEvent. 

But before this mighty Matter took Place, it 
proved the Ruin of the Cardinal ; for being detei£t- 
ed of fome under-hand Dealing, between the Pope 
and the King, and having managed fo il! as to make , . 
both Queen Katherine, and the defigned new Sultana cstdiml Wo% 
Mrs. Ame Bulkin, his Enemies [z) ; he fell firft into 
Difgrace, and afterwards under theMonarch's high- 
eft Difpleafurc. The Cardinal was firft indidted in 
the King's- Beneh, on the Statute i6 RiehardW. con- 
cerning Premunires j found guilty, and Sentence 
was pafled upon him, ' That he was out of the 
* King's Proteflion ; his Lands, Goods and Chat-

According to his Defer!, he haih 
had a gentle Correflion ; which fmall Punlfh- 
meni the King would not thould be an Ex.tmple 
to other Offenders ; but openly declareih, that 
whofoever, hereafter, fhall make the like Attempt, 
or commit the like Offences, (hall not efcape 
With the like Puniftiment. Laftly, the Chancel- 
lor faid, that becauie they of the.Houfe ol Com- 
mons were a great Number, and could not fpeak 
ail at one Time i therefore, the King's Pleafure 
was, that they (hould refort to their oxvn Houfe,and 
there amongft themfelves, according to ancient 
Cuilom, chufe an able Perfon to be their com- 
mon Mouth, or Speaker ; and after they have fo 
done, to advcrtife his Grace thereof, who will 
declare to ihem his Pleafure, what Day he wdl 
have him prefented in this Place.' 

On the 6th of November, the Commons prefented xj,^„ Audi« 
Thmas -Audley, Efi^; to the King as their Speaker, Ef^; ihofw

That he much praifed the King for his Equity 
and Juftice, mixed with Mercy and Pity ; lu that

' and, in the Punifliment, the Extremity or Rigour 
' of the Law was not cruelly extended ; which 

* fliould be a Caufe both to bridle all Men from do- 

* ing the like Offences, and an Encouragement to 
' Offenders to confefs their Faults, and occafion A- 

* mendment and Reconciliation.' To the lecond 
Point, * He endeavoured to difable himfelf, for want 

* of Senfe, Learning and DifcretJon, for taking fo 
' high an OfEce j befeeching the King, to caufe his 

* Commons to rfefort again to their Houfe, and there 

* tochufe another Speaker for that Parliament.' 
To this the King replied, by the Mouth of the 

Chancellor, ' That whereas he fouHht to difable 

* himfelf in Senfe and Learning, his own elaborate 

* Difcourfe, there made, teftified to the concrary : 

* And touching his Diicretion and other Qualities, 
' the King himfelf had well known him and his 

* Doings, fince he was in his Service, to be both 
' wife and difcreet j and fo, as an able Man he ac- 

* cepted him, and admitted him Speakt-r.' 
The principal Thing we meet with, is, that cer- 
tain Articles were now preferred againft the Cardi- 
nal, Lord Herbert has copied them from the ori- 
ginal Record, which, he fays, he has thought fit to 
tranfcribe, becaufe our vulgar Chronicles have mif- 
reprefcnted them : And, though m.iny in Number, 
they muft find a Place in thefe Enquiries {b). 

'/^Onftrained byNeceflity of our Fidelity and 
nt V_*t Confciences, complain and fliew lo yourRoyal 
I Maiefty, We your Grace's humble, true, faithful and 
obedient Subiefls, That the Lord Cardinal of York^ 
lately your Grace's Chancellor, prefuming to take 
upon him the Authority of the Pope's Legate de 
Latere, hath, by divers and many fundry Ways and 
Fafhions, committed rotable, high, and grievous 
Offences ; mifuling, altering, and fubverting the Or- 
der of your Grace's Laws, and otherwife contrary 
tp your high Honour, Prerogative, Crown, Eftate, 
and 
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and Dignity Royal ; to :he ineftim;ihle Dimage ofKiB|H«rxVl 
your Graces Subjef.s of every Degree, and confe- 
qucntly lo ilic great Hinifrancc, Diminution, and 
Decay of ihe univerlal Wealih of ihis youf Grace'i 
Realai> as it is touched fummarily and parricularly 
in ceriain Arlicleshere following j which be but a 
few in compariftiti of all his Enormiries. Exccflej, 
and Tranlgrtflions, committed againft your Grace's 
Laws, That is to lay, 
' Imprimis Where your Grace, and your noble Pro- 

fniiors within this your Rejlm of Eng'atid, bfing 
itigs of England, have bscn fo free, thai (hey 
hav& had in all the World no other Sovereign, 
but immcdiaiely fubjeiS to Almighty God in all 
Thinp, touching the Regiliiy of your Crown 
of England ; and the fame Preheminence, Prero- 
gative, JurifditVion, lawful and peaceable Poflef- 
fian, your Grace, and your noble Prc^enitnrs 
have had, ufed, and enjoyed wi[hout Interruption, 
or BuQnefs therefore, by the Space of two hundred 
Years, and more ; whereby your Grace may pre- 
icribe ag.iinft the Pope's Holinefs, that he (hould not 
nor ought to fend, or make, any Legate to execute 
any Authority Legantine, contrary to your Grace's 
Prerc^ative within this your Realm : Now the 
Xiord Cjrdinal of Turk being your Subjeifl, and na- 
luril Liege born, hath of his high, orgillous [*), and 
infatiable Mind, for hi' own lingular Advancement 
and Profit, in Derogation, and to the great Inble- 
mifhmenl and Hurt of your faid Royal Jurifdidtion 
and Pr«rogaiiie, and Ihe large Continuance of the 
Pofleffion of the fame, obtained Authority Legantine» 
bv reafon whereof he haih not only hurt your faid 
Prefcription, but alfo, by ihc faid Authority Lcgan- 
line, hath ipoile I and taken away from many Houfes 
of Religion in this your Realm much Subftance of 
their Goods ; and atfo hath ufurped upon all your 
Ordinaries, within this vour Realm, much Part of 
tbeii Jurifditftion, in Derogation of your Preroga- 
tive, and to the great Hurt of your faid Ordinaries, 
Prelates, asd Religious.' 

' II. 
(*} HiUEl>ty, arrogaDti prefumptuaus. StcAKtsMAi. 
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peHrnryVin. ' ^^- Alfo, ihc (kid Lord Cardinal, being your 
Ambailador in Frame, made a Treaty with the 
Fremh King for che Pope, your Majefty not know- 
ing any Pa.rt thereof, nor named in ilie fame ; and 
binding the faid Frtncb King to abide his Order and 
Award, if any Controveriy or Doubt Ihould arife 
upon the fame betwixt the faid Pope and tbe French 
King.' 

* Iir. Alfo, the faid Lord Cardinal being your, 
Ambaflador in France, fent a Commiflion to Sir 
Gregory de Caftilh, under your great Seal in your 
Grace's Name, to conclude a Treaty of Amity 
with the Duke of Ferrara, without any Command 
or Warrant of your Highnefs, nor your faid High- 
nefs advertifed, or made privy to the fame.' 

' IV. Alfo, the faid Lord Cardinal, of his pre- 
fumptuous Mind, in divers and many of his Letters 
and Inftruflions fent out of this Realm to outward 
Parts, had join'd himfelf with your Grace, as in 
faying, and writing in his faid Letters and Inftruc- 
tions, ^ he King and /. And, / tuould ye /hould da 
thus, the King and I give unto you our hearty 
Thanki. Whereby it is apparent, that he ufed him- 
felf more like a Fellow to your Highnefs than like 
a Subjea.' 

* V. Alfo, whereas it hath ever been accuftomed 
within this your Realm, that when Noblemen do 
fiAcar their Houfliold-Servanis, the firft Part of their 
Oath hath been, that they fliould be true Liege-Men 
to the King, and his Heirs Kings of England ; the 
fame Lord Cardinal caufed his Servants to be only 
fworn tu him, as if there had been no Sovereign a- 
bove him.' 

' VL And alfo, whereas your Grace is our Sove-

' VII, A!fo, the faid Lord Cardinal, by his Au- 
thority Legantinc, hath given, by Prevention, the 
Benefices of divers Perfons, as wellSpitiiualas Tem- 
poral, contrary to your Crown and Dignity, and 
your Laws and Eftatutes therefore provided, by 
reafon whereof he is in danger to your Grace of 
Forfeiture of his Lands and Goods, and l)is Body 
at your Pleafure,' 

* VIII. Alfo, the faid Lord Cardinal, taking up- 
on him oiherwife than a true Counfellor ought to 
do, hath ufed to have all Ambafladors to come firll 
to him alone, and fo hearing their Charges and In- 
tents, it is to be thought he hath inftrufted them 
after his Pleafure and Purpofe, before that they 
.came to your Prefence ; contrary to your high 
Commandment by your Grace's Mouth to him 
given, and a!fo to oihcr Perfons, feiic to him by 
your Grace.' 

* IX. Alfo, the faid Lord Caidiijal hath praflifed 
fo, that all Manner of Letters fcnt from beyond 
the Sea to your Highnefs have come firft to hia 
Harfds, contrary to your high CommandmcBt by 
your own Mouth, and alfo by others feni to him 
by your Grace; by reafon whereof your Highncfs, 
nor any of your Council, had Knowledge of no 
Matters, but fuch as it pleafed him to fhew them ;

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KiatHenryVlit, * X. Alfj, thc faid Lord Cardinal haih prafUred 
that no Manner of Perfonj b;ivmg Charge to make

at their Return come firft to your Grace, nor 
to any other of your Council, but only to himfelf, 
and in cafe they did the contrary, he puniftied 
them for fo doing.' 

' XI. Alfo, the faid Lord Cardinal hath granted 
Licence under your Great Sv;al for carrying out of 
Grain and other Vidtual, after the Reftr^inr hath 
been made thereof, for his own Lucre, and fingular 
Advantage of him and his Servants, for to fend 
ihiiher as he b^re fecret Favour, without your 
Grace's Warrant or ICnowledge thereof.'

* Xlir, Alfo, where good Hofpiiality hath been 
ufed to be kept in Houfes and Places of Religion 
of this Realm, and many poor People thereby re- 
lieved, the faid Hofpitality and Relief is now de- 
cayed, and not ufed ; and it is commonly reported 
that the Occafion thereof is, becaufe the faid Lord 
Cardinal hath taken fuch Impofiiions of the Rulers 
of the faid Houfes, as well for his Favour in mak- 
ing of Abbots and Priors, as for his Vilitation, by 
his Authority Legantine. And yet, neverlhelefs, 
taketh yearly of fuch Religious Houles, fuch 
yearly and continual Charges, as they be not able 
ID keep Hofpitaliiy, as they uled to do, which is a 
great Caufe that there be fo many Vagabonds, Beg-

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* XTV. Alfo, where the faid Lord Cardinal faid, KiniftBuyTI* 
before the Supprefiion of fuch Houfes as he hath 
fupprefTed, that the Poflcffions of them fliould be 

fct to Farm among your Lay-Subjefls, after fuch 
Kafonable Yearly Rent, as ihey (hould well there- 
upon Vive, and keep good Hofpitality : And now 
the demefne Pofleffions of the faid Houles, fince the 
Suppreflion of them, hath been furveyed, met and 
meafuied by, the Acre, and be now fct above the 
Value of the old Rent : And alfo fuch as were Far- 
mers by Covent-Seat and Copy-Holders be put out, 
and amoved of their Farms, or elfe compeii'd to pay 
new Fines, contrary to all Equity and Confciencc.' 

Alfo, the faid Lord Cardinal, fitting a- 
mong the Lords, and other of your moft Honoura-

* >; IX. Alfo,ihc faid Lord Cardin;\l hath not only, 
by his untrue Suggeftion to the Pope, fhamefully 
flandered many good religious Houfes, and good 
vertuous Men dwelling in them, but alfo fupprelled 
by reaf.in thereof above thirty Houles of Religion ; 
and where, by Authority of his Bull, he ihould not 
fuppteis any Houfe that had more Men of Religion 
in Number, above the Number of fix or ftven, he 
h.ilh fuppreflid divers Houfes that had above the Num- 
ber ; and thereupon hath caufed divers Offices to be 
found by Verdift, untruly, that the religious Per- 
fons, fu fupprcfled, had voluntarily forfaken their 
faid Houfes, which was untrue ; and fo hath caus'd 
open Perjury fo be commiaeJ, to the high Dif- 
pleafure of Almighty God.'

of the lame Manor, to the Time the M.itter de- 
pending in the Chancery between the Lord of St. 
yehnsy and the (md Docmvra, were difcufled; and 
yet the faid Docowra never made Anfwer in the 
Chancery, nor ever was called into the Chancery 
for that Matter. And now of late he hath received 
the like Injunflion, upon Pain of Two Thoufand 
Pounds, contrary to the Courfe of the Common 
Law. 
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KlDrBmtyvm. ' XLIII. Alio, whereas in the Parliament Cham- 
ber, and in open Parliament, Commmication and 
Pevices were had and moved, wniirtiii mention 
was, by an Incident, made ot Matters touching 
Herefies, and erroneous Stfls, it was fpoiicn, and re- 
ported by one Biflinp there being pre lent, and con- 
firmed by a good Number of the lame Bifliops in 
prefence of all the Lords Spirimal and Temporal, 
then affembled, that two of the faid BifhopB were 
minded and deiired to repair unto theUniverfiiy of 
CiimbriJge, for Examinaiion, Relotmation, and 
Correction of fuch Errors as ihen leemed, and were 
reported to reign amongft Ihe Students and Scho- 
lars of the fame, as well touching the Luthtran 
Seft and Opinion?, as oiherwile; the Lord Cardi- 
nal informed of the good Minds and Intents of the 
faid two Bifhops in that Behalf, exprejly inhibited 
and commanded them in no wife fo to do. By 
Means whereof the fame Errors (as they affirmed) 
ciepr more Abroad, and took greater Place ; faying 
furthermore, that it was not in their Defaults that 
the faiJ Herefies were not punifhed, but in ihe faid 
Lord Cardinal; and that it was no Reafon any 
Blame, or Lack fhould be arreted unio ihem for 
his Offence. Whereby it evidently appeareth, that 
the fiid Lord Cardinal, befides all otKer heinous 
Oifences, hsih been the Irapeacher and Difturber of 
due and direil Corretftion of Heicfies ; being highly 
to the Danger, and Peri! of the whole Body, and 
good Chriftian People of this your Realm.' 

' XLIV. Finally, for as much as by the forefaid 
Articles is evidently declared to your mcft Royal 
Majeity, that the Lord Cardinal by his outrageous 
Pride hath greatly fliadowed a long Seafon your 
Grace's Honour, which is moft highly to be regarded, 
and by his infatiable Avarice and ravenous Appetite 
10 have Riches and Treafure without Meafure, hath 
fo grievoufly oppreffed your poor Subjefta, with fo 
manifold Crafts of Bribery and Extortion, that the 
Common- Wealth of this your Grace's Realm is 
thereby greatly decayed, and impoverifhed : And 
alfo by his Cruelty, Iniquity, Affeftion, and Parti- 
ality 
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aJity hath fobverted the due Courfe and Order ofKiosHtnoVl 
your Grace's Laws, to the undoing of a great 
Number of your loving People-' 

' Pleafe it your Royal Majefty therefore, of your 
excellent GoMnefs towirds the Weilc of ihis yuur 
Realm, and Subjefts ofthe fame, to fet fuch Order 
and Direftion upon the faid Lord Cardinal, as m.iy 
be to the terrible Example of others lo hcware lo to 
offend your Grace, and your Laws herMftcr.

" """* .- ^ i^ation, notwithftanding the Wars ; the King 

* always makii^ his Enemy's Country the Scene of 

* them. They faid that for fourteen Years the 

* King had but one Subiidy from his People ; and 

* that now he afted nothing for any other Purpofe 

* than only to be difcbarged from a Debt, contrad- 

* ed for the Pubiick 5 by the Accounts of which^ 

* there (hewed, they might fee to what Ufcs the 
^ Money, fo raifed, had ^n applied.' 

Bifhop Burnet obferves, that there were feveral 
Ends in paffing this Bill. The Courtiers did not 
only intend to deliver the King from a Charge by 
it, but alfo to ruin all the Cardinal's Friends axid 
Creatures, whom he had caufed every where to ad- 
vance great Sums, on this account, for an Example 
to others. Many in the Houfe were convinced that 
the Aft was unjuft in itlelf, yet did eafily give way to 
it, that they might efieftually, for the future, difcredic 
that Way of raifing Money bj^ Loans ; judging it 
the pubbck Tntereft of the Kingdom, to have no 
Money railed but by Parliament. But Hall writes 
exprefsly, that there was much underhand Dealing 

Biftifed, to get this Bill pafled, which gave much 
ifcontent to the poor Sufferers, and occafioned 
great Murmuring in others. To qualify this rou^ 
Proceeding, the King thought fit to grant a free 
and abfolute Pardon to his Subjefts for all Offences, 
fomc capital ones excepted, as is ufual in fuch Cafes. 
And, to keep the Clergy dill under the Rod, all 
Tranfgreflions againft the Statute of Pramunirif 
tic. were excepted, which fell upon them feverely 
afterwards. There are two other remarkable Ex* 
Ceptions in the Aft ; the one is, for thole that pu]]» 
or dig down Crofles in the High-roads, to have no

to the King. When this Matter was propounded 

in Convocation, Bifhop FiJI)er oppoftd it, and fiid

* Charges at all concerning that Bufinefs. For, to 

* his Knowledge, the Clergy were generally againft

into the Matter ; whertb/, ss far as we ate able, 

v/c f^tisticd his Highnefs Delirw. But when the 

' Queen 
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' Qyeen began to fufpett tliem as partial Judges, KJnjfjeorjVlli^ 
' and on the account of fome Grievances (lie had 

* impos'd on her by the faid Legates, had appeal'd 

* from ihem to the Apoftolical Tribunal, and had 

* on her Part appointed Prodtors to profecuie the 

* /aid Appeal at Rome, even (hen our great Incli- 

* nation to his Majefty's Service was iufficiently 

* evidenced. For although we could not in this 
" Caufe deny the Queen a Commiflion of Appeal, 

* yet feeking rather that this Controverfy might be 

■ finiflicd by the agresable Methods of Peace and 

* Concord, than by Courfe of Law, we fram'd 

* feveral Delays in granting our Commiflion of 
' Appeal in the faid Caufe, under pretence that; 

* this being a Caufe of the higheft Nature, muft' 

* therefore be brought before the Coniiftory. Af- 

* ler this we held frequent Confultation with our 

* moil venerable Brethren their Eminences the 

* Cardinals, whereby this Affair was ftill farther 

* put off; till at length by the unanimous Vote of 

* all the Cardinals it was concluded, that a Com- 

* milSon of Appeal in this Caufe cou!d not be re- 

* fus'd. It was therefore appointed to be examin'd, 

* heard, and in the faid Corfiftory by us to be finally 

* determin'd. For as in all Cafes we ought to pro- 
' cced with the greatcft Caution, fo ought we more 

* efpecially to do in that which concerns the Ma- 

■ jellies of Kings and Queens, on which we fee 

* ihc Eyes of all the Chriftian World plac'd. Since 

* which no lawful Proi^or has appear'd on the 

* King's Part, lo fet forth his Majefty's Pretenfions 

* either in Writing, or by Word of Mouth, from 

* whence it is that this Caufe could not receive its 

* Determination. Since it muft be decided ac- 

* cording to what is alledg'd, and by Witnefles 

* prov'd ; not according to favour and AfFtflion. 

* There is therefore no Reafon why this Deierring 

* our Sentence of Determination, of which yon 

* complain, fhould be afciib'd to us -, and yourCom- 
' plaint herein fecms to us the more ilrange, becaufc 

* hU Majefty's Amballadors in feveral Places, parti- 

* cularly at Bimnia, did requeft and follicit this De- 

* lay 
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KiniHenrj'Viii. * lay of Sentence from us, contrary to the Inciina- 

* lion and Demand of ihc Queen's Proflors Iierein. 
' Since therefore we have no ways occalion'd thcfe 

* Delays, or hinder'd this Caufe from being deter- 
' min'd after milure Examination, and due Conli- 

* deration of all the Circun;ft<ince3 of it, we fee 

* not on what Reafons thefu your Complaints are 

* grounded ; unlefs you will venture to fay, that 
' the Services which his Majefty has (liewn us and 
» the Apoftoiical See are fuch, that the Caufe fhould 

* be deiermin'd in bis Favour, without Regard had 
' cither to Right or Jufticc ; for that muft be the 

* Meaning of your Words, when you fay that Sen- 

* lence ought to be given by us, ihough no Body 

* intreated it, nay, tho' fome oppos'd it in this Cafcj 

* which has been adjudged juH by all the Learned in 
' England, France and Italy, and by the Decrees of 

* fo many Univerfides : Which Words to us feem 

* not to proceed from your ui'u.il Prudence and Mo- 
' defty ; fince we fee nni wiih what Reafon you 

* can defire, that we (hould In a Caufe of the gteat- 

* eft Moment give Sentence, though none intreated 

* it, nay, iho' fome oppos'd it; when on the other 
' Side is alledg'd the great Scandal and Offence 

* that all Chrittians would take, at a Sentence of 

* Divorce from a Marriage which has continu'd fo 

* m^ny Years, which was conlrafted by Difpenfa- 
' faiion from the Holy See, at the Requcfl of his 
' molt ExceSlent Majefty i/fnry VH. and the moft 
' Caiholick King Ferdinar:d ; from whence the 
' Queen has had fo many Children bora, and ftill 
' y\i£ a Daughter livmg; contrary to the Opinion 
' ol feveral Doctors (which you urge alfo on your 

* Behalf) and thofe very learned and grave Men, 

* and who confirm their Judgment both by the 
' Laws of God, and by Argumenis taken not only 
' from the Latins, but likewife deriv'd from the 
» j£wijh Law : Notwithftanding all which we kept 
' ourfelves unbiais'd, inclined to favour nei'her Side, 

* but to hear both, looking on this moft exiraordi- 
' naryCau'e, noton'y to concern the whole Chri- 
' ftiaii World, but alfo t» belong to all Pofteriiy.

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* As for the Opinions of learned Men, and the De- K«BHenfTVIIX 1 

* crees of Univerfitics, which you memion, lew of ^ 

* them have come to our Noiice, Ihewn us not in 

* proper Form by your Ambafladors, nor in the 
' Name of the King exhibited ; and thofe were but 

* bate Opinions of thofe Men, alledging no Rea- 
■ fona for their Determinations, nor fupporting ihcm 

* by any Authority from Scripture, or ibe Canons, 

* which herein ought only to prevail. Wherefore, 

* to demand that we fhould rafhly, and without 

* due Confideraiion, determine any Thing herein in 

* hisMajefly's Favour, is a Thing neither righte- 

* ous in iifelf, nor agreeable to your WifJom. For 

* although we owe much to his Highnefs, yet in 

* ejcecuting Judgment we muft neceffarily much 

* more regard him, by whom Kings reign, and 

* Princes decree Juftice ; and further, it is the Duty 

* of a g"od Father, to lake care that by over I\ond- 

* net he do not too much indulge his Children : 

* Befides, we (hould not only entangle our own, 

* but alfo his Highnefs's Confcience, by fuch an 

* hafty and inconfideraie Sentence, which if thus 

* unduly given^ would by its dmgerous Example, 
' greatly damage the whole Chriftian World. As 

* tor that Deluge of Calamities, which you fear is 

* impending over your Kingdom, fure it were 

* much more to be fear'd, if we Ihould rafhly 

* bajleii that Sentence which ought calmly to pro- 

* cecd in the ftreight Way of Juftice and Reafon ; 

* thereby vioLuing both our own Duty, and de-

* feek Remedy herein eliewhere i this is a Refolu- 

* tion neither worthy of your Prudence, nor be- 
' coming your Chriftian ty : And we do therefore 

* of our Fatherly Love, exhort you to abftain from 
' any fuch rafti Attempt : Tho' it would be no 
' Fault of the Phylician, if the Patient weary of 
' hisDiftemper, fhould laflily and unadvifedly ven- 

* ture upon Meafures deftrudtive to his Health : 
' We indeed never deny'd you fuch Remedies as 
' might with Safety be given, and with Advantage 

* receiv'd ; for who is weak, and I am not weak ; 
' who is offended, and I burn not ? I write not 
' thele Things to fliame you, but as my beloved 

* Sons I warn you. We can't imagine that his 

* Majelty, on whofe Account you write, can ap- 

* prove your Writing in this manner J fnrweknow, 
' and are fo fully acquainted with his Honour and 

* Integrity, that we are alTur'd he would not accept 

* of any Thing that is unjuft, although it were of- 
' fered him ; and alchough your Interceflion is in 

* al! Cafes of great Power and Prevalence with us, 

* yet Is our Love and Affeftion to his Highnefe

fpeedy. Determination and final Conclufion -, be- 
ing earneftly defirous to fice your King and 
Queen, and our own:"e!ves from this moft trou- 
blefome Affair. But this we muft defire of hii 
Highnefs ard of your Goodnefs, that you 
would not require more from us, by rcafon of 
his Majefly's great Defervings of us, than we can 
without offending God pertorm ; and then you 
may aOure yourfelves of a!! the good Offices 
which can be expedied from us, confidcring the 
Perfon and Office we bear, and the Juflice we 
are Indifpenfibly bound to admmifter. Ghf/i at 
St. Peter's, Rome, under the Seal sf the Fijherman-, 
September ij/A, 1530, in the fevtnth Year of our 
Pontificate.' 

This Anfwer had very little Effeft on the Minds wueh tiie ftr- 

of Ihofe who were, before, refolved to abrogate the ''™="V'"^ '''" 
Pope's Supremacy in England, and drip the Church "'^'"'^'^' 
of its overgrown Pofleffions. 

We read of no other Bufinefs done at this Sefiion Anno Rtsnl it. 
than the writing and fending the Letter to the Pope ; M3'; 
and it was not til! January 1531, that any Statutes ^' ^°'''""'''°* 
were made for the general Good oF the Nation. 
On the 6th of which Month being again aflembled, 
the firft Thing we find, was, that a Pardon for all 
Spiritual Perfona, figned by the King's own Hand, 
was lent to the Lords, who in a (hort Time after 
paQed ihe Bill and fent it to the Commons. When Dcbiw n the 
it was read in that Houfe, many froward Perfons, Kuig'«PMdB«. 
fays Halt, would in no wife confent to vote for the 
Bill, unlefs that all Men might be included in the 
Pardon. Arguing, that cveiy Man who had any 
Thing to do wiih the Cardinal, were in the liimc 
Cafe. To this it was anfwered, by the wifer Sort, 
That they would not compel the King to give 
ihem his, Pardon ; and beliJes, it was uncharitably 
^ dODC in them to feek lo hurt tlic Clergy, and do 
themfelves 
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ij_ themfelves no Good. They ratlier advifed the 
Houre 10 conTent to the Bill, and afterwards to 
make Suit to the King for their Pardon. But this 
was not agreed to ; and it was refolv'd" to (end the 
Speaker to the King in the firft Place, before they 
would pafs the Bill. Accordingly Sir ThDmas Audley^ 
Spe:iker of the Houfe of Commons, with a Number 
of Members along with him, waited on his Majefty, 
and eloquently declat'd to him, ' That his faithful 

* Commons fore lamented and bewailed their 

* Chance, in having Occafion to think or imagine 

* themfelves out of his Favour, hecaufe he had 

* granied his mofl gracious Pardon to his Spiritual 

* Subjects on the Pramunire, and not to ihem. 

* Wherefore they moft humbly befought his Maje- 

* Ky, out of his wonted Goodnefs and Clemency, 

* to include them in the fame Pardon/ The King, 
adds Hall, wifely anfwered, ' That he was their 

* Prince and Sovereign Lord, and [hat they ought 

* not to reftrain him nf his Liberty, nor to compel 
' him to fliew his Mercy ; for it was at his own 

* Pleafure, either luufc the Extremity of his Laws, 

* or to mitJgUe and pardon the Jame. Wherefore, 
' fince they had denied ro confenr lo the Pardon of 

* the Spiri:ual Perlrni. which, he faid, he might 

* give without their Corfent. under his Grf-at Seal, 

* he Wiuld be well advifed before hejiaidoned them; 

* becaufc, he would not have it look as if he waa 

* compeli'd to doit.* 

Lpor ihis refolite Anfwer, the Commons, very 
ptnlivf ifid melancholy, deponed. Some of the 
Members aitribuitd ihii Uf^ge to Thomas Cismwe/fy 

twho was juft then ta'ten mto the Kinft's Ffivour, 

(and faid, ihat he had .i.fckJed the Secrets of the 
Ho^ie. However, the Kiigdii not li.iff rihem to, 
conlinje Ic ^ in their SoituW; for foi>n after, 
of his own Moiion, a Pardon was dniw n up and 
jr.?d. which his Majefty fent to the Commons bjr. 

[ Chrijl^hir Ha/es, Efq; his Attorney Genetat, . 

r -which was foon affenled to by that Htaife. The 
Commons returned rhdr moft humble Thanks j 

* And much praifed his Majtfty's Judgment, in 

' that

^P hat] unworthily demanded it, am* had granted it 

• when he perceived they were fo furrowful and pc- 

The forecited Authority further tells us, that on 
the 30ih Day of jl/cffi, the Lord Chancellor, and 
a Committee of twelve more tpiritual and temporal 
Lords, wenttothe HoufeofCi)mmons, where the 
Lord Chancellor fpokc to them to this Effeifl :

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KiniHeofyvfli. Purpofe, we fliall therefore content ourfelves with 
obferving. That the Q^ieftion put to thefe learned 
Societies was, IVhcthtr ike Pope's DifpinJ'atisn fsr a 
Brother's marrying a Brother's fVife, after Csnjunl- 
7natisii with her Jgrmer Husband, was valid or mt ? 
Which, as the Queftion was Hated, they all gave 
in the Negative. 

TheTe Determinations being all read in the Houfe, 
there were produced above an hundred different 
Books, wrote by Foreign Civilians and Divines, 
againft the Lawfulnefs of the Marriage. Which, 
fays Hall, becaufe the Day was far fpent, were not 
read. Then the Chancellor again foid, ' Now you 

* of this Commen Houfe may reporte in your 

* Countries, whit you have feene and heard ; and 

* then all Men fhall openly perceyve that the Kyng

* fure, as fome Straungers reporte, but only for the

In this Seflion the following Laws wereenaflcdi 
' That becaufe much Wool was employed to 
Ufcs not fo beneficial to the Kingdom, and fomctl 
limes iranfported by Strangers, it was decreed, tha{ l 
none Ihould buy Wool in fome principal Shires, to 
the Number of twenty-eight, but ihofe who woulj 
make Cloth or Yarn [hereof, and that Strangers 
fhould not buy any till the Purification of our Lady. 
But this being a Law that might likewife have itj 
Inconveniency, .was conlinu'd only for ten Years^^ 
as it had been in fome former Kings Times.' _ , 

' Alfo a Law was made againft Exactions on Ap-^ 
prentices, by Mafters, Wardens, iSc. And ihif' 
was beiiefictaHor poor Men, who were not able td 
put their Cliildren to learn Occupations wi[houf> 
[fflying extraordinary Sums. A Remedy was alfo, 
taken lor repairing of decay'd Bridges and Highways,', 
and the Manner of raiiing the Money, which before 
was uncertain, fet down. The c.irrying over of 
Horfes, Mares, and Geldings, . alfij was forbiddea 
Ufoa 
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upon a Penalty, to all PLices but C-i/mV, More- KinsHcnry vw, 
over. Denizens, notwithrtanHjng their Privileges, 
wereorder'd to pay fuch Cuiloms as .they paid be- 
fore. For which Purpofe the Officers and Miniftets 
of Cities and Boroughs, iffc. where_ fuch Cuftoms, 
S^f. were due, were commanded to fet up a Table 
in fome open Place, containing the Particulars of 
them. Which A& yet was not extended to tha 
Merchants of the StiUyatd, call'd then Teutonki. 
Together with which It was provided, That the 
Tables touching Scav-^e to be fet up at Londotiy 
fhould be firft viewed and eximined by the Chancel- 
lor, andTre-ifurcr in £/i^/i/;ii;, the Ptcfident of the 
Council, the Lord Privy Seal and Lord Steward, 
and the two Chief Jullices, or by four of ihcm at 
leaft, and by them lubfcribed ; and this was for pre- 
venting of the feciet Exaflions of Tolls, by May- 
ors, Sheriffs, i^c, upon Wares to be fold within 
their Precinfls. A Law was made alfo -againft 
Egyptians, who under Pretence of telling Fortunes, 
got Money, and Credit among the more ignoranc 
Sort. And whereas fome pennl Statutes were made 
heretofore ajjiiiift Sirangers who were Handicrafts- 
men, it was declared, that the faid S[rany,ers being 
Bakers, Brewers, Surgeons, and Scriveners, were 
nempied, and not taken to be H;indicraf[i-men. 
And, becaufe the Abufe of taking Sanduary, and 
Hying to hallowed Places, was great about this 
Time, Infomuch that many Criminals finding Re- 
filgc and Protedlion in them, did there abjure the 
Realm, and fo went into Foreign Parts; by which 
Means they difcover'd the Secrets of the State, to 
the great Prejudice thereof-" And whereas alfo, 
wbtn they were to be tryed before the Judges in 
the Circuits, ihey would pltad ihey were taken out 
of fome Smftuary or hallowed Place, and Juftice 
thereby delay'd ; divers good Orders were taken to 
temedy thefc Inconveniences. Which yet we men- 
Honnot at large, becaufe ihey, together with the 
life of Sanfluaries, were at length wholly antiquat- 
ed and abolilh'd. 
Hall mentions another Aft, Thatwhofo poifon'd 
F » any 
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Kin|Hui[yVin.anyPcrron,{houId bepuE into hot Water and boiled to 
Dearh. This Act was made, adds he, becaufe one 
Richard Rsofi, in the Parliament Time, had poi- 
foned divers Perfons in the Bifhop of Rixhejltr's 
P.i!are, for which F-tidt he was boiled in Smirhfitid. 
On the i5lh of January 1532, the fame Par- 

*iino n^sni 13, Hament f.U ag-iin ; and, to fiiew what EfFeft the 
Pope's Anfwer to their Leiter had had upon them, 
the firft Thins ihey went upon in this fourth Seflion, 
was to exhibit a Complaint in the Houfe of Com- 
mons, againft the Clergy In regard to their Ordi- 
narks; for calling Men before them, Ex Officio., 
and charging them with Herefy, without producing 
their Accufcrs. Which was the more grievous to 
thcPublick, becaufe the Parry, fo cited, mull either 
abjure or be burned for an Hereiick. 

This, and other Complaints ftr Exaflions done 
by the Clergy in their Eccleriaflical Courts, were 

Jjj^^e =B"inftlongdebaledin the Houfe of Commons ; at laft, it 
^' wasconcludedandrefolved, that all the fe Grievan- 
ces fhould be put in Writing and prefented lo the 
King. And on the i8th of March the Speaker, 
accompany'd with divers Knighis of Shires and Bur- 
geiTes, went into the King's Prefence, and there 
declar'd to him how the Laity was fore laid on by 
the cruel Demeanor of the Prelates and their Ordina- 
ries, who fpared neither their Bodies nor Goods. 
Then he delivered to his Majefty a Schedule of their 
Grievances in Writing i and humbly befeeched 
him to take fuch Order, in that Cafe, as to his 
moft high Wi:fdom feemed moft convenient. He 
further beloughi the King, to conlider wh .1 Fatigue, 
Charge and Coil, his humble Subjedls of the Low- 
er Houfe h,id lulhiined, fince the Bci^inning of this 
Parliament 5 and thai it would pleafe his Majefty, 
out of his princely Benignity, to diflblve it, that 
hiF Subjeifls mighl retire home to their own Coun- 
tries. 

When the King heard their Petition, he patifed a 
while, and then laid.

The Redfon the King mciitionej ihe Maiier in 

Ihe Condufion of his Speech to them- was thi« : It 

wj) then become a Cuftoin for Men to makt FeofF- 

ments of their Laniis to their Ufts ; and in iheir 

Wills to fettle their Lands with fuch RemainHers, 

that not only the King biit all other Lords loll their 

Wards, Marriages, and Reliefs. The King alfo 

loft his primier Seifin and the Profit of the Livery, 

Tfhich was to him a great Lofs. Wherefore, fays 

Hall, he like an indifferent Prince, not willing to 

lake all nor to lofe all, causM a Bill to be drawn by 

his learned Council, in which it was devifed, that 

every Man might bequeath half his Land, lb Ibat 

ke let the other Half go to the Heir by Defcem. 

■r ; Wli?0 
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BjRenryvin-^'isn 'his Bi!! came before the Commons, the 
ignorant Members oppofcd it mightilj', and Ipoke 
very difrcfpeft fully of the King's Coiinci] about it ; 
But the wifer Sort, who faw and undcrftood the 
Mifchicf to come, would gladly have had the Bill 
topjfs"; oratlheleaft, to have theKing alTur'dof 
a fourth Part. Which Offer, fM! hys, hehimfelf 
was credibly inform'd, the King would have taken ; 
but fome wilful People would neither agree to the 
Bill, as ihe Lords had done, nor to any reafonable 
Qualification of the fame. This they foon after 
much repenied of ; for the King called together the 
JudE^es and the ableft Lawyeis, and they difputed 
the Matter in Chancerv, and agreed that Land could 
notbe bequeallied bv Will, by the Cuftom of tlie 
Common Law. Whereupon an Aft was made, 
thatnoManmightbequeaihhisLandor any Part of 
it. Which Aft, adds our Author, fore grieved 
fuch Lords and Gcnilemen who had many Children 
to provide for ; and fliswed the (imple what Mifchief 
they had brought on themfelves by Blindnefs and 
Obftinacy. 

About this Time, on occalion of Eafer, the Par- 
liament was prorogued to ihe Tenih of JprU ; and, 
being once more met, the Lord Chancellor, with 
the Dukes of Norfelk and Svfslk, the Earls of A- 
rundel, Oxford, Nsrthumberhind, TViltJhiri and Suf- 
Jcx, were ient by the Houfe of Lords to the Com- 
mons ; when, being fat down, the Lord Chancellor. 
declared to them, ' That the King had been inform- 
' ed by his Council, and erp^cially by the Duke of 
' Norfolk, that on the Mjrfhes between Englgnd 
' and ScBtUnd were very few Towns or Habitations 

* on the ^ff^/;}* Side, but on the other matiy i fb 

* that the Scots inhabited up to the very Borders : 

* For which Reifon thev invaded England feveral 
' Times, and did the King's Suiijedls much Hurt 

* and Difple^ifure. Thit, in order to remedy this,, 

* his Majefly inientled to build Villages and Houfes 

* on this Side ; and alio, to renew feveral Piles and 

* Stops to hinder thefe Invafions, to the great Con. 

* Ycnience of all the Inhabitants thereabouts. But,*' 
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* as thi5 Tiling could not be done without much KingHenryvnui 

* Expence, the Lord=, confidering the King's gcoii , , 
' Intent in h, had agreed to allow 'onie rcalbnable ^ ^^'"^f^^J^ 

* Aid towards it, and prayed the Commons to con- ihe Nonhem 
' full about the fame.' Which faid, they all with- Boidsn. 
drew. The Commons took this Affair into Confi- 
deration, and unanimoufiy voted the King a Fif- 
itinth, to fupport the Expence; but it was iioi 
concluded this Srflion : For, fays Hall, a Plague fud- 
denly breaking out at IVijjminjUr, the Parliament 
was prorogued to the next Year. 

An Abllrafl of the moft remarkable Statutes, made 
in this Seffion, is drawn out by Lord Herl'tr:, as 
Jbilows ; 

' Whereas it was ufual in former Times that^g ,f,,^_ 
Qtrfciwho committed petty Treafon, Murder, or 
Fclcny, were, through a certain Privilege of the 
Church, deliver'd to their Ordinaries, who alio 
llereupon, for Lucre or other undue Motives, did 
fiifer them to make their Purgation by fuch as no- 
thing knew of iheir Mifdeeds, to the great Scandal 
of Juftice : It was now enafled, that none lliould 
lisve the Benefit of this Recourfe to the Ordinary, 
liut tiiofe who were within ho]y Orders, and yet to 
find fufficient Sureties for their good Behaviour. 
This Aft yet not to extend to iliofe, who being 
!"tainied of Felony, or Murder, are after admitted' 
'0 ihsir Clergy, aiW fo deliver'd to the Ordinary. 
'f was provided alfo, that Ordinaries, having fuch 
Perfons in their Cuftody, might degrade them, and 
ftnd them Co the King's-Bench to be detatn'd. 

' It was enadted alio, how Perjuries and untrue 
Verdifts (hould be puniilied. And this was to the 
finjular Benefit of the Subject ; there being no Mif- 
fhief fo eafy to be done, fo irreparable in their Con- 
fquence, or unlimited in their Extent, as thofe of 
ihi? Kind. 

' And, whereas the CommilTion of Sewers being 
about Sea- Walls, Gutters, Banks, ^r. and Dams, 
tVeers, isfc. in frcfh Rivers, was not particularly 
eoQugh fee down Iieretoforc ; it was now declared, 
" id iiUctpicted. And this was much for the Benc- 
I" + ' 6t 
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r^HtaryVin.fit of the Sea-Coafts, and making fmall Rivers 
navigable. 

* Whereas a!fo Statutes of the Staple were hereto- 
fore ufed only belwix; Merchant and Merchant, for 
fuch Merchandize of the Staple, as palled betwixt 
them i the Ufe thereof was now permitted to o- 
thers of the King's SubjeiSs upon certain Conditions. 
And [his not only enUrged Contradls, but ftrengthen- 
ed much the Sinews of them, 

' Whereas heretofore the King's Subjefls were 
ordinarily called by Citations to appear in the Arches, 
Audience, and other High Cuurts of the Arch- 
biftiops of this Realm, to anfwer to many fuitnifed 
Caufeg ; and that they who reliifed, were excom- 
municated or fufpended from divine Service ; it was 
row enafled, that none fliould he fo cited but ia 
cert:iin Cafes declared in the faid S;atute. 

' Feofmenls of Lands alio to the Ule of a Church, 
as being little different from Mortmain, Were made 
void. 

* Whereas divers, having the Benelit of their 
Clerg)-, were afterwards committed to their Or- 
dinaries, and did there break Prifon ; it was now 
declared Felony. 

' Divers other good Statutes palTed alfo this Scf— . 
fion; which yet, for being merely legal, or limited 
to certain Places, ore not here recited. 

' This Year alio an A 6t pa Aid, concerning ^»- 

natesy or the Firft- Fruits of Bifhopricks, paid ulijaliy 

„_ to the See of Rome, for the obtaining of Palls, Bulls,

And if any Man, 
being cholcn to a Biihoprick, and prefentcd by the 
King to the Pope, iTiall hereupon find any Lett or 
Hindrance, by Reftraint of his Bulls, upon conve- 
nient Suit for the fame; then he may he named 
wdprefented by the King's Hi^hnefs lo the Arch- 
biiliop of the Province, who (hall confecrate him ; 
O'lthc laid ArchbiQiop delaying under pretence of 
wanting Pall, Bull, t^e. the Peifon fo named Ihall 
^ confecrated, and inverted by any two Bifliops of 
the Land whom the King ihall appoint thereto ; 
"id (hall be held and reputed theieafttr as a compleat 
Bithop. But of this Aift wc (hall fpeak again when \ 
■ *fi come to the sjth Year of the King. For iho" 
"pift'd the Parlbment now, and the King gave hie 
Aflem thereto ; yet Power was rcfetv'd for him to 
^nul or confirm the (anie any Time within two

. ' Moreover, in this Statute, the King and his Par- 
pen! declare, that they do not intend to ufe any 
Wtremity or Violence, before gentle and courteoui 
"sys have been attempted. Bui it" it fiiall pleafe 
■I* King to propofe an amicwtale Compofition to 
the Pope, and his Holinels iliull be content citlier 
lo iholifh or mode rate tliofe yfinaUi , then the 
Cottipofition, fo made, to fland firm. But if, upon 
'fie faid amicable Propofitions, the Realm cannot be 
^ifburthen'd, and that, for ihe Continujrwe of the 
''"le, the Prpe Iha'l unjuftly vex, and difquiet the 
King or his Subjeiftj by dny E.\coinmunication, Wf. 
^ii then enatled bv the Authority aforefaid, that 
Ibe King's Highnefs, his Heirs and SucccfTors, Kingi 
1^^ England- ind a!l his Sfiriiuil and Lay Siibjefts 
cf the Lrae, wiihi'ut an)' Scruple of Confcience, 
&all ani may lawfully, to the Honour of Almighty 
God, 
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KJatHenryVin. '^°'^' li'e Increafe and Continuance of Virtue and 
good Example within ihis Realm, (ihe fatd Cen- 
lures. Excommunications, Interdi^ions, Compul- 
fories, or any of them notwlthftanding) minifter or 
caufe to be miniftred throughout this faid Realm, 
and all other the Dominions and Territories belong- 
ing or appertaining thereunto, at! and all Manner of 
Sacraments, Sacramentals, Ceremonies, or other Di- 
vine Service of Holy Church, on any other Thing 
or Things, rcceflary for the Health of the Sou! of 
Mankind, as they heretofore, at any Time or 
Times, have been virtuoufly ufed or accuftomed to 
do within ihe fame- And that no Manner of fuch 
Cenfures, Excommunications, Interdii£iions, or anjr 
other Procefa or Compulfories (hall by any of the 
Prelates, or other fpiritual Fathers of ihis Realm» 
nor by any of their Minifters or Subftitutes, be at 
any Time or Times hereafter publilhed, executed, 
or divulged, in any manner of ways. 

' ThisAfl being pafs'd, ourKing made ufe thereof, 
to terrify the Pope, which had its Effeft j as we find 
by oar Ambafladors Letters dated from Romt^ April 
39j IS32) though together, as they were inftrufted 
from hence, his Holinefs was told by them,, that 
our King had referved the whole Bufinefs to his own ' 
Power and Difcreiion ; which however it appeas'd 
the Pope a while, yet as Matters pafsM afterwards, 
this Statute had iis final Confirmation in the next 
Parliament.' 

In the Beginning of this Year, our Cotempo- 
jary Hiflorian informs us, that the Lady Anne 
Bokyn was fo much in the King's good Graces 
that the common People, who knew not the King's 
true Intent, thought the Queen's Abfencc from him 
was, only, for her Sake. This harfh Expreffion oar 
Hiftorian endeavours to fofien, by informing us, 
that the inie Reafon for the King's Neglet^t of the 
Queer, wns, tiecaulie he was, openly, rebuked by 

^^ , . Preachers 'or keeping Company with his Brother's 

S wL,r'° Wife ; fo [hat he refoived to refrain himfelf till the 

Q^^MoOitherine. Caufe was fairly tried between them. 
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In Aprilt and in the twenty-fourth Year of this KingHenrvvm. 
King's Reign, the fame Parliament met again, when 
the Af&ir of the Divorce began now again to be Anno Regni 14, 
canvafled. The, already, repudiated Queen want- w''^' 
cd not thofe who defended her Caule publickly, both '^^ w«"^«"> 
in Books, and Sermons ; tlie chief of whicli were 
John Fijbtr Bilhop of RBchejIer, and Tliemas Abely 
her Chaplain. The Pope h'ad, alfo, .made his laft 
Attack on Henry's Confciencc, by a mild expoftu- 
lating Letter, kindly exhorting him 10 put away 
AnneBoUyn, and take d.gm\ Cathtrint, his lawful 
Wife. But all this did no good on Henry i who, 
being totd, that one Temfcy a Member of the Houlc 
of Commons, )m>A made a Motion, this Seflion, ^ Motiorin the 
^W they Jhoull all pitiim iht Kindts lakeh'n ^i»"i kIIST'o ul«' Iw 
'ii« i he lent for Sir Ticmai Audkyi their Speaker, igalo. 
Md talked to him to this Effbftfn): *' That he 
J ' Wondered any amongft them, fhould mecidle in

J ned in their Houfe. But, for this Particular, it 
j^ c-oncerned his Soul fo much, that he many 
„ Times wifhed the Marriage had been good 5 yet,

„ '>» declared it unlawful, he could do no'lefs than 
,j abftain from her Company. He, ihereforc dc- 
^^ lired ihem to t.ike this as the true Reafon, with- 
^ c»ut im[iuting it to any wanton Appetite : Since, 
„ ^«ing in the foriy-iirft Year of his Age, it might 
ij Juftly be prefumed fuch Motions were not i'a

Some Time after, the King fent for the Speaker 

again, to give him the Anfwcr which (he Clergy 

had delivered in, relating to the CNirpb.ims the 

Commons had exhibited againft ihem in the laft 

Firtlicr ProcttJ- Seflion. The King himfelf Teemed nut at zW ple^f- 

iBKsiirotiiePi-ed with it ; and further told them, " He had luund 

" Subjects, or fcarce fo mui.h ; every BKhop or 
" Abbor, at the enlering into his Dignity, 
" an Oath to the Pope, derogatory to that of iheir 
" Fidelity to the King ; which Con trad; tit ion he 
" defired his Parliament to conliJer on, ahd take it 
" away." Whereupon, fays Lord Hfrhrt, thefo 
two Oaths {P) being read in the Houlc, and confi- 
dered, they fo handled the Bufinefs then, that it oc- 
cafioned a final Renunciation of the Pope's Supre 
macy in EngJdnd, two Years after. 

This Seflion lafted from the Date aforefaid, to 
M/jy i!th that Year, at which Time the Parlfa- 
ment was prorogued again -, but no particular Time 
mentioned. At the End of this Seflion, the famous 
Sir Thomas More, Lord Chancellor, got Leave to 
refign the Seals ; and was fucceeded by Sir TJ.'omai 
Dudley, Speaker of (he Houfe of Cominons, now 
knighted for that Purpofe. In the Courfe of Lord 
Herben's Hiflory, we meet wiih no other Seffion 
.533^^ ^*'til! the Beginning of the Year 1533, when, on Feb-

Thb Parliament did fo co-incide with the King's 
^t Ticlinations, that the Statute co prevent Appeals to

-^^Qd the poor Princefs had now no other Way left 
fc>u:[oreRby the Judgment of thofe, who were too 
*3iuch influenced by the King, or were her own

'!H- ' Jenumy, in the Sjlh Year of this Reign. 
Ai Weitei,niitr. The BuRnefs-of the firft Day was taken up in 
reading Appointments of Proxies for the abfent 
Lords ; and an Adjournment was made by the Lord 
Chancellor till the 17th of the fame Month. On 
._ which Day, Comphint being made to the Houf^ 
that feveral wicked Faflshad been committed, every 
Way worthy of 'Death, but by the Laws [hen in 
being, as the Judges declared, were not punifhable 
as they ought to be ; it was thought proper to or- 
dain, that whatever Perfon, guilty of fuch Wicked- 
nefs, fhould endeavour to fkreen himfelf from Juf- - 
tice, by betaking himfeif to fome confecrated Place 
or Sanctuary, he fhould iofe the Benefit of the 
Church's Prole£lion : And, that all Perfons found 
guilty of Sodomitical Pratlices ftiould fuffer Death ■ 
for them. Which Crimes were remitted by theHoufe 
to the Confideration of the Judges, and they were 
ordered to draw up two Bills for that Purpofc. 
Thefe Bills were boib Strokes at the Ecclefiafticks 
and their Authority, as willbefecnin the Sequel. 

An Affront, of a very Angular Kind, was offer'd by 
the Houfe of Commons againft the Bifhop of Lon- 
don this Seflion. Complaint being made by them 
to the Lords, That the Bifhop had a long Time 
imprifoned one "thmai Phiiips, on Sufpicion of He- 
refy, the Lords difmifs'd the Complaint, as a Bufi- 
^ nefs too frivolous for that Court. But the fsid Ei- 
icfLfcs ^''P °^ Landcn was again required, by the Com- 
er to the mons, 16 anfwer to ihe Complaint in Writing; 
nsCora- whereupon he acquainted Ihe Lords, that he might 
have iheir Opinion j and they all agreed, That it 
■uiiii not a Thing fit for a Peer to anfwer to in Jueb 
c Plate.

much abridged them in iheir Number. Thefe only

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making them to be Twenty- two, whereas the ^'w-Kii^HenryVni, 
fia'j give us the Titles of Thirty-four. Lord Her- 
lirt has drawn up the Heads of the moft remarkable 
Statutes that are printed ; and what he hath omitted 
wefliallfubjoinfrom the aforefaid Authority. 

It was enafled (s), ' That the. Price of Vifluals Ada pafi'd. 
Ihould not be inhanfed without jufl Ground and 
Reafon. Iflheywere, then upon Complaint there- 
of, the Lord Chancellor, and others who had Au- 
thority given them herein, fhould tax the faidViflu- 
alshowihey Ihouldbe fold, either by the Owners or 
by Viituallers. Aifotbat no Coin or Cattle he car- 
tied beyond Sea, without the King's Licence, unlefs 
either to Ca/m's, Gui/nes, Hiimma, and their March- 
es, orforViftuallingofShipi, faV. 

' That no Man indiifted of Murder, Bufglary, 
oroiher Felony, and upon his Arraignment ftand- 
ingmutc, to prevent the Procefsofthe Lawagainft 
himfelf, fhall have Benefitof hb Clergy; butLaw 
ftatlproceed againft him for the Crime whereof he 
isindifted, as if he had pleaded loihe fame, and 
thereupon had been found gui!:y.

Dilpenfition, Faculty, Delegacy, i^c. to the See 
of Rome, but that any fuch Difpenfation, t^c. for 
Caufes not being contrary to the Law of God,

' Danger yourfelves ; And this to do for theReve- 

* rence of Chrift, for the Difcharge of your own 

* Souls, and for the Honour of this moft high 

* Court : And finally, for your own Sureties, and 
' others th.il hereafter (hall fucceed you. For I ve- 
' rily truft in Almighty God, that by the Succour 

* of his Grace, and your charitable Supportations, 

* I {hall fo declare myfelf, that every Noblemaa

* with fatislied. Thus our Lord have you all, thU 
' moft honourable Court, in h;a Protection. Amen. 

This SeiTion of Parliament continued till March 
joth ; on which Day the Lord Chancellor, by the 
King's Command, ordered that all and lingular the 
Loids Spiritual and Temporal, in their Parliament- 
Robes, together with the Members of the Houfe of 
Commons, fhould appear at the fame Plac?, at two 
o'clock in ihe Afternoon. At which Time, the 
three Eitatcs of the Realm being aflerabled ; Ihe 
King on the Throne, the Lords by Name in the 
Journal, being feated according to their Ranks and 
Dignities, and the whole Houfe of Commons anend- 
jng ; Sir Humpkrrf IVingfield Knight, then Speaker 
of that Houfe, made an elegant Speech, fays our Au- 
thority, to the King, on prefenting the Bills for the 
Royal Allent ; which was kindly and gracioufly 
accepted. Sir Thomts Audley Knight, Lord Chan- 
cellor of England, by the King's Command, rciurn- 
cd an Anfwer to it : And gave Thanks to all the 
Members pf both Houfcs, for their great C>ire and 
Con- 
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Conduft in making fo many excellent Laws for the KingHemyVHi 

publick Good. Which Bills being all read and af- 

fented to, the Chancellor prorogued the Parliament 

to the 3d Day oi February next enfuing j on which *^* '^f** 

Day, he iaid, it was the King's abfolute Command P'**'**" 

that th^fhould all, without further Notice, attend. 

The Chancellor, likewife, took Notice of one par- 
ticular A£t, made this Seffion, concerning the Settle- 
ment of the Crown on the King's Iffue, by Ann^ 
his prefent Queen, as the principal and moft ufeful 
of them all. In this it was enabled, amongft o- 
ther Matters, That all and fingular Perfon or Perfons, 
{hould take an Oath to do and fulfil every Ordinance, 
comprehended in the faid A£t. On the due Obfer- 
vation of which, he added, the Good and Happi- 
nels of thi3 Kingdom, chiefly, depended. To which 
End, the Iting, by his Letters Patents, had conftitu- 
ted and appointed the faid Lord High Chancellor of 
England, the Aichbifhop of Canterbury, Thomas 
Duke of Norfolk, Lord Treafurer, and Charles Duke 
of Suffolk, who firft took the Oath, annexed to the 
Letters Patent, in the King's Prefence, to fwear 
all the reft of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
with the Members of the Houfe of Commons, in 
the fame Manner : As appears by a Tranfcript of 
the faid Aft, to which all the Jurors fubfcribed their 
Names. After this, the King and all the reft retir- 
ed.

With feveral other more private Bills. 
King/fcffry andhi^ Parliament agreed fo very well 
tt^ethcr m every Thing, that it now plainly ap- 
pears, by thefe frequent and annual Prorogations, 
that he had no Mind topirt with '.hem, till the great 
Wort of Reformation, which he had taken in Hand, 
wasaccompiilhed. Much had been, already, done 
towards it, but much more remained behind to do; 
by far, more diiBcull and dangerous than iTie other. 
However, the next Seifioii of this Parliament gave 
the

The Journal Bosks here again forfake us ; the 
Seflions of Parliamenr, in the 26th and 27th Year of 
this King, being loft from llie Offirc i fo that we 
muft depend upfm the printed Statures and Hiftories, 
for the farther Proceedings of this Parliament to its 
Difibltitinn. 

According to the la ft Prorogation, they met again, 
on Ff'-ruBry the 3d by the Statute- Books, but HaU 
and Lord Herbert fay, Nove7nbir the 3d. At which

fliouW be accepted and reputed the Supreme Head 
on Earth of the Church of England, called, Ecde- 
fia Anglicana. And have and enjoy, united and 
annexed to the Imperial Crown of this Realm, ai 
well the Title and Stile thereof, as all Honours, 
Dignities, Preheminences, Jurifdiflions, Privileges, 
Authorities, Immunities, Profits, and Commodi- 
ties to the faid Dignity of Supreme Head of the 
lame Church belonging or appertaining. And 
that our faid Sovereign Lord, his Heirs and Succef- 
fors, Kings of this Realm, Ihall have full Power 
and Authority from Time to Time, to vilit and 
reprefs, rediefs reform, order, correfl, reftrain and 
amend all fuch Errors, Herefies, Abufes, Offences, 
Contempts and Enormities, whatfoever they bc» 
which, by any Manner offpiritual Authority or 
Jurifdiflion, ought or may lawfully be reformed, t 
reprefied, ordered, redreflecf, correfled, reftrained, \ 
or amended, moft to the Pleafure of Almighty )| 
* God, ;1 
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God, the Encreafe of Virtue in Chrift's Religion, KinEHmryvnc. 
and for the Con lervation of the Peace, Unity and 
.Tranquility of this Realm, any Ufage, Cuftom, 
ibreign Laws, foreign Amhotity, Prefcription, or 
any Thing or Things to the contrary hereof noi- 
Withftanding. Which Ad, though much for the 
JJanutent'on of the Regal Authority, feem'd yet 
not to be fuddenly approved by our King, nor 
before he had confulted with his Council (who 
fliewcdhim Precedents of Kings o^ England, that 
liid ufed this PuwerJ and with his Biffiops, who 
having difcufled the Poini in their Convocations, 
declared, Thiit the Pope had no Jurifdiflion war- 
ranted to him by God's Word in this Kingdom. 
Which alfo was feconded by the Univerfities, 
and by the Subfctipiions of the feveral Colleges, 
ind Religious Houfes, fo far as they bound their 
Succeflbis thereunto ; the Particulars whereof 
are to be feen in our Records. However, the Bu- 
finefe Was both publickly controverted in foreign 
Countries, and defended here by many at ihie pre- 
fent, while they produced ArgumentB for tejed- 
ing the Pope's Authority j and together maintained 
it neceffary, that fuch a Power (hould be extant 
in the Realm for fupporring and ftrenethening of 
tlu Religion profefled in ii, and excluding the im- 
pertinent and ill-grounded Reformations of many 
Scftaries of thofe Times. The Arguments of all 
which, may be feen in the King's Book De vera 
BiffeTtmia Regis et EuUfsaJlica Poiejiatis (which 
We have formerly mentioned) as being printed and 
pAliflied on this Occafion ; whence alfo the learn- 
ed Bifliop Andrews in his Tortura Torti, fcems to 
have drawn divers Aflertions of the Regal Autho- 
rity, to which therefore the curious Reader may 
have further Recourfe. 

' It was alfo declared Treafon toatterapt, imagine 
orfpeak evil agiinft the King, Queen, ot his Heirs^j. **^ *^ 
or to attempt or deprive them of their Dignity or 
Titles. 

Alfo, that no Traitor (hall have Benefitof Sanc- 
tury. And though he be cat of the Realm, yet 
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■ upon CommifTion given by the King for his Trial, 
ifhebefound guilty by the Jury, the Law fhall pro- 
ceed againft him, as effeftually as he were prefent. 

•An Aflalfo made the laft Parliament for an Oath 
to be taken by all the King's Subjedls for the Sure- 
ty of the Succeffion by Queen Ann was now con- 
firmed, and the Oath prelbribedjfor the moreva- 
lidating whereof alfo, it was declared that, all for-' 
met Oaths, concerning Succeffion, taken by the 
King's Subjects, Ihould be repuied thencefortb vain 
and annihilated. 

' That towards the Augmentation, Maintenance 
and Defence of the King's Roy.il Eftate and Dig- 
nity of Supreme Head, the Firft Fruits of all Bene- 
fices, -Dignities, Offices i^c. Spiritual, fliall be paid 
to hisHighnefs. As alfo a yearly Revenue, teing 
the tenth Part of all fuch Livings ; the Prior andthe 
BreibrenofSt. j'oAhV oiyerujalim not excepted. 

' Whereas alfo it was doubted, left in thefe trou- 
blefome Times, ibmc Commotion might follow , 
in this Kingdom, and that particul.rly Wales, a» 
beitiga ftrong and fait Country, might be a Re- 
fuge for ill-affeifled Perfjns and the rather that 
there were fo many Lordfliips Marches inthofe i 
Paas(the feveral Lords whereof hiving ampler* 
Power than they now enjoy, did praiedl Offend- 
ers flying from one Place to the other) divers 
Laws were enafledagainft Peijiiries,M-."iers, Fe- , 
loiiies in M'aUi ; Pallage over Severn alfo at un- 
lawful Times was prohibited, and Clerks convift 
in fVales not to be releafed till ihey found Sure-ties i 
for their good abeirmgr. Notwithftanding whichf , 
the Year fodowing, upon mature Deliberarion, 
Wales was united and incorporaied totally unio the 
Crown of EngUnd, 'it being ihonght better to a- ■, 
dopt tba; PeODl. into the fame Form of Govern-!' 
men; with th.- Eogl-Jh, than by keeping them un- 
der more fevcre ar.d flrict Laws than oihcrs m the 
Ifland were (L;ci'j£l unto, to hazard the alienating 
of their Affefrions. 

' An Ail alfo was made, declaring by whom, End 
in wiiai Manner BiQiops Suffragans (hould be no- 
minated 
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minated and appointed, and what their Authority and Kin|H«nfjViB. 
Privileges ihould be. And th-JS, after a free and ^e- 
ncral pardon from the King was enadled, the Parli- 
ament was prorogued, 

TheAfl of Supremacy being paffed, the King pro- 
ceeded more confidently to abolilh, byProclamation* 
tht Pope's Authority out of his Kingdom, and efta- 
bliOihisown ; theDo<ftrine whereof he command- 
edDotonly lobe often preached in the moft frequent- 
ed Audiwries, but taught even to little Children j 
enjoining further, that the Pope's Name fhculd be 
razed out of a[l Books (z) ; his Refoluiion beingafler 
tliiiTime to treat him no othcrwife than asan 
ordinary Bifhop. In Conl'equence whereof alfo. 
lie not only proceeded with an high Hand againft all 
Ihc Oppolers of his Supremacy, (as fhall be related 
iniisdue Place) but accepted a yoluniaiy Oath or 
Piomife, from his BifliOps, under their Hands and i 

Seals declaring their Acknowledgtment of the 
fame, together with a Renunciation of the Pope's 
prelended Authority, and any Oath or Promife 
Diadeto him heretofore. The Form of this Oaih 
or Promife, made by Stepiea Ganiener, Bi(hop of 
WiKihfJkr, Febr. the lOih, 1555, may be feen in 
i^Mt, to which wc remit the Reader.' 

U we may credit the Preamble to tht printed Sia- 
tuits, this Seflion of Parliament continued fitting from 
the Date above, to the 1 8ih of Htcemher following. 
But, this is fcarce probable, for we find that they met 
otice more by Prorogation on the 4th of Febraary^ 
in the Beginning of the next Year ; which is hardly 
Time enough for fome of the mote diftant Mem- 
bers to go home and return again. It i3irue,ihey 
M a great Deal to do in it ; the Length and 
Btcadih of the Afls which were palled at this Seffion, 
tequiring great Skill in the making and drelling of 
ihem. But the grand Coa^ iff t?'<)« of all, was ihp 
Aadeclaring King iiwf?, SUPREMUM CA- 
Vot.IlI. H PUT 
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KinsiiMryViit PUT ECCLESWE ANGLICANjE, or, ihi 
fole Head of tlie i'^^V''-' Church; which, tho' it 
{hocked many fqueamiih Cdnlciences to fwear to, 
yet, we find none of any Noie, that had the Cou- 
ra;:e to refufe the Oath, except, John Fijher; Bi- 
ftiop of Rocbejier, and Sir fbcmus Mare, laie Lord' 
Chancellor, who hoth loft iheir Hcids for it. 

Bifii0|) Burnet, from the Pailiament- Rolls, men- 
A SLbMjr. lionsan Adt foraSublidy, ofa 7V«//;and a i^«f«r^, 
m he paid in three Years, that was paflcd, alfo, this 
Seflion ; no Gr,inr, of ihat Kind, having been made 
of twelve Years before (n}- The Preamble to which 
Aftfcts out the King's high Wifdoni and Policy in 
moft glaring Colours. It tells us, ' That lie governed 

* his Kingdom, for twenty-four Years, in great 
' Wealthar.d Qyiemefs; of the greaiCharges he had 

* been at in the laft War with Scotland ; in fortify- 
' ing Cdais, and in the War with Ireland. That 

* he intended to bring that wilful, wild, unreafonable 

* and iaFage People lo Orderand Obedience. That 
' he intended to build Forts on the Marches of 
' Scotland, for the S^-curity of this Nation i to a- 

* mend the Haven at CaLiit^ and to make a new one 

* at Dover. By all which, they did perceive the' 
' entire Love and Zeal which the King bore to his 
' People ; and that he fought notthcir Wealth and 

* Quiemefs, only for his own Time being a mortal. 
' Man, hut did pcijvide for it in all Time to coine. 
'Therefore, they thought, that of very Equity, 

* Reafon and gnod Confcicnce, ihey were bound 

* to fhew a like Correlpandence of Zeal, Gratitude 
' and Kindnefs.' In Return for this, a general 
Pardon was granted, with fonie Exception^ ; parti- 
cularly mentioning Bifhop Fijher and Sir Thatnai 
More. 

Anna Rrpr.i 17, After 3 Prcro'aa'ion of fourteen Months, accor- 
1336- dingtoBilhop Burnet from the Records, the fame 
Parliament met once more on the 4[hof February^ 
in the 17th Year of this Kmg. A great many Laws, 
relating to Civil Concerns, were now made, as ap- 
pe,irs by the Book of Statutes. But the principal 
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Aft, and for which this Seffion was, chiefly, called, Kine Henry viM 
was That for the Suppreffion of the lefler Mouafle- 
lies. How [his Bill went through liie two Hou/cs 
we cannot learn from ihe Jeurnals, for ihcy are loft. 
Butal! the Hiftorians of theie Times, tell us, that the 
Report of thefe Monafteries made to the King was 
.read in Parliament ; vhichreprefented the Manners ^^^ ?*'?''^ 
'of thefe Houfes fo odioufljs that Ihe Afl was ea% w.'"" "'''" 
Orried. The Preamble to [his Statute runs thus, 

' That fmall religious Houfes, under the Number 
' of twelve Perfons, had been long and notoriouily 
' given to vicious and abominable Practices ; and did 
' much confumeandwafte the Churches Lands, and 
■* other Things belonging to them. Thai for a- 
" bout two hundred Years, there had been many 

Vifitai ions for reforming thefe Abufes, but with no 

Succeft, their vicious Living daily encrealing ; fo, 
' that unlefs fmall Houfes were diflolved, and the 
' ReligioQs put intogreaier Monafteries, there could 
' be no Refoimalion expected in that Matier. 
t Whereupon, the King having received a full In- 
f foroialion of thtfe Abufes, both by his Vifilorsand 
I* other credible Ways, and confidering ih:!i there 
' Were divers great MonaOeries, in which Reliiiicn 
' Was well kept and obfetved, which had not the full 
' Number that they might and ought lo receive, had 
' made a full Declaration of the Premifes in 
' Parliament. Wheieupon, it was enafted [hat all 
' fuch Houfes which might fpend, yearly, 200 /, or 
' within it, fliould be iupprefled, (heir Revenues con- 
' verted to beiterUfes, and they compelied to reform 
' their Lives.' 

The Epifcopal Hiftorian, to whom we are obliged 
for the above. Extract {b), goes on and tells us. That 
the Reafons pretended for diffblving tliefe Houfes, 
Wte, That as there wete but a fmall Number of 
Pfffons in them, tixy emered into Confederacies to- 
IMher, and their Poverty fet ihem on to uie many 
fllArts to grow rich. They were, alfo, often ab- 
ftni, and kept no Manner of Difcipline in iheii

KlnEHoniyViII. Houfcs, but ihcir Eftaies were generally much rich- 
er than ihey fcemed to be ; for the Abbots, raifing 
great Fines out of them, held the Leafcs ftill low, 
and by that Means they were not obliged to entertain 
a greater Number in their Houfe j and fo enriched 
themfclves and their Brethren by the Fines. Far 
many Houfes, then rented at two hundred Pounds, 
Were worth forae Thoufands. T hefe were Part of 
the Reafons urged, in Parliament, for jK^fling this 
Bill, and we are farther told that SiaieJIey, Bifhop of 
Londoiiy faid, in the Houfe of Lords, ' That thefe 
' lelier Houfes were, as Thorns, foon plucked up, 

* but ihegreat Abbies were like piitrified old Oaks; 

* yet, they muft ne;-ds follow, as others would do in 

* Chrijlendom before many Years were pafTed {c).' 
Though this was a very harlh Sentence to come 

from the Mouth of a Bllliop in thofe Days, yet, 
fome time before, when this Affair wascanvafled in 
BiflispFifterop-Convocation, Fijber^ Bifliop oi Roche/ler, oppofed 
pofes i:, (f,g Diflblution of thefe fmaller Monafteries, with all 

his Might. He told his Brethren, That this was 
faiily fhewing the King the Way how he niight 
come at the greater; which, helaid, put him in Mind 
of a Fable. 

* An Ax, which wanted a Handle, came upon t 

* Time unto the Wood, making his Moan to the 

* great Trees, that he wanted a Handle to work 

* withal, and for that Caufe he was conftrained to 

* fitiille; therefore he made it his Requeft to them, 

* that they would be pleafed to grant him one of 

* their fmall Saplings within the Wood to make 

* himaHandle; who miftiuftingno Guile, granted 
' him Qne of their fmaller Trees to make him an 

* Handle. But now, becoming a compleat Ax, 

* he fell fo to Work, within the lame Wood, that, 

* in Proccfs of Time there was neither great nor 
' fmall Tree to be found in the Place where the 
■ Wood ftood. Arid fo, my Lords, if you grant 

' the 
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Ihe King ihefe fmaller Monafteries, you do but KingHMryvm. 
make him a Handle, whereby, at his own Pleafure, 
he may cut down all ihe Ceiiars within your Li- 
banu!. And, then ye may thank yourfelvcs, after 
■ you have encrealed the heavy Difpleafure of Al- 
' mighty God fur it [d). 

The Prelate's Speech, and the Application of thii 
Parable, is faid to have lurned the Mindsof thofe 
who fought to oblige the King ; and the whole Con- 
vocation of Bilhops agreed to rejei5l the Propofal for 
that Time, But, in a little while after, they were 
convinced of their Error, and all, except the Bilhop 
of Rachejler, voted in Parliament for it. And, 

By another ASt, all thefe Houfes of Religion, 
ibeir Churches, Lands, and all their Goods were 
gven to the King, his Heirs and Succeflbrs ; toge- 
ther with all other Houfes, which, wiiliin a Year be- 
fore the making of the Aft, had been difl'olved and 
fapprefl'ed. For the collefling the Revenues that Thtlr Retemrt 
belongedto them, a new Court was erefled, called''^?^''."'^^*'''^^ 
the Court of the MgniintaMns oi the King's Reve-couftV'Aug- 
nue, which was to confift of a Chancellor, a Trea!iir- p'ntitioM c- 
er, an Attorney and Solicitor; with ten Auditors, '■^^^''• 
feventeen Receivers, a Cterk, an Uflier, and a Mef- 
fengcr. ThisCourt was to bringintheRevenuesof 
fuch Houfes as were now dijolved, excepting only 
fuch as the King, by his Letters Patent, continued 
in their former State: Appointing a Seal for this 
Court, with full Power and Auihority to dilpofeof 
thefe Lands, fo as might be motl for the King's Ser- 
vice. 

Thus fell the lefler Abbies to the Number of 376, 
the yearly In-come of which yielded to the King a- 
bout thirty or thirty-two thoufand Pounds ; beiidei 
their Goods and Chattels, which at low Rates, were 
Valued at 100,000 Pounds; and the Number of 
Monks and Nuns, turned out of them, amounied to 
sboul 10,000 (f). The reft of iheAds pafled this Sef-

When, all ofa fudden, fliewas 
accufed oflnceil:, Adullery, and whatnot, with her

throughout his whole Reign very comjilaifant to 
him in every Thing, foon after the Eiilblution of 
the laft, found himfsif obliged to call another, tomeet 
at WefiminftiT^ on the 8ih Day a^ytim, in the faid 
28th Year of his Reign. Wefhallnot mention Ihe 
Names of all the Peers fummoned to this Parliament, 
but the Manner and Rjnk the Barons fat in the 
Houie, is preferveJ by Dugdah, and feems to ds- 
ferve a Place in thefe Enquiries.

' this Parliament. The one was, concerning the 

* Heirs and Succeflors of the King's Majefty ; who 
' knowing him felf obnoxious to Infirmities and even 
' Death itielf, a Thing very rare for Kings to 
' think o( ; and, Sefides, coniideringthe State of the 

* whole Kingdom, depending, as it were, upon his 

* fiiigle Life; but, willing, above all Things, to 

* leave it free from all Dangers to Polterity, he had 

* called this Parliament to appoint an Heir apparent 

* to the iCrown, who, when the prefent King had 

* refigned to Fate without Children lawfully begot- 

* ten, might by their own Confent happily reign o- 

* ver them. 

* The Jecond Caufe, for which this prefent Par- 

* liament was fumraoned, was, for repealing a certain 

* Aft, made in the laft, by the Tenor and Force of 

* which, this whole Realm is bound to be obedient 

* to the Lady Ann Boleyn, the King's late Wife, 

* and her Heirs, between them, lawfully begotten. 

* Alio, by the Force of the laid Aft, whoever fliould 

* fay or do any 111 ag;tinft her or her Iflue fliould be 
' condemned for High Treafor. 

' But now, he faid, that they may more rightly 

* underftand the Reafons of this Summons, his 

* Counfel was, according to thefe three Proverbs of

* And, as to the lirft, they very well remembrcd

' not only judged lb in all the Univerfities in Chrif- 

* /fB(/«ffi, but declared unlawful by fhegeneral Con- 
' fent of This Kingdom in a late Aft of Parliament. 

. ♦ So, alio, they ought to bear in Mind the great 

* Perils and Dangers thtir Prince was under, when 
' he conirafled his fecond Marriage, in regard to 

* thp Second of Sslotnoifs Proverbs, by coniiderinj 
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* in what a Situation this Realm was in by reafon j^n jienryviii, 

* of the Oath then made and taken for the Support 

* of the faid Ann and her Iflue. Which faid Lady 

* Ann and her Accomplices had been fince, juftiy, 

* found guilty of High Treafon, and had received 

* their due Reward for if. What Man of middle 

* Condiiion would not this deter fro:n marrying a 
' third Time ? When he remembers that the firft 

* was a vaft Expence and great Trouble of Mind 

* to him ; and the fecond ran him into great and im- 

* minent Dangers, which hung over him during the 
' whole Time of it. Yet, thi? our moft excellent 
" Prince, adds he, on the humble Petition of the

* if this our Prince, which God avert, fliould leave 

* this mortal Life without Children lawfully begot- 

■ ten, the Heir, fo appointed, may lawfully rule and 
' govern this Kingdom after him. 

* Laftly, adds he. Let us humbly pray to God, that 
.• he would blefs this our moft excellent Prince with 
(■ fome Offspring; at the fame Time giving him 
" TTianbs ihat he has hitherto preferved him from 
' fo many and fuch imminent Dangers. Bacaufe, it 
' is his whole Study and Endeavour to rule us all, in

After the Chancellor had ended his Harangue, he 
in the King's Name, ordered the Commons to 
withdraw lO I'lerr ufual Place and chufea Speaker j 
and prefent him to '^e King the Day following. 

The Receiveis and T'yers of Petitions being ap- 
pointed, the next Div, being S/nnrday, the Chan- 
cellor acqu^in!'^;! the Ki^g m-) Lords that the Com- 
mons begg'i a longer Time for electing a Speaker. 
Hereupon 
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siagHtiajVlu. Hereupon the King commanded thai the Houfe of 

Lords fliould be adjourned to JHendtiy Morning, 

Rlehird Rich, And, OH that Day, the Commons prelented to 

Ef^i Spnker. the King kiihard R'uh, Efq; for their Speaker; 

who immediately addrelled h.mfelf to the Throne, 

in Words to this EfFeil : 

' Firft, in the Name of the Commons, he toM 
' his Majefty that they well underftoi^d the Chancel- 

* lor's Realons, which he gave on the firft Day of 

* the Meeting for .calling this prefent P.irtiament ; 
' and repeated the Heads of the ChanctUor's Dif- 

* courfe. He then took Occafion to praife the 
' King for his wonderful! Gifts of Grace and Na- 
' lure; and compared him for Juftice and Pru- 

* dence to S«/ffCTJ« ; for Strength and Forttude to 
' Samp/on ; and, for L'eaury and Comelinefa to

We have been more clrcumftantial than ufual in 
.giving the Preliminaries, at the Opening of this Par- 
.»ment, becaufe ir (hews to what a Height Adula- 
■tion was at that Time; when the Loid Chancel- 
lor and the Speaker of the Houfe of Commons, in 
liwir AddtelTes to the Throne, ftrore lo out-do 
. one another in Flattery. Whatever Vices this 
King had, and to what Heighi foever he carried 
-tbem, he could not outftrip his Parliament: For no 
iboner had he repudiated one Wife and married 
(nother, but the Parli.iment joined with him in 
taftardiziiig the IHue of the laft; as was lirft done in 
" e Cafe of Queen KuthariKC, and afterwards in J/tn 
Seityfi, AniJ, now having got an efFcftual Di- 
vorce from the £iid J/iti, he w,is married again Hmry marTw 
immediately to the Lady June Ssymour, Daughter '"'' ^'^^y J"" 
Pt Sir John Seyir.aiir, Krt. The whole laft Adt of ^^^"'°'"" 
iHtleipenc was repealed by this Parliament, and 
»E)or Q^ieen jfnn now called worfe Names than 
2ucen Katharine had been before. 

* We Qiall not trouble the Reader with any Ab- 
hfaft from the Journals, concerning the bringing in

It is eafily feen by fome Expreflions in the Aift, 
very agreeaWe to the Speech at the Opening, who 
had the chief Hand in the penning and difefting 
of it. Lord Herbert proceeds thus, 
ArwAftirf ' The principal K€i made this Parliament, was 
Succeflion in hfr (Qu^hing the Succelfiou of the Crowo, in which 
""'"■ after a Rehearfal of the Statute, 25 Utnry VIII. zz. 

touching the King's Marriage, and ^Limitation of 
SuccefTion to the Crown ; and another of 26 Hen- 
ry VIII. z. It is declared, that whereas a Marriage 
was heretofore folemnized betwixt the King's High- 
nefs and the Lady Ann Boleyr., [hit fince that Time, 
certain jull, true and iawfu! Impediments of Mar- 
riage, unlinown at the making of the faid Ails, were 
confelied by the faid Lady Ann before Ihomas'Loxi 
Archbifhop of Canterbury ; by which it plainly 
appeareth, that the faid Marriage betwixt his High- 
, nefs and the feid Lady Ann wbs never good nor con- 

fonant to the Laws: And therefore his Higbnefs 
was lawfully divorced from the faid Lady Ann. 
Moreover, that llie and her Accomplices before- 
mentioned, were conviifted by due Coutfe of Law, 
and have fufier'd according to their Merits. 

' And whereas it hath pleas'd his Highnefs, not- 
witbftanding the 'great Perils fufFer'd by occafion of 
his firft unlawful Marriage betwixt the Lady Katha- 
rine, and this unlawful Marriage hetvvixt the Lady 
Ann^ at the molt humble Petition of his Nobles in 
this Realm, and for Confervation of the fame, to 
enter into Marriage again with the Lady Janey 
according to the Laws of the Church ; and that 
there is Hope (he may conceive by hisHighnels; 
that it is the moft humble Petition of his Nobles and 
Commons, that, for Extinguifhment of all Ambi- 
guities and Doubts, it may be enafled in Manner 
and Form as followeth. And firft, That the Mar- 
riage betwixt the King and Queen Katharine fliould 
be void and of no Effeft ; as being grounded on a 
Difpenfation, in a Cafe not difpenfable by humane 
Authority: and fo determined by the whole Clergy, 
and both UniverliticK of this Realm ; as alfo by 
jhe Univerfities of Boiiania, Padoua, Paris, 
Orieanu 
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Orleans, Thokufe, Anjeu n'nd divers others; in re- KingHcnryVlB. 
gard, {he being Wife to his elder Broiher, Prince 
Arthur, was carnally known by him, as was 
fuffkienlly proved before Thomas Archbifliop of 
CaiiUrhury ; and therefore, that any Difpenfa- 
tion to the contrary hereof (hould be to all Intents 
void, and of noEfFeiS; and the Ifliae procreated 
under the fime unlawful Marriage, betwixt his 
Highne& and the faid Lady Katherine, to be illegi- 
timate, and barr'd from claiming any Inheritance 
from his Highncfs by lineal Defcent: Alio that 
the Marriage betwixt his Highnefs and Queen 
Anne is of no Value, nor Effed ; and that the 
Divorce made between his Highnefe and her, is 
good and ctfedlual ; and the liiuc illegitimate and 
not inheritable to his Highnefs, by a lineal Defcent ; 
any former A6t to the contrary notwithftanding. 

* And furthermore, fince many Inconveniencies 
have fallen by marrying within Degrees prohibiied 
by God's Law ; (which Marriages yet have been 
often difpenlbd with by fome ufurped Power ; when 
yet no Man hath Power to diipenfe with God's 
Law.) Therefore it was enacted, ihat if any were 
married within the faid Degrees, or took to Wife 
the Siiter or Daughter, i^c. of her whom he hid 
before carnally known, he might and fhould be 
feparated by the definitive Sentence of the Archbi- 
ftiops, and cithet Minifters of the Church of Eng- 
iand : And their (M Sentence to be good and effec- 
tual, without fuing any Appeal to or from the 
Court of Rome. 

' Further, it was enafled, that the IITue betwixt 
his Highnefs and Queen faie ihould be his lawiul 
Children and Heirs, and inherit, according to the 
Coutfe of Inheritance of the Laws of this Realm, 
the Imperial Crown of the fame j with all Dignities, 
Honours, Preheminences, Prerogatives, Autho- 
rities, and JurifJiftions to the fame annexed or 
belonging. 

' But if it fhould happen that Queen Jane (hould 

deccafe without IlTue Male of the Body of his 

jHighnds W be begotten, ihea the fame Imperial 

Ciowi 
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King Henry vin. Crowii and al! other the Premifles to be to his Ma- 
jeftj', and to his Heirs Male by any other lawful 
Wife, and to the Heirs of the Body of the fame Son 
and Heir Male lawfully begotten ; and fo from 
Son and" Heir Male to Son and Heir Male, and to 
the Heirs of every fuch Son and Heir Male lawfully 
begotten according to the Courfe of Inheritance, as 
is abovefaid. And for Default of fuch Iflue Male, 
then the faid Imperial Crown and PremilTes fliould 
be to the Iflue Female, betwixt his Majefty and 
Queen "Jane begotten, and fo again to the Iflue 
Female by any other Wife in like Manner ; that is 
to fiy, :o the cldefl: Iflue of the Iflue Female and 
to the Heirs of her Body lawfully begotten ; and 
fo from Iflue Female to Ifliie Female and to their 
Heirs of their Bodies, one after another by Courfe 
of Inheritance according lo iheir Ages, as the 
Crown of England hath been accumftoraed and 
ought to fucceed and go, in Cafe when there is 
Heir Fem.ile inheriiable to the fame. And foraf- 
jnuch as it ftands in Ihe only Will and Pleafure of 
Almighty God, whether his Highnefs fliall have 
Heirs, and that if they fail, and no Provifion be 
made in his Life who ihould govern this Realm, 
that then this Realm after his iranfitory Life fhould 
be deftimie of a lawful Governor, or incumbred 
■with fuch a Perfon that would covet to afpire to 
the fame, that in this Cale, his Highnefs might 
limit the Crown to any Perfon or Perfons in Pof- 
feflion and Remainder bj^ his Letters Patents under 
the great Seal j or elle by his lad Will figned 
with his Hand, after fuch Manner as (hould be 
exprefled in his' faid Letters Patents ; and that fuch 
Perfon and Perfons (hould have anJ enjoy the fame 
after his Deceafe, in as large and smple Manner ai 
the lawful Heirs of his Body (hould have done. 
The IfTus of the ' After whicli. Order was taken to prevent 
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=■"- Ufurpation of the Crown ; and the Penalty of High 

iUeeiti-'' Treafon impos'd on Ufurpers, as on tbofe alfo who 

believed either the Marriage of his Highnefs with 

the Lady K<ilberii:£, or the Lady Anrit to be good ; 
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and did call the Lady Mary, or the Lady £/(t;fj^i;;/jKiQgHeiirjVni, 
Ifgitinaic, and who ufed certain Words and Aflions 
lending to this Purpofe : As is to be leen more 
largely in the faid Statute. 

• Furthermore, it was enafted that if hisMajefty 
ihould dcceafe before aI^y Heir Male of his Body, 
inhcrilable to [he Crown of this Realm, fhould be 
[■ of the Age of eighteen Years, or any Heir Female 
[ which ftiould be inheritable as aforeiaid, ftiould be 
J married, or be of the Age of fixceen Years, that 
■ itfien ihey, or any of them, fiiall be and remain 
T until ihey came unto ihe faid fcveral Ages, at and 
I in ihe Governance of their natural Mother, and 
Liiich other his Counfellors and Nobles of his Realm,

The noble Hiftorian {k) here (lops to moralize a Remwfci m 
Jillleon the Conduft of this Parliameiii; particulurly i^^ Ad. 
in regard to this Ad of Succeflion. He fays, he has 
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KweHeniyViii. given a much larger Abftraift from this Stature, than 
any before, that it may appear to the Reader v/ith 
how high a Hand the King did authorize his Adtions, 
whilll each Part of [he Government juftified the o- 
■ iher. For, adds he, all the Subjeilts Voices being 
comprehended in the Parliament, no Man could ac- ■ 
cufe the King, who did not in fome Ibrt condemn 
himfelf. So, if there was no Reafon for thefe two 
Divorces, the Chiefs of the Kingdom joined in the 
fame Error with him. Unlefs, continues our Au- 
thority, fome ill Arts with the Nobility, and fome 
unfair Pradlices, in the Eleflion of Knights and 
BurgelTes, may be fuppofed ; which, by what he had 
fcen, there may be Caufe to fufpe<Sl in fome ; yet, 
to believe a general Corruption in the firft Perfons 
of the Kingdom, what is it clfe but to fubveri the 
very Columns and Foundations of Laws ? 

That zealous Proteftant, Mr. J'oxe, in his Cen- 
fures on the Condudl of this Parliament, in r^ard

Bifhop Burnet (m) obfcrves, that many queftioncd 
the Validity of this AS ; and the Sc/ils faid, that the 
Succeffion to the Crown Was not within the Par- 
liament's Power to detefmine about it; but muft 
go, by Inheritance to their King, If King Henry 
died without Iffuc, It had one good EfFeit, how- 
ever, fince it helped much to pacify the Emperor, 
when he heard that his Kinfwoman, Miiry, was, 
t!io' not reftored in Blood, yet, put in a Capacity 
to fucceed to the Crown. 

IDr. Heylia has made an Obfervatiori on a Ciaufi 
Ifl this Aft, not fo much as taken notice of by LorJ 
Rrbtri, or copied by BIQiop Burnet; but which, 
Wc think, deferves a particular Recital {n) : 
' Unry had one natural Son begotten of the 
Wy Talboh, much cherilhed by his Father j 
♦hom, at fix Years of Age, he creaieii Earl of 
^ttingham ; and foon after Duke of Richmend 
and Ssmsrfei, Earl-Marflial of England, and 
Knight of the Garter. At fixteen Years old, he 
"a made Lord High Admiral, in an Expediiion 
sgiinit France; and a Match was concluded be- 
tween this Youth and the Lady Mary, Daughter 
to Ihtmas Howard Duke of Norfolk, at^hat time 
the moft powerful Subjeft in the Kingdom. Nor 
Were thefe all the Favours his indulgent Father 
intended him ; for the Crown itfelf was defigned 
for him, in cafe of Failure of any other lawful 
Iffue from the King. For, in the AiTt of Succef- 
fion, now pafs'd, that Claufe which enables 
^sry, for want of fuch lawful Heirs, to difpofe 
of the Crown by Letters Patents, or by Will, 
to any other Petfon or Perfons, &c. was 
PWly defigned in favour of this young Prince. 
But, all thefe Precautions wete in vain; for the 
IXilte died, at the Age of leventeen Years, a few 
Days after the ending of this Parliament, to the 
oiiraordinary Grief of his Father.'

' which upon fuch Grants had been now long in 

* Ufe : Therefore, all thofe Bulls, Breves, and 

* every Thing depending on, or flowing from them 

* were declared void and of no Force. Yet all 

* Marriages celebrated by virtue of them, that vere 

* not olherwife comrary to the LaW of God, were 

* deckred good in Law ; and all Confecrstions of 

* BiQiops, by virtue of them, were confirmed. And, 

* for the future, all who enjoyed any Privileges by 

* Balls, were to bring ihem into Chancery, or to 

* fuch Pcrfons as the King (hould appoint for that 
' End. Moreover, the Archbiihop of Cunrerburj 
' was empowered to grant a-new (he Effefts con- 

* lained in them, which Grant was to pafs under 
' the Great Seal, and to be of full Force in Law.' 

This Stafuie was a great Stroke at the Abbots, 
and their Rights; but, they were glad to fuffer aj^^f/;,^^ 
Diminution of their Greatrefs, rather than partcitxgy. 
with their All, which now lay at Stake. 

By the 13th Ail they corrected an Abufe, which 
had crqit in, to evade the Force of a Statute made 
in the lift Year of this King, about Prieits refiding ' 
on their Livings. One Qualification that did excufe 
ihem from Refidence, was. their flaying at the Uni- 
vetfity for compleating their Studies. Now it was 
found.that many diflblute Clergymen went and lived 
at the Univerfities, not tor Study, but to be excufed 
from ferving their Cures. Therefore, it wasenaft- 
ed that none above the Age of Forty, who were 
not either Heads of Houfes, or publick Readers, 
fliould have any Exemption of Refidence, by virtue 
of that Claufe in the former AQ. And, all thofe 
undei' that Age fliould not have the Benefit of it, 
ttcept they were prefent at Lectures, and performed 
their Exercifes in the Schools. 
There are no lefs than fifty-two Titles, in the 
I Jnrnah of the Afts paiTcd this Seliion ; feveral of 
l»llich lefer to the Exchange of Lands between the 
Khig and others ; which Lands may be well pre- 
fctoed to be Part of the PoFeflions which belonged 
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fckEHtnrjViii , to the oew tSiffolved Monafteries. The printed 
Book of Statutes mentiors no more than eighteen 
A£ts ; the mofl remarkable i thofe that are omitted, 
are thefe:

This Parliament having difpatcbed a great deal 
tf Bulinefs in a very little Time, on July ihe iSlh 
the King came to ihe Houfe, in order to pafs the 
Bills tiiat were ready for the Royal Aflent. And, 
"iB Speaker of the Houfe of Commons made ano- 
ther Oration to him, as full of Flattery as the laft. 
Only, as in the former, he compared the King to 
Silmon, Samp/an and Jl'falom, for Wifdom, Strength 
^nd Perfonage, he now likened him to the Sun. 
' For, as the Sun, fays he, exhales all the noxious 
' Vapours which would othcrways be hurtful to us, 
' and by its Heat cheriflies and brings forth thofe 
' SpEds, Pliinta and Fruits, neceffary for the Sup- 
fa ' port of human Life ; fo this our moft excellent

AL^v'd. The Chancellor replied to this Harangue much 

in the fame Words as to the former ; and then, by 
the King's Comm,ind, he di0olved the Piirliamenc: 
Exhorting the Members that ihey would all take 
care to obfervc the Laws then made, and fee them 
obferved by others. 

Bifhop Burnit remarks on the Proceedings of 
this Parliament, that it plainly appears that the King 
was abfolute Mafter both of the Affections and Fears 
of his Subjects. When, in a new Parliament called 
on a fudden, and in a Seflion of fix Weeks, from 
June the 8ih to July the 1 8th, Afts of fo great Im- 
portance were paffed, without any Proteft or public!^ 
Oppojition (q) . ' 

But the great Work of a thorough Reformation 
was not yet corapleated ; that is, the larger Mona- 
fterics were not difl'jlved, whofe Revenues the Lay- 
Courliers were greedily gaping for. Henry had now 
got a fit Inilrument for that I'urpofe, in the Perfon 
of Thomas Cromwe!, a Blackfmith's Son of Pulniy ;

The Lord Chancellor's Speech, at the Opening of 
this Parliament, is wholly omitted in the Journals ; Sir Nkfaoks 
and there are only the Names of the Receivers and ^^^** Spcakir. 
Trycrsof Petitions to it. Nor is there any Mention 
of the Name of a Speaker to the Houfe of Com- 
mons ; but, by what will appear in the Sequel, 
from the fame Authority, we put down Sir Nicholas 
Hflre^ Knight, as chofen for that Officet 
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■ Ku^ouirVi"- On (he 5th Day of May-, ihe Lord Chancellor 
P informed the Houfe ' of Lords, ' That it was his

And it was ordered, that this Committee {houl4 
have leave to abfent themfelves from the Service of 
. the Houfe, whilft they had thefe Affairs under Con* 

fideration. The fame Day a Rill was brought into 
the Houfe, by the Lord Chancellor, for the Ap- 
pointment of Seats or Places, in that AHembly, fca: 
the King's chief Officers; viz. the King's Vicar-, 
General iq Spiritualities, the Lord Chancellor* 
Lord Treafurer, and others ; that from henceforib 
there might beno more Difpute about ihem,. Alfo, 
anotherBill was brought in, by which Religious Per- 
fons, whofe Monalieries were diflblved, might be ' 
enabled to inherit any Lands and Tenenjents which 
they were Heirs to. 
■ On the loih Day of May, the Vicar- General J] 

afoiefaid, brought aiiothcr Bill into the Houfe, ' 
nbKh was to aitaint certain Traitors, lately founij 
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guilty and condemned for High Treafon. Thefe Rk^cttyViH. 
were the late Marquefs of Exeter j the late Lord 
Jlfontaguij Edward Nevile^ and others, as the faid 
BiU more fully exprefies. It was read twice in the 
Houfe that Day, and then delivered to the Qerk of 
Parliament to be engrofled on Parchment. After 
whidi, the Lord Treafurer, in the Abfence of the 
Lord Chancellor, adjoum*d the Houfe till the Day 
ftdlowing. 

At wUch Time, the aforefaid Bill being read a 
thml Time, the Vicar-General flood up in the 
Houfe, and fhewed openly a certain Habit, made of 
White Silk, which was found by the Lord Admiral 
in the Lmen -Wardrobe belonging to the Counceis 
cfSatisbury. On the fore Part of which Garment 
was embroidered, the Arms alone of England^ viz* 
Thr» Lions, furrounded with a Border of two dif- 
feient Flowers, called Paunces and MmigMs. On 
the back Part of it was the Device, which the Nor* 
them Rebels lately ufed in their Infurreftion(iv). 

We muft have Recourfe to the Hiftory of thefe 
Times, for the Particularities relating to thefe two 
Affiurs ; and Lord Herbert [y) informs us, that Th§- 
mas Courtney^ Marque(s of Exeter^ Son to Cathe- 
rine^ Daughter to Edward IV. and confequently 
Coufin German to Henry ; Henry Pooly Lord Mon* 
tacute ; Sir Edward Nevile, Brother to the Lord 
Abergavihny^\ with Sir Jeoffrey Pool^ Knight ; upon 
fecret Information given by the latter, that the reft 
hadaDefign to promote and maintain one Reginald 
Poele^ late Dean of Exeter^ and now the King's , 
Enemy beyond Sea, and to deprive the King of his 
Grown. The two Lords were tried for the Faft 
before theh* Peers, Thomas Lord Audley^ for that 
pQipofe, fitting as High Steward of England^ and

This Lady, with Gertrude, Wife to the tate Mar- 
quels a^ Exeter, Sir Mrian Fsrtefiue, and Sir Thomas 
Dingley, Knight of St Jikn, were, by the fame ' 
Authority, attainied ihis Parliament ; tho' there is ^ 
no more (aid of this Affair in the Journal- Bmky nor 
any Notice at all taken of it in the Statutes at large. 
Againft the two Ladies it was alledged, that they 
were both Accom^ilices with the Marquifs olEicettr 
and other Traitors.

Jfcenjion-Diiyt ihe Chancellor adjourned the Parlia- 
ment to Friday, at Eight o'Clock in the Morning ; ' 
the ufual Time fixed for their Meetings in thofe '4 
Days. ■»

Thus fell the Monaftical Priefthood in England, ^^ ^^^ g 
The Number of Monafteries diflblved, according tOprcflionofMona- 
Spiid^ Stow and Cambden^ amounted to fix hundred ^ej^» Abbiaii 
forty-five ; amongft which, feven and twenty had*** 
Votes and fat in the Houfe of Lords, as Mitred Ab- 
bots Of Colleges, were demoliOied, in divers Shires^ 
ninety. Of Chantries and free Chapels fome Time 
after, 2374. And of Hofpitals, no. The yearly 
Income of all amounting to 160,000 Pounds; being 
aixive a third Part of all the fpiritual Revenues in 
the Kingdom. This, added to the almoft immenfe 
Sums the King muft make of all their prefent Stock 
of Cattle and Corn, Timber, Lead, Bells, ^i'. but, 
chiefly, of their Plate, Jewels, and Chiarch-Orna- 
ments,of which are ftill extant divers rich Inventories, 
muft be incredible. This Rapine uj)on the Church, 
as the Clergy had but too much Reafon to call it, 
with the miferable Ruin of themfelves and Houfes, 
was divulged abroad, in fuch Terms, fays Lord 
Herbert^ as aftonilhed the whole Chriftian World. 
For, tho* the exceflive Njmber of them, adds he, 
eiEciiied the King in fome Part, for the firllSuppref- 
fion, tbb latter had no fuch fpecious Pretext. So 
that, notwithftanding the Kin;j;'s Neceflities, no 
little Occafion of Slander and Obloquy was given by 
thcfe violent Proceedings {d). 

It may be obfcrved by thofe who will take thcf 
Palm to perufe this At\, that ir was drawn with 
great Care and Circumipedion ; 10 take off all Suf- 
picion of hard Uiage and furc'd Surrenders. To 
aiakc.it pais the better, a Profpect of vaft Advantage 
Was opened to the Subjedt.

KiBgHeniyViiMnifed large Shares in the Spoils, as one Author (e) 
terms it ; they h;d a View to, either. Free Gifts, 
eafy Purchsles, or very advantaoeous Exchanges. 
The Gentry weie promifed a very confiderable Rife 
boili in Honour and Eftate. Nor were they difap- 
poitited in their Expectations, for no fmall Parr of 
the Abhy-Lands were granted to them before the 
Sitiine of ihiF Parliament. This wyg done by the 
then Prime MinifterCrsOTw-W; he told she King that 
the parcsll.ng thcle Lands out to a great many Pro- 
prieiois. was the only Way to clinch the Bufinefs ; 
and make the Settlement irrevocable. And fuch it 
has hilherto proved ; for, it may even now be obferv- 
cd, that molf of thofe Families who are, at prefent, 
poffefled of the greateft Share of Abby- Lands, Ihew 
thegreateft Averfioii to Popery, or any Thing that 
may, in the leall:, tend towards a Reftilution of 
them. To conclude this Digrefiion, take what 
Lord Coie hath left us, concerning the Minifter's In- 
trigues to bring about this great Affair, in his own 
Words (/;: 

' On the King's Behalf, faith this learned Gentle-

Days Notice. 

But, it was not 'till the 7th ofJune^xhTiX this Bbody 
Billy as the Proteftant Writers juftly term it. Was . 

brought into the Houfe, by the Lord Chancellor, and 
read the firft Time. The Title b, *A Bill concem- 
' ing the Punifhment of ihofe Perfons, who either '

two Days following; and then delivered to the 
King's Attorney and Solicitor-General, to be carried 
down to the Houfe of Commons; where an A- 
mendment was made to the Bill by them. This 
was again read and approved of by the Lords, fo 
that the Bill palled both Houfes, on the i6th Day of 
June following ; and, amongft others, had the Royal

We arc lold (k) that great Striving and Stru^ling 
was in theHcutc about paffiiigtbis Bill. Befidc the 
Arclibidiop of Canterbwy, other Divines and Lawy- 
ers argued well againft itj ii appearing, as they urged,

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to be Hot only againft Truth, but againft common KingHcnryVin. 
Juftice. And, that had not the King come Wmfelf 
inPerfon into the Parliam;'nt-Houfe, it would not 
have pafled. 

Lord Herbert informs us, That Crantner^ Arcb- 
bifliop of C^»/^riary, boldly oppofed theie Arnrles 
paffing into a Law, for three Days together ; we fup- 
pofe on the three Times reading the Bill in the Houfe 
of Lords. And, another Writer lays, That when 
it amc to be pafled, the King defired Cranmer to 
be out of the Houfe that Day, fince he could not 
give his Confentto it j but that he humbly excuf- 
ed lumfelf, for he thpught he was obliged to ftay 
and vote againft it (/;. What Argument he 
ufed are not known ; but, adds our Author, the 
King was not difpleafed with the Prelate's Plain- 
nefi, as knowing all he faid was out ot a iinceie 
Intention. Though fome thought he had a parti- 
cular Intereft in his Oppofiiion to the third Article, 
byreafonof his/i^; whom he had married about 
fevcn Years before in Germany^ and for fear of 
this Statute had fent, or was about to fend, her back 
to her Friends in that Country {m\ In the Journal 
Atti, a4rh of June^ we find a Memorandum of an 
Order made that Day, for enlarging the Time al- 
bwcd for Priefts putting away their Wives they had 
married; which, according to the Statute, was to 
take Place on the Feaft of S/, John the Baptift^ which 
was that very Day, but it was bow prolonged to the 
i2ih Day ot 7«^, following. And, the Dates in 
the Bill were ordered to be altered accordingly. 
This feems to be a Compliment paid to Mrs. Cran^ 
mer% that (he might have more Time to pack up 
her Efiedls, and prepare for fo long a Journey {n).

The Preamble to this Aft runs thus: ' That it 
' was well known whatfloihfu! and ungodly Lives 
' had been led, by ihofe who were called Religioug. 
' But, that thefe Houles might be converted to bet- 

* terUfesi that God's Word might be better Jet 

* forth; Children brought up in Learning; Clerks 
' nourifhed in the U!iiverfi[iss ; that old decayed 
' Servants might have Livings; poor People might 

* have Alms Houfes to maintain them ; Readers of

' pends; daily Alms might b>- mmiitred ; that AI-

* Church. For thefe Ends, and if the King thought 
^ fit to have more Biihopricks, or Cathedral 

* Churches, erefled out of the Rents of thefe Houf- 
' es, full Power was given him to ereft and found 

* them ; and to make Rules and Statutes for them, 
^ and fuch Tranflations of Sees or Divifions of them 

* as he thought fit.' 

The Prelate (^) renaarks, that this Preambleand moft 
material Parts were drawn by the King himfelf ; the 
firft Draught of it, of his o^n Hand- Writing, be- 
ing yet extant ; and in the fame Paper is a Lifl of 
the Sees which he intended to found. But, what 
, was done was fo far fhort of what was there defigned, 
that Burnet can afcribe no Reafon for it, but this 
declining of Cr^/^/Ti^r'sInterefl at Court. 

Another A6t was made, ' For fettling the Places 
^ of the Peers in Parliament;* a Thing which had 
been much controverted in former Reigns. By 
which Cromwell^ the King's Vicar-General, tho' a 
Lock or Black-Smith's Son, had the Precedence of 
all Pcrfons, except the Royal Family. 

Some' more Ads were made, for the Exchange of 
Abbey- Lands ; whereby it appears, as Lord Herbert 
obferves, that it was the King's Intention to unite 
all thofe Lands, ^c. to the Crown. 

Nor, was^ the Parliament wholly intent on 
thefe higher* Matters, bur lent fome of their 
Thoughts on the Prefervation of Fifh and Fowl. 
Two Acts were made for that Purpofe, * whereby 

* it was made Felony to fifli with Nets, ^c. in the 

* Night, or to break any Pond -Head, in order to 

* take them ; ,and three Months Imprifonment for 

* thole who fifhed in the Day-time in any Man's 

* Liberties without Leave.' Alfo, it was enabled, 

* That it fhould be Felony to take in the King's 

* Manors, any Egg or Bird of any Falcon, Gof- 

* hawk or Laner, out of the Neft j or to find or 

* take up any Falcon^ Jerfalcon, Jerkitiy Sacer^ or 

* SaceriU^ Gojhawke^ Laner^ or Lanerite of the 

^ King'*

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KingHenn-viii, < King's, having on the King's Arms and Ver- 

* viles, and do not bring them to the King's Fa!co- 

• net within twelve D,iy3, Sfff.' This is no fiiriher 
remarkiible, than for giving the difFeyent Names and 
Species of thtfe Birds of Prey, ufed in thji, truly 
Royal, Diveifion of Hawking, in thole Days. 

We fhall now draw to a Conclufion of this Sef- 
fionj which, tho' not long, yet there was rriu^um 
in parvs Tempore, done in it. It is obfervLtble, 
that no Subfidies were either demanded or granted in 
this or fome preceeding parliaments It may well 
be fuppofeil, that the Spoil of the M'.inafteries, WV. 
had fo fufficienily filled the King's GifFers, that be 
had no Occafion for any farther Supply. But yet 
we find, iTWhtJournal Deok^ thar a Motion was now 
made in the Houfeof Lords, by the Lord Treafur- 
er, very much tending that Wsy, We are there 
told. That on the zoih Day of May, and, only, the 
izth Day of the Scffion. the Duke of Norfeli de- 
clared to the HoLife, * That the King had taken 
' great Pains, and been ai vaft Expence in the Go- 
' verninent and Reformation of this Kingdom. 

* Which Labour and Charge \i behoved every 
' Member there to confider of, and to allow a pro- 
' per Recompence. -"'nd, fince, by reafon of the 
' Shortneft of Time, thiS could not be then efTected ; 

* his Opinion was, that one of the 1 emporal and 
' one of the Spiritual Lords, fhould be, by general 
' Confent, appointed to wait upon his Majefty, and 

* humbly be:eech him that he would pleafe to pro- 
' rogue this Parliament, and not diflblveit; that, 

* at the next Seffion, they might again take into 
' Confideration the Expencealorefaid.' The Lord 
Chancellor, by the Ailent of all, was alone deputed 
10 go to the King with this Meflagc ; who returned 
and faid, His Majefty would be at the Houfe the 
next Day, in order to grant their Requeft; which 
was done accordingly. 

June the 28th, the King came to the Houfe, in 

ordtr to pafs the Bills, and to put ^n End 10 this Sef- 

fion of Parliament, At which Time Sir Nicholas 

Hare, Speaker of the Houfe of Commons, addfcfled 

his 
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^m iia Majefty in an elegant and learned Speech, fays Kin|HenryVlii, 
^H cur Authority ; and, finally, humbly belbu^ht him, 
^m ihac he would give ihe Royal AiTent to the Bills that 
^M were ready for thai Purpoie. Which, being all read 
^B and aflented to, the Lord Chancellor, Sir Thtimas 
^V Audley, prorogued the Parliament, from that Day, to 
the third of November following. 

Mr. Rapin remarks, * That never did Parliaments 
coincide with their King's AfFedions and Inclinati- 
^^ ons, fo much as this did. For, as in the laftSef- 
^L fion, they gave a clear Evidence that they minded 
^H lefe what was juft and equitable, in the Adt of Suc- 
^V ceffion, than what would pleafe the King ; fo, in 
this, ihey were not only infatiable in approving what- 
ever the King then did, but whatever he might do 
for the future. The Afl:, adds our Author, that the 
lame Obedience (bould be paid to the King's Procla- 
mations, or to the Orders of his Council, during a 
Minority, as to the Adls of Parliament, was giving 
ifie Sovereign, almoft, a defpotic Power. It wai 
pretended, that Cafes might happen when the King 
had no Time to call a Parliament; and yet it was 
neceflary, for the Good of the Realm, that his Or- 
^_ ders fliould be executed, otherwife there might be 
^K lianger offallirg into great Inconveniences. Thus, 
^H to avoid a polTible, but withal an uncommon Incon- 
^^ Venience, another much more confiderable was tun 
into. For, if the King's Orders were to be obeyed 
■Without Concurrence of Parliament, he had noOc- 
cafion to call ore, if he did not think proper to do it. 
It is true, adds our Author, there were fome Limi- 
tations in this Aft, as, That no Perfon Ihould be de- 
prived of Life or Eftate by virtue of the King's Pro- 
clamation, nor any Laws or Cuftom broken or/ub* 
F Verted thereby. But, ihefe ReftriiStions were fo am- 
biguoufly worded, that it was eafy for the King to 
evade them. And, upon this Aft was grounded 
the great Ch.r.ge in Rfrligion, which happened in 
tlie Non-age (f hisSon ind Succeflbr.' 
The Aft wiih ihe fix Articles, then called /ft? 
Lajb with fix Slings, being now publifhed.it caufcd 
much Murmour and Apptehenfion in the new Re- 
formers; 
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Ku^HtnryVin. formers ; and yet this Law was not iifed with much 
Rip;our 'till after the Death of Crsmwell; tho" it 
evidently {hews that the King and Parliament had a 
greater Defire to engrofs the Riches of ihe Church, 
than to fet about reforming any Errors, or Tenets, 
which had crept into the Romifli Religion. Two 
Bifliops, however, out of the whole Bsnch, had 
Confcience enough to relign their Bilhopricks rather 
than conform to the Articles. Thefe were Latimer;

The Lord Hi^h Chancellor opened the Sefllon in 
^ Speech of fome Lengih, but which the JournaM

rogued; as well for the Piety and Reverence 
■^hich he bears to the Glory of Almighty God,

_ and true Subjetts ; that at lengthj by ihefe FarJia- 
R~ nentary Councik, that Thing may be effected,

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I, ' which is moft conducive to the Glory of God, the 
' Security of the Kingdom, and the greateft Benefit 

* to the Common wealth- Therefore, hb Majefty, 
'' now, as before, admoniflies, exhorts, demands,

* freely, openly and ingenuoufly declare their Minds,

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• fo, by reafon of the Holy Word of God, which his KingHenryVm. 

* moft Serene Highneis, out of his Benignity, had 
^ fuffered to be publifhed in Books, for the Safety and 

* Comfort of his People ; that they might read, 

* in iheir native language, how much that moft 

* holy Gift of God had been miferably abufed and 
" perverted. Thus, while tome follow Herefies and 

* others SuperRitions, I call it, adds he, a Confufion 
' of Things, which proceeds from wicked Mmds, 

* Our moft illuftrious Monarch, who, as much as

' blifhed. Secondly, That all pious Ceremomes and 
' Cuftoms may be feperated from the wicked i their 
' real Ufes taught and inculcated, and their Abufes 

* reflified. And chat Things may, at length, go 
' well, all the Inhabitants of thislfl.md, efpecially 

* EngHJkrne/i, Oiould be admonifhed againft Books 

* which treat of impious and irreverent Subjeils, by 

* a wicked Perverfion and audacious Interpretation of 

* facred Writ. Henvy Pains and Penalties Ihould be 

* laid upon thofe, who offend in thefe Things, out 

* of Malice; that others may take Example from

' And, that Chrijl, the Word of Chriji and Truth, 

* may conquer all Errurs, in the true Expolition

I'his Lady has been mentioned 
before; the King, during the lalV Prorogation, hav- 
ing forced himfelf to marry her ; but, in a very 
fliort Time we fliall find, that this very Parliament, 
which now fettled a Jqinture, was, equally, con- 
cerned in a Divorce. 

June 10, There is an Entry made in the Journal 
Booi^ that on that Day, about three o'Clock in the 
Afternoon, Thomas Lord Cfomwell^ Earl oi Effix^ 
and the King's Vicar -General, was attached of High 
Treafon, in the Council- Chamber at WeJhninjUr ; 
and, by the Lord Chancellor and other Lordii there Thomas Lord 
prcfent,. committed Prifcner to the 'foiver. And, ^J^^^JJ^"*" 
the 17th of the fame Month, a Bill of Attaindure cuted forH^ 
was brought into the Houfe and read againfthim ;Trea(«u 
which paffed both Houfes, on the zptb, Neminecotf 
tfadiante (r). 

Thus, this Man, who had, from a very low Be- 
ginning, mounted to the Summit of Glory, wason

On (he 6ih Day of July, after the reft of ihe Bu- 
nnejs was done in the Houfe, the Lord Chancellor,

^d Suffali, the Earl of SnuthampiBii and the Bifhop 
^-0*7-^i«, partly, by the Mouth of (he Chancel- 
**. and, partly, by their own, fpoke lo the reft of 
Peers, to this Effefl :

1 The whole Houfe of Peers cnme to an unanimous 
'Refolution, on the Chancellor's Motion, to fend 
fome of their Members to the Huufe of Commons, 
to acquaint them with the Particulars of it. And, 
to defire that, after due Deliberation had thereon, 
ihcy would fend back fix of their Body to inform 
their Lotiifhips of the Refult of their Corfultati- 
on. The Commons fent Sir Thumia Cheney Knight, 
Treafurer of the King's Houfhold, and Sir IVtlliam 
Kiiigfton, Comptroller, with others, to the Number 
of Twenty, as a Committee of their Houfe, to go 
along with the Lords, without Delay, to wait upon 
his Majefty with 'he aforefaid humble Supplication. 
All the Temporal Lords and this Committee, accor- 
dingly, wailed on the King, when the Cnancellor 
opened the Caufe of their coming ; by, firft, return- 
ing his Majeity their hearty Thanks for ail his Kind- 
neflesand Indulgences to them, particularly, for the 
late Adl of Grace. And, then told him, that ihey 
Kid a Mutter of great Moment to communicate, if 
hiJ Majeity would give them I*cave, and pardon 
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their Prefumption. The King anAvered, * That ^jn^Henry viii. 

• he could never expeft that any Thing would come 

* from them that was either evil, dilhoneft or un- 

* reafonable, and therefore bad them- fpeak their 

« Minds, freely, to him.' And, ^fter the Chan- * 
ccUor had delivered the aforefaid Addrefs, his Majc- 
ftjr, again, replied, * That, indeed, their Meflage 
' was of fuch a Nature, that he' could neither deny 

• nor grant their Requeft ; but that, however,' he 

* would refer the Difquifition of this important 

* Queftion to the Judgment and Determination of 

• the Clergy, in the Convocation of both Provinces. 

* In which Order, he believed, there were as maiiy 

• grave, learned, honeft and pious Men, as could any 

• where be found, who would not fay a Thmg which

♦ commit the Affair, for their Examinations ;' and rocation, 
ordered his Letters Patents to be made out accor- 
dingly. * 

This Bufinefs was very foon concluded ; for we 
are told by the Jmrnnlj that on the lothDayof 
JunCy the two Archbiftiops and the reft of the Bi- 
ihops declared to the Houfe of Lords, that they had 
examined into the Affair of the Marriage, by virtue 
of the King's Commiflion direded to them^ and, that, 
both by divine and human Law, they had found it 
invalid. Whicli Sentence they produced under the 
Hands and Seals of them all j and which being pub- 
lickly read and approved on, two of that reverend 
Body were afligned to carry it down to the Houfe of 
Commons for their Approbation. And, in confe- in confequaict 

Ssnce thereof, a Bill v/as brought in the very next whereof, he it 
y, concerning the Invalidity of the Marriage be-***^®'^^* 
twcen the King's Majefty and Lady Ann of Cleve^ 
which paffed the Houfe of Lords the Day after ; and 
in a few Days more was expedited thro' the Houfe of 
Commons.

Certain Pritfjkdges alfo were granted to 
Phyficians in Lendsn, as that they fhnuld not keep 
Watch and Ward, nor be Conlhbles ; and that they 
might pradtife Chirurgsry : B.,rbers and Chirurgeona 
were alio made one Company, and certain Privile- 
ges given iliem ; as not to bear Ai niour, or to be put 
in any Watches or Inqueiis. 

* A Court alfo of the Firll-Fruits and Tenths, 
granted toche King, waserefted. 

* The Court of the King's Wards alfo, and the 
Names and feveral Duties, and Offices thereof, was 
erected.

The Journah inform us, That, on the 24th Day 

of^'a/y.wlien the King came to the Houfe of Lords, 

with the ufual Ceremony, in order to paft the Bills, 

and to put an End to the Parliament ; Sir Nicholas 

//i5« Knight, Speaker of the Hcufe of Com m one, 

addrefied himfeif to the King, on his Throne, to 

this Purport :

At which Words every Man ftood up and bow- 
ed themfelves to the Throne, and the King returned 
the Complement by a gracious Nod from it. After 
this the Speaker went on, and faid, ^ That the whole 

* People of England^ in order to fliew fome Grati- 

* tude to his Majefty, to whom they thought them- 

* felves fo much obliged, that they could never par 

* him according to his Merit ; had, left they fhouul 

* feem unmindful! of fuch Benefits, joined in 

* granting a Subfidy^ by the Confent of both Houfes, 

* which they freely, offered to him. And, laftly, 

* begged his Majefty would condefcend to give the 

* Royal AQent to the reft of the Bills made read/ 

* far that Purpofe/ 

Our Journaliji is very prolix and circumftantial: 
in giving the complementing Speeches and Ceremo- 
nfes, which pafled in the laft Day of the Seflion ; 
vhich the Reader, perhaps, may have feen more 
than enough of in this Abridgement. We fhall con- 
clude with obferving, that there were no lefs than 
feventy A£ts palTed at this Time, tho' the Statute- 
fiooks only mention fifty ; but fince all the moft ma- 
tcrml.A«5ls, or the Titles of them, are given 
befcHie, they are no farther neceflary here. 
When they had all paHed the Royal Aflent, (except 
one, relating to the Merchants Adventurers, which 
the King gave the ufualunfwer to, Le Roy S^avifera) 
the Lord Chancellor, by his Majefty 's Command, 
dilTolved the Parliament. 

To thefe Proceedings the Clerk hath added theThcrcmariaMt

Affairs being now, again, fettled according to 
Henry's Mind, both in his own Family and in Par- 
liament ; and he once more blefled with a young, 
and, what he hoped Tor, a fruitful Wife, had a 
fair Profpe£t of ending his Days in Eafe and Quiet-' 
nefs. But, a very liitle Time after prefented him' 
with a new Scene of Trouble, more unexpefled' 
, . than any btfore it. A fmal! Rebellion happening in' 

Yorkfhire"^^ T^orkflnve-, under the Conduft of S\t yohn N'eviief 
rreftu the King took Cave to have it fupprefled betimes j' 

and the Leader of it was executed at iori. This 
gave Occafion for the, Execution, al/b, of iJie old" 
Countefs q( Salssbitry, who had ihen been a Pritbn-" 
er two Years, in ifie Manner before recited. A' 
Jealoufy that this Infurredlion was fet on Foot by 
her own, or her Son Cardinal PMrsInftigationjOcca-, 
iioned it. Not long aficr which) Hinty refolved to 
make a Projcrefs, in Perfon, moYorkJhire ; not lb' 
much, fays the noble Hiftorian, to extinguifh th({' 
Relicks of the laft Commotion, as ihofe of Superfti-' 
lion. Miracles and Pilgrimages. For tho' the King, 
I continued his Rigour againft thole that difputed ci-' 

ther his Autboriiy or the Six Articles, and facriiiced- 
many on that Score ; infomuch that, (as both the 
Reformerf, and ihofe that were Maintainers of the 
Pope's Supremacy, fufFered equallyjhia Enemies faid, 
Thai, while he admitted neither Side, he feemed to 
be of no Religion at all. Yet, fays Lord Hirberi, 
this was butCalumny, forheftood firmly tohis great 
Work of Reformation ; as the above mentioned 
Defign, in theNorthern Ptogrefs, isa particular In-, 
ftanre. 

Henry met with fome Vexation in the Midft of 

this Expedition. HisNephew Jamei, King of SiffSf 

hid promifcd to meet him at Turk ; but, when every

'James feni him Word he cou!d not come. Thij 



Slight was highly refented ; but, he met with 
a much greater Trouble on his Return to iuwf/w. 
For, he was no fooner arrived, than he wascredibly 
informed that his new Queen Katharine, who had q_ ^j,],, 
been with him all his Progrefs, had been guilty of mfcd of. 
Incontincncy before he married her. The Proof ™^'i- 
againft thiaunhappy Lady was romewhatftronger than 
againft any of hia former Wives, as may be feen in 
Lord Hrhert; who feems lo fupprefs agcad deal, in 
re^rd to the noble Family from whence Ihe fptung. 
But, notwithftimding this, Henry was fomewhat 

Euzaled how ro get rid of her ; and was obliged to 
ave Recourfe to liis old Method of referring his 
Difficulties to a Parhament 

Accordingly, a new one was called to meet at 
ffe/imia/!er on ihe ibihofyanu/iry, in the 33d Year 
of his Reign fs). Where being all aJTembled, and the 
.Initial Ceremonies difpatch'd, itamas Lord Audlef, 
^flull Lord Chancellor, opened the CaufeofiheSum-AnnnR^^i ,.. 
JtUonsin a grave and eloquent Speech,fiy iheyoitrnnh, 1541. 
Out of io uncommon and immoderate a Length, that '^^ Weflmioftw. 
lie Clerks, being buTy on different Affairs, could not 
^ttend to take, even, the Heads of the whole Speech j 
Which, they add, would take three Hours to write 
Hown, and one to read. What they could collect, 
ander the Title of Csmpendium Orationis, is to this 
Effea:

* cred Majefty firft came to the Crown, wifhed for 

* nothing more ardently, or fervently, than that 

* God would bellow on him Wifdom and Under- 

* ftanding. The Almighty anointed him with the 

* Oil of Sapience above his Fellows ; above the reft 

* of the Kings in the Earth, and above all his Pro- 

* genitors. This, he Jidded, very plainly, appears 

* in three more fliining Qualities than others. In 

* the perfeft Knowledge of the Word of God, the < 
' chiefeft Glory in a King; in the exadt Under- | 

* ftanding of the Art Military, which is the fecond I 
■ Virtue in a Prince ; and in politic Knowledge, j 
' which holds the third Place ; as bringing the great- 1 

* eft Good to the Commonwealth. Kor the Fjrft^ | 
' he commended to them all to think, aJong wil6 

* himfelf, how his Majefty had overthrown and k 
" vanquifhed that Raman GuViab, with a Sling and a ' 
' Stone, The SiafF of the Sling, faid he, was the - 

' King; the Stone was the Word of Gnd ; and the ', 

* Sling was made of Thread, twifted by Preachers j 

* which Threads, or Arguments, were no longer, ' 
*■ more fure, or more iubftaniial than they ought to i 

* be. '' 

* To the Second, he dcfired the Lords and Com* ' 

* mons to call to Mind the King's great Vittoriea, 

* hoth in Franct and Scotland. Which were mad? 

* more glorious, in that they were gained, atone aD(} 
' the fame Time, in different Kingdoms, 

' To the Third, he, again, commended to thera alj j 

* to refleft, along with himfelf, on the Peace which 
' had now continued entire and inviolate for Thirljr 
' Years together. When, in that Time, almoit 

* the whole univerfal World was diftrafted with 
' fatal Wars ; and Princes fought to deftroy each 

* other by Fire and Sword. 

' Next he laid before their Eyes, what Caftlej 

* on the Sea Coafts had been new-built, what other*. 
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repaired, which for future Ages would terrify our K;n£HcmjViu. 

Enemies, and defend the Kingdom from Inva- 

fjotis. 

* Laftly, he defir'd them to confider, that a very 

few Years laft pall, ni:iiiy civil DiJJemions had 

been compofed without Bloodlhed, by the King's 

Condu'ft. And at length, that the Irijh Nation, 

a People barbarous and favage, had been reduced 

' to Obedience; infomuch, that a Nation, hiiher- 

' to untraftable, now delired to fubmit to his r,aws. 

' Thefe, and an Innumerable Number of Eene- 

* fits, conferred uixin them by their molt ilkftrious 
J Prince, he delircd them to remember. From 

' whence it plainly appeared that he, like David, 

* ftom the Beginning, had prayed to God for Un- 

* derftanding to expound the Laws. And alfo to 

* pray fo effeflually, that no King commemorated 
*inHiftory, could be compared to him.' 

At which Words, all 'he Peers, as well as the 
Cbmmons, flood up and boived to the Throne, 
With that Reverence, as plainly Clewed, fays the 
Jsarnel, with what willing Minds tbsy owned his 
Empire over them ; and what they owed ro God, 
who had committed the Government of the King- 
dom to the Care of luch a Prince. Then the Chan- 
cellor turned his Dilcourfe to inform the AHembly, 
why they weie called to meet at die prefeni Time. 

He told them, ' That his Majefty had lummoiied 

■ hisgreat Council, coniifting of three difl:inflBodies, 

* the Clergy,; Lords, and Commons, as ihe Repre- 
' fentalives of the People. Thai thefe three Orders 

* or States, (hould meet as the whole Body of the 

* Eng/i/b Commonwealth. That from thence they 

* might learn each Man's particular Inclinations and 

■ Qualities ; and if by Chance any Defeat or Excefs 
' be found in the Government, by their common 

* Advice and his Msjefty's Authority, it might be 
' amended, and the Law made more vigorous by 

* taking away Suiwrfluities. 
♦ But, adds the Orator, there yet remains three 

L' principal Caufes for calling this Affembly. The 
' firft concerned [he Honour, Praife, and Glory of 
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KingHcnrjVm,* God, by an Unity in Faith and Concord in Reli- 
' gion ; fifcing of different Opinions, if by Chance 
' any new one had fprung up, or there was yet any 

* old one left to abrogate. And here he mentioned 

* fome particular Royal Laws, or Proclamations ; 

* as, for the true Preaching of the Gofpel ; for 

* Hofpitality amongft the Clergy ; and forbidding* 
' Pluralities, f^c. 

* Secondly, what chiefly appertained to their" 
' own Governmem, M2, that it ought to be ftriOly 
' looked into, wheiher the King's Laws were eve-' 

* ry where obeyed by the King's Subjefts ; and, if 

* defpifed, why ihey were mnde ? For man/ 

* Laws, to the no Cmal! Hurt of the Common- 

* weal, remain perfeftly unknown. This con- 

* cerned the OpprelUon of the Poor ; the Power of 

* Evil-doers, who would obrerve and keep fomtf 
' Laws, whilft they violated others ; yet fo, at 

* they ihemfelves would explain their Mraning^ 

* Alfo, the great Number of Engroflers; the Dear- 

* nefe of Vii^>uals in a Time of fuch Abundance 

* and ag.iinft fturdy Beggars. 

' The third Caufe for the Summons, he faidj 

* was, that they might learch into and examiBf 

* whether any new Vices had broke out in the Com" 
' monwealih ; (fince human Nature was a very in* 
' genious Inventor of Evil) againft which there 
' were no Laws yet made. That if they came ia 

* Ufe, then new Laws (hould be enafted; in ihe 
' fame Manner, as for new and unheard of Di(eaf2 
' es, new Drugs and Medicines are fought aftef 

' and tried. He then gravely and folemnly told ' 

* them, that in the framing fuch Laws, the QT'* 
' cumftances of the Crimes and the Qualities 
' oF the Perfons, ought chiefly to be confidered; 
' For Example, an Injury received from a Friend 
' or a Familiar, is heavier than one from an opett 
' Enemy, or an unknown Perfon; and for this Rea- 
' fon the C^ime of High Treafon ought lo be morfl 
' heavily puuiflied. ' 

Here the Jaurnat breaks oS" abruptly, juft when 
the Orator was coming to the real Point, or CaufeJ 
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for -which this Parliament was callei ; and lo which KintHenfyTill* 
all the former Parade of Words was only inirodi:c- 
tory. Whether this was done by Negligence or 
Defign, in [he Clerks, is uncertain ; perh-ps. ihc 
latter; that the Qutcn's Difgrace might noi appear 
fo openly on Record, in which the King'sHonour, 
to which was then paid the higheft Veneration, 
was but too much concerned. 

The Receivers and Tryers of Petitions being 
named and appointed, as ufual j on the 20ih Day 
of January theCommons prefented to the King, in 
Parliament, Ihomjs Moyle^ El'q; as their Speaker. Tho.Ma>lc,Erqi 
W'horeExcufe for Dif.ibililies, &c. being not al- Speiker. 
lowed, he made the ufud Proteftation for Liberty 
of Speech; and afier fome high-flown Compli- 
menis paid to the King, from this Q;,i3rter, he was 
confirmed. 

The very next Day a Bill was biought into the 
Houfe, and read afirllTime forthe Actaindure, on 
'he Charge of HighTre.-fnTi, of Crt//fr///^ Howard, 
•■He Queen of England, Jane La^iy Ruhfird, with 
""hers. And in the fame Bill wascontained the At* 
'^'ndures, on Mifprifion of Tieafon, oi Agnei Haw- 
"''d Duchefs at Norfolk, imiam Haivard, &c. 

On the 28th of the fame Month, ihc Lord Chan- Proccdifip wi 
■^J'ordeclared to thereft of the Peers, ' How much the Attiinder of 
't concerned all their Honours, not to proceed toQ"«nCathcrun( 
give too hafty a Judgment on the Bill forthe At- '^' 
tajndure of the Queen and others, which had yet 
l^een only once read amongll them. For that 
they were to remember that a Queen was nO 
>iiean orpriv-ite Perfon, but an iiluftnousandpub- 
Mck one. Therefore, her C;mle was to be judg- 
ed with that Sincerity, that there ihould be neither 
Itoom for Sufpicion of fome latent Q^^urrel, or 
fhat (he fhould not have Liberty to clear herfelfj 
If peichance, by Reafon or Council fhe was able 
lodoit, from the Crime laid to her Charge. For 
this Purpofe he iliought it but reafonahle, that 
^me principal Perfons, as well of the Lords as 
Commons, fliould be deputed to go to the Q_'een, 
Partly to tell her the Caufe of their comiiig, and

The next Day, being the laft of Januaiy, the 

Iiord Chancellor declared to the Houfe, ' That

/ miflioners ; and that the King had denied no Part 

* of their Petition, but had orderly granted every

After iliis, the Chancellor declared to' [he Lords, 
' That as foon as the Lords Commiflioners were 
' difmilled from his M^jefty, a Deputation of fdmc 

* principal Members from the Houfc of Commons 

* were admitted to his Prefence. But what was 

* done or faid by them the Chancellor did not well 
' know J only he fuppofed, that they came to de- 
' liver much the fame Mefljge, or Petition, with 
' their Lordfhips. Adding, that when theCom- 

* mens were difmified, he commanded that both 
' the Lords and Commons fliould again be bronglic 
' before him together. At which Time his Majefty 
' gravelv admonifhed them, that they (hould take 
' great Care in the framing of good Laws, and the 

* due Obfervatisn of them. That no Man Ihould 

* think he was doing his own Bufinefs, fingly, in 

* Parliament, or th:it he was called thither for ihe 
' fake of his own Advantage ; but to do the Work 

* tending to thc Good of the Publick : And that 

* every fingle Peer Ihould refieft how much he 
' owes to thc abfent Multitude. For which Rea- 
' fon it behoved both Peers and Commoners to be 
' unanimous; to have frequent Meetings, and talk 
' together of the prefent Bufinefs, of the propofed 
' Statutes, or Bills as they are called, which are 
' before them. For his M.ijefty has heard, and 

* with Sorrow too, that the prefent Praflice of thc 
' MembersofthefeHoufes is quite the Reverfcj Bills 

* being rejeifed as difadvantageous to the Common-

the Queen ; and, the other about the Method of KintH^iryVXi]* 

Eroceedlng againft Lunatics, who, before their • 

nianity, bad confefled themfelves guilty of High 
Treafon {a). Each Statute figned with the King's 
own Hand, and together with his Majefty's AlTenc 
to them, under the Broad Seal, and figned alfo, 
which was annexed to the faid Statutes. This 
the Chancellor held forth in both Hands, that both 
Lords and Commons, who were called for that 
Purpofe, might apparently fee it, and that the ' 

Statutes might from thence have the full Force and 
Authority of a Law. Which, when done, the 
Dukp of Sufolij Grand Matter of the King's 
HoujQioId, delivered himfelf, in a very ferious 
bifcourfe, to this £ffe£l ; 

* He told the Houfes, ' That he and his Fellow- 

* Deputies, appointed to wait upon the Queen, 
^ had been with her ; and that (he had openly con- 

* fie^ and acknowledged to them, the great Crime 
^ fhe bad been guilty of againft the moft high God, 

* SMDd a' kind Prince ; and, laftly, againft the whole 

* £nglifi> Nation. That (he b^d them all to im- 
' jdore his Majefty not to impute her Crime, alonet 

* to her whole Kindred and Family. But, that 
' his MCajefty, howfoever unworthy {he might be 

* and undeferving, would yet extend his unbounded 

* Mercy, and his fingular Beneficence to all her 

* Brodiers, that they might not fufFer for her 

* Fauks. Laftly, to befeech his Majefty that, it

This laft Hatus in ManufcriptOy along with the 
former, makes it feem evident that they were not 
done by Negledl of the Clerks, but by Deiign. And 
was a Trick of State to prevent Pofterity from 
being acquainted with fome Matters, not ccm- 
jillent with the Reipedt they then paid to their 
Grand Monarch. It is not impof&ble that this

MuM. Some more Claufes were inferted in this Aft of 

Attainder of the Queen, bfc, proper to be taken 
Notice of. In the firft Place, flie was accufed by 
it, for taking Dereham into her Service, and ano- 
ther Woman into her Chamber who had known 
her former ill Life, by which it appeared wlttt 
fhe intended to do ; and then permitting Cu^ef^er 
to be alone with her in a vile Place, fo numy 
Hours in the Night. Therefore, it was ena£^ 
that flie and they, with the Bawd, the Lady 
Rcchfordy fliould be attainted of Treafon ; and tJiat 
the Queen and the Lady Rcchford (hould fuffer die 
ains of Death. 

That 

(If) BMTMttU Hinotj of tbcRcfoRBitioa^ Vo&, U P. |i|f 
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That the Duchefi Dowager of Norfolk^ the M^Htvyvni 
Coontels of Brtdgwatir her Daughter, the Lord 
WiUlam Howard and his Lady, with other four 
MeiK and five Women, already arraigned by the 
Cburie of common Law, that knew the Queen's 
vicious Life and had concealed it, fhould be attainted 
of Mifprifon of Treafon. 

It was alfo enadted, that wbofoever knew any 
Thing of the Queen's Incontinence, for the Time 
being fliould reveal it with all poflible Speed, under 
the Pains of Treafon. That if the King or his 
Succeflbrs (hould intend to marry anv Woman, 
whom they took to be a pure and clean Maid, if 
(be, not being fo, did not declare the fame to the 
King, it fhould be High Treafon. And all who 
knew it and ^id not reveal it, were guilty of Mif- 
prifon of Treafon. And, if ;be Queen or the 
Wife to the Prince, (hould procure any Man, by 
MeC&ges Or Words, to know her camaly^ or any 
odier ihould be Solicitors for her in this Affair, 
thdy, their Counfellors and Abettors, fhould be 
ad)i]4eed as Traitors. 

Bimop Burnet makes fome Reflections on thefe 
two hft Claufcs in the Aft; he writes, ' That it 

* was thought extream cruel to be fo fevere to the 

* Queen's Kindred, for not difcovering her foimer 
' luLife : Since the making fuch a Difcovery had 

* been inconfiilent with the Rules of Juftice or 

* Decency. The old Duchefs of Nwfolk^ her 
' Grandmother, had bred her up from a Child \ 
' and for her to go and tell the King that (he was 

* a Whore, when he mtended to marry her, was a 

* Thing unheard of. And, the not doing it, could

The Journal gives the Titles of forty-four pri- 
vate and publick Adts, pifled in this Seflion of Par- 
liament; the Statute Books only thirty-nine. What 
' are the moll remarkiible, amongll thefe Adls, Lord 

Herbert hath extrafled as follows : 
' That they who under Colour of a falfe Token 

* or counterfeit Letter got other Mens ^oney into 

* their Hands, fhoulu be punifhed at the Difcretion 
'■ of thofe before whom they were convided, any 

* Way but Death. 

' It was declared alfo, how many Stone-Horfis

' The Court of Surveyors of the Icing's Lands, 
' the Names of the Officers there, and their Autho- 

* rity was fet down. 

* AllPraflice of Conjuration, Witchcraft and 

* felfe Prophefy, was made Felony.* 

On the firft Day of Jpril^ the King came to the 
Houfe of Lords, when we are only told by tlie 
Jmrnalj that the Parliament was prorogued, from 
that Day, to the third of November following. 
'We fhall only mention one Thing more, which 
happened during this Selfion, related hy the noble 
Hiftorian, as a Wrong done to the antient Privi- 
Itgt of Parliaments. 

It feems, that a Member of the Houfe of Com- lUvnukaUe 
moas was arretted, in an Aftion of Debt, whilft Prtcetding? ob 
fte Houfe was fitting. The King was no fooner^^^^J^^,;^ 
informed of this, than he not only permitted the Houfe of Com- 
(Commons to rcleafe him, but he punifhed thei«»>* 
Offenders. The two Sheriffi of London were com- 
mitted "PHfoners to the Tower ; one of the Bailiffs • 
to a Place called Little-Eaje^ and the reft to New- 
gate. By which Means, adds he, the King, 
whofe Mafterpiece it was to make Ufe of his Par- 
liiaments, not only let Foreign Princes fee the good 
IbatelUgence between him and his Subjedts, but kept 
than all at his Devotion. 

This is all the noble Hiftorian Jays of this Mat- 
ter; but one of our antient Chronicles (d: is much 
more circumftantial about it : Bacaufe, fays this 
' Author, as the Cafe hath been diverfely reported, 

and

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KUiHcdttVIIi. and is commonly alledged as a Precedent for the 
Privilege of Parliament, he had endeavoured to 
learn the Truth thereof; and to fet forth all the 
Citcumftanccs, at lai^e, from tbofe, who, by 
their inftruflions, ought beft to know and remem- 
ber it. 

This Author tells us, that the Member's Name 
was Gearge Ferrers^ Efq; a Servant of the King's, 
and elected a Burgefs for the Town of Plymouth in 
DivBTifhire. That one Djy as he was going to the 
Parliameni Houfe he wjs arreiled, by a Procefs out 
of the King's Bench, at the Suit of one White^ 
for the Sum of two hundred Marks, for which he 
flood engaged, as a Surety, for one IVeldan, of 
Salijhury ; and carried to the Cnutiter in BmadjireeU 
Sir Thotnai Moyle, Knt. the Speaker, being inform'd 
of this, acquainted the Houfe with it, who forth- 
with ordered the Serjeant at Arms, to repair to the 
laid Prifon and demand ihe Pnfoner, 

The Serjeant went immediaiely to the Counter, 
but the Clerk? and Officers there were fo far from* ' 
delivering the Prifoner, that they forcibly refifted 
him ; bioke the Serjeant's Mtice, and knocked' 
down his Seivant. Durtig this Squabble, the two 
Sheriffs ot London, Roiuland HUz-nAHevry Suchdiff", 
came thither, to whom the Serjeant complained of: 
this Abufe, and of them required the Delivery of 
the impiifoned Member; but, they, not only j 
denied to deliver him, but treated the Serjeant very j 
contemptuouily ; and he was forced to return ' 
* without him to the Houfe. 

Finding the Members ftill fitting, the Serjeant de- 
clared to the Speaker all the Circumltances of his ill 
Ufage; upon hearing of which, the whole Houfe, 

L among whom were fcveral of the King's Privy 
Council and Chamber, would fit no longer without 
their Brother Member, but rofe up and went in a 
Body to the Houfe of Lords, where their Speaker 
informed the Chancellor what a great Indignity wa( 
put upon them. The Lords and Judges there 
alUnibL-d, took the Contetnpt to be of a very high 
Natuie, and tefened the PuniOiment of it to aa 
Order 
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Order of their own Houfe. The Commons re-^^ 
turning, after fome Debate on the Cafe, fooncame 
to a Refoluiion to fend their Serjeant to the Sheriff's 
fIcDufe, and require the Delivery of the Prifoner, 
v^ithout any other Warrant. For tho' the Lord 
O l-iancellor had offered his Writ to them, they 
refufedit; as judging that their Commands were 
tQ be executed by their own Serjeant, with his 
^'Xace, without any other Authority. 

But before the Serjeant at Arms came with this 
fecondMellage, theSheriffs had been told how hein- 
oiijly the Matter was talien ; and therefore they 
riCiw delivered the Prifoner to him, without any 
Hcfitation. But the Serjeant's Orders went further; 
he charged the Sheriffs to appear perfonally before 
tile Houfe at Eight o'Clock the next Morning, and 
t>ring with them the Clerks of the Coutiier^ and 
^Uch other Officers as were concerned in the Affray. 
The next Day the Sheriffs, tff. appeared at the 
fiar of the Houfe, when the Speaker chained them 
'*^''^th the Contempt and Mifdemeanour , and com- 
frianded them to anfwer, immediately, without 
allowing them any Counfel ; tho' Sir Rsgei Cholm~ 
'o*, Recorder of Lpidon^ and others of the City- 
^ounfej, offered to fpeak in the Caufe. In the 
*^»id, the Sheriffs and White^ the Profccutor, were 
Committed to the lower, and the reft to Neivgate, 
33 aforelaid. There they remained two Days, 
and then, on their own Petition, and at the hum- 
ble Requeft of the Lord Mayor of Lendm, and 
•ther Friends, they were difcharged. 

But, there flill remained another Difficulty to 
'eitle. The faid Ferrers, being condemned in the 
liebt, and lying in Execution for it, but relealed 
^y the Privilege of Parliament, could not, by Law, 
be again put under Execution for the fame Debt j 
*ind fo the Party was left without Remedy for his 
Ocbt, as well againft him as his principal Debtor, 
'^his knotty Point in Law was debated in the Houfe 
for nine or ten Days together. At laft it was 
refolved to make a particular Aft, to revive the 
Execution of ihc faiJ Debt againft ff'/Iden the Prin- 
cipal

I fionei a DivIGon in the Houfe, and it was onljr

H Tbe &me Auihority informs us, that ths King, 

H Imii^ advertis'd of thefe Procesdings, called before 

V him ibe Lord Chancellor and hi.' Judges, wiib ihc 

Speaker of the Houfe of Comiti'-ns, and feveraj oE 

the chief Members of thai Houfe; to whom he 

decljri?J his Op:nion to this Eflect :

Upon which. Sir Edwarvi^Montacutif Lord 
Quefjuftice, very gravely gave his Opinion, con- 
firming, by divers Reafons, all that the King had

^leaking to the contrary. 

fo thb Interval of Time, aligned by the laft 
I^orogation, the Face of Affairs changed greatly in 
Bifgmd i and the profound long Peace which the 
Nation had for many Years enjoyed, gave Way to 
' Ww and Bloodlhed. It firft broke out a^inft 
$tMaitd ; the Grounds and- Reafons of which may 
bBfam in fill! and our larger Hiilorians. Unrjf 
curied hb Rcfentment fo high againft his Nephew 
Jmtti as/ amongft other Demands, to revive the 
Gbftn of Homage and Fealty, asdue to him out of 
aaBttftnt Title to that Crown.

In this fhort Interval, a 
War with France was alfo relblved on; and, in 
order to raife Money to fupport the Expence of both, 
the Parliiment was fuinmon'd to meet, at the Time 
appointed, in order to fit to do Buiinefs. 
Anno R»pii 34, In the jBwndts^ is no Opening of this fecond 
At w toi'nn SelTion by the Lord Chdncellor's Declaration, as 
°' ufual. And, tho' the Houfes continued fitting 
from the Time aforefaid, to the i ith Day of May^ 
yet there are no particular Speeches, or Declarations, 
made by any of the great Ofiicers of the Crown, to 
be found in thofe Records. On which laft men- 
tioned Day, the King came to the Houfe of Lords, 
and again prorogued this Parliament to the 3d Day 
of Npvtmber following. 

But, tho' there are no Speeches in the Journals^ 
yet the Detail, or Catalogue of all the Statutes made 
in thisSeffion, to the Number of forty-nine, (liio' 
there are but twenty-lix given in the Statute Booh) 
fhew, that a good deal of Buiinefs was done in it. 
Aflduf'd The principal Ait that palled both Houfes, had 

the Grant of another Subfidy from the Laity, in- 
cluded in it. I: was ordered to be paid to the 
King, in three Years, after this Manner: 

' They who were in Goods worth twenty Shil- 
lings and upwards to five Pounds, paid Four-pence 
of every Pound ; from five Pounds to len Pounds, 
Ei^ht-petice ; from ten to twenty Pound), Sixteen- 
pence ; from twenty and upwards, two Shillings. 
All Strangers, as well Denizens as others inhabit- 
ing here, double the Sum ; Strangers not Inhabi- 
tants, that were fixteen Years old and upwards, 
paid Four-pence for every Head or Pole. As for 
Lands, Fees and Annuities, every Native paid Eight- 
pence in the Pound from twenty Shillings to five 
Pounds ; from five Pounds to ten Founds, Sixteen- 
pence i from ten Pounds to twenty Pounds, two 
Shillings i ffom twenty Pounds and upwards three 
Sliilling)! ; Strangers ftill after all thefe Rates 
doubling the Sum. As for the Clergy, they 
granted a Subfjdy of fix Shillings m the Pound, 
to be paid off their Benefices in Perpetuity, in three 
Yean 
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HjYcars following; And every Prieft having no Per '^^'"'''^'"* 
^^^ietuiiy, but an annual Stipend, paid yearly, during 
[he faid ihrce Years, fix Shillings and eight Pence. 
Befides whicli, by occafion of a Dearili of ViiJl- 
uals, a Sumptuary Law was made, whereby the 
Mayor andShciifFs of io«r/a«, as alfo the Serjetnrs 
and Yeomen of their Houies, were limited lo a 
certain Number of Difhts : They were alfo for- 
bidden to buy certain Kinds of Fowl. Nevctthe- 
Itls, in regard of the great Confluence of People in 
this Pailiament-Time, and the Scarcity of Filh, 
the King, by Proclamation, difpenfed with eating of 
White-Meats in Lent, forbidding yet ihe eating of 
Flefh fo ftridly, that Heniy Earl of Surrey; with 
divers Lords, Knights and Gentlemen, were im- 
prifoned for offending herein.' 

The Preamble to the above Grant fets forth ' the 

* Expence the King had been at in his War with a Subfidy, 

* Srt(iiW,and for his other great and urgent Occaii- 

* ons.' By which was meant the War with FramCy 
which broke out, in eameft, the next Summer. 

Cranmir^ and the other Reformers, took thisOp- 
porrunity to pufh on the great Affair of Refirmatim j 
and, tho' it was much oppofed in Parliament, yet, 
BiiTntt informs us that his Refolution carried ir 
through, tho' not in fo clear a Method as he propofed 
it ; fortheBill was clogg'dwitMmaiiyProvifos, which 
rendered it very much fhort of what he defigned.

After which, follows a Copy, in Eng/i/i, of ihe 
liCtters Patents, wherein is recited the Tiilesot'at!

Parliament, the whole Aflembly, fays ihcjeurndlf 
burftout into ioud Praifes and Encomiums on their 
good King, who thought his Subjefls worthy of fuch 
good Laws. Then the Duke of Norfolk proceed- 
ed to tell them, ' That now they were all fenable

'*. lohisPreparation; he had therefore granted his 
• 'L&.Kti Patents to commiflioa certain Lords to 
Oa * drilolv* 
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Ki»EHeBiyViii,' dilfolve this Parliament; which, after reading 
' of thelaidCoramilJion, was dillolved accordingly.' 
Mr. Cff//«'- informs us, That during this Seffion 
Sir John Gajlwiii, Knight of the Shire for the 
County of Bedfsrd, made a Speech in the Houfe, 
spi'mii Atchbiihap Crannisr i charging him with en- 
couraging novel Opinions, and that his Family was 
a NurferyofHerelyand Sedition. Bifhop Gardiner 
Was luppofed lo be the chief Promoter in thisBufinefs. 
7~his Speech of Gs/I'wici'& being of [he Nature of 
an Impeachment, leveral Lords of the Privy Coun- 
cil moved the King, that fmce Cranmer lay under 
an Imputation of fo high a Nature, he might be 
difmiUcd from the Boards and committed to the 
Tiwer, 'till Inquiry was made into the Truth of 
what was commonly reported. For, they faid, the 
admitting the Aichbifhop to the Privy Council 
would difcourage Informations. But, the King, 
adds our Author, happening to penetrate into the 
Maticr, found that ir.erc was moie Art than Truth 
in their Clamours agairift Cranmer, and thereftve 
difmiiled the Bulinefs. 

In the Jnurnals are the Titles of twenty-five 
publickand private Afts j in the Statute- Bceis, 
only eighteen. An Abftr^fl of the moit material, 
are given by Lord /ierkrt, as follows : 

' That no Perfon ftiould be put to his Trialupon 
any Accufaiion concerning any of the OfFencet 
comprized in the Statute of the Six Articles ji Hen.

* That certain Tenures fhall be refer ved, at the 
King's Pleafure, upon Houfes and Lands being 
fomctimes Abbey Lands, under Forty Shillings a 
Year. 

* That all Perfons which have any Houfes,

and Synodal, and to ellablifli all fuch Laws Eccle- 
fiaftical as ihall be thought, by the King and %hem, 
convenient to be ufcd in all Spiritual Courts. But 
tISs, it feems, expired with the King's Life {h). 

* An Ordinance alfo (never fufficiently to be com- 
mended) was made for Prefervation of Woods, 
which being too long and particular to rehearle, I 
fhall defire the Reader to perufe in his Place : There 
being no Law either more ufeful to this Kingdom, 
inrcgardof our Navy and other wife, or whereof 
the Inftaftion can with more Difficulty be repaired ;

Levies and Preparations were now made to carry 
on the War, both againlt Fra/i^f and Scotland ; and, 
over the latter Kingdom Henry's Army gained 
great Advantages, by the taking and burning of Bd- 
i'lhurgh, and other Towns in ihat Neighbourhood. 
Nor was he lefs fulicitous about France, having 
Iranfported an Army of 30,000 Men to Celah, and 
aflually, went over 10 condufl the War in Petfon. 
Lord Herbert, and the larger Englijh Hiftorians, 
may beconCuked for a particular Account of ihefe 
Wars. Whatever the Succels was, it may wcl! 
feem notto beworth the Expence, when theKing'» 
Neceffities drove him 10 very mean Ways to raife 
Money for carrying it 00. For, though he had 
much enriched himlelf with the Revenues of the 
fupprefs'd Abbies ; and, befidea, had great Subfidie* 
and Loans from his Subjects ; yet. Fortifications, 
Shipping, and other Provilions had exhaufted his 
Treafure. Addtothis, he found out that his crafty 
Neighbours had well nigh dniined his Kingdom of 
thccurrent Money, whillt they made great Advan- 
tage of it in theiroA-n. To remedy which Evil, 
the King both enhaunceJ our Gold from forty-fivs 
Shillings to foriy-cight an Ounce ; and Silver, from 
three Shillings and nine Pence to four Shillings. 
„ .... He, likewile, caufed fome new-coined bafe Money 
a B'enc^ntc.'' fo be madc cuTrcnt, though not-without much 
f"r cartjjng unMurmunng. He had borrowed, alfo, divers Suilis 
thoWir. of Money, of diiFerent People, giving them Privy 

Seals for iheir Security. But, all not fuppjying the , 
vail Expence of the War, Henry fet. on Foot the J 
old Pr:;i'\ice of railing Money by a Benevslmee ; 
and, in [he Year 1544., he appointed Commiflioners 
to colled it, beginning at Lrniden with the Lord- 
Mayor and Aldermen. It is remarkable, that, a- 
mongllr thofe Magiftmtes, there was one, called 
Re,id, that refufed to pay his Share. On which he 
was feized and fent to ferve in the War againft the 
^cat! i wheie in the Batilc at ^ncram-, the next 
Spiing, he was fljin. Many excufedthemfelvcs, 
alfo. 
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alfo, by their Penury ; in regard the King had taken KingHenryVilt. 
up fo much Com from them, this Year, for his Ufe, 
and, not, as yet, paying for it ; fo that, in EfFeft, 
this Benevolence raifed not fo much Money as Hen- 
ry expeded, and what was collefted came with 
much Grudging {i). 

All thefe Ways and Means, not anfwering the 
intended Purpofe, Henry h::d Recourfe to his old 
Friends the Parliament, who, in the Courfeof his 
whole Reign, never refufed him any Thbg he ask- 
ed of them. Accordingly, Writs were fent out for

which was afterwatds confirmeii, as the Cuflom 
then begun, by the whole Parliament. 

Bot the Bill for the Diflblution of Colleges, (^c. 
made much more Noife in the World ; and as Lord 
Herbert well obferves, noihing could be pleaded in 
Excufe for it but the King's Neceflities, which e- 
vcry Man mail: think violent, when, adds he, they 
retrenched upon the reverend Foundations of Col- 
iciies, Frce-Chapels, Chantries, Hofpitals, Fraterni- 
ties, Brotherhood?, Guilds, and Stipendiary Prieftsi 
whifh hsd Contingance in Perpetuity. Together 

with 
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wilh all their Manors, Lands, and Hereditamenis, Ki 
which were now committed to die King's Difpofal ; 
and that they (hould be in the Order and ' Survey of 
the CoQrt of Augmentatiiitii ; the Right toothers 
yet faved, and feveial Provifions yet made. The 
Motive for bringing in this Bill was alledged to be 
ihe King's great Charges in his Wars with France 
nad Scotland ; as, alfo, the Abufcs of the Rulers 
and Governours of the faid Colleges, f^c. Upon 
which and the King's folemn Promile lo the Par- 
liament, that all (hould be done to the Glory of Gsdj 
cud common Profit of the Realm j the Bill was 
paired ik). 

By this it appears how liberal the Parliament was 
in givingaway otherMen's tjoods j and it may be 
realbnably believed, that in difTulving and giving 
up the Chantries, i^c. ihey would, if it had been 
required, have given up the Churches alio, where 
ihey were founded. 

There are no !efs than thirty-two Titles of Afts, 
pafled in this Parliament, in the JourHoh ; the 
Statute Boois give us only twenty-five. The o- 
ther Bills, of any Signiiicancy, which were palled 
into Statutes, this Seflion, are thefe ;

king's Boolcs. Bat here there is a Provifo, that 
BO Union or Confolidation fliould be made in any 
City or Town Corporate, without the Confeni of 
the Mayor, Sheriffs, and Commonalty.' 

The Parliament continued to fit 'till Cbri/lmas- 
Eve, when the King came to the Houfe, pafled 
Bills, arid prorogued it to the 4th Day ol November ^ 
in the next Year. This is all that is entered in the 
jBurnah ; but Hiftorians are not fo lileni, for wc 
are told, that after the Speaker of the Houfe of Com- 
mons had made an eiegjnc Oration, on prefenting 
the Bills 10 the King, His Majefty, in Perfon, 
made the enfuing Anfwer. Which, fays the noble 
Hiftorian, is the more memorable, fince it was both 
lull of good Intention and Advice, and the lalt he 
ererfpokein that Place. And, we may add the 
firft too, fince we have not met wiih any Speech 
hitherto, that was fpoke by this King in Parlia- 
ment (/). '

Dr. Heylin, in his Hiftory of the Rcformai'on (u), 
introduces his Account of this Farliamenr, in this 
"Manner. He firft tells us, ' Thsr tho' the Members 
of il were of difFereiit Seniimcnts, in regard to 
Religion, yet they agreed very well in one com- 
mon Principle, toftrikein with the Junfture, and 
lake careofthemfclves. For tho' a gre;ii Numher 
of the Lords and Commons were i:iclined lo the 
Doftrinesoflhe late Reign, yet they were willing 
to give Way to fuch A£ls as widened the Breach Iie- 
tweeo the Englijh and Roman Communion. The 
prefent Affinity in Dodtrire ihcy wereafraid might 
end in a Reconciliation with the Pope ; and thai 
fuch Meafures would prove dangerous to their E- 
flates gained from the Church. As for the reft, 
adds 0L-: Author, whofe Bufinefs was either to tnnke 
or improve their Fortunes, they came prepared 
without Queftion to clofe with fuch a Reformati- 
on, asfuited bell with their Purpofe. This, con- 
tinues he, feems pretty evident by the Tendency of 
fome of the Adts ; which, in his Opinion, feem to 
OTcrlook the Concern ofReligion, and aim at private 
Intercit in a very remarkable Manner. 

Thui 
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KniMwiriVl, Thus far the learned Hiftorian, in his InirodiiflL- 
on to the Hiftory of thf Ptoeeedings of this Parlia- 
ment ; we will next fee what a much later Writer 
hath told us to the fame Purpofe. The celebrated 
M. Riipin has fhewn himfelf, in the Courfc of this 
Work, ss averfe to Parliaments as he is to Monar- 
cliy or Epifcopacy ; but in none more than this, 
when he fays (a) ; 

* It is very certain, the Number of thofe who de- 
lired a Reformation, was very great in the Kingdom. 
However, it mult not be imagined that then, any 
more than at this Day, whatever the Parliament 
did was agreeable to the general Opinioo of the Na- 
tion. The Reprefentatives of the Commons were 
chofen, as they gre at prelcnt, without any Inftruc- 
lions concerning the Points to be debated in Parlia- 
ment, nay, without the People's knowing any 
Thing of ihem. Thus, the Houfe of Commons 
had, as I may fay, an unlimited Power, to deter- 
mine by a Majority of Votes, with the Concurrence 
of the Lords, and Aflent of the King, what^hey. 
deemed proper for the Welfare of the Kingdom.. 
There was no Neceflity therefore, in order toobtata> 
what the Court dcfired, of having the univerfal Con-i 
fent of the People, but only the Majority of the. 
Voices in both Houfes. Hence it is eify to ctai—.j 
ceive, that the Court ufed all imaginable Means toi' 
caufe fuch Members to be elefted as were in their' ' 
Sentiments. This is now, and ever will be, prac--, 
tiled 'til! fome Cure is found for this Inconvenience* j 
I call it Inconvenience, becaufe it happens fometime*' 
that the Parliament pailes Adts contrary to the ge- 
neral Opinion of the Nation. Of this one may be 
eafily convinced, by what pailed inthe Parliaments . 
held under Edward VI, and Queen Mary his Sitter. * 
In the Reign of Edward^ Popery was entirely rooted . 
out ; and under Mary it was wholly replanted. In i 
one or other of thefe Reigns therefore the Parliament 
niuft have afted contrary to the Opinion of the 
People, fince it is not poffible to believe, tliat a whole 
Na-

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Nation fhould have tlius changed, in an Inftant, Kinsf^vraidvi, 
from White to Black. I don't pretend, by this Re- 
mark, to weaken the Proceedings of Edivdrd VTs 
Parliament in favour of the Reformation ; what I 
advance is levelled as much againft that of Queen 
Mary, as againft this. My Defign is only to obferve 
that the Determination of a Parliament isnotalways 
& convincing Proof of the Approbation of the whole 
Englijb Nation. The Reafons therefore which may 
be drawn from the pretended Confentof the Nation, 
repreftnted in Parliament, either for or againft the 
Reformation, feem to be of very little Weight. 
Each of the two Parties will always fay, and per- 
haps very juftly, that the Parliament which oppoled 
them, was a Parliament devoted to the King and 
tiie Miniftry'. 

But to begin with much belter Authority than 
either of thefe Writers, who are reprefented partial 
to their feveral Sentiments in Religion, we fliall 
"chiefly follow the Jouniah of both Houfes of Par- 
liament ; thofe of the Commons, beginning 
now with this Reign, in the Bonk called Seymmr, 
Irom the Name of the then Clerk of that Houfe.

When the aforefaid Comniiffion was openly 
JlCad, and heard of all the Houfe, and the Lord 
I'rotcftor placed accordingly, the Lord Rich, being 
"Lord Chancellor, began hia Oration, to the ESe« 

Its follows : . 

We have chofe to give the foregoing Memoran- 
</am and Letters Patent, at Length, as they are en- 
tered in the Journals, being the firft Step of Power 
and Preheminence this haughty Duke took upon 
him. But, whether by the Negligence of the Clerks, 
or otherwife, the Lord Chancellor's Oration is 
wholly omitted, and only a blank Page left for it. 
Neither is the Speaker of the Houfe of Commons 
mentioned, as ufuai, but this we fupply from their 
journals, ^vr John Baier, Knight, (who, S/ra^/Sir John Bikte 
tells US, was Chancellor or the tirll-Fruits and 
Tenths) was chofen Speaker of the Commons in this 
Parliament ('2). 

The firft Aff.iir we find, that the Houfe of Ix)rds

fliop of York, the Bifhop of Durham, ihe Lords 
Dacres and Even, all Northern Lords, and whofe 
Security depended on fuch a Proteiaion, were ap- 
pointed Commiffioners to draw it up. But we do 
not find that it pafled into a Law ; it being thoughC 
more advifeable to fend a great Army thither, under 
the Lord Protedor j who gaining a compleat Vic- 
tory over the Scon, near Mufclebomugh, was the 
fureft Way to protefl this Kingdom from their In- 
curfions. This War broke out, on occafion of the 
Scats again refufing their Princefs Mary to be joined 
in Wedloclc with our young King Edward. She 
was afterwards married to the Dauphin of France. 

The next Thing was a Bill to prevent the Decay 
of Tillage, Houfes, y<r. and the Lord 5/ John^ 
the Earls of Arurtdale, Shrew-bury, Huntingdon^ 
zaA Southampton, were a Commjitee for that Pur- 
pofe. 

But we Oiall not follow the Journal clofely, in 
an esadl Account of each Day's Proceedings : The 
molt remarkable will be fufficient for this Defign, 

November loth, a Bill for the Repeal of certain 

Statutes, as it is there called, came into the Houfe j 

but was in Effeft to be an A&. to repeal the Statute 

ofthezSih Henry Wll. which gave Authority to 

the King, after the Age of four and-twenty Years, 

to repeal, by his Letters Patents, all former Statutci 

made during his Minority, i^c.(a), A Stretch <rf

But, by this A6t, it was thus altered, ' That - 

* the King, when he came to the afort;faid Age, 

* might, by his Letters Patent, annul any At! of 

* Parliament for the future ; but could not fo void it 
' from the Beginning, as lo annul all Things done 

* upon it, between the making and annulling of 

* any Law, which were ilill to be lawful Deeds.' 
This Bill was afictwards tack'd to another for the 
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Repeal of Treafons, Felonies, iffc. which ^vill'^s^^'"'^^ 
come in the Sequel. 

Nov iztli. There was aBill brought into tlifiHoufe 
of Commons, relating to the Sacrament of the Altar, • 

which paffed that Houfe on the 17th of the fame 
Month. 

TliisBill was occafioned by an irreverent Treat- 
ment that facred Myftery met with at that Time, 
from the then growing Seifl of the Puritatu and '*^ "''ti»t *» 
others. The Preamble to the Aft declares, r/.fl/""^'"™^ 
Jome bad difputid and reafined wmvercndly and un- 
gedfy ef that moji holy Myjlery^ and called it by fuch 
' vile and unfiemJy Ifardi that Cbrijlian Mars did abhor. 
The Aift forbears to mention them ; but fome of 
the Terms were Round Robin, "Jack in a Bex, Sa- 
crament of the Halter, tS'c becaufe the Wafer was 
round, and ufually kept in a Fix, or Box. The 
Cime A£l, in the laft Paragraph of it, didenjoinihe 
&id Holy Sacrament to be delivered and miniftred 
to the People in both Kinds, of Bread and Wine j 
Uing mon conformable, as the Ai^ expreilef, to the 
tammon life and PraSlice of the Apsfiki and primitive 
Charcb, by the Space of five hundred Tears and mare 
after Chrift's Afcenfion. 

Dec. loth. "i'hb Bill pafled the Lords, with the 
ConfenC of all the Peers, except the Blfliops of Lon' 
den, Hereford, Norwich, IVorce/icr, and ChicheJIcr, 
Whoprotefted tgiinrt it. 

On the isihofihefame Month, a Bill for the Ad- 
miQioa of Bifliups by the King's Majeftyonly, was 
brought into the Houfe ; that is, that Bifliops flioiild And to ihiCoii' 
be placed in their Sees byCollaiionuf the King under •''""tion of BL> - 
his Letters Patents, without any precedent Election *''^'' 
or cnfuing Confirmation. By this Att it was fee 
forth, ' Thar the Way of chufingBiftiopsby C«/^e 
d'EJIire was tedious and expunlive, that there was 
only a Shadow of Eleiition in it, and that therefore 
Billiops fhould thereafter be made by the King's Let- 
ters Patent, upun which ihey were to be confecrat- 
ed : And whereas the Bifhops d.d exercife their Au- 
thority, and carry on Proceil'es, in their own 
Names, as they were wont 10 do in the Time of 
I^opeiyi and iioceall JunldiClioa boUi Spiritual 
and 
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KlngEdwirdVi. and Temporal was derived from the King, that 
therefore their Courts anJ all Procefles fhould be 
from henceforth carried on in the King's Name, 
and be fealed by the King's Seal, as it was in the 
other Courts of Common Law, after the firft of 
'Julynzxi ; excepting only the Archbifhop of Can- 
lerbury's Couns, and all Collations, Prefentations, 
or Letters of Orders, which were to pafs under the 
Bifliops proper Seals as formerly.' Upon this Aft 
great Advantages were taken to difparage the Re- 
formation, as fubjefling the Bifhops wholly to the 
Pleafure of the Court (a). 

On the fame Day another Bill for reading the 
Scripture was introduc'd ; which will be farther ex- 
plain'd in the Sequel. 

Nov. I9ih. A Bill for exerciiing Ecclefiaflical 
Jurililiflion c:ime into the Houfe of Lords ; which 
was, that all Procefles Ecclefiaftical fhould be raade 
in the King's Name, as in Writs at the Common 
Law ; and all Perfons exercifTiig Ecclefiaftical Jurif- 
diftion, ihould have the King's Arms in their Seals. 

On the i6ih, ibidem, another Bill was added 
for erefting a new Court, to be called the Cpurt 
of Chancery for Eccleliaftical and Civil Caufes. 
TheBill was committed to the Archbifhop of Can- 
terbury, the Bifliops of Lonhn, Durham^ Ely, 
Litchfield and Cuvemrj ; the Earls of Arundel and 
Southampton, the Lord Admiral, and Lord Csbham^ 
Mr Secretary, to the Judges, and others of the 
King's Council learned in the Laws- But neither 
of ihefe Bills were palTed into Statutes. 

On the 2 1 ft, A Bill for a Subfidy of Tonnage and 

ASubfidy, Pound.ige, on Merchandize, called Cujloms, was 

brought in ; which afterwards palled boih Houfes, 

with a Provifo for the Merchants of the Sillyard. 

It was granted for the King's Life, and then was 

rated, the Tonnage, at three Shillings on every 

Tun of Wine ; for fwcet Wjnes, fix Shillings; 

and Twelve-pence for every Aulme of Rhemjh. 

The Poundage was Twelve- pence inihe Pound, in 

Value, of all Goods, imported or exported ; and

Dec. izth. A Bill was read a fecond Time by 
the Lords, for fupprefllng Cliauntries and Colleges, 
On the isthit was read a third Time, and palled that 
Houfc by theConfentof all the Peers, except the 
Archbifhop of Canterbury, and the Bifhops of Lon- Aflfor diiTolvine 
don^ Durham, Ely, Norwiih, Hereford, fVorceJier, Chaumries, &e. 
and Chiehejier, who dillented from it. There are 
Iwo Inllances, in this Day's Proceedings and the 
Day before, of two or three Lay Lords dillenting 
from Bills p^fling tlie Houfe, which are the firft 
we have yet met with in the Journals; but no Prs- 
te/lsate enter'd ag.ynft them. 

This Bill was afterwards new-modelled by the 
Commons, and it pall'td both Houfes Dee. 24th, 
the Bilhops of Londsii, Durham, Ely, Hereford, 
and Chiehejier, then only diflenling. The Purport 
of it was, that by this AQ. divers Colleges, Chaun- 
tries. Free Chapels, Fraternities, Guilds, i^c. with 
all their Lantis and Goods, were put into the afluai 
Pofleflion of the King, Part of thefe Goods and 
Lands being fold at a low Value, enriched many 
and enobled fome ; and thereby, as Sir John Hay- 
wa'rfobferves, made them firm in maintaining the 
Change [c). 

But, in order to make this remarkable Aft the 
better underltood, we fliall fubjoin Mr CoHier's Ex-

King came at Age, That by this Delay the Rea? , 
fons of the DiUblution would be better anfwer'd, 
and the Lands preferved, lor the Improvement <^lk 
the Royal Revenues: That during his Majelty't.'^ 
Minority, there would be Danger of alienating thfc. 
Eftates, and wafting the Treafureariling from thefe 
Endowments. The Archbifliop had likewife a far- , 
ther View for the Benefit ot the Church. Th^j 
Clergy were much impoveriihed by impropriated 
Tythes falling amongft the Laity, which fhould io 
all Reafon have been relurn'd to the Church. 
Things ftanding thus, Cranmer h^A no Profpetl o^, 
retrieving the Misfortune, but by refpiting the Dif- 
folution of the Chauntries till the King was a Ma- 
jor. Provided he could make the Matter reft titt|^( 
that Time, he did not queftion the pious Difpofitiott^ 
of this Prince might be prevail'd on, to beftow thefe- 
Foundations upon the Parochial Clergy, who wen!. 
now lamentably reduced; And thus far, without' 
Queftion, the reft of the abovemention'd Bifhopj,' 
concurr'd with him. But the Courtiers, who pu(h*<fi 
the Bill, were aited by different Motives; they| 
warned Eftaies to their new Titles, and had no O'^, 
ther Way of fatisfying their Preienfions than by, 
feizing the Opportunity, and fliaring the Chaun- 
try- Lands amongft them, while the Government 
was in [heir Hands. When the Bill was lent dovvn , 
lo the Lower Houfe, it was ftrongly oppos'd b/i— 
fome of the Members : It was urg'd, that the Bo- '? 
roughs could not maintain their Churches, nor de- 
fray the other Expences of the Guilds and Frater- 
nities, if the Eftates belonging to them were granted 
to the Crown. The Arguments upon this Head 
fway'd the Hotife, and biought theni towards a 
Vote againft palling that Part of the Bill in which 
the Guilds were concern'd. The Burgefles for 
Lynn and Coventry diftinguilh'd ihemfelves moft 
upon this Occafion. But th;;fe adtive Membcn were 
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laken oK by the Coun-Paay, upon an AfluranceKinEEdwatdVU^ 
^ii-en, th^l iheir Guild-Lands Jliould be reftor'd. 
Thus, droppins^ iheir Oppofition, the Bill pafs'd, 
=ird the Promiie is faid to have been made good by 
the Protestor. 

• It hath been already obferY'd, thefeChauntrey 
Lands, Colleges, £3"f. bad been granted to the late 
King, his Heirs and Succeflbrs. By the Aft in the 
late Reign Commillioners are named for giving the 
King; Pofleflion ; who when they had enter'd upoQ 
any Part of the Lands within their Commilfion, the 
Statute from ihat Inllant vefts the King and his 
Heirs in thofe Eftales. But as it happen 'd» [he Com- 
miffioners did not enter into a great Part of the 
Chauntrey Lands in the late King's Time, which 
"was the Reafon of making a new Adt for this Pur- 
pofe in the Reign before us. 

' And here it may not be improper to acquaint 
the Reader, that the Endowment of thefe Chauntry 
I<ands was for the Maintenance of one or more 
Priefts, to pray for the Sojis of their Founders. 
Of ihele Chjuntries and Free Chapels, there wer« 
.|Wo thoufand three hundred and feventy-four. 
They were commonly united to fome Parochial, 
'^Qliegiate, or Cathedral Church. The Free Cha- 
pels, iho'delign'd for the fame Putpofe, were inde- 
pendent in iheir Conlliiution, flood without being 
*nncxM, and were better endow'd. The Colleges 
exceeded thefe laft Foundations, both in the Beauty 
of their Building, the Number of Priefts, and the 
l-argenefs of their Revenues. But now their Fate 
^as determin'd ; and to make the feizing of theit 
I^ftaies better unileiftood, the Statute feis forth in 
tbe Preamble, That a great Part of the Superftiiion 
?Hd Errors in Chriftian Religion, has been wrought 
^ the Minds and Eftimation of Men, by reafon of 
•he Ignorance of thair very true and perfeft Salva- 
Mon, through the Death of Jeius Chrift ; and by 
ycvifing and phantalyng vain Opinions of Purgatory, 
*r»dMifles fatisfaflory tobC'ione for them who be 
^eparted : The which Doftrine and vain Opinion, 
^y nothing more is maintain'd and upholdenj than 
Vol. hi. Q. by 
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jGng Edward VT. by (he AbuTc of Trentals, Cbtiumiies, and other 
Proviilou made for the Continuance of ihc faid 
Blindpci's and Ignorance. 

' ByitieWay, ihe Mifperfuafion, with refpeft 
10 tile Afliftancts dflign'd for thole deceas'J, fecms 
in a gfeut Meafvire reflified, by the Iiiftltutlon a"nd 
Neiffiitj Erudit'iBn, ftt forth in the late Reign. In 
boih thefe Books, Dilputes about tliePainsIufier'd 
by tbofe who died under imperfett Qualificatipns, il 
forbidden ; neither is the Name of Purgatory to be 
fo much as ment'ioned. And as for praying for the 
Dead) it was not only Part of the Divine Servic* 
nt the making of this Statute, but continued fo in 
the firft refotm'd Liturgy for fomc Time after. 

' By the Settlement of Collegiafe Churches and 
Chaurtiries, there was a Provifion made for a cer- 
tain Num.ber of poor People; and the Alms was diftri- 
buted on the Anniverfary Day of the Founders : 
ThisChdrity was fecur'd by a Cbufe in the Ait i 
and the Commiffioners were order'd toaflign Lands^ 
paTce) of the Premifles, for ihe Maintenance of the 
DiftribuHon. 
■ * To proceed: The Aft promifes theEftates of 
thefe Foundations' ihall be convened to good and 
godly Ufes, in ereifling Gnmmar-Schoo's, in fer- 
iher augmenting theUniverfitles, and belter Provi- 
fion for the Poor and Needy. But thefe Lands he^ 
ingmoftly fhar'damongft the Courtiers, and Othels 
of therich Laity, the Proifiife in the Preamble vns 
in a great Meallire impracticable. To proceed [q 
the Body of iht Statate, in whith it is ehafled, 
That ail and fint:.ular Colleges, Free Chapels,

Jp the late and prefent Reign, arc ccnfirm'd. 
J ' And laftly, all Goods, Chattels, Jewels, Plate, 
flprnamenis, and other Moveables, being thecora- 
"BOQ Goods of fuch Colleges, Free Chapels, Chaun- 
jies, or ftipendiary Priefo, are convey'd to the 
ting.' Thus far Mr Collier. 
'/ On the i6th of December another Bill was intro- 
jkiced for repealing of certain Statutes for Treafon 
ttid Felony. This Bill being a Matter of great 
iConcern to every Subjet^t, a Committee was ap- 
sintcd, confiftingoftlie Archbifhopof Cfl«iw5wj, 
leLord Chancellor, the Lord Chamberlain, the 
,Warquis of Dorfet, the Earls of Shrewsbury and 
.Senthampten, theBifhopsof £/y, Llncchi, and ^er- 
Jf/Ier, the Lords Cobham^ Clintnn, and fVentworth, 
)|fith certain of the King's learned Council ; all 
ghich Noblemen, t^c. were appointed to meet a 
boramiitee of the Commons at Two o'ClocIt, af- 
fer Dinner, fays the Jcunial, in order to treat and 
kpmmune on the Purport of the fald Biil. 
, The Commons h^d formed another Bill for re- 

ring thefe Statutes which upon fomc Conferen- 
ihey were willing to drop ; only fome Provilb's 
•were added to the other, from which the Biiliops of 
fanden, Durham^ Ely, Herefatd, and Chkbe/ler^ 
' 5^in diflented. The Pre.imble to this Statute feis 
_fcrth ; ' That (d; nothing made a Governmeot 
"f happier than when the Prince governed with 
Q_ 2 * much 

I (Jj Sialmu atUrgc, lEd.VI.Cfl/, i», fox'i Afjrrjri, Vol.lfc 
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much Clemency, and the Subjefts obeyed out of 
Love. Yet the late King and fome of his Proge- 
nitors, being provoked by the Unrulinefs of fome 
of their People, had made fevere Laws ; but they 
judging neceflary now to recommend the King s 
Government to the AfFeftions of the People, re* 
pealed all Laws that made any Thing to be Trea* 
fon, but what was in the Aa pf 25 Edward IIL 
as alfo two of the Statutes about Lollardies, to- 
gether wiih the A61 of the fix Articles, and the 
other Afls that followed in Explanation of that. 
All Ads in King Henry Vlllth's Time, declar- 
ing any Thing to be Felony that was not fo de- 
clared before, were alfo repealed ; together with 
the Afts that made the King's Pioclamations of 
equal Authority with Adts of Parliament. It wa» 
alfo enafted , Thkt all who denied the King'i Supre- 
macy, or aflerted the Pope's in Words, Ihould for 
the firft Offence forfeit their Goods arid Chattels, 
and fufFer Imprifonment during Pleafure ; for the 
fecond Offence fliould incur the Pain of Pramw 
ntre \ and for the third Offence be attainted trf" 
Treafon. But if any did in Writing, Printing, 
or by any overt Aft or Deed, endeavour to de- 
prive the King of his Eftate or Titles^ particular- 
ly of his Supremacy ; or to confer them 6n any 
other, after the firft of March next, he was to 
be adjudged guilty of High Treafon : And if any 
of the Heirs of the Crown fliould ufurp upon 
another, or did endeavour to break the Succeffion 
of the Crown, it was declared HighTrfeafon in 
them, their Alders and Abettors. And all were 
to enjoy the Benefit of Clergy, and the Pri- 
vilege of Saiaftuary, as they had it before King 
Henry Vlllth's Reign ; excepting only fuch as 
were guilty of Murder, Poifoning, Burglary, Rob- 
bing on the High-Way, the ftealing of Cattle, 
or ftealing out of Churches or Chapels. Poifon- 
ers were to fuffer as other Murtherers. None 
were to be accufed of Words but within a Month 
after they were fpoken. And thofe who called 
the French King by the Title Qf King of France^ 

5 welt 
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• were not to be efteemed guilty of the Pains of Kinj 
■ tranilating the King's Authority or Titles, to 

• any other.' 
The Repeal of all ihefe Statuies, opened the 

Door wide for Libertv of Confcience all over Eng- 
land ; and, Dr fftyh'n ohferves(r/, all Men were 
now fet at Liberty to read the Scriptures, and ex- 
pound thetn as iheypleafed; of entertaining what 
Opinion in Religion beft agreed with their Fancies, 
and promulgating thofe Opinions which they enier- 
tained. Bui this is a Miftake, for ftill (hat-aw for 
burning of HeL-eiictafubfifted -, of which kind of 
Execu tions there were feveral Inftanresin thisRetgn, 

There is one Thing more remarkable, before we 
conclude the Proceedings of this Sefiion ; and 
ihat is, on one Day of it wlien a certain Provifion 
"Was made to the Sacrameni-BiU, for taking of It 
in both Kinds, and fent dcwn from the Lords to 
the Commons, for their Ailtnt to it, ihe laiter 
would not receive it, becaufe the Lords had not giv- 
en their Confent to the fame. 

And we mult not forget tonientlDn, ihat on the 
agth of Nov. a Bill ^gninft Vagabonds was brought 
in i by which it was enafled, ' That all that fliould ^a ,e!>tlng w 

• any where loiier without Work, or without of- V; " " 

■ fering themfelvestoWotk, three Days together ; 

■ or thatfhould runaway from Work, and rcfolve 

• to live idly, (hould be feized on ; and whofoever 

• fiiould prefent them to a Jnftice of Pc.ice, was to 

• have them adjudged to be his Sl.ives for two 

• Years ; and they were to be marked with tho 

■ Letter r, imprinted with a hot Iron on their 

■ Brealt.' A greai many Provifo's follow concern- 
ing Clerks fo convift ; which fliew, as Bifliop Bar- 
■ntt obferves, ' That this Afl was chiefly Icvell'dat 
the idle Monks and Friars, who went about the 
Country, and would betake thcmfelves to no Em- 
ployment ; but finding the People apt to have 
Compaflion on them, they continued in that Courfe 
of Life ; which was of very ill Confequence to tho 
State. For thele Vagrants did every where alienatf 

0.3 thq 
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KingEdH-aidVi. the People's Minds from Ihe Government> and per- 
fuaded theniThings wouid never be well fettled, 'till 
I hey were again reftored to their Houfes. Some of 
thefe came often lo Londen, on pretence of fuing 
for their Penfions, but really to pradife up and 
do'.vn through the Country : To prevent this, there 
was a Procl.imation fet out on the 18th of Septem- 
ber, requiring them to ftay in the Places where they 
lived, and to fend up a Ceitificate where they were, 
to the Court of Augfventations ; who fhould there- 
upon give Order for their conlbnt Payment. Some 
thought this Law againft Vagabonds was too fever^ 
and contrary to that common Liberty of which the , 
EngliJ}) Nation has been always veiy fenfiWe, both ■ 
in their own and their Neighbours Particulars- Y^f J 
it could not be denied, but extreme Difeafes requir^J/ 
extreme Remedies j and perhaps there is no PunifH^ - 
ment too fevere for Perfons that r^re in Health, and : 
yet prefer a loitering Cciurte of Life to an honeft 
Employment. There followed in the Aft many ^ 
excellent Rules for providing for the truly poor and 
indigent, in the feverjl Pi:ices where they were born, j\ 
and had their Abode. Of which, the fame Auth« . 
ftill obferves, that as no Nation had laid down njoi^ ' 
effeflual Rules for (!;■.- fupplying the Poor, thaq 
England, fo that indeed none can be in abfoluic j 
Want i yet the Negleft of thcfe Laws is a juft ah^'. 
great Reproach on thofe who are charg'd with tftq 
Execution of them, when fiich Numbers of poc^ 
Vagabonds fwarni ei'ery wheie without the duq, 
Reltraints that the Laws have appointed.' 

On the 24th Day of December, ail the Bills 

concluded at this Scllion being ready for the Royal 

Afl'ent, they were palled ; we fuppofe, by the' 

Lord Pruieitor, for the King was not prelent in 

The PaHiimeni the Houfe. After which the Lord Chancellor 

protogu'd. prorogued thePatliament, from that Day to rhc ' 

20th of April next enfuing. 
In the Table at the End of the Proceedings of

Booh arc lifteen. But the fup^rnumerary Aits are

In both is mentioned liiat ilie King's general Par- 
don was now confirmed by Parliament, with the 
common Exceptions ; amougft which all thofc 
who were then Prilbners in the Tsiutr, and tJie Duke 
of Norfolk, were incluiied. 

At the Time limned, by the Prorogation, this 
Parliament met again; when the Lord Chancellot 
declared to them, that for certain Caufes, pariicu* 
larly the War which then raged betwixt E'liknd 
and Stctland, by which feverai Members could not 
without great Danger attend, it was the King's 
Pleafure that this P.irliament flioulJ be.gaio pro* 
rogued from that Day to the 15th of October next 
following, And the King's Letters Patents, ap*- 
pointing fuch a Prorogation were read accc rdinglj*. 

And, on the faid ijth Day of Oelobir, other 
Letters Patents were read, importing, that by rea- 
fon of the Pkgue, then reigning in [he Cities of 
Lendon, WefiminjUr, and the Suburbs thereof ( f\ 
the Parliament was further prorogued to the 2^.111 
Day of Nsvember next enfuing. 

At which Time, they being again allemhied. They'' 
proceeded to do Bufintis; hut nothing of any ^nr-c 
Confequence was tranfefted till the 2 1 ft of Decem- 
ber, on which Day the Lord Chancellor adjourned 
the Houfe to the Morrow after the Feall of the 
CircUmcilieri, or 'January x\\z 2^. It is fomewhat 
Temirkafalc, tliat during this firft Sitting, and the 
lecond, theHoufe was frequently adjourned, in the 
Abfence of ihe Lord Chancellor, by the Lord Prd- 
leflor, and once fay the Lord Keeper, without any 
Commiffion from the King, that is entered in the 
"Journah for that Purpofe.

Only at the 

"■ Univerfities they might ufe it in Latin and Gr/eiy 
i* excepting the Office of the Communion. It wa^ 
"■ alfo lawful to ufe other Pfalms or Prayers taken 

■ out of the Bible, fo ihefe in the Book were not 
' omitted.' This AH was varioully cenfured by 

thofe who difliked it. Some thought it too much 

that it was faiU the Book was drawn fry t/v /fid of 

, the Ubi/ Ghojl. But others faid this was not to 

i.be fo underftood, as if they had been infpired by 

extraordinary Affiftance, for then there had been 

no Room for any Correction of what was now 

done; and therefore it was only to be underftood 

in that Senfe, as all good Motions and Confultations 

are direifled or aflilfed by the fecret Influences of 

God's Holy Spirit; which do oft help good Men, 

.even in their imperfect Anions, where the Good 

. that is done is juflly afcribed to the Grace of God. 

» Others cenfured it, becaufe it was faid to be done 

by uniform Agreement, though four of the Bifhops 

. That were employed in the drawing of it, protefled 

infl it. Thele were the Bifhops of Norwich, 

Herefard, Chicbejler and IP'eJiminJler ; but thefe 

hiid agreed in the main Parts of the Work, though 

in fome few Particulars they were not fatisEcd, 

which made them dilient from the whole (£■).' 

One Thing mull not be omitted ; that whilft this 

1 Bill of Common Prayer was debating in the Houfc 

■of Commons, one S/nrcv, a Member, fpoke iQ 

fharply againft it, and wds fo free of his Reflections 

on ihe King and the Protestor, that he was put 

- into the Serjeant's Hands, and fent to the To'Mer.

* it was I1 .-r they Dioul 1 be fuffered to marry than 
' be fo r ■ ' rained : Therefore all Laws and Canods 

* that h '. '. been made againft it, being only made 
' by htj.nan Authority, are repealed. So that all 
' Spiritual Pcrfcns, of what Degree foever, might

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He has alfo thorougWy examined the Vows andRj Ej„j„jy,_, 
other Reafons againll it; and, in fine, hath endea- 
voured to convince the World, that there is much 
more Chaftity in i married ihan an unmarrieci Prieft, 
His Conduft fhcwed that he himTelf was tho- 
roughly faiisfied in this Matter, having married no 
lefs than three Wives to preferve his own Chaftity. 

Two other Ads pafled this Seflion, which Dr. 
JfeyHn fays were exceeding neceflary for the Prefer- 
vation of the Church's Patrimony, then near difli- 
pated. 

' The firft was made for the Encouragement 
and Support of the Parochial Clergy, in the true 
Payment of their Tiihes, lately invaded by their 
Patrons, and olherwife in Danger to be loll for 
ever, by the Avaricioufncfs of ihe Parifhioners, as 
before was faid. For Remedy whereof, it was 
enafled, ' That no Perfon or Pcrfcns, fhould from And fm better 

* thenceforth take or carry away, any Tithe or ^'irof^"!! »''= 

* Tithes, which had been received, or paid, within '■""''"""^''fET- 
' forty Years next before the Daic thereof, or of 

*■ Right ought to have been paid, in the Place or 
' Places tithable in the fame, before he hathjuftly 

* divided or fct forth the Tithe thereof, the tenth . 

* Part of the fame, or otherwife agree for the fame 
' Tithes, with the Parlbn, Vicar, or other Owner, 

* Proprietor, or Farmer of the fame, under the 
' Pain or Forfeiture of the treble Vakie of the 

* Tithes fo taken or carried away,' To which a 
Claufe was alfo added, enabling the faid Parfons, 
Vicars, iic. to enter upon any Man's Land for the 
due letting of his Tithes, and carrying away the 
lame without Molcllation ; with other Claufes no 
lefs benefit],-!! to ihc injured Clergy, And becaulc 
Xhe Revenue of the Clei^y had Licen much dimi- 
j^fted by :he Lois of iuch Offerings and Oblations, 
asnad bteu accuftom.ibly made at the Shrines of 
certain Images, now either defeced or removed ; it^ 
"was thought meet to m.'ke them fome Amends' 
in another Way. And thereupon it was errafted,

* fining, and Selling, Cloaihing, Handy-Craft, 

* and 
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KingEdfiwdVi. * *"d o^^^r Art and Faculty, being fuch Kind of

March the 2d, another Article is entered on the 
JaurnaU relating to the aforefaid Bill, in [hefe 
Words, ' This Day were Tent down the Mafter of 

* the Rslls, Sir Jamei HaUi, and Serjeant MnIU- 

* niux^ with like Commiflion, in Effedt, as was 

* fenc down the IVcdmfday before. Anfwer was 

* ma'de that they would confult toi^ether, and iherc- 

* upon they Would with Speed fend up their Re- 

* folution; but no H.ifte having been made ihercin 
' by them of the Nether Houfe, and the Lords hav 

* ing fat fo long, as they thought the Time very 

* far fpent, they concluded to depart 5 deliring the 

* Lord Proteflor that it would pleale him to receive 

* fuch Anfwer, as Ihould be fent, touching this 

* Matter, from the Nether Houfe ; and to make 

* Report thereof at the next Afiembly, which 

* fhould be on Mundiiy next.' But tho' we tind 
that the Protedor was prefent on that Day, yet no 
Meflage from the Commons is cnieied ; and we 
ate only told, that, on jWar^ft thefth, the Bill for 
the Attainder of the Lord Admiral was fent up, 
amongft others, as palled by that Houfe. 

But, by the 7"'""'"'/^ of the Houfe of Commons, 
itappears, that this Bill was reaO there the iaft Day 
o^ February, for the firit Time. Again oft March 
ift. And that March 2d, the Mafter of the Rolh, 
Serjeant Ma/lincux, Serjeant Hales, and the King's 
Solicitor, were fent from the Lords to know the 
Pleafure of the HouL-, if it fhould be refolved there 
to pafs upon the Attainder of the Admiral in fuch 
Order as was pafl'ed in the Higher Houfe. Hereupon 
it was ordered, that Advertifement thereof ftiould be 
fent to the Lords by fome of that Houfe. Then it 
was refolved that the Evidence fhould be heard or- 
derly, as it was before the f.ords. And, alfo, to 
require that the Lords who affirmed that Evidence, 
might come hither and declare it viva Vui. And 
ihis to be delivered to the Lord Protector, by Mr.

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HiBjiEfliM^dvi.gpeaker, and oiber the King's Prh-y Council in Xhat 
Houfe. 

March +(li, the Mafter of ihe Rolls, t^c. declared 
the King's Pleal'ure tobe, that thi; Admiral's PreCence 
wag notTiccefiaty in this Court ; anJ [herefore he 
need not to be there. And further declared, that if the 
Houfe required to have the Lords to come, and to 
fatKfy ■ihcm for ihe Evidence agiinft the Admiral, 
the Lords would come. Then it was ordereii, 
ihat IVIr. Comptroller, and others of the Kbg's 
Privy Council, (hould hear the Lords ; and require, 
that if it wefg. judged necellary to have the Lords 
come, Ihat upon any further Suit they aiigtit come 
down to their Houfe. The lame Day the Bill f« 
the Air^induie ot Sir "tbsmai Seymour, Lord Sud/iy, 
was read a third Time; and, as ^iJjS/sJnforms i», 
tho' we know not from what AuthM-iiy, the Bill 
palled in a full Houfe of lour hundred; not aboTC 
■ten or twelve voting in the Ne^iive (// 

We have now given what is- faid, in both the 
youmals, on this extraordinary AfF.iir ; where the 
Biood offo great aPerfon,asihe Lord Admiral, asd 
to nearly related to the Crown, is concerned. We 
Jliall next fobjoin the Accounts which Hiiloiiaos 
give relating to it ; in order to explain, as far as pcJ"- 
fible, the Springs and Motions which fet this great 
Machine at Work, which, in the End, wrought the

■ Boih were lo faithfully alfe^Sed to the ^ing, that 
the one might well be termed his Sword, and the

This Woman 
did bear fuch invincible Hate, firit againft the Queen 
Dowager, for light Caufes and Womens Quarrels, 
efpecially for that {he had Precedency of Place be- 
fore her, being Wife to the greateft Peer In the Land, 
then to the Lord Sudky for her Sake ; that albeit 
the Queen Dowager died byChild- Birth, yet would 
not her Malice cither ciie or dccteare ; but continu- 
ally {he rubbed into the Duke's dull Capacity, that 
She Lord Sudlffy dUTcnting from him in Opinion of 
Re- 
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it&tldWardvi.^^f^g'^"'' fought notbipg more than to take away. 
'his Life ; as well in regard of the common Caufe of 
Religion, as thereby happily to attain his Plac^ 
Many other Things (he boldly feign'd, being afiur'd 
of eafy Belief in her heedlefs Hearer, always fearful 
and fufpicious, as of feeble Spirit, but now more than 
ever, by reafon of fome late Oppofiiion againft 
' him. : Her Perfwtafions fhe cOnningiy intermtx'd 
with Tears, affirming. That (he would depart from 
blm, as wiHing rather to hear both of his Difgracei 
and Danger.s, than either to fee the one or partid* 
pate of the other. 

* The Duke embracing this Woman's Counfcl, 
("a Woman's Counfel indeed, and nothing the better) 
yielded, himfelf both to advifeand devife for De-* 
ftruftion of his Brother. . The Earl of Warwuk 
had hia Finger in the Bufinefs, and drew others alio 
to give either Furtherance or Way to her yiokm 
Defues ; being well content ihe ihould have her 
MiDd,.fo as the Duke might thereby incur Infamy 
and Hate. Hereupon the Lord Sudley was arreft« 
ed,'and. fent to the Tower j and in very (bort 
Time after, condemned by Adl of Parliament 
And within a few Days after his Condemnation, a 
Warrant was fent under the Hand of his Brother the 
Duke, whjBreby his Head was delivered to the Ax.

The Art of Parliament exprefles thefeCauftsofhii 

Aiuindure : For attempting to get into bis Cuf- 

fody the Perfon of the King and Government of 

the Realm ; for making much Provifion.of Money 

and Vidtuals; for endeavouring to marry the Lady 

Elizabeth the King's Sifter \ for perfuading the 

King in his tender Age to take upon him the Rule 

and Order of himfelf. The Proofs m»ght eafily be 

made, becaufe he was never call'd to his Anfwer. 

But as well the Proteftations at the Point of hb 

Death) 
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Death, as the open Courfe and Carriage of his Life, KingEdwardVL 
clear'd him in Opinion of many. So doubtful are 
all weighty Matters,, whilft fome take all they hear 
for certain, others making Qiieftionof any Truths, 
Pofterity enlarging both. Dr. Latjmery pretending 
all the Gravity and Sincerity of a profels'd Divine, 
yet content to be ferviceable to great Men*s Ends, 
declared in a Sermon before the King, that v^hilft 
the Lord SudUy was a Prifoner in the Tm>er^ he 
wrote to the Lady Mary and the Lady ESzaietb^ 
the King's Sifters, that they (hould revenge his Death; 
which indeed the Lady Mary afterwards more truly 
did, by executing the Earl of fVarwicky than either 
ihe was, or at that Time could in particular be re- 
quir'd. Many other Imputations he caft forth be- 
fides i moft doubted, many known to be untrue : 
And fo whereas Papinian a Civil Lawyer, but a 
Heathen, chofe rather to die than to defend the 
Murder which the Emperor Caracatta had done up- 
on bis Brother Geia , fome Theologians have been 
employed to defile Places ercfted only for Religion 
and Truth ;by defending Oppreflions and Fadlions, 
flaining their Profeflions and the good Arts which 
they had iearn'd, by publifhing odious Untruths 
upon Report and Credit of others/ 

The Annotator on this Author, in Kennet*s Hifto- 
ry of England^ who figns Tiimfelf J. S, has taken a 
great deal of Pains to wipe off the Afperfions here 
laid on the Duke of Somerfet ; and ailerts, that the 
Story of the Female Quarrel is untrue ; and taken 
from5i/«Arj's Hiftory ofthe £«^/^Schifm, a vi- 
rulent* Writer againft the Reformation. He has 
endeavoured, alfo, to vindicate the Protedor, in hb 
Behaviour towards his Brother, before and at the 
Time when the Bill of Attaindure was depending. 
He calls him an evil Man, turbulent, and of am- 
bitious Defigns from the Beginning of the King's 
Reign.

Mailers. He goes on, and quotes from Burnet's 
Hiftory of the Reformation, who, he adds, hath 
exemplified, from the Co'tncil-Bcok, the Articles a- 
gainft him to the Number of ihiity-three, which 
will (hew what heavy Crimes was laid to his 
Charge. And which, although he was urged by the 
Loidsof tne Council, upon his Allegiance, to tnake 
Anfwer to, he would not he perfwaded to do it ; 
till, at laft, he made fome Anfwer to the three 
firft, but no more ; nor would he fet his Hand to 
them. 

The Reader may judge ofthefe contrary Ac-

For 
the i)acirying of the People, and making the Condi- 
tion of the Poor eafier againft Grafiers and Gentle- 
men, who encloled Commons, and negleftcd Til- 
lage, John Hales fihat had been lately in a Com- 
miflion to enquire into Inclofures, and then, law 
and pitied the Oppreflion of the poor Country-Peo- 
ple^ devifed three Bills to be put into Parliament ; 
unto which he firft made many wife Men privy. 
The one was for the Re-edifying of Houfes decayed, 
and for the Maintenance of Tillage and Hufbandry. 
The other, againft Regrating of Vjduals and other

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Things, wherein one principal Point was, ThaC*^"£^^'*"^^- 
neither Gr.ifiers, nor none elfe, Qiould buy any Cat- 
tle, and Icll the fame again within a certain Time. 
Far, as the laid Haki hsii learned, and knew of 
Ctrtainty, divers Giafisrs and SheeiJ - Matters 
brought tmth Cattle and Money to the Market and 
if they could not fell their own as dear as tlicy 
lifted, [hey carried them home again, .md bought all 
the reft. Thefe two Hills were firft put to the 
Lords. The firft being read was not likefi. The 
fecond they allowed and augmented, and lent down 
tq the Lower Houl'e; where it was fo debated and 
lofled up and down, and at laft committed to fuch 
Men, and there fo much deferred, that Mens Affec- 
tions might there have been notably difcovered.

[jo good and chenp, as never wps in England ; and 
Fbefides, a great many good Things enfue, very ne- 
ceflary and profitable for the Commonwealth of 
the Country. Which neither by the Execution of 
the late CommilTion, nor yet by any pofitive Law, 
then in being, coiiU be holden.

And, 
belidcs, he returned his moft hearty Thanks to the 
Houfe, for their great Humanity in fending fuch an 
honourable Embaffy to him. 

Biftiop Burnet writes, from the CmmlWBtA^ 
that the Duke had made his Confeflion, on his ,^ 

Knees, before the King jnd Council, and ligned it 
on the 1 3th of December !all. He protefted thai hij 
OfferKC had flowed from Raflinefs and Indifcretiun, 
rather than Malice, and that he hadiio treafonable 
Defignagainrt the King cr his Realms. So tie was 
fined,' by A£t of Parliament, in 2000I, a Year in 
Land, and the Forfeit ot all his Goods and Offices, 
which were Earl Marshal, Lord Treafurer^inA Lord 
Proteiior. But his Carriage, after (his appeared fo ,

Carli^e^Worctfiei , 
WefiniinJUr and Chichej.et, with the Lords Steurton, 
Merley, fVindfir and tS'harisn^ protefted againft this 
Ait.

Provifiom were laid down for relieving the 
Sick and Impotent, and fetcing the Poor, that were 
able, to Work ; whereby once a Month there fhould 
be a Vilitation of the Poor, by ihofe in Office, who 
ftiould fend away fuch as did not belong to that 
Place, to fuch Places as were obliged to look afrer 
ihem. An Aft concerning the Improvement of 
Commonsand walte Ground. An A£t for difinhe- 
riling of IVtHiam IVefl, Knight ; Thomas I/Iey, Efq; 
and Mary Seymour y Daughter and Heir lo the Lord 
Sudley,\iK Admiral of England. An Aft was atfo 
made, whereby, the Sublidy granted to the King the 
!aft Year, on Sheep, Cloths, i^c was reJeafed, and 
that on Goods continued.

The Eves before Holy- Days were to be kept as 
Fafts ; and in Lent, and on Fridays and SaSurdaySy 
AbfVinence from Flefh was enadted. But, if a 
Holy- Day was to fall on a Monday, the Eve for it 
was to be kept on Sdti/rdny, fince Sunday was never 
to be a Faft. Put, as Biihop Burnet again obferves, 
in this and alt fuch Aih, the People were ready 
enough to lay hold on any Relaxation made by it, 
but did very liighily obferve the firidler Parts, So 
that the Liberty left to Tradefmen, to work in 
Cafes ofNeceflity, was carried farther than it was 
intended, toa toopubhtk Profanation of the Time 
fo fandified ; and the other Part, diredting the Peo- 

. pie to 3 confciencious Obfervance of fuch Times, 
was little minded. 

March the gih, the Bifliops brought in a Bill, for 

™ the Security of the Clergy from fome ambiguoiu 

by Word! that were in ihe Submillion which the Con- 

■ vocation had made to ihe late King, in the twenty- 

firft Year of his Reign ; by which they were under 

z Pramunhe, if they did any Thing in their Count 

contrary to the King's Pre'-ogative ; which was 

thought hard, fince fome thro' Ignorance might 

tranlgrefs- Theretbie it was deiircd that no Prelate 

fliould be brought under a Prt^.-riunire, unlefs they 

had proceeded in any Thing after they were prohi-. 
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bited by the King's Writ. To this Hill the Lords KiBEEiwjriVi, 
confented, but it was thrown out by the Commons. 

AnotherBill was brought in for the Marriage of 
the Clergy ; this was introduced to the Houfe of Another, for the 
Lords, on the 6th of February, and palled on the "™^' ^^ 
loth ; the tarls oiShrewibury and Derby, Rulhnd 
and Beth, with the Lords Abergavenny., Suurtgn, 
MBfiteagle, Sandys, M^indfor and Whartcn^ protefting 
^ainft ir. This Bill pafled into a Statute ; and by 
it was fei forth, 

* (a) ThatmanytookOccafion, from the Words 
■• in the Aift formerly made about this Matter, to 

• £iy, That it was only permitted, as Ufury ando- 
V* iher unlawfulThings were, for theavoidinggreat- 

er Evils ; who thereupon fpoke llanderoufly of 
fuch Marriages, and accounted the Children, be- 
gotten of them, to be Baftards ; to the high Dif- 

• honourof the Kingand Parliament, and the learn- 
ed Clergy of the Realm ; who had determined, 
that the I,aws againft Priefts Marriages were 
moft unlawful by the Law of God ; to which 
ihey had not only given their Aflent, in Convo- 
cation, but figned it with their own Hands. 

• * Thefe Slanders did alfo occafiun that the Word of 

• God was not heard with due Reverence ; where- 

• upon it was enadied, That fuch Marriages, made 

• according to the Rules prefcribed in the Book of 
■ ■ Service, fliould be efteemed good and valid ; and 

• that the Children, begot in them, Ihould be Jnhe- 

• ritable according to Law.' 

By another Adl, the Pifhoprick of Weftmnfier^ 
wected afterthe Suppreflion of the Abby [here, was 
quite difiblved, and annexed to the See of London ; 
^t the Collegiate Church, with its exempted Jurif- ' 

difiion, was itilt continued. One more religious 
Bill palled both Houff-s againft SimoniacaJ Practices, 
the Refervaiion ot Penlion out of Benefices, and 
the granting Advowfons while the Incumbent was 
yet alive, It was agreed to by the Lords, the Earis 
of

A private Bill, though it did not affect the whole 
Church, vet a very confiderable Member was de-

Houfe of Lords. The Title was, A Bill for the 
APrtijeafordf-Deprivation of the Bifhop of Dariaw, for certain 
^rt^ T''"'*^' heinous Offences by him committed. Il was 
£^[Jfci^i^V brought in on the 28th of Afdnh, and paffed on 
' ' the ^ ift ; Cranmer Archbifhop of Canterbury^ and 

the Lord Stuurien only dillenting. This Bifhop of 
Durham was Cathbert Tunjlak a Man very famous 
for Learning and Morality; and in Religion as 
fteady to the Catholic as he durft- For tho' he 
had, as Bifhop Burnet obfervo, always protefted a- 
gainft the Changes in Religion in Parliament, yet he 
thought he might, with a good Confcience, obey 
them when pafled into Laws, tho' he did not, him— 
fe!f, con/ent to them. This Blow was aimed aC 
him by the Duke of Nerthumberland, the Primo 
Minifter after S'om^r/f/'s Death, and who wanted 
the Dignity, Jurildiflion, and Principahty of the 
County Palatime of Durhiim to be conferred upon 
himfelf. But he mifled his Aim; for when the 
Bill was brought before the Commons, they requir* 
ed that the Accufers and the Acculed might be 
heard F.tce to Fare ; which, not being.allowed, 
they drop'd the h\\\ (b). 

The Civil Affairs which were traniaflcd this Sef- 
fion are not fo numerous as the fcrnier. The firil 
we meet with bears this Title, An Ail for the Pu- 
mjhmenl cf divers Kindi of T'eiifins.

It was urged, that at the Beginning of 

this Reign the Miniiiiy then put in a Bill tor leflen- 

ing the Number of fuch Offences j but now they 

few, by the Change of Councils, more fevere Laws 

were propofed. At laft the Commons rejeffed the 

Bill, but drew up a new one, which palled into a 

Law. By it was enacted, 

' That if any fliould call the King, or any of 

* his Heirs, named in the Slaiute of the 3;th of the 

* laft Reign, Heretic, Schifmatic, Tyrant, Infidel, or u^,"t ""r '°

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King Edward VI. on the Subjeft ; which was a Jealoufy not eafy to 
get over in thofe Days. So that when the Adt 
pafled it had only this Title, An ASlfortUPrmfi'^ 
an and Relief of the Poor \ by which the Church* 
wardens were impowered to gather charitable Con- 
tributions for the Poor ; and if any did refufe to 
contribute, or did difiuade others from it, the Bi- 
fhop of the Diccefe was to proceed againft them. 

Another relating Another Bill was brought in againft Ufury^ 

toUfury. which pafled both Houfes, and was made a Statute* 

By it, an Aft pafled in the 37 th Year of 'the late 

King,* That none might take above V^tav] ptr 

* Cent, on Money lent, was repealed ; which they 

* faid was not intended for the allowing of Ufury, 

* but for preventing farther Inconveniences. And 

* fince Uiury was by the Word of God forbidden, 

* and fet out in divers Places of Scripture as a moft 

* odious and deteftable Vice, which yet many con- 
« tinue to pradlicefor the filthy Gain they make by 

* it; therefore, from the firft of iWiy^, all Ufury or 
• * Gain from Money lent, was to ceafe ; and who- 

* foever continued to pra<ltife to the contrary, was 

* to forfeit both Principal and Inlereft, to fuffer Im- 

* prifoAment. and to be fined at the King's Plea- 

* fure.' This fevere Aft has been fince repealed ; 
and feveral Regulations have been made at diverg 
Times for fettling this Aff'.nr of JJfury. BUhop 
Burnet has left Us a learned Diflertation on the Law- 
fulneftor Unlawfulnefsof fyvry, both according to 
Levitical and Chriftian Pra<itire ; and he concludes, 
thatit wasimpofTible that this Law could be cb- 
ferved in England^ or any other tiading Part of the 
World {a). 

An Aft was mar^e this Scffion for the encourag- 
ing of the Woolen Manufadiury, direfting the true 
makirgof Broad Cloaths. With feveral more of 
lefsSignificancy ; amongft which onemuft not beo- 
mitted, becaufc the Pafling of this, withfome other 
Incidents which happen'd in the Houfe of Com- 
• mons, determined the Fate of this Parliament.

cultiesof his Kingdom, he caufed Letters to be 
wrote to every Sheriff in the Realm, diieiling them 
whom to chufe for that Purpofe.

The next Day, the fame Author tells us, 
that Jamct Dyer, ov Diar, Efq; waschofenSpeaker 
of the Houfe of Commons (/'J. And now the Lords ^^"j^"/^^; , 
Jeurnal informs us, that the firft Thing of Note ' ■ 

that they went upon, was to bring in a Bill, for the 
better anfwering the ftevenues of the Crown, thai '' 

all Treafurers and other Perfons, having the Receipt 
of any of the King's Money, (hall be yearly ac- 
countable, and put in Sureties for the fame. This 
Bill occaiioneJ fome Debate, and on the third Read- 
ing, the Earl of Pembroke, the Lords MarUy, Bo- 
rough, Bray, Ifentworth, Rvjfd, and Rich, pro- 
lefted againft it. And when it was fent down to 
the Commons they wholly rejected it ; but fenc 
back a new 15ili to the fame Purpofe which pafled 
into a Statute. 

Twoother Bills alfo, in relation to the State of 
the Coinage, were introduced ; the firft was, that 
it {hould be Felony to give for any of the current 
Coin of the Kingiiom above what was appointed by 
the King's Proclamation. The other, againft the 
Exportation of Gold and Silver out of the Realm. 1 

The firft was rejefled, but the laft pafs'd into a 
Law J which was no mcire than reviving a Statute 
made the 17th Edward IV. for the fame Purpofe ; 
and was to continue for twenty Years.

But, it is pro- ' 
bable. that when the Bill came to be engiroffcd it ' 
was on the ),uier ; which ihe Duke of Nanhumber-' * 
hnd and his Party, were ihe more eagerly fee on,"*

Mr. Sttypt fiequenily lakes Occafion to ani- 
madvert on ilie Sacrilegious Hunger of the CouiS 
tiers in this Reign ; which, he tells us, was infati- 
ahle. He hath alio given us a Catalogue of Fublic 
Grammar Schools, and olfier Endowments out of 
the diflblv'd Qiauntries. From whence it may bi 
prefum'd, that the Charitable Foundations in this 
Jlrign were owing ro the innate Piety of this moft 
excellent young Prince himfelf; and that the Ha^ 
vock made among the Ecclefiaftical Revenues du» 
ring his Minority, ought much rather to he attribu- 
ted to his Evil Counlcllors than to any Iwhitual In- 
clitiation of hisown. 

It will not, we hope, be judgeii improper, at the 
Conchifion of this Reign, to give an Account of 9 
'I'lanfaftion, which happened very near the Begin-i 
ning of It : Since, to have mentioned it thetf, would- 
have broke too much the Thread of ourHiflory. 
The Matter is about the Right which the inferior '■ 
Clergy have, by their Reprijhilativei, ti fit a^ ' 
vole in all^efmi in the Houff 0/ Commons. The ' 
Reafons for it are learnedly drawn up t^ BifhopBur' 
mt Rnd Mr. Cellier ; we (hall therefore give tlienr 
in their own Words at full ; obferving that thei» ' 
Arguments turn on many Proceedings which have 
fallen in the Courfe of this Parliamentary Hi/fary, 

And firft, the Prelate : 

' While the Parliament was fitting, [The 
firft SelTion of the iirft Parliament in this ReignJ ' 
they Were not idle in the Convocation ; though ^ 
the Popilh Party was yet fo prevalent in both 
Houfcs, that Crantner had no Hopes of doing 
any Thing, till they were freed of the Trouble 
which fome of ttie great Biftiops gave them. The 
moll imporiantThing they did, was the currying up 
four Petitions to the Biihops, which will be found 
in -the ColUilion ,"^0 i6, i.That according to th*" 
Statute made in Ih? Reign of the !aie King, thtta 
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jhight be Perfona empower'd for reforming the Ec- King Uwitdvi. 
iJefiaftical Laws. The fecond, iJiat according to 
the ancient Cuftom of ihe Nation, and the Tenor 
of the Biiliops Writ 10 the Parliament, the Inferior 
Clergy might be aJmiiied again to fit in the Houfe 
of Commons, or that no Afts concerning Matters 
of ReMgion might pafs withoutthe Sight and Aflent 
of the Clergy. The third. That fince divers Pre- 
lates and oiher Divines, had iiecn in the late King's 
Time appointed to alter the Service of the Church ; 
and bad made fome Progrefs in it, that this might 
be brought to its full Perfeftion. The fourth, That 
fame Confideration might be had for the Mainte- 
nance of the Clergy, the firft Year they came into 
their Livings, in ivhich they were cl)arged with 
the Firft Fruits ; to which tliey added, a Defile to 
know whether they might fafely fpeak their Minda 
about Religion, without ihe Danger of any Law. 
For the firft of thele four Petitions, an Account of 
it {hall be given hereafter. As to the fecond, it 
was a Thing of great Confequerice, and deferves to 
be fanher confider'd in this Place. 

' Anciently, all the Free Men of Enghnd, or at Bp. Banut'i 
leaft thole that held of the Crown in Chief, came ^'j^l^J'^^^'J ^^ 
lo Parliament ; and then the Inferior Clergy had feriot cin-gy, to 
Writs as well as the Superior, and the firft of the*"™ Repiefcn. 
three Eftates of the Kingdom were the Bifhopsj^^'J^i^Q^. 
the other Prelates and the inferior Clergy. Butmoni. 
when the Parliament was divided into two Houfes, 
then the Clergy madelikewifea Body of their own, 
and fat in Convocation, which was the third Eftalc, 
But the Biihops having a double Capacity, the one 
of Ecclefiaftical Prclature, the other of being the 
King's Barons, they had a Right to fit with the 
Lords as a Part of their Elhte, as well as in the 
Convocation. And though by Parity of Reafon it 
might feem that the reft of the Clergy, being Free- 
holders as well as Cierks, had an equal Right to 
chufe, or be chofen, into the Houfe of Commons ; 
yet whether ihey were ever in Pofleflion of it, or 
whether according to the Claufe Prcmonenln in the 
BiQiops Writ, they were ever a Pari of the Houfe 
Vol, hi. T of 
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KinsEJ-wiivl. of Commons, is a juft Doubt. For belidea ihb 
AOertion in ihsPctitkm thai was meiUionetl, and 
a more lar^e one in ihe lecond Peticion, which they 
prefen'ed to the fame Purpofe, whicli is likewile in 
the ColUclisn^'So. 1 7. 1 have never met with any good 
Rcafon to feiis'y me in it. There was a general 
Tradition in Queen Elizabeth's Rei^n, that the 
luferioi Cler^ dep:irted from their Right of being 
in the Houfe of Commons, when they were all 
brought into tiie Prismtiniri hy Cardinal IP'blfey'a 
Legiitine Power, and made iheir Suhmiffion to the 
King. But that is not credible ; for as there is no 
Fooiftep of It, whch in a Time of fo much 
Writing and Printing muft have remained, if fo 
great a Change had been then made ; fo it cannot be 
thought, that thofe who made this Addrefs but fc- 
Tenteen Years after that Submiflion, (many being. 
alive in ihis, who were of that Convocation, Piilj~, 
dure Vergil in particular, a curious Oblerver, fince 
he was mainiainr'd here to write the Hiftory of Eng~, 
land)r\or\t ofthem fliould have remembied a Thing 
that was fo frefii, tiut have appealed to Writs and 
ancient Praiftices. Butrhough this Defign of bring- 
ing the inferior Clergy into the Houfe of Commons. 
did not take al this Time, yet it was again fet oQi 
Foot, in the.End of Queen Elizabeth's Reign, and'' 
Reafons were offered to perlu.ideher to fct it for--' 
ward. Whichnot being then fuccefsf.l, thefelame 
Reafons were ag^iin offered to King James, 10 in- 
duce him toeiTdeaiour it. The Paper that difco-, 
vers this, was communicated to me by Dr Barlact, 
the worthy Auihor of the Hiftory uf the /rjfi Re- 
heilion. It is correfted in many Places by the 
Hand of BiHiop Ravis, then BDn. ^p of Lenaon, a 
Man of great Woriii. Thi.s for the Affinity of^ 
the Matter, and the Curioliiy of ihc Thing, I, 
have put imo the Csi/f^itin^'No.tg. with a largeMar- 
ginal Note, as it w as di:iigried to be tranlcribed for 
-King James. But whctiier this Matter was ever 
ninth tonlidered, or lightly laid afide as a Thing 
unfit and unpradticaljle, does not appear ; certaiikj! 
h i», that It came to uothiug. Upon the wholrf 
Matter, 
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iMatier, it u not certain tt'hat was the Power or Kin; 
^ght of thefe Proflors of [he Clergy io former 
■JJTimes : Some are of Opinion, ihat ihey were on- 
ly Affiftanls to the Rifhops, but had no Voice in 
fcicher Houfe of Paih^ment (;j/ This is much con- 
firmed by an Act pafs'd in the Parliament of />■?- 
kind, in the 18th Year of the former Reign,' which 
■jfets forth in the Preamble, * That though the Proc- 

* tors of the Clergy were always fummoncd to Par- 

* liament, yet they were no Part of it ; nor had 

* they any Right to vote in it* but were only Af- 
'f fiftants II) cafe Matters of Controverfy or Learn- 
,• ing came before them, as the Convocation was 

in Eng!nnd, which had been determined by the 

Judges of J-^nglaiid after much Enquiry made a- 

bout it. fiut the Proitors were then pretending 
^ to fo high an Authority, that nothing could pafe 

without their Confents ; and it was prefumed 
^ they were feC on to it by the Bifliops, whofe 
§ Chaplains they were for the moft part. Thcre- 
V fore they were by that h&. declared to have no 
,? Right to vole. 

' From this fome infer, they were no other in 
England, and that they were only the Bifliops Af- 
fiftants and Council. But as the Claule Prcmonen- 
/win the Writ, feemstomake them a Part of iha 
Parliament ; fo thefe Petitions fuppofe that they 
fat in the Houfe of Commons anciently ; where it 
cannot be imagined they could Jit, if they came on- 
ly to be Alliftantsto the Bifliops, for then they muft 
have fat in the Houfe of Lords rather ; as the Judg- 
es, the Matters of Chancery^ and the King's Coun- 
cil do. Nor is it reafonable to think they had no 
Voice; for then their iiliing in Parliament had beert 
fo infignificant a Thing, that it is not lik-ely they 
would have ufed fuch Endeavours to be reitoi'dtcr 
it ; fincc their coming to Parliament, upon fuch an 
Account, muft have been only a Charge to them.-

The i2th Aft of 
ihac Parliament was a Repeal of the whole Parlia- 
ment that was lielJ in the nth Year of thai Reign ;

' Spiritual and Temporal, the Proflorsof the Cler- 

* gy, and the Commons, being feverally examin'd, 

* did all agree to it.' From hence it appears, that 
thefe Pioftors were then not only a Part of the Par- 
liament, but were a diflinftBody of Men, that did 
feverally from all Ihe reft deliver their Opinions- 
It may feem ftrange, that if they were then con- 
fideredas a Paitof either Houfe of Parliament, this 
fhould be [he only Time in which theylhould be 
mentioned as bearing their Share in the Legiflative 
Power. In a Matter that is fo perplexed and dark, 
J fhall prefume to offer a Conjeifure which will not 
appear perhaps improbable. In the i2qthPage of 
my former Part, I gave the Realbns that made me 
think the Lower Hoiilc of Convocation.con/ifled af 
fiift only i>f [he Proilnrs of the Clergy.

whole Parliament, lo make it pafs the better, in an* 
Age in which the People paid fo blind a Submiflion 
to the Clergy, the Concurrence of ihc whole Rc- 
prefemaiive of the Church might have been thought 
necellary. It is generally believed, that ihe whole 
Parliament fat together in one Houfe before £1^- 
icwri/ the 3d'- Time, and then ihe Interior Ciergy 
Were a Part of thai Body without Queftion. But 
when the Lords and Commons (at apart, the 
Clergy likewife fat in two Honfes, and granted Sub- 
lidies as well as the Temporally. It m,iV pafs for 
no unlikely Ccn;e^iurc, thai the Claule Premonen- 
/t-rv/asfirft put in the Bifhcps Writ for the fum- 
moning ot the lower Houfc of Convocation, con- 

liftjng 
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fiftmg of thefc Proilors ; and afterwards, though KinEEdtt-ardvi. 
there was a Cpecial Writ for the Convocation, yet 
this might at firft have been continued, in the Bi- 
fhops Writ by the Ntgledt of a Clerk, and from 
ihence be ftill ufed. feo that it feems to me moft 
probable, that the Proflors of ihe Clergy were 
hoth in England and Ireland the Lower Houfe of 
Convocation, Now, before the Submifiion which 
the Clergy made to King Henry^ as the Convoca- 
tion gave the King great Sublidies, lb the whole 
Bufinefs of Religion lay within theirSphere. Bjt 
after the SubmilTion they were cut off from med- 
tlting with it, exceptas they were authorifed by the 
King. So that having now fo iiiile Fo«er left 
ihem, it is no Wonder they defired to be put in the 
State they had been in before the Convocaiicn was 
Separated from the Parliament ; or at le.ilt that 
Matters of Religion fhould roc be deiermined till 
ihey had been conliilted, and had reported their 
^pinions and Reafons. The Extreme of raifing 
[hf Ecclefiaftical Power too high in the Times of 
Popery, had now produced another of depreffing it 
"po much. For feldom is the Counterpoife fo juftly 
alanced, that Extremesarereduced to a wcll-tem- 
^r'd Mediocrity. 

' For the third Petition, it was refolv'ci that 
many Bifhops and Divines thould be fent to If-lud- 
&r to labour in the Matter of the Church Service. 
pBut that required fo much Confideration, thit they 
jEouId not enter on itduringa Seflion of Parliament. 
And for the fourth, what Anfwer was giver; to it 
.doth not appear,' So far Bifhop Burnet. 

The Rev. Mr Collier, after giving us theNa-Mr, Collier, on 
lure of the Petitions, in near the fame Wcrds as. the ^ ''^^ Suhjca. 
Bifhop, goes on thus : 

' That the lower Hotife of Convocation in their 
Requell, for fitting with the Commons in Parlia- 
ment, inlilled upon nothing more than being re- 
ftnr'd to ancient Privilege, appears by the King's 
-Writ, diretted to every Bifliop : In which Sum- 
jinotw tlifi Bifhop is lirft requir'd to appear in Perlon, 
tj)E the Titus and Place prefix'd for the Parliament.

After this 
follows the Premonitory Claufe, in which the Bi-

* Church, and to the Archdeacons, and all the 

* Clergy of his Diocefe, that the (Prior) Dean, 

* and Archdeacons in their own Perfons, the Chap- 

* ter by one, and the Clergy by two proper Proxies, 
^ fufficiently empower'd by the faid Chapter and 
^ Clergy, fliould by all Means be prefent^at the 

* Parliament with him ; to do and confent to thofe 

* Things, which, by the Blefling of God, by their 

* commonAdvice, (hall happen to beordain'd in the 
^ Matters aforefaid : And that the giving this No- 

* tice fliould by no means be omitted by him (o).* 

* If the Bifliop happen to be beyond Sea, and in 
po Condition to execute the King's Wri;, the Sum- 
mons was fent to his Vicar-General ; and by him 
the Clergy of the Diocefe had the fame Notice to 
^ome to Parliament, as if the Biftiop had been at 
Home. 

' In the Vacancy of a See, the Writ was direded 
■ to the Dean and Chapter, as Guardians of theSpi- 

riiualiies. And thus the Clergy were always af- 
fur'd of being fummon'd to Parliament. 

' The Bifliop having receiv'd the King*s Writ, 

conimunicated it to his Diocefe, by tranfmitting 

Copies to the Prior, or D^n, and Archdeacons : 

• To this there was a Mandate annex'd, importing, 

^ ^ That by Virtue of his Majefly's W'rit he prc- 

* moniih'd them, and by them the Chapter and 
'-Clergy, that ihemfelves in Perfon, and their 
^ Chapter and Clergy by their Prodtors, fliould 
^ lake Care jo be prefent at the Day and Place

* Purpofes required of them. 
' The Bilhops us'd fometimes to command their 

*CIergy, to make a Return of what thfey had done 
upon the Writ and Mandate. This Certificate was 
to be fent to the Bilhop fome Time befoic the 
{KlUon of jfarliament. The Clergy having promised 

Qbedieoce, 
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-Obedience, in their Returns to the Diocefan, the Klnj Edward VI, 

■fiifliop certify'd ihe King what he had done purfu- 

~int to his Command : And of this we have an In- 

Jance as low as the Reign of King Henry the 

Eighth. 

' The Clergy thus fumtnon'd to Parliament by 
the King and Diocefan, met for the Choice of thtir 
Proxies. For this Purpofe, the Dean, or Prior, held 
%as Chapter, and the Archdeacon his Synod : The 
"eprefentalivcs being chofen in ihefe Allemblies, 
fere fent up to the Parliament, with P;ocuratorial 
letters from the Chaplerand Clergy, to give them 

in Authority to aft in their Names, and on the 

~ ihalf of their Eledors. 

Thefe Letters were for the mod part addrefs'd 
to the King, iho' fometimes they began with a ge- 
neral Application, To all Perrons whom it might 
concern : But ftill the Subft.-ince of them was to 
make, ordain, and appoint the Perfons, who were 
fcnt by ihem, * Their Prodtors lo appear on their 

' Behalf in Parliament ; there to treat wiih the 

* prelates and great Men of the Realm, of the 

* Things to be debated there for the Intereft of the 

* King and Kingdom, and to conlenc to whut 

* ihould be agreed to on their Behalf; and to eii- 

* gage ihemlelves to ftand by what their Prodtors 

* fliocld do, under the Caution or Forfeiture fma- 

* ny Times)ofan their Goods. 
• There were ulually two Copies of tipefe Procura- 

torial Letters deliver'd to every Proxy ; one of thefe 
S^as to be kept by this Reprefentaiivc, and the oihe i- 
rfoi into the Hands of the Clerk of Parliament in 
^order to be inroll'd. 

* That the Lower Clergy formerly fent their 
Reprefentatives to Parliament, may be prov'd by a 
famous Refol'Jtion in Bird and Smith's Cafe, in the 
Reign of King Jiimes the Firft. Here the Lord 
Chancellor Egerlci, Pi^ham Chief Juftice of Eng- 
land, Co>iT Chief Juftifc of the Common Pleas, and 
Fteimtig Chief B*Ton, belidesotherThings, reiblv'd 
:^iit ihc Canons of the Church, made by the Con- 
"■ :atioH and the King, without a -Parliament, 
Hull 
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langEdwardYi. fliall bindin all Ecclefiaftical Matters no lefe than 
an Aft of Parliament. As a Medium to prove this» 
they affirm the Convocation M^as once Part of the 
Parliament. And fince the lower Clergy were 
parted from the Houfe of Commons, they carried 
their Share of Legiflaiure along with them into the 
Convocation. They founded their Refolution far* 
iher, ypon a celebrated Precedent of both Houies 
of Parliament, Anno %\ Henry VIII. Where, 
after a full Debate in a Conference, it was 
relolv'd, that when the Convocation makes Canons 
concerning Matters within their Jurifdiftion, they 
are binding to the whole Realm. 

' To proceed. Records of the Procuratorial 
Letters above- mentioned, run up as h^h as Kii^ 
Edward the Firft. Through how many Reigps 
afterwards, the Reprefentatives of the Lower Clergy 
afted with the Temporal Commons in Parliament, 
is not eafy to determine. 'Tis probably conjeftur'di 
that about the Time of King Henry the Sixth, this 
Ufage began to be difcontinued, and quite dropp'd 
by Degrees. The Clergy themfelves are thought 
to have contributed towards the parting with this 
Privilege. It feems thev look'd on their Parliamen- 
tary Attendance, as a Kind of Burthen, and tbere<» 
fore were not unwilling to be difengag'd. 

* Bqt whether they were in the Jlightt or not, 
is another Qljcftion. 

* Tho' the Lower Clergy fecm not to have conac 
to Parliament for n^ore than two hi^ndred Years 
laft paft, the Kings, notwithftanding, have ftiii 
continued to keep on their Right in the Writ of 
Summons, which has been executed by the Bifliopa. 
The Preinon'itcry Claufe is ftiii the fame it was 
thiee hundred Years fince, except the Alteration 
of Priors into Deans. There are feveral Records 
to prove^ that the Bifhops Mandates were fent to 
the Deans and Archdeacons ; that Proftors weic 
chofen, and tmpower'd to aft for their E^leftors, 

,to the End of the Reign o{YL\T\%Henry the Seventh, 
There arc likewife Inftances to prove that the 
<am^ Praftice w^s kept o^ from t^^e Period laft 

iQentioo'di 
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mentioned, to the Year 1640. This Premonitory Kia\ 
"Uufe being fliil inferted in ihe Hifliops Writ of 
nimons, ^tis"<fondudtd they may iegall)' execute 
^ purfuant to ancient Cuflom, if they think fit. 
. * To pioceed (o another Branch of the Petition 
If the lower Houfe of Convocation. That is, that 
Batters of Religion may he debated in their Houfc j 
1 by this Means tlie Cafe may be fully difcufs'd,

tj. 'T'HE lail King, Edwar/f, djingina S»te of 
X Non-Age, after he had been a long Time ig 
a great Inability of Body, v/zs prevailed upon, by the 
Artifices and unbounded Ambition of the Duke of 
Nerthumbtthnd, to fetdc the Ctown by Wiil, on 
the Lady Jant Grey, eldeft Daughter to Char/a 
Brandon-, pulce of Suffdi, by Mary Queeji Dowa- 
ger of Fratici, andSiiler to Henry tiie eighth. And 
to get the Reins of Government nearer his own 
Hand, the Duke had her married to the Lord Gail- 
ferd Dttdlty, his fourth Son ; the three firft being al- 
ready in that State. 

This was the boldefl Step that ever was takeaby 
a Subjefl i not only to fet afide King Henry's Wll^ 
but alfo a folctnn Aft of Parliament, which had 
fettled the Crown, in Failure of Iffue by King 
Edviiard, on the Princefles Mar^ and Elizatnh, 
in Succcilion ; the now only rtmaining Children 
cf King Henry. But grafping at too much Pow- 
er, this ambitious Man loii all^ and, not only 
had his own Head taken off on a Scaffald, but in- 
volved his Son and the unfortunate Lady yam in 
the fame Ruin. 

It is not in the Scope of this HiRory to df&ant 
anymore onaSubjei£t, fowell known to every com- 
mon Reader of our EngUJh Annals. SufKcientit is 
to fay, that Mary, after a (hort Struggle againft Iicr, 
was recognized Qyccn of England, and crowned as 
fuch, at Weftminjler^ on the firft Day of 05(i^. 
in the Year 1553- 

It >i now we enter upon the Tranfaftlons of %. 
Reign, fovariouflydefcribed, fo praifed or cenfurtd. 
by Authors ofdiffcrcntPcrfuafions in Religion, that 
it is difficult Vt come at Truth, undifguifed witK 
Flattery or Inveftives. The Pepifit Writers of |be 
' Jttf»rmatian, ox, as they term it, the EHgll/h Sff»fmt 
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are but few in Number, in Comparifon of their An- qmoi Marj. 
tagonifts ; amongft whom h'khelas Sanders is ttie 
boldeft Champion for that Caufe. John Fexi ap- 
pears at the Head of the Reformer!. To flear faft-ly, 
between this Scylla and Cbarybdis, is an arduous 
Task ; but, to avoid ail ImpuC^tion of Partiality, 
we Ilirvil confine ourfelves, as muchaspofliWe, from 
any Reflexions of our own, untefs where tlie Sub- 
jc« Matter requires fuch Explanation. 

As the Aflsinrhe Parliamcntsof this Reignare di- 
rectly repugnant lo thofe palled in the laft, and great 
Eartof ihepreceedingone, Auihorshavenotftuck to 
iay that the Members ofthem were got together by 
undue Influence on the Elcflors, falfe Returns, and 
illegal difcharging of feme of the Members. BiOiop 
Burnet has laid this heavy Charge on Queen Mary's 
Miniftry, from the Teftimony of one B^al, Clerk of 
^die Clofet in Queen Elizabeth's Time ; and Mr, 
^^piv, out more modern PrBteJlant Writer, has 
feeatly enlarged upon it. As the Charge is very ex- 
q^ordinary, this laft Author's own Words are the 
Slteft to be made ufe of on this Occafion {q). 
\ * The Court had refolved to abrogate all the Laws R,pin'5 chinc 
'lade in favour of the Reform.iiion, and to reftoretrr of hn ir 
ic aniient Religion. This was not to be done ''"'i'"""'- 
^_j.'ithout the Concurrence of the Parliament. But if 
JEleflions had been left free, it would have been dif- 
£cult, not to fay impoflible, for the Queen to luc- 
Med in her Deiign. The Number of the Reformed 
Was without Comparifon greater than that of the 
koman-Caiholicks, and conlequently theEleftions 
'ould not probably be favourable to her. But be- 
les the ordinary Ways made ufe of by Kings to 
ivc Parliaments at their Devotion, all Sorts of Ar- 
tifices, Frauds, and even Violences, were prafliled 
"b this. As Care was taken beforehand to change 
be Magiftraies in the Cities and Counties, and there 
vas not onealmoft but was a Roman-Catholick, or 
Jad promifed to be fo, every Thing tending to the 
Cledion of Catholick Reprefentativcs was counte- 
anced. On the contrary, thofe who were fulpedt- 
ed

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edof an Inclination to chufe Proteftants, were dif- 
couraged by Menaces, Atiiuns, Imprifunmenis, on 
the mod trivoluus Pretences. In feveral Places, 
Things were carried with fuch Vioience, that Pro- 
teftants were not allowed to afiift in the Allemblies 
where the Elcdiions were to be made. In ihort, 
in Places where it was not pcjflible to ufe thefe direft 
Means, by reafon of the Superiority of the Reform- 
ed, ihe Sheriffs, devoted to the Court, made falfe 
Returns: That is, they fcnt to Court the Names 
of Tome PerPjiis as if lawfully elected, though they 
had but an inconiiJerable Number of Votes, or pet- 
haps none at all. As the Difputesariiingfrom iuch 
Eleftions can only be decided by the Houfe of Com- 
mons, it is cafy to imagine, that a Houfe compo- 
ied of fuch Reprefentatives failed no[ to approve all 
Eleflions favourable to the Court, and rejeS all o- 
thers ,if the le^ft corieftable. This is one of the 
greateftAbufe; belonging to Parliaments, and which 
is but too Irequent whenever the Kintidom is rent 
into Faftions- By thefe Method?, the Court fecur- 
ed a Houfe of Commons ready to comply with 
their Sug|iellions, and whofe Members had an Inter- 
ell in the Change ol Religion, or were indifferent to 
all religioui Eftablifliments. 

'As 10 the Upper Houfe, which cannot he thus mo- 
delled to the Liking ot the Court, the Qiieen proba- 
bly laboured fo lucccfsfuUy to engage it inhcrlnte. 
rells,! bat ihe found noOppoliiion from the Peers. It is 
very ftrange, that the Lords, who but a few Months 
befr.re were all Proteftants, and hid in their whole 
Body but feven or eight who ufually oppofed the 
Laws made in Edward's Reign in favour of the 
Reformation, were become aimcft all zealous Ca- 
iliolicks in Q,ieen Mary's. I pretend not to decide 
in which Reign they diflembled their Sentiments ; 
but it is too clear that in the one or the other they 
were guiltyof a bafe and fcandalcus Prevarication. 
Mean while, to make this Houfe ftill more comply- 
ing, the Court took Care beforehand to mako 
Changes amongft the Bifliopsin favour of their De- 
figps. Belides both ihs Atchbiihops and the Bi- 
fliops 
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Ciops of G/si-f/?cr zni Exeler, in actual Imprifon- Qs'^Mary. 
menc, fix oihers had been changed, as has been ob- 
ferved. Probably all ihe reft, excepting two, were 
for preferring their Sees lo ihciv Religion. The 
two I except, were Tay/or Bilhop of Litutin, and 
Harky of Hereford, who were even thruft out of 
the Houfc the firft Day, for refufing to kneel at 
ihe Mafs. Such was Queen Mary'i hrft Parlia- 
ment, cotnpofeJ of a Houle of Commons, filled 
wilh ihe Creaiures of the Court ; and of a Houfe 
of Lords, who, through Fear, Avarice or Ambiti- < 

on, diflembled their Sentiments, or, a few excep- 
ted, thought all Religions alike. It is eafy to fore- 
fee what is to be expected from fuch a Parliament.* 

On the other Side, it is tobeobferved, that ourp,„^ts tliere* 
Author has amply enlarged Bifhop Bwrn^/'s Cen-on. 
fures, on his own fingle Authority, for except the 
Affair of the Bifliops, which he has from Foxe^ no 
other Writer is quoted for all the reft. An Hifto- 
rian, of another Difpofition, acquaints us that this 
Beal, from whom Bifliop Burnet draws all his In- 
/ormation, was not only a bigotied 'NanconformlfU 
but, what is much worie, a Man of a furious teni- 
peftuous Spirit. That he misbehaved himfelf to a 
Icandalous Degree, and failed both in Temper 
and Honefty. Some Inftanccs of which this Au- 
thor hath given in the Conrfe of his Hiftory f^). So 
that all this black Imputation ftands upon the 
Credit of Bill's fingle Teftimonyj fince no other 
Author, of that Age, or near it, fays any Thing of 
the Matter. And, upon the whole, it is not at all 
probable, that the Government would venture up- 
on ftraining the Conftitulion, before they themfelves 
were fettled j and begin fo early with fuch Arts of 
Violence. 

One Thing, indeed, our Right Reverend Au- 
thor had much better Authority for inferiing, as a 
Prelude to the firft Parliament of this Reign, 
Writs had been fent out, dated at IVeJiminfter, Ait- 
guji 14th, for one to meet, at the fame Place, on 
ihc 
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QjeenMsry. the 5th of Ocfeber following. In the mean 
Time, it was thought necefljry the Qiieeii Should 
be crowned, which was done on the firfl of that 
Month, a s is before related. And, in order to fofien 
the Minds of her Subjeds, and dilpofe [hem to a 
good Opinion of her Government, the Queen, bj 
the Advice of Gardiner, Bifliop of IVimhefler, as is 
laid {r), not only put out a general Pardon, but 
publilhed a Proclamaiion to this Efiedt fj) i 
A wneral Par- ' "^^^^ whereas the good Subjects of UnglandViA 
lbn{ * always exhibited Aid to their Princes, when ths

* required it ; and the Queen, (ince her coming to

After this a Debate arole upon the 
Ca(e of one Dr. ISswd, wlio being returned a Mem- 
ber for ios in CiWHit'iJ/, and beiiiii aUb a Prebendary 
of jyeflmiiijier, whtiher he could fit in that Houl'e ? 
A Comtnittec being appointed to feareh for Prece- 
dents in this Cafe, ii was reported thai the Doflafj 
being reprefented in ilie Houle of Convocation, 
could not be a Member of that Houfe; and upon 
this he was expelled. The Bill for Tonnage and 
Poundage was fcnc up to the Lords, who return- 
ed it to the Commons, to be reformed in two Pro- 
vilbs that were not according to former Precedents. 
How far, fays Bifliop Burnet, this was contrary 
10 the Rights of the Commons, who now fay the 
Lords cannot alter a Money Bill, I cannot deter- 
mine 0). 

But the only public Bill which pafled in this (hort Aa fat timidnc 
Seffion, was repealing certain Treafons, Felonies, and of TreiToB and 
Premunires. By which it wag ordained that nothing ^''o'"'*' 
flioiild be judged Treafon, but what was within the 
Statute of Treafons made in thelwenly-iifih of King 
Edward the Third -, and, that nothing Hiould be 
judged Felony that was not fo before the firft Year 
of K.\T,%,Henry the Eighth, excepting from any Be- 
nefit of this Adl all fuch as had been in Prifon before 
the laft of September ; who were alfo excepted out 
of the Queen's Pardon at her Coronation, 

To make the better Way for this Bill to pafs, 
there were many Members in both Houfes who 
ftiewed themfelvcs exceeding hot againfl King/fcw- 
n's Laws, efpecially fuch of them as extended their 
Penalties to Death. Some of thefe zealous Speak- 
ers were of the Qvieen's Privy Council { and others 
were Lawyers, who.by this their Forwardnefs, were 
made foon after of her learned Council. They 
inve%hcd againfl: them as cruel and bloody Lawa. 
They termed ihem Dracs'^ Laws, which were 
written in Blood. Snme laid they were more into- 
lerable than any Laws that Dieiiyfms, or any other

one would have thought this Reign would have 
been more tender of Men's Lives than any before 
it/ But the Cdnfequence will fhew it much 
otherwife. 

The Preamble to this A61 declares, * That the 
Queen calling to her Remembrance that many 
honourable and noble Perfons, and others of good 
Reputation, had lately, for Words only, fufferM 
(hameful Deaths, not accuftomed to Nobles. 
Therefore, of her Clemency, and trufting her 
loving Subjedts were contented that fuch dange- 
rous and painful Laws fliould be abrogated; from 
henceforth no Aft, Deed or Offence, that had 
been by Adl of Parliament made Treafon, Wr. 
by Words, Writing, Cyphering, Deeds, or or 
therwife, fhould be taken, had or deemed to be 
High Treafon, Petty Treafon, ferV. provided 
that nothing in this Aft fhould in any wife ex- 
tend to give any. Manner of Benefit, Advantage 
or Commodity, to any Perfon or Perfons, .wfo 
were, on or before the laft Day of September^ 
arrefted or imprifoned for Treafon, or to any 
Perfon heretofore indifted of Treafon, Petty 
Treafon, fcfr. before the faid laft Day of Septem- 
ber. All thefe were to fuffer fuch Pains of Death, 
Lofles, Forfeitures of Lands and Goods, as the 
Law, in fuch Cafes of Treafon, direfted/2;.;' By 
which Aft, fays our Author, all thole of King JP^ 
u^jrrf's Friends, Lady Jjw/s Wellwifhers, or Pro^ 
tejiant Profeflbrs who had been taken up and crou- • 
died irtto Jails, could receive no Benefit by this won- 
derful Aft of Clemency. Bifhop Burnet alfb ob- 
fefvesi that this Aft of Repeal was no more than 
^Vhat lifed pafled in the Beginning of the late King's 
Reign, without the Clog of fuch a fevere Provifo j

Two private Billswerealfo p;iirediinhisSe(Iioti } 
ilie one, for she RclticurJon, in Blood, of the Lady 
Gertrudi Courtnsy., VJiAow/ xa Henry Cisar/Bcy, late 
Marquefs of £'A'«fr i who had betii attaintedin the 
thirty-fecond Year of King Henry's Ren^n ; and 
the other for hei Son, Sir Edward Csartney, Earl 
of Devonfliire. After the Qiieen had given her Af- 
fent to thofe Bilis, the Parhamcnt was prorogued 
from the 2 ill to the 24th of Otkber, that there 
might be, fays Bifhop Burnet, one SefTion of Parlia- 
ment, In this Reign, confiftiug only of Acls of 
Mercy. 

When the Parliament met again, after this very 
fljorc Prorogation, the Bill for Tonnage and Poun- 
dage wasrefumed in the Houfe of Commons, and 
palled in two Days {b). The next was a Bill about 
King Henry's Marriage with the Queen's Mother, Afldeeljn'nE 'Ik 
declaring the Queen's Highnefs, as the Title ex-^;^'' ^B'""- 
preiTes it, to be boin in lawful Wedlock. This 
Bill was fent down by the Lords, on the 26th, and 
the Commons polled ii, Nem. Csn. on the iSch ; 
fo flrangely, fays Burnet, was the Stream turned, 
that a Divorce, which had been for feven Yeais 
much defiredby ihe Nation, was now lepealed on 
fewer Days Confultaiion. Tlie Preamble to which 
Ail hasthefe remarkable ExprelTions ; 

' That Truth, how much foever obfcured and 
' born down, will, in the End, breakout ; and that

A Diort Remark of Mr. Collier's may notbcaraifi 
in this Place.

By another Ai\, which pafled the Lower Houfe,

Eelides thefe Laws, which were made in order to 
bridle the Reformers in Church- A ffiiirs, there was 
another introduced for the Security of the poblick 
Peace. This was another Revival of a Riot Adt, 
oragainfi unlawful and rebelHous Affembhes. By 
this Staiuie it was enafted, ' That if any, toihe 
Number of twelve or above, fhouid meet to alter 
any Thing ellablifhed by Law, relating to Religi- 
on ; and being required by any, h^.ving the Queen's 
Authority todifperfe them felves, and (hould continue 
together, after that, one Hour, it Ihould be Felony.

Bifhop Burnet paflis a fevere Cenfure on t'ds 
Ad, which muft not beotnit'ed- He fays, That

how they had been deceived by the former Adt, 
Which feemed fo favourable, repealing ail former 
Afts ofTreafonsand Feii-nies; lince theie was an 
A&. pafled, fu foon af'er it, that renewed one of the 
fevereil Laws of the lall Reign ; in which fo piany 
Thmgs were made Felonies, that might fluw Ironi 
fudden Heats, and a great many new and fevere 
Provifo's were added to it. 

Two private Bills occalioned more Dtb^te in the 
'Soufesthan the puolick ones had done. The lirft 
^aa for repealing an Ad for confirming the Mar- 
6ae{3 of Narlbamptun's fecond Marriage, whilft his 
firft Wife was alive. This Affair made .' great Noife 
It that Time; but we fliall pals it over to come

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hira. The Duke was kept dofe Priforer in tlic' 
T'awer all the laft Reign ; and, being a zealous Ca- 
tholic, M.iry thought a Pcrfon of his great Ran!; 
and Fortune would add a Weight lo her Oefigns. 
Bui ihe Bill for revetfing this Attainder mec with 
much Op po lit ion in iheHoufeof Comtnons. The 
Patentees, who had purchafed fome Parts of the 
Duke's Eftate from the Crown, defircd to be heard 
by ihcir Council againft it. And, the Seflion of 
Parliamepl being; near at an End, the Duke came 
down himfelf to the Houfe of Commons, December 
Ihe i4ih, and e^meftly defired ihem to pafshls Bill ; 
declaring, that the Difference between him and the 
Patentees was referred to Arbitration ; and, if they 
Could nat agree, he would refer it to the Qyeen. 
But, after this, it was long argued, tho' in the Enit 
it_was agreed to, and the Bill waspafleJ. 

ThcjournalBoBkolxh^ Lords, iho' it is defici- 
ent in the Afls of the lirfland fecond Seffions of 
this Parliament, yet hath infetted in it the Preamhte 
to this Aft of Revetfion, which we fliall give 
in its own Words ; 
f ' Andmay it pleafeyour Highnefsthat it be de-i 
:- ' Glared by the Authority of this prefcnt Parliament, 
<■■* that the Law of this Realme h, and always has 
' been, that the Afientand Confentof the King of 

* this Realme to any Aft of Parliament- ought to 
' be given in his own Royal Prcfence, being perlb- 
' pally pfefent in the Higher Houfe of Parliament, 
' or by his Letiets Patents under his Great Seal, 
' afligned with his Hand, declared and ratified in his

Another Exception made to the Ail of Attain- 
der, and mentioned in [htjcunial, was 'becaufe the 
JCing's Stamp, exprefiing his Name, was only put 
to it, notligned with his own Hand, and that was 
fet at t^e BpUoni of the faid Adl, and not above. 
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5y which it does not appear that the King ever Qu„n Mary, 
gave his AdeiUtoit ; and liijce there was iiotliing 
charged againft the faid Duke but fome pretended 
Jleafonsfor ufing Coats of Arms, which he and hia 
Anceftors had, and might lawfully ufe. And that 
the Lord Paget, late Secretary of State to King 
Henry, came into the HoufeofCommons, aifo, and 
depofed upon his Honour, that the faid Letters Pa- 
tents for thePafling this Aft, were not ligned with 
the King's Hand, but only the Stamp put to them 
hy one tP^lliam Clerk (h).

Thelaft Aii which comes under our Notice (l), 
was a Confirmation of the Attainders which had Othrr Afli nf 
been made, in a Trial at Bar, agsinft Archbifliop ^'".'"''" "^' 
Cranmer, the Lord Guilford Dudley, and the Lady ' ' 
Jani his Wife, Wf. They had all confelled their 
Indiflments, and by this Afl they were attainted of 
HJghTrealon; for levyingWar againft the Queen, 
and confpiring to fet up another in her Room. 
The Lord and Lady were beheaded, but Cranmer^ 
I being divefted from his B flioprick, by this Afl, 
I Was kept in Prifon 'till he fuffered a more dreadful 
^. Execution afterwards. 

About this Time it was that the Queen had been 
I jbllcited to marry ; and three Perfons were lecreily 
[ mopofed to her for a hlr-'ih.-, ihefe were Courtney 
Ijari of Devon, Cardinal Pcie, and Philip, eldcft 
P'Son to the Emperor Charles the Fifth- II wai 
lihought that her Jncinations ftood moil for the 
B^ung Earl oiDevanJhhe. He was a fine Perfon, 
und of Royal Extra'tion; his Grand-Mother be- 
ftogDaughter to King Edward the Fourth. It is

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•ucenMiry. *""' ^^ declined it, and delired Leave to addreft tht 
Lady EHzabeih, which much difpleafed her elder 
Sifter.' I[ was objedledagainft Cardinal Pole, that 
he was advanced in Years ; and fo much given lo 
his Study and Devotion, as to be noways fit for her 
Husband or the Regal Dignity. Philip of Spain 
was deemed preferable in all Refpefls ; he was Heir 
to the greatell Monarch in Europe, bred to the Bufi- 
nefs of a Crown J ofan cnterprifing Gi;nius; and, 
fince the National AfFaiis required a Perfon of hia 
Power, it was urged, that by iuch an Alliance, the 
Trade of the Kingdom would be extended, and the 
public Intereft confilerably advanced. But not- 
wiihftanding the Complacency this P..i]iamcnt 
fliewed to the Queen and her Miniftry, the Rumoui 
•The Commons being fjjread thiH (he was going to marry Philip, 
iddreft theQqcra []^g gp^fg of Commons wete much aUrtned; and 
Kilipo/SpSn!*caineto a Refolution to addrefs the Q^ieenagairiftit. 
Accordingly, they fent their Speaker, with twenty 
of that Huule, withan earneft and humble Addrefe 
to her, not to marry a Stmnger. Wh^t Anfwer 
they received is not known ; but it may well be 
imagined no good one, for v/hen the Court perceived 
■ their Inclinations in th^s Matter, and that [more 
was not to be expc<3edfrom them, on the 6th Day 
of December the Qyeen came to the Hciufe oi 
Peers, and diflblved this Parl^ment, after having 
given the Royal Aflent to thirty-one A£ts, accor- 
ding to the Commons Jcurml; tlio' the StutuU 
Backs mention only eighteen- , 

An Hilloiian (k), before quoted, hath given ug 
fome farther Account of the Debates in the Lowct 
Houfe, about this Spanijh Match, from a Manu- 
Icriptof a Member of this very Parliament j wHq 
writes thus ; ' Do you remember, at that Time, 
' the Motion of the Speaker, and the Requeft of 
' the Cotnmons Houle, what they did and could 
* have moved tlien ? And how they all ran one 
' Way, like ihe Hounds after the Hare, High and 
' Low, Knights, Kfquires and Hurgelles, luvh as 
' were

? Whom preferred they, I pray you then, 

if Men could have had their WiJl], the Stranger 

or ihe Englijfi/nan ?

And 

when Somebody in the Houfe had endeavoured to 

reconcile ihe reft to this Marriage, by (hewing how 

fafe ibe Nation might make itfelf, by Bonds and 

Covenants which this Prince fliould enter into with 

the Queen, one Member ftood up, and afked this 

fmart Queftion -, ' In cafe, faid he, the Bondsfliould 

' be broken between theHusband and theWife, each 

• of them being Princes in their own Country, who 
' fliall fue the Bonds ? Who (hall take the Forfeit ? 

• Who (hall be their Judges ? And what (hall be the 
' Advantage ?* Our Cote mporary Writer look'd upon 
this to be a (hrewd Queftion ; and concludes that 
no other Anfwer couid be given to* * WhatAdvan- 
' lage > None, butDifcord, Diflention, Warand 

* Blood-flied ; and, either extreme Enmity, or, that 

* one Part muft at length break or yield.' The Parliament 

In this Humour was this firft Parliament of Queen '''^r'upoi •"''- 
Mfary diflblved ; which (hews plainly that the "" ' 
Slembersof it were not fo fubfervieni to Court- 
Meafures, that they could even forget they were 
Bnglijhmen to oblige the Miniftry. But Matters of 
^tate made it abiolutely necelTary that a new Parlia- 
ment Ihjuld be called very foon ; the Affair of the 
Marriage, which was now agreed on at Court, and 
JDuft be finifh'd with the Con fen t of both Houfcs, 
prefEng for it. Bi(hop Bumei infinuaies (!), that 
the Chief Minifter, L'ardiner^ had informed the 
Emperor, that the Marriage was like to meet with 
great Oppofi ion, uulefs extraordinary Conditions 
were offered ; fuch as all (hould fee were much to 
le Advantage of the En^lijh Crown ; otherwifc 
k could rot be carried without a general RebcllioiL 
lie alfo affur'd the Imperiil Court, that if great 
Sumso^ Money were not fen t over, to gratify the 
diief Nooility and leading Men in the Country, 
both 

(0 Ilifisry iffR.firmM», Vo!. II. p. i6l. 
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tfaiy. bolhfor obliging them in hislniereft, and enabling 
them to cii-ry Etei^ions for the next Parliament, 
the Oppofition would be fucb, that the U^Jeen muft 
lay down all Thoughts of marrying Don Philip. 
Accordingly, the fame Aiiihoriiy alilires us, that a 
mighty Sum was fent over, amounting to four 
hundred thoufand Pounds £»f/ifl Money; which, 
he adds, no one will think an extraordinary Price, 
when he confiders that £//^ii«ii was to be bought 
with it. With this Money Gardiner is fitd to have 
corrupted many ; infomuch, thaC in the Court of 
Chancery, common Juftice was denied to all but 
thofe who came into thefe Defigns. 

Thus does this Right Rev, Author carry on his 
Inveitives, wirhout mentioning any Authority for 
it but h's own ; which gives an impartial Readec 
fomeRoom to doubt of his Sincerity, We havij 
taken Notice, that the la II Pailiiment was asobfe- 
qaious totheCou:t aspoilible, except in the Affair 
of the Marriage, and yet he doei not chirge the 
Miiilitry wiih Bribery in carrying ibe Eleflions for 
it. But whether the Way was paved in this Man- 
ner or not, 'tis certain that a Parliament was called 
by Writs dated at ^f/^m'«y?/r, Feb. aoih, to meet 
at Oxjord on the id of April foUoiving, which was 
ftill in the firftYearof thi= Qyeen, Grefton'm- 
forms us, that this Call to Oxford was occaiion'd 
by a Diftafte that the Qiieen had taken againft the 
Londsners, as being Favourers of /'/■ij'ai's Rebellion, 
which was juft then quafhed ; but tho' great Pre- 
parations were made tor the Meeting at Oxford, it 
■wsisheld ai ffejimitijler, at tlie Time appointed, by 
Aajournment (ffi). 
1 Patlii- '^^^ Journal-Bsck of ihe Peers begins this Parlia- 
t OxforJ, ment hut lamely, tho" it goes on regularly, de Dii 
joura'd toad Diem, afterwards. For tho' ihc Receivers and 
Rfgili'i Tryers of Petitions are mentioned, as formerly, 
J54, ' yet there is no Speech from ilie Lord Chancellor^ 
nor no Speaker of the Houfc of Commons chofe^^ 
as is ufual. But the Commons faurnal acquaints 
us, that the Knights, Citizens, and Burgeffes, cliofe 
Mftt 
fjfi] Cmfm and IMUngfiutdt 
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Robert Brett, Efq; Serjeant at Law and Recorder Quern Mary. 
of Lsiidt/i, for their Speaker i who made an elo- 
quent Speech to ihe Queen on that Occafion, And Robert Brmk, 
that the Purport of the Lord Chancellor's Oration, f^i^'J"/^" 
toboth HouCes, was to declare, ihat this Parliament ^ 
was called for the Corroboration of true Religion, 
and concerning the Q^ieen's Highnefs moll noble 
Marriage. 

The firft three Days feem to have been wlioUy 
taken up in reading Writs for appointing Proxies, 
and introducing (bme new Peers into that Houfe; ^ 

and, /fpri! 5th, Ihe Lord Chancellor declared to 
the Houfe, that by reafon of the high Wind^i and 
InclemenGy of the Weather (n), the Queen could 
not, without fome Danger to her Perfon, come 
down to Weflmirijier ; therefore, in her Majefty's 
Name, he adjoum'd the Parliament to /^i/«Aa//, 
lo meet the next Morning at Nine of the Clock. 

Our Right Rev. Hiftorian begins this Parliament 
with a further Account of Bifliop Gardinei^ 
Briberies and Corruptions ; by acquainting lis, that 
tile Members were all prepsced beforehand, by very 
coniiderable Prefenti ; fome, he fays, had 100 1. 
ibme 200 1, a Tear, for giving their Voices in the 
Article of the Marriage. He proceeds to tell us, 
that the firft h€i. that palled was to declare the 
Qaeen'3 Right of SuccefTion to the Crown {0). In- 
deed it ftands fo in the printed Statutes, but if wc 
may credit the Lords Journal, the very firft Bill 
that was brought into that Houfe, and which WM 
on the yth of Aprili was to confirm certain Articles 
and Agreements touching the Marriage between the 
Queen's mofl excellent Highnefs and the Prince of j'^"^*'^?f„'*_ 
Spain. It was read once on that Day, and com- riage witii Phi. 
milled to the Earl of Shrewsbury, the Bifliops of'P- 
Durham and Worcejlir, the Lords Ruh, Paget, 
■«nd Williams. Onihe gih, being Monday, the Bill 
■was read again ; the next Day it palicd that Houfe, 
and was fent down to the Commons, Who returned

») Hii Copier, Rafin, it guilty of the reiy 6in« MilbkeJ 
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it concludfd on the izih ; fo that it is plain ihat this 
was the lirft Thing t^e)' went upon, and carried 
Ihrough both Houfes, with all poflible Expedition. 

If our learneii Writer haJ not quoted from the 
Journals of the Lords, hitherio, we might well 
ini:igine he had never fecn them. For, in his Ac- 
count of the Proceedings of this firft Seflion, he 
rever once mentions this A£l for confirming the 
M,^rriage ; which was a Matter of fuch Confe- 
qucncc, as is unpardonable in fo particular an Hif- 
torian to omit. Inflead of thi?, he feems to be 
chiefly hunting after Blots arid Stains in this Reign, 
in order to make his cwn Rsformatii>n-li[&.ovy ap- 
pear with the greater Luftre. A Man may be a 
fevere Enemy to the Meafures taken in Queen Ma- 
ly'n Days, to reftore Popery in this Kingdom, and 
yet, at the fame Time, fo great a Friend to Truth ss 
to relate Things as they happened. 

TfrHeylin, tho' he had not thofe Helps and Aflift- 
ances the other met with in his Hiftory of thisReign, 
hcgins the Proceedings of this Parliament with the 
Bill far the Marriage, as the principal Reafon for 
which i[ was called. That Author hath, alfo, left' 
us an Abftradlof the A&. itfelf, by which this fa- 
mous Marriage was concluded ; and the Articles 
are (b extraordinary as to challenge a Place in thefe 
Enquiiiesf/i). 

Firft, ' That Philip (hould not advance any 

* Pctlbn to any publick Office or Dignity in Eng- 
' iand, but fuch as were Natives of the Realm, and 
' the Queen's Sut-jeds ; that he (hould admit a fet 
' Number of Etiglifn into his Houflicild, whom he 
' fliould ufe refpettfully, and not fufFer them to be 

* injured by Foreigners. That he fhould not franf- 
' portthe Queenout of^n^^anrf, but at herlnireaty, 

* nor any of the lilue begotten on her, who Ihould 
' have their Education in this Realm, and fhould 
' nut be fuffered but upon Neceffiiy and goodRca- 

* Ions to go out of the fame, nor then neither but 

' with 

io moADfowUiAv- 
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* with the Confent of the EngHJh. That the Quc»n Miry, 

* Queen deceafmgwiihout Children, Ph'difi fha\j\d 

* not make -any Claim to the Kingdom, but fliould 

* leave it freely to him to whum of Right irfhould 

* belong. Thai he (liould no: change any Thing 
' in the Laws, eiiher publick or private, nor the 

■ Immunities and Cuftoms of the Realm, but 
' ihould be bound by Oath lo confirm and keep 

* ihem. That he {hould not iranfport any Jewels 

* nor any Part of the Wardrobe, nor alienate any 

* of the Revenues of the Crown. That he fhould 

■ preferve our Shipping, Ordnance, and Munition, 

* and keep the Caftles, Forts, and Biock-Houfes, 
' in good Repair, and well manned. Laftly, that 
' this Match (hould not any way derogate from 

* theLe^ue lately concluded, between the Queen 

* and the King olj^rdme; but that the Peace be- 

* tween the EngUJfj and the French fhould remain 

* firm and inviolate.' 

Wewillnow fee how Bp^Hfw; fets off in his 
Account of this Parliament ; who, without taking 
any Notice of the above cited grand Affair, enters 
upon a more fecrct Hiltory as follows (q'] : 

' The firft Act that palled in this Seifion of Par- 

* llament, feemed of an odd Nature, and has a great 

* Secret under it. The Speaker of the Houie of 

■ Commons brought in a Hill, declaring, That^^^jiji^^jj^j; 

* whereas the Q^icen had of Right fucceeded to lo ih= Prcroga- 
'• the Crown, but, becaufe all the Laws of Eng-^''"' 
' land had been made by Kings, and declared the 

r' Prerogative to be in the King's Perfon ; from 
F * thence fome might pretend that the Queen had 
L* no Right to them ; it was ttiercfore declared to 
l' have been the Law, that thefe Prerog<itives did 
t* belong to the Crown, whether in the Hands of 
■ • Male or Female ; and wha'.fuever the Law did 

* limit and appoint for the King, was of Right alfo 
' due to the Queen, who is declared to have as 

* much Authority as any of her Progenitors,* 
Many of the Houfeof Commons wonder'd what 

fthe Intention of fuch a Law ; and, adds our 
Authority, 
HlJItrjefihR'f.maiiii, Vol, U, g. vn, 
J 
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Aulhoriiy, as People were at this Time full of Je«- 
loufy, one Skinner, a Member oftli.it Houfe, faid, 

* He could not imagine why fuch a frivolous Law 
' wasdeiired, fince the Thing was without Dif- 
' pure ; and that which was pretended of fatisfying 
' the People was too flight : He was afraid there 
' was a Trick in thefe Words, That ihe ^ecn bad 

* as great an Autbarily as any ef her Progeniturs ; 

* on which, perhaps, it might be afterwards iaid» 
' fhe had the fame Power as JVilliam the Conque- 
' ror exercifed, in feizing the Lands of the Engli0 
' and giving ihem to Strangers ; which 3\[o Edward 

* the Firft did on his Coiiqjeft of ff^aks. He did 

* not know what Relation this might have to tlie 
' intended Marriage ; wherefore he warned thp 

* Houfe to look to it.' On this a Committee was 
appointed to corrcfl: the Bill ; and fuch Words 
were added as brought the Queen's Prerogative un,- 
der the lame Limitation, as well as exalted it to iht 
Height of her Progenitors. 

It would have been well if our learned HiftoriaB 
had ^ivcn ub his Authority for this Speech of ftfr 
Siinner, and the Confeqitences of it ; however. 
we (hall not dlfpute its Veracity, and only repeat 
what is faid before, that it was not the fii ft Bill that 
palled both Houfes ; for it was introduced and read 
once in the Houfe of Lords on the loth of Aprilf 
the Day that the Marriage-Bill pafs'd that Houf^ 
and was not concluded till Ibme D-iys after the 
other had palled both Houfes. 

But after all, there is a better Re.ifon given fot 
the Neceffityof pafling ihis Aft than any our Pre- 
late has advanced ; which was, to prevent any 
Difturbance that might arife, from an Opinio^ 
broached by fome of Queen Mary's Enemies, at 
that Time, That it was unlatv/ul fir a Jfomanta , 
govern ; to prove which, the famous Knox., and 
fome other Reformers, publiflied Books exprefly 
for thatPurpoIe (r). 

There was another Bill brought into the Lords, 

which feemed a Compliment to King Phiiip ^ it 

decUreJ 

(r) KtnnM'i lliJIiT) ofE'-gUrd, Vol. II. p, M4. Nflttf/;, 
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declared the compafling or imaginirg the Death of Q^„g m_,_ 
the Queen's Husband to be Trealbn, whilft fhc 
was Jiving: Bur, thoMt paltd this Houre, we do 
Jiot find that it became a Statute ; and there being 
no mention of ic in the Catalogue of tiieAdts at 
(he End of ihisScfilon, nor in the "JourvaU of the 
Commons, we may cohclude the Bill was notfent 
.to that Houfe. 

An Aft for reftoring the Bifhoprick of Durham 
to its priiline State, by repealing two A^s made ir. _., -., 
the M Reign for its Diflblutiun, was alfo pafled-oV Durl3M. 
In theHouleof Commons this Bill met with great ettablim'd. 
Oppofition from ihe Town of NewcaJiU ; becaufe 
Ihey had puichafed, under iheDiflblution-Aift, the 
Town of GatefiAe, and the Salt Meadows, ^c. 
which occafioned Tuufiai, Bifliop of Durham^ to 
come down to that Houfe ; where, in a long 
Speech, he gave them an Account of the Troubles 
he had been under from the late Duke of Norihum- 
berlandt and defired that they would difpatch the 
Bill. Yet ftil! it was debated, and the Houfe di- 
viding, it was carried in the Affirmative, by zci, 
againft 120. 

This ia our Ptelaie's Account, but he is much 
(horter in the AfFiir ihan he fliould be ; the Pre- 
amble to this Bill is very remarkable, and fets 
forth (s) : 

' That certain ambitious Perfons taking Advan- 
tage of the late King's Minority, made an Inte- 
reft by finifter Praftice to procure the Diflblution 
of the Bilhoprick ; that it was done out of mer- 
cenary Views, to enrich themfelves and their 
Friends, by feizing the Lands of that See, rather 
than upon juftOccafion or godly Zeal. That 
lunjlal, Birtiop of Durham, was deprived upon 
untrue Surmifes and falfe Acculations, and that 
the Procefs againft him was foul and illegal. That 
upon a full Examination of the Matter, by the 
Queen's Commiflioners, the Sentence of Depri- 
vation was declared void, asmay be feen at large 
Vol. III. X ' by 
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QjtmM^ry. ' by an authentick Inftrument. That the Queen 
* had nfew founded the Biflioprick by her Leiten 
' Patent, and reilored all the Lands in her Poflef- 
' fion. But, that neither the Revcrral of theSen- 
' fence of Deprivation, nor the Qiiecn's Letters 
' Patent, were of fufficieni Force to recover the 
' Honours, Lands, i^c. to the See of Durham. 
' Therefore, to reftore the Bifhoprick to its former 
' Intereft, Privileges, and Revenues, the two Dif- 
' foIution-Statutes of the laft Reign werehereby 
' repealed.' 

But to conclude this Affair, Dr Heylin remarks, 
that by gaining this Point, the Court had one Vote 
more in the Houfe of Lords : And by the Confe- 
cnuion of feveral new Bithops, with the Creation 
of fome new Lords, the Jntereft of tlie Pepiji 
Caufe, in that Houfe, was much augmented. 

' The Commons font up a Bill for reviving the 

Statutes made againft Lollardy, which being read 
twice by the Lords was laid afide. The Lords 
Journals ttl! us, that a Bill agaiiift Herefies and 
Bills ftr puniiii- erroneous Preaching was frnt up ; and at the Ihird 
iagofHerefj. Regdjog ii was thrown out by a Majority of that 
Houfe. Bilhop Sarw« infinuates, that the Com-, 
mons intended next to have revived the Statute of 
the Six Articles ; but it did not agree with the De- 
ligns at Ccurt, to take any Notice of King Henry's 
Laws, and iherefore-it was dropped {(). So for- 
ward, adds our Author, were the Commons to 
pleafe the Queen, or fuch Operation had the Spar 
nljh Gold on them, th^it they contrived four Bills, 
in one Scflion, for the Profecution of ihofe called. 
lieretkh. 

But, in order to take off the Imputation of too grraf 
Partiality in the Houfe of Commons, tho' a Moti- 
on was made in that Houfe for a Bill to reftore the 
Pope's Power in S/i^ia;;;/, yet anotherof a contra- 
ryNature was refolved on ; which was, That neither 
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he Blihop of Rome, nor any other Bifliop, fiiouJd Qaeen Mirji 
have any Power to convene or trouble any Perlbn 
for poflelfiiig Abby-I^nds. It palTed the Com- 
mons on iheiyth of April (u), and was fent to the 
Lords, but fcl aliJe for that Time ; Aflurance being 
given, that the Owners of ihofe Lands fliould be 
fully fecured. The Title of this Bill, in the Lord's 
Journal, is. That no UiDiop [without mentioning of 
Rsmf] (hall convene anyPerfon for the Abby Lands i 
and it is reafonable to luppofe thatfince, by Laws 
then in Force, the Biftiop of Rsme had no /Tutho- 
rity at al! in England, It was needlefs to make an 
Aa in that Particular againft him (*■). This ra- 
fter feemed, fays our Prelate, to affett his Power in 
,eiher Things ; and fincc the Court was refolved to 
ftconcile the Nation to him, it was faid that it 
would be indecent to pafs an Aft that fliould only 
call him Bijhop of Rome, which was the Appellatioa 
given him during the Schifm ; and it was prepofte- 
rous to begin with a Limitation of his Power before 
■fliey had allowed his Authority. 
^ To bring this Seflion to a Conclulion. On the 
4^ of May a Bill was fent up to the Lords, by the 
other HouTe, confirming the Attainder of the late 
Duke oi Suffolk, Sir Tlomas ff^at and others; It 



Was read thrice that Day, and committed to the At- 
torney-Genera! to carry down to the Commons, 
with this Requell, that thefe Words, [and forafmuch 
as divers of the lameTrayiors] withfeventeen Lines 
to the End of the Bill, might be wholly put out. The 
ysurnals of xhc Commons inform us, that it was not 
'till the laft Day of the Seffion this Objcdlion of the 
Lords was debated in that Houfe ; when, upon the 
Qaeftion, the Claufe for forfeiting entailed Lands, 
Contained in the Bill, was agreed by a Majoiiiy to' 
he kept in. In all Probability, this was (he Reafon 
■Why the Bill did not pafs into a Law at that Time j 
for it is not mentioned in tbfe Catalogue of Afts in 
X 2 the 

(u) ymrKalicfrtiCimKKm. 

(*) It paOtd The Houle of Commons ■inin thi Titl« of Bgbif tf 
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Queen Mary, the L^rrff Journal\ and this, or another Aft ot like 
Nature, was not carried through *till the next Par- 
liament. As this is exprefsly againft the Authority 
of Bifhop Burnety it may be obferved again, that 
this Hiftorian is not always fo exaft as he ought to 
be(y). 

Another Aft was pafled for the Reftitution, in 
Blood, of Sir IViUiam Parr^ late Marquefs of ^orilh 
j/«^/^//, attainted and condemned for aiding and af- 
fifting the late Duke of Northumberland^ in his Sup- 
port of the Lady Jane Gray, 

Mr. Beaumont^ a Member of the Houfe of Com- 
mons, havingferved a Subpcena on the Earl of Hunt- 
ingdon in Parliaments Time, the Lords were offend- 
ed ; and, yfpril I'jih^ they fent fome of the Judges to 
A Point of Pri- the Lower Houfe, bringing the Subpcena with them, 
^^*^*** and prayed the Orderof the Houfe for that Offence. 

After fome Debate, it was refolved that eight Mem- 
bers of the faid Houfe ftiould declare to the Lords 
Thtit they tool the executing this lyrit to be no Breach 
of Priv Hedge {z). , 
The Parliament May ihesth, the Bills, to the Number of fifteen 
dioblv'd. beingall readyfor the Royal Affent, the Queen came 

to the Houfe and pafled them \ and then commanded 
the Lord Chancellor to diiTolve this Parliament. 
The Queen mar- The Marriage being now agreed to, by the Con- 
ried to Philip of lent of the whole Realm in Parliament, Prince 
paia. Philip landed at Southampton^ on the 2oth Day of 

July^ and was efpoufed to the Queen, at ffin^ 
chejier^ on the 25 th of the fame Month, in the 
Year 1554. After which they were both proclaim- 
ed by t he fe Titles ;

It is to be obferved that in 
thefe Writs, as well as in tlie foregoing Royal Style, 
ihe Title of Supreme Head of (be Church was oinit- 
i ted ; iho' it was ftill, by Law, united to the other 
Royal Titles. And this, Birtiop Swrn^-/ obfervcs,was 
urged as a good Rcafon for annulling the Statutes of 
ihis Parliament, in the Beginning of the next 
Keign ; bccanfe it was not called by a lawful Writ. 
A later EcdeliafticHi Hiftorian, {a) of the fame 
■Times, ttlls us, * That tlie Queen wanting fit Par- 
liament-Men for her Purpofe, fent om her private 
Xetters to all the Sheriffs to deal with the People 
lor elefling liich Membci"s as would do her Work. 
And, ihai the Commons might be the better drawn 
to it, they were ro afl'ure the People, that it was 
not the Queen's Intention to take away any Man's 
Pofieflions, many of which came to them by ihe 
Diffolution of Monafteries, or from the Church; 
and to labour to fiec the People from other Ru- 
fitours fpread abroad.' Our Auihor halh given na 
9 Copy of the Qiieen's Letter on this Occalion, 
■which we think very pertinent to thefe Enquiries: 
It is needlefs to obfcrve to the Reader, thjt this 
very fame Stretch of the Prerogative had been prac- 
tifed in the laft Reign ; but by comparing King Ed~ 
ward's Letters with the following, ;i very fenfible 
Difference will be found {b).

and was accepted. 

The firft Bill that appeared in the Houfe of Lords 
was to repeal the A&. of Attainder againft Cardinal Cardinal Pole"* 
iPale. It was introduced on the i7ih of Navember, ^"^°^' «- 
pafled both Houfcs on the 21ft, having been read'''"''' 
thrice by the Commons in one Day, fays Burnet^ 
but, by the JoKz-na/t, in two ; it had the Royal Affent 
on the 22d ; the King and Queen heing both pre- 
fent on this Occaijon. The Reafon of this quick 
Dilpatch was, becaufe the Cardinal was then arriv'd 
in England, as Legate from the Pope, and he could 
not appear in Pailiament 'till by this Afl he was 
reftored to his paternal Eftateand Dignity; from 
which he had been deprived by an Aft of Attain- 
der pafs'd in the thirty-lirft Year oflhe Reign of 
JHenry the Eighth. 

Grafton tells us that the Cardinal was receiv'd 
with no great Pomp, at his Entrance into Louden; 
but, his Attainder being taken oft, he foon took 
(nore State upon him. There bad been one Que- 
ftion argued in the Houfe of Commons about paf- 
fing, this Bill, whether it could be done without 
makinga SelTion, which would neceffitate a Proro- 
gation ? It was-refolved in the Affirmative, and fo 
the Bill was pafled.

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^ If Men examine well upon what Grounds thefe 

* Innovations began, they (hall well find that the 

• Root of this, as of many other Mifchicfs, was 
Avarice ; and the Lu(t and carnal Affediion of 
one Man confounded all Laws both divine and 
human- And notwithftanding all thefe Devices 
and Policies, pradlifed within this Realm againft 
the Church of Rome^ they needed not to have 
loll you, but that they thought rather as Friends 
to reconcile you, than as Enemies to infeft you* 
For there wanted not great Offers of the moft 
mighty Potentates in all Europe to have aided the 
Church in that Quarrel. Then mark the Sequel : 
There feemed by thefe Changes to rife a great 
Face of Riches and Gain, which in proof came to 
great Mifery and Lack. See how God then can 
confound the Wifdom of the Wife, and turn un- 
juft Policy to meer Folly ; and that Thing whfch 
feemed to be done for Relief, wascaufe of plaisi 
Ruin and Decay. Yet fee that Goodnefsof Godt 
which at no Time failed us, but moft ben^ljf 
offered his Grace, when it was of our Parts lean 
fought and worfe deferved. 
^ And when all Light of true Reli^on feemed 
utterly extin£t, the Churches defaced, the Allan 
overthrown, the Minifters corrupted ; even like 
as in a Lamp the Light being covered, yet it is 
not quenched, even fo in a few remained tbe 
Confeffion of Chrift's Faith, namely in the 
Breaft of the Queen's Excellency, of whom, to 
fpeak without Adulation, the Saying of the Pro- 
phet may be verified, Eccequafi dereliSfa ! 
* And fee how miraculoufly God of his Good- 
nefs preferved her Highnefs, contrary to the Ex- 
pe£fation of Man, that when Numbers confpired

This humble Petition, which plainlyfhews thit 
there was not then one Member in either HouJe 
that 
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that chofe to die a Martyr for Religion, being firll phli^p an, 
openly read, the lame was deliver'd by ihe Chan- 
cellot to the King and Queen, with a Requcfl; to 
them, ihat they would give ii to the Lord Car- 
dinal. Their M.ijcfties, riling off their Seats and 
doing Reverence to the Cardinal, did deliver the faid 
Petition to him. Who, perceiving the Effect 
thereof to anfwer his Lxpeftation, received it, 
mod gladly, at their Hands. And then, after that 
he had in few Words given Thanks unto God, 
and declared what great Caufc he had, above all o- 
thera, to rejoice, that his coming from Rome inio 
England had taken fuch a happy Turn ; he caufed 
his CommiHion to be read, by which it might ap- 
pear, that he had Authority from the Pope to ab- 
folve ihcm. The Commiflion was very long and 
large ; which beinp: ended, and all the Parliament, 
boihLords and Commons, on their Knees, the Car- 
dinal, by the Pope's Authority, gave them Abfolu- 
lion, as follows; 

OUR Lord Jefii Chriji, whichtuith his moft preti- 
ousBlQudhathrtdeemidandwaJheduifriim ailmr ^Vf'?'\ *"' 
Sim and Iniquities, that ht might purchafi to himfelf 
a glorious Spoufe, without Spot or iVrinik, and 
wheme the Father hath appointed Head over all his 
Church ; Ih by b:s Mercy abj'ohe you ; and we, by 
the Apojiolique Authority given unto us l/y the mofl holy 
Lard Pope ]\iX\ai the third, hisfuegerent in Earthy 
da abjahjs and deliver you, and evtry ef you, with the 
whole Realme and the Dominisris thereof, from all 
Uerefie andSchifme, and from all end every fudg' 
ments, Cenfurei, and Paynes, for that Caufi incttr^ 
red. And alfo we doe refioreyou agayne to the XJnilie 
efthe Holy Church, as in our Letters of Commijfteit 
mare phiinely Jhall apptre, in the Name of the Father, 
rA; Sonne, amf /fo Holie Ghofte, Amen. 

After this general Abfolution was fo given and 
receiv'd, the King, Qyeen, and all the Lords, with 
the reft, went into the King's Chapel; and there 
fung Te Deum, with great Joy and Gladnels, for 
ihis new Reconciliation. 

The fame Author tells us, that the News of ihia 
Vol. Id. Y fleW 
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ry.fiew wiih greai Speed to Rjimc, as well by the 
French King's Letters, asby the Cardinal's. Where- 
upon the Pope caufed fcveral folemn Proceflions lo 
be made there ; particularly one, at which he and 
all his Cardinals were prefent, with the utmolt 
Pomp and Solemnity ; giving Tlianks to God with 
great Joy for the Converfion of England to the 
Church. The Pope alfodid not a little commend 
the great Diligence of Cardinal Pok, and the Devo- 
tion of the King and Queen. And on Chiijimafs 
Eve, next following, he fet forth his Bulls of a ge- 
neral Pardon to all fuch as did rejoice in the faid 
Reconciliation. And farther, becaule this great 
Workwasdone on St /fidrews Day, the Cardinal 
procured a Decree, or Canon, to be made in the 
Convocaiion of Bifhops and Clet^y, that from 
thenceforth, theFeaft o( &i Andrew {\^ou\d hs kept . 
in the Church of England, for a Mojui duplex, a 
the Ritual calls it, and celebrated with as much So- 
teainhy as any other in the Year (/")•

The next Thing the Parliament went upon wa»' 
to teftify their grateful Senfe of the Cardinal's Abfo- 
Jution. And accordingly, on the6t!i or December^ 
a Committee of fix Peers and three Bifliops wet»* 
eppOinted to confer with certain of the Lower ■ 
Houfe, for the drawing up a Bill, touching thei 
Repeal of certain Statutes. ■ ll

The Title to the Bill on its palTing this Houfe, was, 
A Bilifsr repealing all Statutes, ArtideStandProvifoes^ 
made agairift the See Apoftolique of Rome, fince the 
zoth Tear of King Henry the Eighth ; and far thi 
E^aili^ment of all Spiriluai and Ecckfia/lital Pojfef- 
ftom and HereditumenH conveyed to the Laiely. 

The Commons took le(s Time lo conlider of this 
Bill ; tho' fome Alteration was made by them in it. 
For, on the 41I1 of January, the Bill was returned 
to the Lords, with two new Provifo's added thereto. 
They lent a!fo a Requeft, That two ClauCes, con- 
taining twenty Lines, concerning the Bifliop of 
London and ihe L' ird l^entwurth, &c. fhould be 
clearly put out. Whereupon the Claufes were 
read, and one of ihem. by reafon of the Penning, 
being diiliked by the Houfe, another to [he fame 
Effect was drawn ; which being three Times read* 
was agreed unto by the whole Houfe, except the 
Vifcount Montacute, and the Bifhotis ofLondonand 
Coventry, who dilTented. Then the Bill wasfenc 
again lo the Commons, where being alfo thrice 
read, and agreed unto, it was brought up once 
more, as an Ait fully aflented to by boih [he 
Houfcs. The Journal takes Notice, that the 
twenty Lines of the hard ff^entmorth's Piovllb, re- 
lating to fome Lands he had from the Biflioprick of 
Londsn,were not eras'd, nor takenoutof the Aft; 
but Uiat the Chancellor, in thtSijihcofallthc Lords,

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PhUiptndMiry. with a Knife, cut them out of tbe Parchment.; hy 
ing, New, Ido rightly the Office of a Cbamelhr {g)J, 

It is not menlioned in the "Jsunia!, that this extras' 
. ordinary Amputation was done by any Ortier of thtf ' 
Houfe ; but it null be fuppol'ed fo ; other- 
wife, it cannm be thought tlie Parliament would 
have confented to fo unlimited a Power in the Lonl 
Chancellor, as to raze or cut out Proviib's at his 
own Pleaiiire. 

The Purport of this Aft was to declare their for- 
mer Schifm (roin (he See of Rome, and their Re- 
conciliation to it now j and. upon which, all Afts 
» pafied, fince the zoth of BBnry Vlllth, againft that 

See, were particularly enumerated and repealed. 
And, m order to remove all Grudges that might 
afterwards srife, the Parliament delircd the Lord 
Cardinal to intercede with the Pope, that the fol- 
lowing Articles might, by his Authority, be efta- 
Wiflied. 

I. ' That all RilTiopricks, Cathedrals or Col- 
legss, now fettled, might be confirmed for ever,' 

II. ' That Marriages, made within fuch D^rees 
as are not contrary to the Law of God, but only to 
the Laws of the Church, might be confirmed, and 
the Ifliie by them declared legitimate.' 

III. ' That all Inftitutions into Benefices mi gbt 
be confirmed.' 

IV. ' That all judicial ProceBes might be alf» 
confirmed.' 

V. And, laftly, * That all the Settlements of the. 
I-ands, belonging to any BiOiopricJcs, MonafttrieSr^" 
or other Religious Houfes, might continue as ihey^ 
were, without any Trouble by Ecclefi.iftical Cen — 
fures or Laws. It v/as alio declared, That all Suics 
about Ihefe Lands v/ereonly to be in the Queen"" s 
Courts, and not in the Ecclefiaftical ; and ifaixy

(g) Alluding, by way of Pun, we hffate, to CaficiIBng of WrJt"

were to incur a Primunire.' It was declnred, in 
this Aft, alio, That liie Title of Supream Husd ne- 
ver of Right belonged to the Crown ; yet all Writ- 
ings wherein itwasufed, were itill to continue in 
Force ; but, that hereafter, all Writings fliould be 
of Force, in which, either fince the Queen's Com- 
ing to the Crown, or afterwards, that Title ihould 
be, or had been, omitted. It was alfo declared, 
that Bulls from Rome might be executed ; And for 
encouraging any to bcftow what they pleafed on 
the Church, the Statutes ai Marimain were repealed 
for twenty Years tocome. 

We have now given a pretty large Abftraft from 
this remarkable Statute of Repeal ; the Aft itfelf 
is very long, containing an hundred and ten Clau- 
fcs, or Seftions, as appears in the printed Book of 
Statutes. Upon the whole, it Iliews, plainly, that 
the Church and Abby- Lands were not then redeem- 
able by a Popifh Prince, even fo near their firft A- 
lienation: And, further, tiiat thefe Lands were the 
real Bait which drew on the Reformathn. For, 
it is plain, by the Conduft of both Lords and Com- 
mens, in this Parliament, that let them have but 
Pofleflion of ihefe Lands, and they cared not 2 
Straw what Religion was upperraoft. Since, now, 
[he Pillars of the Rtformaiian, which had been above 
thirty Yeats in erefting, were, by this Queen and 
her Parliament, thrown down in two. 

We are told, by one Hiftorian (/;;, that the Bot- 
tom of the Pope's Indulgence, or Difpenfations of 
tliefe Abby-Lands, was, that the Parliament Oiould 
irive him an Equivalent in reftoring to him his Su- 

Emacy and Autiioriiy over the Engiijh Church, 
lat even whilft this Bill was under Debate, the 
■liament difpatched an Exprefs to Heme, ac-ButthePurc^iafe 
liming the Pope, plainly, that both Lords and of Abbey-Lwdi 
mmons would grant nothing in his Behalf, un- "-'^~" 
, lie would confirm their Purchalcs of Abby and 
Y 3 Chauniry 
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philipindMirr.Chaiintry Lands. So a fair Bargain, adds he, was 
driven hetween them. 

Dr Htylin remarks, '■That the Queen had neither 
Eloquence to perfuade, nor Power enougliioawe 
the l^arliamentto this Concellion. But, adds he,' 
noihinghirdered the Defign more than a general 
Fear, that if the Popes were once reftored to their 
former Power, the Church might challenge Refti- 
tution of their former PofleCioiw. Do but fecure 
them from that Fe^r, then Pope and Cardinals might 
come, and welcome. And, he obferves, they had 
a fufficient Security for their Fannies, by a Promife 
underhand, both from the King, Queen, and. Car- 
dinal Legate ; who knew right well, that the 
Church -L.ant3s had been fo chopjwd and changed by 
the two !aft Kings, as not lo he reftored without 
the manifeft Ruin of many of the Nobility, and moft 
of the Gentry, who were inveftcd in the fame(/)-' 
Laftly, the co-temporary Hiftorian, before quo- 
ted, leilsus, that the Pope's mod liberal Bull, as he 
terms it, for a Difpenf^ition of Abby-Lands, being 
row confirmed by Parliament ; it gave great Com- 
fort to many, who were not without jufl Sufpiciont 
that th'is new Union might caufe them to lofe fome 
of their late cheap Purchafes (if). 
The former Ai5B ^^^' ^° f^EW, Hill more plainly, how eager the 
jgiinft Hetefj,' Houfe of Common 3 were to remuneraie ihe Pope 
leviv'd. and the Queen, for thefe excraoriilnary Favours ; z- 

Bill was begun and carried ihro' that Body, for re- 
viving ihe Statutes made by Richard the Second, 
Htnry the Fourth, and Htnry the Fifth, againft He- 
reticks. It was brought into the Houfe of Lords, 
on the 1 ;ih of Dicembery and palled there on the 
i9\\\hemine contraduente (I), The Commons, 
aifo pafled and fcnt up another Bill to the Lords, for 1

By a ftrift Search in the Jsurnak of the Houfe of 
Lords, in Die ad Diem, for this Sefiion of Parlia- 
ment, we can find no Account Qf this Bill brought 
up to that Houfe, neither on the Day before-menti- 
oned nor on any other. It is true, that on the 7th of 
January, a Bill was fent up, by the G'mmnns, 
toueking Leafes hereafter lebe made hy SpiritUiil Per- 
fens ; which pafled into a Law. But then this Sta- 
tute, which is printed, does not affeft married Prieils 
more than others, and is not to the Purpofc the 
Right Reverend Author fpeaks of. 

By the Journals of the Commons, we find, that a 
Bill te avoid Leafei made hy married Priefls of their 
Bencfim, was read a firft Time, on the z3d of ^0- 
Vtmter. That it continued before that Houfe till 
Deiember the 8th, when it had a fifth Reading. 
On ihe igihof the fame Month, a Bill with the 
lame Title, but marked ««-w, was read only once, 
and fen! up 10 the Lords, wJlh another Bill, by 
Mr. S. Bourne. What became of it in that Houfe 
we know not; however, this Circumftance fctves 
Ihe Prelate to make the following fmart Refleftion :

A Bill for making certain Offences, ihere fpeci- 
ficd, lo be Treafon ; and, alfo, for the Government 
of ihe King's and Queen's Majefties Ifiiie, had been 
debated by the Commons, for feverat Days. 'Janu- 
ary 14th, it was read a fourth Time in ihat Houfe ; 
was palled and fent up to the Lords, by Mr Comp- 
troller, where it w.13 made a Statute. The A£t fets 
forth, ' That it (hall be High Treafon to compafs 
Kpw AOt, leb- » the Death of the King or the Queen, or to deprive 
«ngcoTrt.ioni( cither of them of the Kingly Honour of this 
' Realm ; or to alien that any other than they, or 
' theHeirsof her Body, ought tobeKing or Queen. 
» It was alfo cnafled. That fince the Parliament 

* had petitbncd the King, that if the Queen died 
' without IfTue, he would take on him the Go- 
' vernment of them till they came of Age, to 
' which he had aflented ; therefore, if the Queen 

* died before her Children came of Age, the Go- 

* vernmentof the Kingdom {hould be in the King's 

* Hands -, ifitwasaSon, 'till hewaseighteen; ifa 
' Daughter, fifteen Years of Age ; and, in all that 
' Time, the confpiting his Death waslo be Treafon, 
' All Wiineflcs were to be brought before the Par- 

* ties accufed ; and none were to be tried for any 
' Words, but within fix Months after they were 

* fpoken.' 

On the laft Day of the Scfiion, a Bill was 
brought up from the Commons, eniituled, An jf£l 
ToTnUvcai jir the Punijhmtnt of Trait eroui Jfords againji the 
WjiJsj '.■^cen's Majejiy's Perfin.

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Abettors, (hould be adjudged as Traitors. But, if Philip indMarj. 
thcyfhewed ihemfclves penitent for luch Prayers, 
ihey were not to be condemned of Treafoii, but put 
to fome corporal Puniftiment, at the Judge's Difcre- 
lion. It is remarkable, that this Bill was palled 
in great Hafte; for it was thrice read in the Houfe 
of Lords, on the i6ih of 'January, the Day the 
Parliamentwas diflblved. 

The laft Aft that we fhall particularly fpeak of is 
entitulcd, in the Statute Books^ An Ai},for the Pa- And fedinV 
ntjhment cf feditUus ll^ords and Rumours. By ihis"^™"""'- 
it wasordained, that the Statutes of the 33d oi Ed- 
wardX. and the ^thof Richard II. to the foregoing 
Purpofe, fhould t>e confirmed. ' That Juftices of 
' the Peace, in every Shire, City, i^e. ftiall have 

* Authority to hear and determine the faid Offences, 

* and put the {aid two Statutes in Execution. If 

* any fpread fuch Reports of the King or Queen, 
,* they were to be felon a Pillory, and pay lool. 
' or have their Ears cut off, and be three Months 
I*- Prifoners. They were alfo to pay 100 Marts, 
'. and fiifFer one Month's Imprifonment, or lofe 

* one Ear, though they had Authors for thefe 

* Reports, if they fpoke them maiicioufly. If any

, In the printed Book oi Statutis, only feventcen 
Afls are given for this SeGion ; in the Journals arc 
die Titles of twenty-one. The Reafon is, That 
the private Afts are no: taken Notice of in the Sla- 
tute Booh. What an: here, tobe added, beiidei the 
Reflitution in Blood .if Cardinal Pele, is one for re- 
Terfing the Attiinder and Outhwries oi Richard 
Pate^ IVilliam Peyto, and o lers. With that for the 
Cpnfirmationof the Attainders of the late Duke of 

Sufeli, 
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idMary ^"jf^'^t ^'' mentiunc'l in the Courfe of the l:ift 
Parliament. Rifhard Pate had been attainted \m- 
der M/c-y Vin. for taking the Bifhoprick of War- 
teller from the Pope, and excepted oui of every gene- 
ral Pardon fince; but had now bisSee of /fitv^^r 
reftoreti to bim. William Peyte, a Carthufian Monk, 
was aitainicd, and forced to fly the Realm, under 
the fame Kinc, for publicklydeferding, in his Ser- 
mons, Queen Katbtrine's Caufe againlt Henry. 

There was a Bi!l paiied, and fcnt up by the Com- 
mons 10 the Lords, to punifh the Abfence of the 
Knights and Burgefles of Parjiameiu, in the Time 
of Parlisment ; but ;ifier the firfl Reading it was laid 
afide ; tho' for what Reafon we know nor. This 
Bill was brought in rvery Parliament during the hit 
King's Reign and this, but never palled. Laftly, 
an Aft was made, confirming that of the aid of 
Henry VIII rh, which required Perfons calling them- 
felves Egyptians, [Gip/tes] upon Pain of Forfeiture of 
their Goods, to depart the Kingdom. 7"he prefcnt 
Ait made it Felony for any Egvption to reman a 
Month in England ; snd forbids the bringing thern 
into the Realm under the Penaltj- cf Forty Poundsi. 
But, notwithftanding this, and many more fevcfe 
Afts, made fince, againft this Set of Vagabonds, they 
have never been clearly rooted out to this Day. 

The Prime Minifter, Gardiner, having now, t» 
hrs no fmaU Satis fadiion, carried all his Schemi* 
through both Houfes, for the Rcftoratign ofthi 
Church, and Security of Ihe Government, thought 
proper to put an End to this Parliament. Accor- 
dingly, Oil the i6ih of January (q^, the Quecd 
came tolheHoufe, and liaving lireptercd the Afts^ 
the Lord Chancellor, by her Majefty's Command^ 
dillblvcdit. But we mull not omit that tJieDay*^ 
before this Diflbluiion, a general and folemn Proccf ^ — 
fion was made ihrougli the City of London, frorr^ 
St. Paul's, to give GodThnnksfor their Convcr — 
iion to the Cslhilic Church. Wherein were ninci:_ 
Crofles. 

it iht j6Lh, but the Sraiutt- 
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CrolTes, one hundred and fixtcen Priefts and Clerks, p^^^ 
each attired in his Cope ; and after them eight Bi- 
fliops in their Pontificalibm, followed by Bmmr, 
BiOiop of i.flBii<!«,carryirK the /*/>-, under a Canopy; 
and attended by the two Houfes of Parliament, the 
Lord Mayor, Aldermen, and Companies in their 
leveral Liveries. After the Proceflion was ended, 
they all returned into the Church of St. Paul, where 
the King and Cardinal, together with the reft, heard 
Mafs, for a Conclufion of the whole Solemnity (p). 
Another Matter, of a very extraordinary Nature, 
happened in this Parliament ; and which we have 
not metwith the like before in the Courfe of this 
Hiftory. This was a voluntary Secellion of fome 
Mcmbersof the Hoafe of Commons, who aflualiy 
left the Houfe, when they faw the Majority inctin'd 
to facriiice every Thing to the Miniftry. Lord Ceie, 
in Older to do Honour to their Memories, has hand-

Wc are told, fay the fame Authority, thnt the 
Court refented this Separation of the Members very 
ill; irAoxAzTcAEdzuard Griffith, ¥.\q; the Queen's 
Aitorney-Genctal, to indiijt them in the Ki'ig^i 
Bench. On an Information being preferred againft 
them, there, for ijepsrting without Licence, con- 
trary to the King and Queen's Inhibition, in the 
Beginning of the Parliament ; fix ot thefe Mem- 
bers were lb timorous as to fubmit to the Mercy of 
the Court, and paid their Fines ; tho' whether large 
or fmall appears not. All the reft, among whom 
was thai famous Lawyer P/jwAt;, Iraverled; but 
Judgment againft them was prevented by the 
Queen's Death. 

The Writ of Information againft thefe Parlia-

But this Complaint againit thefe Members, ought: 
not to be brought before any other than the Court 
of Patliameni itietf. For ihis great Lawyer ar- 
gues, ' That the High Court of Parhament fub- 
lillelh by its own Laws and Cuftoms. And it is 
hsiJ; 
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both a Law and Cuftom of Parliament, that all Philip "li M"?. 
weighty Matters moved for, concerning the Peers 
or Commoners in Parliament allembled, ought to 
be adjudged and determined bv the Court of Parlia- 
ment, and not by either the Civil or Common Law 
of the Realm, Alfo, by another Law or Cuftom 
of Parliament, the King cannot take Notice of any 
Thing faid or done hi the Houfeof Commons, but 
by the Report of that Houfe ; every Member of 
which, having a judicial Place, can be no Witnefs.' 
Our Lawyer concludes his ReHedtions on this Cafe, 
with this Remark, * That thefe poor Commons, 

* Members of the Parliament, m D'lebui illis, had 

* no great Accord to continue in Parhameni, but 

* departed. 

To proceed with the Thread of our Hiftory, and 
theConfequences of the laft Parliament: The Reader 
may obferve, that in one of the Afls before menti- 
oned, for limiting of Treafons, Provifion is made 
for the Government of the King and Queen's Ma- 
iefties Iffuc. About this Time it was, that the 
Queen had great Sufpicion of her being with Child ; 
and, as it was made public, great Rejoicings were 
amongft the CalholUis here, as well as over £a- 
r^e, for a Klefling which was likely to continue 
and eftabli/h that Faith in this Kingdom, Bp Bur- 
net telis us, that the firtt Emotion the Queen felt, 
when Ihe thought a Child was quickening in her 
Belly, was, when the Lord Cardinal Pele made 
kis Oration to the Parliament, at the Beginning of 
ihclaftSelTion. Some not fticking to fay, on thisTheQuj^ fup- 
joyful Occafion, that hkc as John Baptijl leaped in poftd to be wiik 
his Mother's Belly at the Salutation of the yirgin,^^^^' 
fo here a happy Omen followed, on this Salutation 
from Chrifl'i Vicar on Earth. But this Miracle 
never came to Perfeilion i for, after more Months 
allow'd for this Pregnancy than Nature requires, it 
all proved abortive, and terminated in the Difcharge 
only of fome falfe Conception. And, what turned 
the Tables entirely againft the CatkeUci, in this 
great Point, it not only proved that the Queen was 
not with Child at this Time ; but, that without a 
Miracle 
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Miracle, it was impoflibie flie (hould ever have 
'any. 

This was a Handle which the Prsiejlant Writers 
of our Eng!i/h Hiftory, ^c. took hold of, to ridi- 
cule the Queen and her CalhoUc Miniftry, for lo 
fhameful an Impofilion. One oM Hiftorian {r), 
who lived m this Reign, is fo explicite in this Affair, 
as to relate how far the Parliament was deluded into 
this Belief ; and to give us an Abftratft ouc of the 
Afl itfelf, !0 fliew the Credulity and Folly of a Pa- 
pijh Parliament, He begins with telling us, * "Jhat 
amongft the Nutnber of thofe Members, who tar- 
ried Spanijb Hearts in Engljh Bodies, there was one 
ShRicharJ SouthwsU ; who being in the Parliament- 
Houfe when the Members were bufy about fome 
Alf^iis of Importance, fuddenly rofe up, and cried, 

* Tufh, my Matters, why talk youof thefe Mat- 
' tera ? I would have you take fome Order about 

* our young Matter, who is now coming into the 
' World apace, left he find us unprovided, i^c' 
Which Words, fays our Authority, fiom a Cour- 
tier, with the Letters of the Privy Council about 
it, gave the Parliament fuch an Affurance of the 
Queen's being with quick Child, that they imme- 
diaretydrew up a 13111 for its Maintenance, Support 
and Government ; and, as it pafs d into an Aft, 
for gieater Evidence he has pven us theSubRance 
of it. It is fomewhat furprifing, that neither Dr 
Heylin, Bp Brirnei, or -^i^y oihcv P mutant Wfitet. 
of oar Riji' matW'i, takes Notice of this Aft, ex- 
cept in what is given before; but, as it is (triftly 
Pailiamentary, it muft find a Place in thefe Inqui- 
ries (s).

To proceed. It is now that our Protejhint Hifto- 
rians give us a whole Series of Heretical Burnings, 
the brtte Recital whereof are fufficiently ihocking' 
without Aggravation (/). But herein the Miniftry ' 
were out in their Politicks ; (ince the bloody Pro- ' 
cccdings of this Time proved the great eft Supports* 
of the Proteftant Caufe ; And Fexe's Eaei of Mar- " 
tyri being, in the fucceeding Reign, placed in ever/^ 
Church, and almoft in every Gentleman's Houte ' 
in England, has made more Converts Irom the 
Reman Faitn than the Bible. But at the famcr * 
Time, it is no more than common Juftice to ob— i 
ferve, thar in the terrible Executions this poor Bi— 
goited Queen was guilty of, her Parliaments had ■ 
an equal Share with herfelf.

Whether the Freedom of rhcfc Addrefies gave 

Difgurt ; or the Misbehaviour of lome of ibefc 
People had lowtt'd the Humour of the Court agajnft 
them, it is not known ; however the Preacheis. 
met with no Encouragement , from any of the 
three Eftatcs, at that Time. Mr Csllitr and oibcr 
Writers, have given fevcral Inftances of the Re- 
formers openly ridiculing, both in Words and Ac- 
tions, the Popith Ceremonies and Woifhip. 

But there is one Thing, however, greatly com- 
mendable in the Government of Qaeen AJa>yt 
which was, i<.v,ving ihe an'.ietit Conftitution ttf 
annual Parliaments. And, accordingly in the neJ^ 
Year, we find ilai anoiher was called to meet at 
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iVtflm'mfler, on the 21ft of Oiiober, in the thirdP''iliranJM.7i 
Year of her Reign. The Queen rode 10 the Par- 
liament Houfe in an o|>en Horfe-Liiter, to be Jeen 
of every one ; and we are lo!d, that (he never 
looked moreche-.irful, iti the Judgment of all [h.;t 
faw her. 

The Journab of the Lords have long omitted 
the Lord Chancellor's Speech at the Opening of a 
Parliament, as alfo the Formality of chuifng a 
Speaker of the Commons j but ftill the Names of 
the Receivers and Tryers of Petitions, for the dif- 
ferent Paitsof the Engiijh Dominions, are given, 
in French, afier the ancient Manner. And, a- 
mongft thefc the Petitions which were to come 
from Ga/ceigTiy, the Ifles, and other Parts, long 
fince loft from this Crown, ate never omitted. An.Reg, nhdj.

Chancellor's Office And tho' by the Negiigenci 
of the Clerks, the Adjournments ai^e not entcr'i, 
yet, on the iaft Day of the Seffion, We find th4 
the Lord Treafiiret, by the Qiieen's Cotnmani 
did diflblve ibis Parliament. , 

By the Death of this great Minifter, the Affii^ 
at Court mufl be much embarratled ; however, t^ ■ 
' Parliament went on with their Proceedings. 

The Jcwiiah of the Commons inform us, Ib^ 
OHober 13, when the Commons appeared with their 
Speaker, loprefent him to the Qi_ieen, he made an 
eloquent Oration. After whicli was read a Bull 
from the Pope's Holiaefs, confirming what Cardi- ' 
Ti.z\ Fok \\'d,<S piomifed relating to iheAfllinmce of 
Abby-Lands, tfff. And when the Commons were 
relir'd to their own Houfe, a Bill was revived con- 
terning the Abfence of Knights and Burg^efles in the 
Time of Parliament.

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The next Day, after reading the aforeftid Bill PliUipandMuy. 
again wiih fome others, a Motion was made for

^mptroller, Mr Secretary Petrs, with eighteen 
more Members, were ordered to draw up a Bill for 
that Purpofe. On itie 28th, the Bill was read a 
firft Time, for a Subj'i^ and two Fifteenths, but 
on the third Reading, Oilehny 30, it met with 
fome Oppofition ; and the next Day, Mr Secreta- 
ry Petri declared to the Houfe, That the Queen 
gave them Thanks for the two Fifteenths, but was A SutMy. 
contented to refufe them ; on which the Uill for a 
Subfidy, only, was paflcd the D^y after and lent up 
to the Lords. 

This is all which can be gathered from t!ic Jour- 
nals about this Affair 5 but Bifhop Burnet is ibmc- 
what more explicile in the Matter. He tells us, 
' That it fecmsthe Humourof that Houle was now 
greatly changeJ ; for when a Sukjidy and two 
Fifteenths were moved for there, for paying the 
Debts of the Crown, it was oppofed with great 
Vehemence. Itwasfaid, that the ^^ueen had pro- 
fufely given away the Riches of the Crown to the 
Clergy, and then apply'd to the Laity to pay her 
Debts ; but why did (he not rather ask it of the 
former? To this it was anfwered, that the Convo- 
cation had given her a Subfidy of fix IJhiilings in 
the Pound ; and that the Queen now asked, aftet 
three Year's Reign, nothing bat whit (he had dif- 
charged her Siibjcfls of at the Beginning of it. The 
Preble adds, that the Heats grew high in the Houfe, 
on this Debate ; 'till Secretary ?'c(rf brought a McC- 
fage from her Myefty, with Thinks to them who 
had firll moved for [wo Fifteenth;, but Ihe now 
refufed to take ibem ; on which, the Subfidy alone 
was agreed to.' This Bill paflcd the Houfe of 
Lords on the firft Reading, which is the only In- 
ftance of that Kind we hare yet met with {d}. But 
it muft not he omitted, that in drawing up this Adl, 
an Oath which had been formerly prefcribed to all 
'/ 3 Manner 
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J,, Manner of Perfons, for giving in a ju ft Account 
of ilieir Eftales, was wholly omitted ; which made 
the Suhfidy link beneath Expeflation. But, fays 
fiiyli/iy the Queen came to the Crown by the Love 
of the People, and was to do nothing to hazard 
ihofe AiTeeiioni flie held it by (e). This SubjUy, 
according to Siouie, was Eight-pence in the Pound, 
on all thoie worth from five Pound to ten. From 
len Pound to tweniy. Twelve-pence in the Pound. 
And, from twenty Pound upwanls, Sixteen Pence. 
All Strangers were taxed double {/). 

Bifhop Burnet alfo informs us, ' That on the 
23d of November, a Bill for fupprefling of Firft 
JVuits and Tenths, and the Refigning up all Impro- 
priations that were yet in the Queen's Gift, to the 
Church ; to be difpofed of, as the Legate thought 
fit, for the Relief of the Clergy, was brought into 
the HoLife. The LoiA'syournalr acquaint u.s that 
this Bill was brought into their Houfe on the 20th, 
and paflcd there, after three Readings, on the zjd 
of November ; the Earl of Hetifotd and the Lord 
Cobkam diflenting. It was fent that Day down to 
the Commons, who kept it fome Time, for it 
was not returned by them 'till the 4th of Deceptier, 
with a Schedule annexed to it, requiring certain 
Things to be amended in the Billj which, upon 
pebate, were by the Lords ailentcd to. 

The Qyeen had a much greater Defign which flie 

li. hoped to have executed this Parliament, which wai 
getting an Aft for reftoring of all fuch Lands to the 
L^iiirch as had belonged to it, and was devolved 
u):on the Crown ; and ficm the Crown into the 
Hmcjs of private Peilonf, by the Fall of Monaftc- 
rics and other Religious Hnufes, or by any other 
Ways or Means whatfcever. She had been tam- 
pering with Ibme Lordsabout this Ai5t, but found 
fuch a general Averfenefs 10 any Kind of Reflituti- 
on in the Lay-Nobilily, that (he was advifed to 
deiilt from h^t unprofitabie Undertaking. CerlJiin 
it is, fays Dr /&)■//«, th.;L many who were cordi- 
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ally affeded to tlis Qi.ieen's Religion, were veryPhJiipjnJMji; 
iDLjch [tanled at the Noile of this Relliiulion ; in- 
fomuch, adds he, ihat iome of them are faid to hiave 
cbpped [heir Hands upon their Swords, affirming, 
not wiihout fome Oaths, ihat they would never 
piirt wiih their Abby-Lands as long as they were able 
to wear a Sword by their iiiiti(g). Which Relo- 
iulion being told tlie Qiieen, (he thought proper to 
diop that AfTair, and only fet tl)em a good Kxam- 
ple, by giving up to the Church what was really 
iier own to give, the Firft Fruits and Tenths afore- 
faid ; which, as they had been fettled on the Crown 
by an Aft of Parliament, muft be releafed by ano- 
ther. This (he was Co pofitire ill doing, thai when 
the Affair was argued in Council, and fome Lords 
obje^ed, that if luch a confiderabls Part of the Re- 
venue was difmembred from the Crown, the Staie 
of her Kingdoms and Imperial Oigmty cou.J not 
be fo honourably main tjined as formerly ; ih: is 
faid to return this Anfwer, that flu preferred tht 
Salvation of her Sou! before lenfuch Kingdoms (h). 

But, notwithftanding this Bill palled the Lords 
fo ealily, it was greatly oppoled in the Huufe of 
60m mans ; for, our Right Rev. Author, from the 
Journah, tells ua, That on the 19th of Nove'/'btry 
ihe Queen fent for that Houfe, and told them, 'She 

• could not, with a good Confcience, lake the 

• Tenths and Firft Fruits of Spiritual Benefices ; it 
' was a Tax her Father laid on the Clergy, to fup- 

• port the Dignity of Supream Head ; of which, 
' lince (he was diverted, flie would alfo difchai^e 

• the other,' Then the Legate made a Speech, to 
fhew that Tiihes and Impropriations of Spiritual 
Benefices were the Patrimony of the Church, and 
ought to return to it ; and upon this the Queen de- 
clared, that fhe would alio furrctider up thofe

Whilil the Houfe of Com- 
mons were before her Majelly, one Storey, a Mem- 
ber of ihat Houfe, falling on his Knees, told the 
Queen, that the Spinier did not open lo her their 
Defireth.u Licences might bereftrained. This was 
a great Affront to the Speaker, who, when they 
were returned, complained ol it lo ihe Houfe; hm 
Sicrey confefiing his Fault, and the Houfe, fays 
Burnet, knowing, that he fpoke the (Vordi from a 
gondZeal, forgave him. This very Man is menti- 
oned before, as being fent to the T'/wer, for ufing 
great Liberty of Speech againft King Edivard the 
Sixth and ibe Protestor, in his Oppofition to the 
All for ihe firft Book of the Et:glifl> Common- 
Prayer. He was now on the other Side of the 
exertion, in oppofing Licences Uom Ri:rne ; and 
Barnei himlelf lays, that this Man oigoodZfal, was 
afierwaids condemned for Treafon, in the Reign 
of Qi^ifcn Elizabeth, as wiUappear in Ihe Sequel (i). 
The fame Author tells us,Thatit was once thought 
proper that the Surrender of Impropriations firould 
be left out of this Bill ; fince, as was urged, the 
(^ueen might do that as well by Letters Patents ; 
and if it was put in the Bill it would raife great 
Jealoulies j for it would be underftood that ihe 
Queen did cxpeft that her Subjefls fliould follow 
her Example. The Tithes, however, were relbl- 
ve^ to be recovered to the Church, (b they were 
put in ; tho' all, fays our Authority, were longar- 
^ued in the Houle ; fome laying that the Clergy 
would rob the Crown and the Nation both ; and 
that the' Laily muft then fupport the Dignity 
of the Realm. At laft, it being particularly com- 
mitted to Sir JfiUiam Cecil aad oihcrs, to be, by . 
them, examined j on the jd of December, the 
fitiufe divided upon it, and ;he Bills were carried, 
on a Mujoriiy of 193, againft 126. Toconclude ihis 
AH'-'ir, itmay notbi^amiis to give the Preamble to 
triis Bill, to fet the Matter in as clear a Light as 
pjHible; and, efpecislly, iiuce that A6t itfelf is not 
printed amongft llie Statutes of this Parliament.

' ality,and three of the Temporality, tocalUwelve 
' Men, of Credit and Subftance, before them : 

* Twelve Men inhabiting in the Neighbourhood

' Oath to diftinguilh :ind fever the Glebe-Lands

The Affair cf Licences, mentioned above, occafi- 

oned another Mn" nke in Bifhop Burnet ; for he tells 
us, that they wcte Licences from Rente that were to 
be reitrained. Whereas, thefe Licences were to 
difpenfe with fome.Ecclefiaftical or other Laws of 
this L:md. As Licences to great Perfons to eat 
Fkfh 
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nilipiodMjfT.FIefli in Lent, or on other Fafiing Days, for ihem- 
felves, and as manyasfliould come lo their Tables, 
Alfo, Licences to fome to give the fame to their 
Servants to ftioot in Cro(s-Bows, or Hand-Guns, :it 
any Fowl ; or at any Manner of Deer, red or fal- 
■ low. Licences for Merchants toimport forbidden 
Merchandize. Many fuch Kind of Licences may 
be met wiihamongft the Records of thofe Times. 
A Bill was Calculated to make void all fuch Monopo- 
lies as were granted by the Queen, her Brotheror Fa- 
ther; but it was laid afide at the fecond Reading. 

There were feveral other Bills which were read 
in the Houfe, but did not pals into Afls. Amongft 
which, there was one for incapaci:ing of levetal 
Perfons from being Juftices of Peace, which was 
caft out by the Commons, at th: fiift Reading. 
This was calculated chiefly, fays Burnet, againlt 
fuch as were fufpeited of too much Remifl'nefs in 
puniihing of Hercticks. But the Commons would 
do nothing to encourage that-, nor was there any 
Occallon for it, fince it was in the Qiieens Power 
to leave out of the Commiffion who fhe thought fit ; 
but, adds he, it fhewed the Zeal of fome, who had 
a Mind to recommend ihemfeh'es by fuch Moti- 
ons. But how tcmper.itc foever this Houfc of 
Commons might be in thefe Affairs, the two pre- 
ceedmg ones were warm enough in their Zeal j 
fince they revived all the Bloody Laws, againft 
Hereticks, which were made for fome Centuries 
paft. 

November 13, was read in the Houfe of Lords, 
for the Third Time, a Bill againll fuch Perfons who 
were gone out of the Realm, without the Queen's 
Licence, or that contemptuoufly (hall make their 
abode there. This was levelled at the Du- 
chefs of S;/^/^ and other Perfons, the greateft and 
wealihiert of thofe who favoured the Reformation ; 
who had retired abroad to five their Conlirienccs and 
Eftates. They wererequired to return, under fsvere 
Penalties ; but the Commons, fays Burnil, thought 
they had, already, confenied to loo many levere 
Laws 01 ihit Sort, and therefore rcjeited this Bill, 
Another 
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Another Bill againft Ann Calthsrp, Countefs of Suf- pi,;];, 3,,^ jj™. 

/ex, wlio had left her Husband, and gone abroad, 

on a quite different Occafion than Religion ; for Ihe 

Jived in France, in open Adultery, and had fevcral 

Children to others. The Bill was to deprive her of 

her Jointure, in cafe (he would not repair into this 

Realm, within a Time limited, and make her Pur- 

g;atiqn before the Bilhop of her Diocefe. But tho' 

this feetning reafonable Bill palTed the Lords, it was 

rejefted by the Commons ; and yet, in the next 

Parliament the Commons firft carried it, and then 

it was pafled againft: her. 

There are twenty-three Afls and Titles of Afls, 
in the printed Statutes, pafled this Seffion ; in tho 
Lords Catalogue, twenty-four. Some of which 
are for the Encouragement of Trade and the 
Woolen Manufadluries. And one, particularly, 
to inhibit all Purveyors of the Crown from taking 
up any Provifions within five Miles of Oxford or 
Cambridge ; by which Means, thofe Markets were 
more plentifully fcrved with all Sorts of Provifions, 
and at more reafonable Rates. 

December the gih, the Queen came £0 ihc Houfe 
to pafs the Bills ; after which, the Marquefs of 
ff^inchejier. Lord High Treafurer, the Chancellor 
being dead, hy her Majefty's Command, dillblved 
this Parliament, 

We have now a Gap of two Years, before wt 
meet with anoiher Parliament ; in which Time 
many various Affairs of State happened in England 
zaAEurops. which our larger Hiftorians are lull of. 
One Accident, however, deferves Notice, and that 
was Ihe Lofs of the important Town of Culais, in ^^^^ ., . _ _ 
France, fnrr. the Englijh Ciown. It was taken byjaii, 
the Duke of Guifc^ about ihe Beginning of ihe Year 
1558, after it had been Tome Centuries annexed to 
thefe DominioiJS ; and was not only the Key to 
frame, but the Staple of the Englijh Trade into, 
^mofV, al! foreign Parts. The Lofs of this Place 
was :ijT'eatI)il'grace to Queen MaryznA her Mi- 
piftry; Jince it was evidently loft for want of due 
Calf. ; and maJe the people judge that the Qiieen 
had 
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Philip iinJ Mirj. h'ld put the Government into the Hands of Priefts, 
whoundcrllood not War, nor were fenfible of the 
Honour of the Nation- About this Time, how- 
ever, a Parliament had been called, tlio' we cannot 
find when the Writs were dated, to meet at 
lVeJ}imnflci\ on the zoth of 'January, in the 5th 
and 6ih Year of the Reign of PhiWp and Mary. 
In the Lift of the Peers, the new-created Abbot of 
Wtjlminjliry and the Prior of St. John of "Jerujaltm, 
are now included ; and took their Placts, in that 
Houfe, accordingly. 

Tlio' we have no iniiiating Speech, from the 
^^^-^'"^ ^' Lord Chancellor, at the Opening this Parliament, 
At Weflminiier. yet the y^JW'tf'i/^ hath given us the Ceremony of 
pre renting the Speaker of the Houfe of Commons to 
■William Coidcl, thc Qiiecn ; who was IfUliam CordeU, Efq; Ma- 
Kfiii speiker. ftgr of the Rolls i whofe Excufe, being not allowed, 
he was admitted, wiih ihc nfual Proreftation. But 
the Journah of the Commons ;icquainc us, ihat W- 
(das HcQthy Archhifliop of I'sri, then Lord Chancel- 
lor, declared, that this Parliament wus called fat 
granting an Aid to her M-ijeftv. And ..ccordingly the 
nrft Thing that wc finc,W(jnhNDiice, in iheir Pro- 
ceedings is. That on the i6ih of February, a Bill 
wasfent up by the Commons, for granting a Sut- 
fidy of one Fifteenth, to thc Queen, by the Laiiy. 
The Clergy, in Convocation, having fet a liberal 
Example by taxing themfelves in a Subfidy of eight 
Shillings in the Pound, to be paid in four Years i 
which was alfo confirmed by Parliament. The 
Bill for the Lay Siibfidy, SsV. palled the Houfe oF 
*"'"''"^'''''^^''- Lords, AVmiw««/;W/Vfn/f, on iheigth of Februa- 
ry, and this is all which their Jourjiah fay of this- 
Matter. 

But, the 7'""'"''^-! of the Commons acquaint us, 
' That on the 24th oi J anuary, ihc Lords fent^ 
Mellage to that Houfe, deliring that the Speaker, 
with ten or twelve more, would meet with a Com- 
mittee of the Lords ; which confilted of three EarU, 
iliree Bifliops and three Barons. The CommoiB 
confenied to this Propol'al, and agreed thattwcnly- 
one of their Houfc (hould meet thc Lords, and con-

- fer on ihe Qiieen's Wants and the State of the Na- Phil'pand Miiy. 
tion. This Conference continued fome TJme j for 
it was not till the 4th of FebriKiry, that a Bill was 
firft rend for a Grant of a Subjidy and rwo Fifteenths 
and Tinths, as agreed on by the Lords andXom- 
mons in a Committee. The Bill was read a fecond 
Time the next Day ; but the Day alter, we are 
told, many Arguments were ufed about it ; and, 
it is probable, that the Speaker was defired to know 
of the Q^ieen whether a lefs Supply would not fatif- 
fy. For, February loth, the Speaker acquainted 
t the Houfe, * Tbat he bad opened unto the Queen's 

• Majefty his Commiflion, touching the Grant of 

* the Subfidy ; which the Queen thankfully took> 
' giving them prefent hearty Thanks, and all the 

' Realm.' So a Grant of iSuhJi/ly and oneFif- 1 

teeiith^ only, February 1 6th, was all that was given * 

atthatTime; xhzSubfidy, as the fame Authority 

informs us, confided of four Shillings in the Pound, 

on Lands, and two Shillings and eight Pence, from 

five Pounds upwards, on Goods 10 be made before 

ihe 24ihof juB^nexI.' 

There were two Bills hiought into ihe Houfe of 
Lords, for regulating the Officers, or Colleflors of 
theSubIidie!,or CuBoms ; and forthcirtnie anfwer- 
ing the Debts due to the (^ucen on thofe Cuftoms. 
But ihefe, tho' they palled the Upper Houfe, were 
laid afide by the Commons. The Speaker inform- 
ing them, that, by a Meflage from the Qiieen, 
he was told thcfe Colleflors had accounted for 
their Receipts, nnd therefore it was her Majefty's 
Pleafare they fhould proceed no farther with thofe 
Bills. 

A Defign for carrying on the War brilkly againft 
France, feems to have been entered into this Parlia- Watwithftance. 
meiil. An AiX was pafled for the raifing of good 
and able Men and taking of Mutters. Another for 
appointing what Numhcr of Men, Horfes, and 
Armour each Man was obliged to find. An Enqui- 
ry Was to be made into the Behaviour of Frenchmen, 
being Dennifons ofthis Kingdom. And we find 
that a liill palled the Houfe of Lpnis fgr prohibiting 
the 
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il Miry, the Importation ofall /"rw^A Wines and Merchan- 
dizes i but the Commons icjcClcd it, as atiHindrancc 
to Trade. 

A Bill for the Repeal of divers Letters Patents, 
making Dcnnizens otfeveral Perfons,born under the 
Obeyfaiiceofthe King oi France ; another, for af- 
figning a yearly Payment from Frenchmeiiy inhabiting 
within this Realm, towards the Fortification ofleve- 
ral Towns j and, ^pother Bill for the Expulfion of 
all Frenchmen out of the Realm palled the Houfe of 
Lords, but was rcjeiled by the Commons. The 
latter on a near Divifion, io6 againft in. All 
ihefe (liew that the Lofs of Calais occafioiied a great 
Relentment in the EiigUJh Parliament; and that 
the Nation were then not without great Fears and 
Apprehenfions ; as they might well be ; that im- 
portant Pott being taken, a French Army fo neari 
and at open Warbothwith Frsmeznd Scotland. 

Towards the End of this Seffion, a Bill was 
brought in for the Confirmation of the Queen's 
Letters Parents. It was read a third Time in the 
Houle of Lords, February 26th, and was palled; 
the Earls of Oxford, Arundele, and Derby, with the 
Lords Coiiijm and jWoan/y-g' diilenting. It was re- 
turned by the Commons, on the 7th ai March, the 
Jaft Day of this SelTion, with certain Amendments. 
This Bill was defigned chiefly for confirming theRe- 
ligious Foundations the Queon had made. Whilftit 
was depending in the Lower Houfe, one[ k) MrCefi' 
ley, a Member, happened to fay, in theDebate, ' That 

* he did not approve of luch a general Confirma- 

* lion of ail (he had given, or might give ; left, un- 
' der Colour of this, (he might difpofeoflhe Crown 

* from the right Heirs to it.' The Houfe was 
much offended at this ; and Copley was made to 
withdraw ; he was voted guilty of great Iifreve- 
rence to the Queen ; nnd tho" he asked Pardon, 
and defired it might he imputed to his Youth, yei 
they kept him in the Serjeant's Hands, till they haJ 
fent to the Queen to defirc her to forgive his Of-, 

fencsi, '

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fence. She returned for Anfwer 'That, at theirphiUpandMuy. 

* Requcft, flie readily forgave him ; but, defired 

* them to examine him, from whence that Motion 
' fprung?' There isno moreentered in the ^uar- 
finl, about this Affair; and it lecms to have been 
drop'd ; but, it fhews, fays Bifliop Burnet, a proper 
Refentmentin the Houfe, as well as their high E- 
fteem for the Queen, and their Refolution lo have 
the Crown defcend, after her Death, to her Sifter (I). 

An Aft was made in this Parliament, alfo, which 
was read two or three Times in the laft, ' That 
AcceJTdriea to Murder and diverfe Felonies fliould 
not have their Clergy ; to which wasadded,at firft, 
That [hey might not have the Benefit of Sanftuary. 
But becaufc this Addition might hinder foufefula 
Bill from palling, the Churchmen being very tena- 
cious of theirPrivileges, it was thought convenient to 
leave it out. And a feperate Bill brought in con- 
cerning Sandtuaries, which was wholly to take them 
away. Againft this, Feckenham then Abbot oiJf'eJ}- 
minjlcT, for the Sake of his Church's Privileges, in 
that Particular, made much Oppoiition, anddefircd '* 

to be heard by his Council. It was ordered, that he 
Ihould come down to the Houfe the next Day, and 
they {hould be heard. Accordingly, ihe famous 
Mr. Pleivden, and Dr. Story, a Civilian, appeared 
for him, and produced feveral ancient Grants from 
the Kings of this Realm, and alfo the Queen's 
Grant for the Confirmation of his San£tuary. And 
then rhey defired the Houfe to conlidcr for the Pre- 
fervaiion of the fame. It is probable that the 
whole Bill was let drop, for we hear no more of it, 
and it is certain that it did not pafs into a Law in 
thic Reign. 

An Aft, infiifling five Years Imprifonment, or 
a large Fine, on all thofe concerned in conveying a- 
■way and marrying young Heirefles, under fixieen 
Years of Age, pailcd this Seffion and is printed at 
length amongll the Slulutes at large. Cap. VHI. 
j&. 4th and 5lh, phiSp and Marj/. It is remarkable, 
that,

was alfo a Difpuie fettled in this Parliament be- 
tween the Lords Clhitoii and Siaffbrd, for Prehcmi- 
nence of Place ; in which ihe former was proved to 
have the Preference. 

On the 7th Day of March, the Qyeen came to 
the Houfe of Lords and paffed the Bills, Sixteen in 
Number, iho' the Statute Bosk only fays Ten. 
After which the Lord Chancellor, by her Majefty'i

As this is the firft Re- 
ftraint to the Liberty of the Prefs, which we have 
yet met with, it is the more remarkable, Becaufe it 
ihews U3, tliat the Art of Printing, which had not 
then been much more than half a Century in Ufe, 
was become fo obnoxious to the Government that 
They were obliged to have Recourfe to an Aft of 
Parliament to reftrain ir. Wh-il Faie this Bill 
would have had in the Houfe of Commons is un- 
certain ; for. at the thirJ Reading, on ihe t6ihof 
S'ot'smber, the Clerk breaks otF the Lords Jounal 
very abruptly. This mult be occafioncd by the 
defpcrate State the Queen was then in, who died the 
rtxt Day, Navtmbtr 17th ^ and, by her Death, 
this Parliament wasdiffblveJ. 

This is all we can meet with, worth Notice, in 
ihe Authority above-cited ; but, the Journals of 
the Commons gives us the following Account;

When he had done, the Lords withdrew ; but, iho* 
ihe Commons eniered, I'Oih ihai jnd the two fol- 
lowing Days, into the Debate, they came tonoliluer 
in their Confultations.' 

It was now a very fickty Seafon for Agues and 
burning Fevers, which were very mortal, boih this 
and [he laft Year, and carried ofl"abundance of Peo- 
ple, as our Hillorbns tel! us.

M^RT, the elHell DaushCer of Kino; H^^ry VI IT. Qyce 
being dead wiihoui \i^\.\e, Elizabeth, the young- 
eft, accord ng to the AdtofSucceffion of the 3;th of 
^''^ Father's Reign, and the Appointment of his 
Will, fuccpeded rnthe Crown. She was proclaimed 
Queen of Engliinii, iffi. immediately on her Sifter's 
Demifc J and was crowned at H^eflminjler, on the 
Ijthof January, 1558-9, by Dr. Ogkthorp, Bi- 
fliop of Carlifle; the Archbifhopof Jor^, and fomc 
other Bifliops, refufing to aflift at the Solemnity. 

When the lad Queen died, the Patliament was 
ftill fitting, as hath been before related. A modern 
Hiftorian [t] tells us, ' That her Counfeliorsand Mi- 
nifters were ftruck with Aftoniflimcnt, at the Sud- 
dennefs of it ; that they kept it fecret for fome 
Hours, in order to confult what washed to be done 
in the Succeffion. But, as the Parliament was fit- 
ting, it was nocin their Power to decide any Thing 
concerning it ; efpeciall/ias it was clearly fettled, 
by the Wil! of Henry the Eighth, aulhorized by an 
Aft of Pariiiment, that had never been repealed. 
Their Confultation thcrefote ended, adds our Au- 
thority, in a MefTage, which was, barely, to in- 
form the Parliament of the Queen's Death'. This 
is our Frenchman's Story ; by which he would in- 
finuatethatas the Council could not conclude thii 
Matter, the Right of Succeffion waited for a Deter- 
mination by Parliament.

OaSafurday the z8lh of January, the Queen <l;<en^li"t-rtbi 
being again prefent, there is nothing entered on [he '^^ ' 
jfeurtiah; but on Meniay, Jan. 3oih, a Bill was 
brought into the Lords Houfe, and read a firft f^^^ ^^^ redormg 
Time, for the Reftitution and Annirxation of theiheFitu fmits, 
Firft Fruits and Tenths to the Queen's Majeftyand*'-"''^'^"'"''' 
Imperial Crown of this Realm. It was read a 
fecond Time the next Day ; and on February the 
4th it pafTcd that Houfe, with the Addition of 
referved Rents, Nsmine Dedmarum, and Parfonages 
impropriate ; the Archbiihop of Tori, the Biftiops 
of London, Winche^er, IVorceJier, Landaff, Coven- 
try, Exeter, Cbefter and Carlifle, difieniing. The 
Temporal Lords. all voted for the Bill ; which, as 
an Author obferves, is fbmewhat ftrange; confi- 
dering, that they were almoft all the fame Mem- 
bers who made the Aft for returning ihcfe Things 
to the Church in the hft Reign {b). 

February the gth was read for the third Time, a 
Bill for the Recognition of the Queen's Majefty's 
Title to the Imperial Crown of this Realm, which 
was {^em. Con.) affenfed to, and committed to the A"°^™_^f^'f ^^; 
Queen's Solicitor and the Clerk of the Crown to Qaesn'i Title, 
carry to the Lower Houfe. On the fame Day, 
was read a Bill wherein certain Offences are declar- 
ed Treafon ; and another Bill againft kandalous 
and feditious Words. 

Mr Cambden has placed the Aft of Recognition 
the firft that pafled the Houfe (c). The Journals 
give it otherways j however, the Aft declared, 

* That Queen Elizabeth was, and ought to be, is

And, the ra- 
ther, becaufcA'srfteffifer/dnihadufed it as an Argu- 
ment both againft ihis Queen and Alcry ; for which 
Reafon Mary had got the Aft repealed as far as 
related to hcrfelf. He adds, that from hence Eii- 
%abeth might be termed an Ufurper, tho' it be ^ 
ftanding Maxim of the Law of England, ' That 
* the Ctown takes away all Detedls.' Another 
Sort of Men there was, who thought ihis a very 
Wile Scheme in the Minifter ; who, confidering the 
Perplexity and Uncertainty of Parliamentary Laws 
and Statutes; and that the very fame Things which 
feemed to favour the Iniereft of Queen Elizabeth^ 
iaid a Stain on the Caufe and Credit of her Sifter ; 
was therefore very fhy in rubbing an old Sore, 
■which Time had now pretty well healed. Therer 
fore he chofe rather to plant the Succeflion on that 
Aft of the 35th of Henry VIII, which feemed to 
bear an equal and felr Regard to the Right and R*r 
putalion of both the Sifters [d)' 

But the Aft which met with the greateft Oppofi- 

tion this Parliament, is entiiuled, An Ail fur Tejier-

Before the Houfe of Commons entered upon 
this Bill, they had a very material Circumftance lo 
fettle. 

On the 30th of Jflffiw^, a Committee of twenty- 
four Members were appointed »to meet and treat 
of a convenient Subfidy {e). At the fame Time 
it was recommended to them to confider of the Va- 
L lidity of the Summons, both to the !aft and alfo 

ihif prefent Parliament, in which faid Writ, the 
Words Suprmum Caput Ealejits were omitted. 
/Virwtfry 3d MrCd'TWreported from the faid Com- 
mittee, th?t it was agreed by them, ' That the 
* W;ipt of the faid Words did not at all hinder, or

* That Houfe, according to Cambdcrtj being now 
compofed of more Proteflanti than Papljii ; tho' the 
latter did not ftick to fay that Secretaiy Ctcil had 
played an undeihand Game in the Eleiitions i and 
that fevera! Knig,hls of Stiircs and Burgefles for 
Cities and Corporations, had been returned for this 
very Purpole.' But, 

The Martyrologift informs us of one Mem- 
ber, in the Houfe of Commons, who boldly op- 
pofed this Bill ; this was Dr John Slary, a Civilian ; 
who, according to that Author's modeft Way of 
Expreflion, made an impudent and Ihamelefs Speech 
againft it (/). Telling the Houfe, ' That ,is he was 

* noted commonly abroad, or much complained of 

* at Hotne, as a great Stickler and Aflor in the

* he did not deny it, buf protefted he had, therein, 

* done nothing but according to his Confcience, and 

* the Commiilion he bore from her late Majefty, 

* whofe Commands would difcharge him from 
' Blame. And that he was no leTs ready to do it 

* again, provided he was fo authorifed and com- 

* manded by herprefent Majefty. Wherefore, fays 

* he, 1 fee nothing to be aftiamed of, and iefs to be 

* forry for, on that Account ; and am rather forry 

* that no more was done, and thofe Laws were not 
' executed with more Severity. And herein he 

* adrjed, there was no Fault in him, but in them, 
' whom he had fo oft and fo earneftly exhorted K» 

* it; being not a little grieved that they went to 

* Work only with the little Sprigs and Branches, 

* when they fliould have ftruck at the Root and 

* thoroughly grubbed it up.' Our Author goes on 
and tells us, ' That he mentioned Sir Philip 

* Hutby, and another Knight in Kentt whom he

other Exprcflions of this Nature, not likely to 
come from the Mouth of any Man of common 
Senfe, in fuch an Aflembly. However, the 
fame Authority and others inform us, that Sury 
paid dear for his Speech-making fome Time after ; 
for, being committed to Prifon, he made his Efcape 
and joined with the famous Duke D'Alva at Jnt' 
Vifrp\ but being trepanned on board an EngHJb 
Ship, he was brought back and fuffered the Death 
of a Traytor. Nor docs Fuxe leave him, at the 
Gallows ; for to (hew the Violence of his Spirit at 
the laft, he tells us, that he was cut down alive 
from the Gallows, and when the Executioner cut 
off his Privy Members to burn, Story rofe up 
and hit him a Blow on the Face, to the Wonder of 
all the Spediators ff ).

* many; whereof the firft is to loofe and bind, 

* when our Saviour Jffui Chrifl, in ordaining Pe- 

* ler to be the Chief Governour of his Church, liaid 

* unto him, Tibi dabs clave! 1 egni ({^krum ; quad- 

* cunque Ugaverii fuper terram^ era Ugatum ii ia 

* c<elii;i^ iluBd(unquefilveni,er\tfohtumiS in ceelis. 

* Now it would be confidered of your Wiidoms, 
' whether you have fufficient Authority to grant 

* unto her Highnefs this firft Point of Spiritual 

* Government, and to fay to her, Tib'i dabimui da- 
' vts regni ccelorum' If you lay, Yea, then we re- 
' quire the Sight of your Warrant and Commiffion 
' by the Virtue of God's Word : And if you 'ay, 

i No, 
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' No, then you may be well aflured, and petruade Q^ej, 

* yoatfelves, that you have no fufficient Authority 
' to make herHighnefS Supreme Head of the Church 

* here in this Realm. The lecond Point of Spiri- 

* tual Government, is gathered of ihefe Words of 

* our Saviour Jefui ChriJI, fpoken unto Peter in 
« the xxi. Chapter of St. John's Gofpei, Pajhy 
' Pdfce, Pafie. Now whether your Honours hare 
' Authority, by this High Court of Parliament, to 

* fay unto our Sovereign Lady, Pafce, Pafee, Pajce, 

* you muft fhew your Warrant and Commiflion. 

* And further, that her Highncfs, being a Woman 
' by Birth and Nature, is not qualified by God's 

* Word to feed the Flock of ChriJ}^ it appeareih 
' moll plainly 1^ St. Pauloa this wife, faying, 
» Taceant M'ilieres in EccUfiis : Nen mim permittetur 

* eis kgui,Jtd fubditas ejc, ficut dicii lex: And it 

* followeth in the fame Place, ^sd turpe ejf muli- 

* iri kqu'tin Ecckfih. And inhisfirftEpiftle toTi- 

* mothy, the fecond Chapter, faith, Dscefe. autem 

* MuHeri wn permltto-, neque dominari in Virumt 

* fed in/tlenlie e/fe. Therefore it appeareih, That 
' like as your Honours have not his Authority to 
' give her Highnefs this fecond Point of Spiritual 
' Government, to feed the Flock ofChrift; fo, by 
' Pdu/'s Dodtrine, her Highnefs may not inter- 

* meddle herfelf with the fame. Therefore fhe 

* cannot beSupreme Head of Chrift's Church here 

* in this Realm. The third snd chief Point of Spi-

* chief Point ofSpiriiual Government is to confinn

* ments. Tut to preach or minifl-er the Holy Sa- 

* craments, a Woman may no: ; neither may flie 

* be Supreme Hea of the Church of Chrift. The 

* fourth and laft Point of lipiritual Government, 
' which I pronaijed to obferve and note unto you.

* is not called lo be an Apoftle, nor Evangelill, nor. 
' to be a Shepherd, neither ?. Doiftor, or Preacherrt 

* Therefore (he cannot be Supreme Head of Cbrift'» 
' militani Cliurch, nor yet of any Par; thereof. 

' Thus much I have here faid. Right Honourable 
' and my very good Lords, againft this Afl of Su- 

* premacy ; for the Difcharge of my ConfcicncG, 

* and for the Love, Dread and Fear, ihatl chiefly. 

* owe unlo God and my Sovereign Lady tits 
, * Queen's Highoels, and unto your Lordfhips all j 

' whenoiherwife, anii^'iihout maiure- Conlidera-t 

* tion oftbeie Premifles, your Honours fhall neveo 
' bcabletolhew your Faces before ysur Knemin 

* in tliisMaiLcr; being fo rafli an Example and

It docs not appear at what Time the former 
Speech w;is deliver'd ; but, it was on the fccorni 
Reading of the Bill, that S««, Eiihop of Cbejltr^ 
flood up and fpoke as follows ; 
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My Lord, and my Lords all, 

* T Do perceive that this Bill hath now been twice 
' J_ read, and by the Order of this Houfe muft 

* be read the third Time, Which Order I think r/nQr/ng °^h'e 

* was appointed to be obferved for this End, That Supttmacy. 
' every Man, being a Member of this Houfe, fliould 

' fully underftand, and fi ai large fpeafc his Mind 
' and Confcience in the Contents of ail the Bills prc- 
' ferred and read here, before that they be enafled 
' and eflabliihed as Laws, Wherefore I coniider- 

* ing that this Bill hath been now twice read, and 
' hath accordingly been fpoken unto gravely, wife- 
' ]y and learnedly, by divers of this honourable 

* Company ; and that I for my Part as yet have 
' faid nothing therein ; I fliall moft humbly defire 
' your good Lordlhipsto give me Leave, and pati- 

* ently to hear what I have to fay, as concerning 
' this prefent Bill. And yet to confefs unto youc 

* Lordfhips the Truth; there be two Things that 

* do much move me, and as it were pull mc back 
' from fpeaking any Thing in this Matter. The 

* firft is, That I perceive (he Queen's Highnefs, 

* whom I pray God long to preferve, is as it were 
' a Party therein ; unto Whom I do acknowledge 

' that I owe Obedience, not only for Wrath and ' 

* Difpleafure's Sake, but for Confcience Sake, and 

* that by the Scriptures of God. The lecond is, 

* The Reverence I have to thofe Noblemen, unta 

* whom this Bill was committed to be weighed 
' and confidered ; whofe Doings I alTure your good 
' Lordfhips is a great Comfort not only unto me, 
' but alfo, as I do think, unto all that be of the 
' ProfeiTion that I am of, with many other befides, 
' Firft, for that their Devotion towards Almighty 
» God doth appear ; feing they will not iuffer 

* the Service of the Church, and the due Admi- 

* ftration of the hdy Sacraments thereof, to be dif- 
' anulled, or already altered, but to be comamed 
' [retained] as they haVe been heretofore ; And, 

* fecoftdlyj fof that their Charity and Pity, towards 

* the poor Clergy of this Realm, doth appear in 

C e » ' miti^ 
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ii. ' mitigaiiiig the extream Penalties mentioned in tlus 
' Bill, for the Gainfayers of the Contents of the I 
' fame. 

• But there be two otherThings of more Weight, 
' that do move me to fpeak in this Matter what I 
' think. Thefirftis Almighty God, which I know 

* doth look, that, according to the Profeffion 

* whereunco (aJihough Ibe unworthyj I am caK 

* led, I ftiould fpeak my Mind in iucli Matters as 

* this is, when they be called in Queftion. The 

* fecond is my Confcieuce, which doth urge m 

* do the fame. 

* Wherefore, now to fpeak of the Matter, thisl 

* fay. That our Faith and Religion is maintained 

* and Continued by no one Thing fo much as by U» 

* nity, which Uniiy is continued and maintained Ytk 

* Chrijl's Church, even as Concord and good Ordet 

* is maintained in a Commonwealth. Whereina: 

* fee for civil Qiiietnefs, thtre is appointed in everj 
' Village one Conftable. And left there fliould any 

* Variance fall amongll them, there is, again, ine* 

* very Hundred one Head- Conftable, in whom ill 

* the other Inferiors be as knit in one. And where 

* there be in one Shire divers Hundreds, 'to make a^ 

* way all Con trover lies, as might chance amongik' 

* the faid Head-Conftables of thefe Hundreds, o£ 

* that they be joined as in one- The SheriiFs like^ 

* wife be joined in one Prince, which Prince bein|^ 

* deprived of his princely Authority, the Uniqs 

* and Concord of that Realm is diflnlved, and eves 

* ry Man choofeth himfelf a new Lord. Even fa 

* it is in the Church of Chrlft, according to ihe|. 

* Commandment of St. Pad. There is in evetJV 

* Village at theleaft onePiieft ; in every City ona 

* Bifhop, in whom all the Pricfts within the Di(>i 

* cefe be knit in one ; In every Province one Me^ 

* tropolitan, in whom, for the, avoiding of Con-> 

* troverfies, all the Biltopsof that Province be join-. 

* ed ; and lor Unity to be obfervcd amongll the 

* Metropolitans, ihey be likewife joined in ore 

* High Bifliop, called the Pope, whofe Authority 
? being lakEn away, the Sheep, as the Scripture 

* faith, 
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" faith, be fcattcrcd abroad. For avoiding whereof, Qj^er 

* our Saviour CAryJ, before his Death, prayed that ' 
' we might be all one, as his Father and he be one; 

* which Thing cannot be, except we haveall one 

* Head. And therefore Almighty God faid by the 

* ProphPt Ezeilst, Sa/citabsfiipsr ess PaUorem unum: 

* I will ftir up over them one Paftor. And out 

* Saviour in the Gofpel likewife failh. There fhall 

* be one Pallor, and one Sheep-Fold. Which Sen - 
' tences peradventute fome Men will fay to beap- 

* plied only to our Saviour Chri/i, which, in very 

* deed, I muft needs grant to be fo j yet, this I 

* may fay, Thefe Places be applied to him only, 
' as other like Places of Scripture be j for it is faid 

* in the Scripture, that only God is immorial ; and 

* by Participaiion with him, ali we that be true 

* Chriftian Men be made immortal : Only God 

* forgiveih Sin, and yet, by Commiflion from him, 

* Priefts have Authority to forgive Sin. He ison- 

* ly King, and by Commiflion maketh Kings ; and 

* likewiie heis only Prieft afterjhe Order oi Mi!- 

* ihifidec, and by Commiflion maketh Priefts: He 

* of himfeif, and by none other ; ali the reft by him, 
' and not of rhemtelves. So he is our only Paftor, 

* and by Commiflion hath made other Pallors, and 

* efpecially one to be Vicar-General on Earth, to 

* govern and rule all his whole Flock in Unity and 

* Concord, and in avoiding of Scliifms and Divili- 
' ons. And likewife as he fent one Holy Ghoft, 
' to rule and govern his People inwardly, fo he ap- 

* pointed one Governor, to rule and lead them out- 

* wardly. 

* Which one Head-Govtfrnor cannot be appliei 

* to any Temporal Prince. For then either we muft 
' needs grant that the Church of Chrijl was not 
' perfe<S, but rathcra mank Body without a Head 

* by the Space of three hundred Years and more, 
' (for fo long was it after the Death of our Saviour 
■ Chrijl before there was one Chriftian Prince in 
' all the World) or elfe, Chrift appointed an Infi- 
' del, being no Member of his Church, to be Head 
' thereof i which both be Abfurdi ties. Again, that

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iQuen Elinbetli. ' CAri/? appointed no Temporal Prince to be Head 

•sss. ' of his Church it appearcth, by that wc fee in di- 

* vers Kingdoms there be divers and fundry Princes 
' and Rulers ; fo that there Ihould by that lVIean« 

* be many Heads of one Body, the which were a 
' monftrous Thing. Thirdly, That he appointed 

* no Temporal Prince to be Head of the Church, 

* it appeareth by the Worditfelffpoken by our Sa- 

* viour Chri/l,Pa/cet Feed, which he fpoke not to 

* Heted, Pilate, uo^ yet to "Tyterius the Etnperour. 
' But lie fpoke them unto Piter, faying, Pa/ce ovis 
'■■ mens. And where peradveniure Ibnie Men will 

* cavil and argue of the Greei Word fpoken by out 

* Saviour CArJ/2 in that Place, which doth fignify 

* not only to feed, but alfo to rule and govern ; I 

* anfwer, that I do not know where that Word is 

* appl'ed unto any Temporal Ruler in the New^ 
' Teilaraent ; and if it fo were, yet it doth not 

* prove their Intent ; for other manifeft and plain 
' Places of Scripture doexclude them from fuchAu- 

* ihority, notwithftanding that the lame Scriptunr 

* doth give them very great Authority, command- 
s' * ing us to obey the fame ; declaring withal, that 
V * they bear the Sword not in vain, nor without 

' Caufe. But now mark this Word Swiffrt/, which' 
' Princes had before the Coming of our Saviour 
' Chri/i ; and that he did give them any furlhtt 
' Authority we read not, but left them as he found 
' them. And as he did give them no Spiritual Au— 
' ihoriiy, fo I do not fee that he did take anjr 
' Temporal Rule from ihem. Wherefore he cora- 
' manded Peter to put up his Sword, becaufe h& 
' had given him other Jnftruments to ufc, wherein 
' was included his Authority, that is to fay, the 

* Keys of the Kingdom of Heaven, faying, Tiii 
' davo (laves regni tcebruru. In thefe Keys, and ia- 
' exerciiing of the fame, confilleih all Authority 
' Ecclefiaflical given by God unto any Man. 
' Unto whom he hath roc by Scripture given thefe 

* Keys, ihey have ro Right to it. Wherefore it 

* lolloweih, that no Temporal Prince hath any Au- 

* ;hority in or over the Church of Chrift, feeing 

' Ms 
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' that the Keys were never given unto any ofQi'"' 

* them. 

* And here I know it will be objefted againft me, 

* that as this Place doth make agaiiift ihe Supre- 
' macy of Ptince:, fo doth it nor make for the 
' Primacy of St. Pf'iT. For Sx. John doth wit- 
' nefs, in the loih Chapter of his Gofpel, that our 
' Saviour Ch'-ili did give the Keys not only to 

* Peter, but alfo unto all his Apoftles, vifhen he 

* did breathe upon them, faying, Acdpite Spiritum 

* Saniium : lake ye the Holy Ghoji j ivhofi Sins yefer- 
' give befargiven ta them, and whofe Sins ye retain 

* are retained. And divers of the anlient Writers 

* do likewife fay, That the Keys were given unto 

* all the Apoftles. But yet in one Fbce or other 
' the fame Authors do declare, that they were 

* given unto fef^r principall/, TisHilarius, where 

* he laith, Ipeaking of that Matter, Data funt da- 

* vei Petto principalius, ill quantum cral aliorum Ca- 

* pllaneus. The Keys (fiilh hej were given to 

* Peter principally, in that he was Chief and Cap- 

* tain of ihe other. And if that any Man yet will 
' contend, that this Place doth give no more Autho- 
' ricy CO Peter than to the reft of the Apoftles, I 

* have read another Place of Scripture, which doth 
' exclude the reft of the Apoftles from Equality of 

* Authority with i*^/^r, in the Rule and Go«i- 
» menl of the Church of Chriji, and that i^he 
' changing of his Name : For, at Peter's firft meet- 

* ing with our Saviour Chrifl, his Name was 5/'- 

* mon, as it is there mentioned In ihefe Words, 
' Simon, the Son of }oia.,thou Jhalt be m/W Cephas, 
' that is to fay, a Stent or a Rock. And for what 
' Confideraiion and End Chrift gave him that 
' Name, it doth appear in the xvi. qI^u Matthevi^ 
' in chefe Words, 7a « Petrus, dS'f. Thou art 
' Peter ; that is to fay, a Stone or a Rock, and. 

' upon this Scone or Rock I zuill huild mv Church. . 
' Here I ftidll defire you to note, Tliat Peter hath 
' a Pronjifc made unto himfelf alone, which was 
' mide to none other of the Apoftles, that is, That 
' as he had received a new Name, fo he (hould have 
' a new 
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I, ' anew Privilege or Preferment, to be the Founda- 
' tion, Ground and Stay of Chrift's Church, bcin^^ 

* builded upon him ; for he was cjled a Reik or 
' Stone, for the Stability and Conftancy that (hould 
' always appear in the Church, being builded upon 
' him a fure Foundation and immoveable. Which 
' Thin^dolhnow appear in theSucceflionofi'f'er; 

* For as concerning the other Apollles, in their 
' own Perlbns, I do not doubt but during their 
' L'ves natural, they were as firm and ftable in the 

* Faith of Chriji as Peier was ; but for their Suc- 

* ceflion wc have no fuch Proof, feeing that only 
' the Succeflion of Peier doth continue in the Church 

* ai Chriji, ihe like appearing in none of the other 

* Apoftles. Which is the only Slay of the fame in 
' Earth, and undoubtedly (hal! be until the World's 
' End. This Place of Scripture, in my Judgment, 
' if there were no more, is fufEcient to prove that 
' Pf«r andhis Succeflbrs be appointed of Chri/l lo 
' have the Rule and Government of his Church in 
' Eanh above all others, both Spiritual and Tem- 

* potal ! and yet I do know that there miy and alfo 

* will Objefljons be laid againil the(e my Sayings. 
' For feme will fay, that Chnjl himfelf is the Stone 
' whereupon his Church is buitded, and fome will 
' fay, that theProfeflion that P««-madc of Chrijiy 

* iti^^ he faid, Thou an the Son of the living Cod. 
' WTiich be both true, and yet not repugnant to 
' that which I have did before : For all ihefe three 
' Uiiderftandings, well pondered and conlidered in 

* theirdivers Refpeds, may (Vatid together. But I 
' do think that if the Mind and Intent of our Savi- 

* our Chriji, when he fpake thefe Words, Thou art 

* Peter, f^c. be well weighed, the Place itfelf doth 

* declare, that it is fpecially to be underflanded of the 
' Perfon of Peter and his SucceiTors. For undoubt- 
' edly he knowing, that Intid.^ity and Hereiies 
' fhould fo encreafe and abound, that his Church 

* and Faith fhouM be in Danger to be overthrown 
'' and extinguifhed, made PromJfe "here fo to pro- 

' videby Pdierandhis SucLeflbrs, tha: it fhould be 

* always known where his Failh fhculd be had 

* and 
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* and fought for again » if it were any where loft, Qu„nEL"Mkth, 

* unto all Men that would, with Humility, dcfirc, isiS. 

* feek after, and receive the fame. 

' So that wc now, if we fhould underftand the 

* Place of our Saviour Chrijl^ which is the firft and 

* true Stone of this Building in very Deed, what 

* Certainly can we have of our Faith \ Or how 

* (hall we ftay ourielves, wavering in the lame in 
' this our Time ? For at this prefcnt there be a- 

* broad in C*ry?^niiflfft thirty-four fundry Sedtsof 

* Opinions, whereof never oneagreeih with ano- 

* ther, and all differ from the Catholick Church. 

* And every one of thefe Sedls do fay and affirm 
' conftamly, that their Profeflion and Doctrine is 

* builded upon Chrlft, atledging Scripture for the 
' fame. And they all atid every of them, thus 

* challenging Chrtjl to be their Foundation by Scrip- 

* ture, how (hall any Man know to which of 

* them he may fafely give Credit, and fo obey and 

* follow f 

' The like is to be faid of Peler^s Confeffion, 

* wherein we can have nofure Tryal. For every 

* one of thefeSeftsor Herelies doth confefs and ac- 

* knowledge Chri/l to be the Son of the living God. 

* So that I think I may conclude that our Saviour 
' Chri)} m this Place, frying, T'hai he would build 

* his Church upon a Slsne, did mean by the Stone 

* PeUr and his Succeffors, whereunto Men might 

* fafely cleave and lean ; as unio a fure and an un- 

* moveabjc Roik in Matters of Faith ; knowing 

* certainly that in fo doing they fliali not fell, I 
' mean in Faith ; as we do moll manifeftly lee it 

* hath come to pafs, and continued for the Space 

* of a Thouiand Five Hundred Years and Odd, 

' I have heard objefted here of late againft the 
' Supremacy of Peter and his Succeffors, divers 

* Reafons which appear unto me to have in them 

* fmaU Subftance ; as I truft it Ihall appear unto 

* you bv the unfolding of the fome. And for the 

* beit(.-r Unrleu'canding o'' the fame, I will bring 

* them unto three head Places. 

' Whereof the firft doth conlift in the wicked 
* and 
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b.' and evii Lives, as it isalledged, of certain Popej 

* of Rome j which as I do think were nothing fo 
' wicked as ihey were reporied to have beer : But 

* let ihat be, they were fo. What then ? A Man 
' is a Man, and, as the Scripture fayeth, ^h eft 

* horns qiit nsn peccel ? What Man is he thatfin- 

* neth not? Again, if that our Saviour Chriji had 
' made the like Warrant unto Peer and his Suc- 

* celTors, as concerning their Converfation and Li- 

* ving, as he did for the Continuance and Stability 

* of their Faith, and had faid unto Peier, Ego to- 

* gavi prate ut nsn pieces, I have prayed for thee 

* that thou flialt not fin ; as he faid, £go rogavi 

* pr9 ti ut mn deficiat Fides tua, I have prayed that 

* thy Faith fiiall never fail ; then their evil Lives 

* had been an Argument to have proved, that ihey 

* had not been the trueSucceflbrsof P^fi'r, neither 

* had had any Juch Authority pven unto them of 

* God. But feeing that the Warrant was made 

* only for the Continuance of their Faith, wherein 

* they have hitherto, and do yet moft conftantly 

* ftand, without any mention of their Converfati- 
' on and Living, it is in my Judgment no Proof 

* nor Argument againft the Authority and Suprc- 

* macy of the See of Rome ; as we. fee that the A- 
' duUery and Murther committed by King David, 

* doth not diminifh the Authority of godly Pfalms 
' written by him ; neither the diflblute Living and 
' Idolatry of King Sdomou is prejudicial to divers 
' Books of Scripture written by him ; nor yet the 
' Covetoufnefs of the Prophet Balaam did let, in 
' any Condition, the Venue and Strength of God, 

* the BIcfling of God ient unto the Children of 

* Ifrae! by him, nor the Trutli of the Prophecy, as 
' concerning the coming of our Saviour CArj)?, by 

* him likewifc pronounced ; even fo the Lives of 

* the Popes of .Some, were they never fo wicked, 
' cannot be prejudicial to the Authority given to 

* Peter and his Succeflbrs, by the Mouth of our 
' Saviour ChrijK 

' The Sum of the Objections fecondarily mada 

* againft his Authority, doth confift (as chey do alr 

' ledge) 
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ledge) in certain Canons of ihe Council of Ni- Qsp" 
lene, am) the fixtli Council of Canhage, with 
the Departure of the Greet Church, and other 
Realms now in our Days from the Authority of 
the laid See of Rome. As concerning the Coun- 
cil of Nic£7ie, I do marvel that they will alledge 
any Thing therein contained in this Matter, fee- 
ing in the Preface of the faid Council it is declar- 
ed, that this Authority which we fpeak of is given 
unto the faid See by no Councils or Synods ; hut 
by the Evangelical Voice of our Saviour Jefiis 
Chrijl : And alfo the Fathers of the laid Council 
being condefcended and agreed in all Matters of 
Controverfy, moved in that their Aflembly, 
wroie unto the Pope, deliring lo have their De- 
crees confirmed by his Authority ; as it doth 
moreatlargeappearin their Epiille written in that . 
Behalf. Further, Athanaftus, which was prefent ' 
at the faid Council, and after Patriarch of Alex- 
andria, doth not only acknowledge the Cute and 
Charge of the univerfal Church of Chrijl to be 
given to Peter and his Succeflbrs, but alio being 
univerfally deprived, did appeal unto the Pope of 
Rome, and by him was reftored again. And like- 
wife the fixth Council of Carthage maketh no- 
thing for their Purpofe. For the Supremacy of 
the Pope was not called in Queftion there, but 
fome Variance there was indeed, which confillcth 
in this Point only, whether a Bifhop oraPrieft, 
being accufcd and troubled, and thinking himfelf 
to have Wrong, might appeal to Rome for the 
better Examination and Tryal of his Caufc or 
no ; as one Appiari.n a Piielt had done then in 
Afriik. Thiic wasalledged for Appellations to 
be made to Rome a Canon of Isiccne Council, 
which indeed whs fought for and could not be 
found. WhiLh was no Marvel ; for whereas the 
Fatliers in M«« Council made feventy Canons, 
through the Wickejincfs of Hereticks, there was 
then ^'JI found remaining only twenty-one. Yet 
that notwithftanding the Eifhcps of Afritk did 
not long ai[cr (ubmit ihemfelves to the Church 
* of 
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Co«eiiEli«li«h * ^^ Remein that Point. Alfo, they ufe to incul- 
i;s!. * ' cate the Authoriiy of this Council, for becaufe 

* that St //«^a/?i« was prefent at it ; as he was 

* indeed, which maketh diredily againft them. For 
' St /fugujline doth every where in his Works ac- 
' knowledge the Supremacy of St Peter and hie 

* Succeflbrs ; as in his i62d Epiftlc, faying thus, 

* In Romana Euhjia femper viguit JpoJUHca Ca- 

* thedra Principatus : In the Church of Rtme 
' hath always been ilcenglhened, orflourifhed, the 

* Rule or Authority of the Apoftolick Chair. 

* And where I heard a Qiieftion moved here of 
, * lite, whether that ever the Greek Church did 

* acknowledge the Superiority of the Church o( 
' RQmeaxuo^. Of the which Matter I marvel that 

* any Man doth dou bt, leeing that the Greek Church 

* did not only acknowlet'ge, but alfo coniinue in 

* Ohediencc under the faid Church of Romr, by 

* the Spare of Eight Hundred Years at the leaft, io 

* far as I can read myfelf, or learn of others. And 
' after that it did firft renounce the faid Authority, 

* it did return again with Submiflion fourteen Teve- 

* ral Times, as good Authors write, and as we 

* miy partly gather by the Council of Fkrencty 
' which was about a Hundred and forty-one Years 

* ago ; whereas the Patriarch of Cenjiantinople bim- 

* felf was prefent araongother Bifhops and learned 
' Vienoi Greece, in the which this Matter in Con- 
' troverfy was determined and agreed upon, as it 
' doth manifeftly appear in the Canons of the faid 
' Council. Moreover, if the G''«i Church were 
' not under the Authority and Rule of the Church 
' of Rome, what fhall we think of the Sto^y of 
' Ainhemas, Patriarch of Cmflantmsple, which 

* was depofed for the Herefy of Eutyches, by the 

* Pope Agapctui. For whofe Rcftitution earneft 
» and long Suit was made by the Emprefs Tbeods- 
' rfl, that then was, firft to the Pope Siiverius, 

* and after to his Succeflbr Figilius, and could in 

* no Condition be obtained. Bui as touching the 

* Greek Church, and the Departure of the fame 

* from the Church of J?ffffiS i this we may briefly 
' fay 
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* lay and conclude, that after It did divide itfelfqu^nEi^jj^,),, 
' from the Church of Rome^ it did by little and 155!. 

' little fall into the moft extren:ie Miferies, Capti- 

' vity and Bondage ; in the which at this prefent 

' it dolh remain. And as concerning other Coun- 

* tries that have renounced the aforefaid Authority, 

* as Germany^ Dtnmari, and as it was here faid, 

* Plasma ; this I have to fay, that the Miferies and 
» Calamities that G^rmanj' hath fufFered, fince their 
' Departure from the Church of Reme, may be a 

* Warning and Example to all other Nations to 

* learn by, and beware of the like Attempt. And 

* as for Denmark, I do hear indeed they be very 

* Lutberms, and have alio renounced the Pope's 

* Authoriiy; but yet I cannot learn, norhear,that 

* cither the King of Denmark, or yet any Prince 

* of Germany, doth lake upon him to be called 

* Supream Head of the Church. And as for Pe/tmia, 

* although it be troubled with Hereiies, as other 

* Realms be, yet I cannot learn, that either the 

* King, or the Clergy thereof, hath, or doth give 

* any Place to the fame, but of the contrary doth 

* moft carneftly withftand them ; as may right 

* well appear by certain Books fet out this prefent 
« Year, that is 1558, byaBifhop of Po/ffHW, call- 

* ed Stanijlaui Hofmf ; in the which it is declared, 

* amongft many other Things, that eameft Suit 

* had been made by the Proteftants to have three 

* Things aranted and fulfered to be praiftifed within 

* that Realm; that is to fay, that Priefts might 

* have Wives ; to haveihe publick Service in their 

* Vulgar Tongue ; and the Sacrament of the Altar 

* miniftred under boih Kinds ; wfikh all three 

* were denied them. Whereby it appt-areth plainly 

* that Polonia is not in that Cafe that Men reported 

* it to be in. But and if it were fo, that all Ihefe 

* Realms, yea and more, were gone from the O- 

* bedienceof thatChurch, doth it therefore follow 

* that the Authority theieof is not jull? I think 

* notfo- Fov as FerJinandus, now Emperor, de- 

* fcending juftly by Eleftion from Conflantine the 

* Great, it the Empire which Was under Conjian- 
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towEiiMbeth. ' '""'* ^"'^ were divided into twenty Parties, it 
ijj8. ' hath Jcarcely One of ihe Twenty, and yet the , 
' Authority of an Emperor conrinueth in him ftill. 
' And 2s the Departure of Gafcsigny, Guyenne, Nbt- 
' manely^ Scotland and France, whicli were all 
' fomeiimes under the Imperial Crown of England, 
' doth not lake away the Authority thereol, but 

* that it is an Imperial Crown ftill i even fo doth 
' not the Departure of ihefe Countries from the See 
' of Rente, diminrlh the Authority given unto the 

* fame by God. Befides that St Paul faith, Tij/ 
» there Jlkiil hi a Deporting before the Day sfjudg- 
' f/imt ; which although fome underftand of the 
' Empire, yet the moil Part relet it to the Church 
' of Rome, from whence Men (hall fall and depart 

* by Infidelity and Herelies ; but whether it (hall 
' be in all Countries at one Time or divers Times, 

* h is uncertain. 

* Thirdly, there is alledg'd a Provincial Council 
' or Afiembly of the Hifliops and Clergy of this 
' Realm of England ; by whom the Authority of 
' ihe hiihop o{ Rome was aboliflied and dilannull'di 
' Which now (ome inculcate againft us, as a Mat- 
» icr of great Weight and Auihoriiy ; whereas in 
» very Deed it is to be taken fora Matter of fmalf 

* Authority, oi e!fe none. For firft, we know 
' th.it aparticularora Provincial Council can make 
' no Deiermination againft the univerfal Church 
' o(CkrljL Secondarily, of the learned Men that 

* were the Doers there, fo many as he dead, before 
' they died were penitent, and cryed God Mercy 

* for that Adl : And ihofe that do live, as all your 

* Lordfliips do know, have openly revoked the 

* lame, acknowledging their Error. And where 
» fome here doth (ay, that they will never iruft 

* ihofe Men which once denied (he Pope's Autho- 

* rity, and now of the contrary ftand in the De- 

* fJhce of the fame i in my Judgmentlheir Sayings 

* be not greatly to be allowed. For it may happen, 

* as oftentimes it doth chance indeed, that a Man 
' of Honefty, WorJhlp, ye of Honour, may 

* commit Treafon againft his Prince, and yet by 
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* theGoodnefs of ihelame Prince be pardoned for QuMnElii»bech. 

* ihat Offence ; fliall we determinately fay, that 'iS** 
' Man is never after lo be irufted in the Prince's 

' Affairs? Nay, God forbid, but rather think of 

* the contrary i that he wiiich once hath run fo 

* haftily and rafhly, that he hath overthrown him- 

* felf and fallen, and broken his Brow or his Shin, 

* will after thit take heed to walk more warily. As 

* we learn at the Apoftles of our Saviour Chrijiy 

* which did all forlake him and run away, wheQ 

* he was apprehended and brought before the "JewSt 
' and fpecially of St Pettr^ which did thrice deny 

* him. And yet after, as well /*^?fr as all the reft 

* of the Apoftles, did return again to their Matter 

* Chrij} ; and never would after, for neither Per- 

* fecution nor Death, forfake or deny him any 

* more. So that ir may appear, although Men 

* have once gone aftray, if they return to the 

* Truth again, their Teftimonies in the Truth ba 

* not to he difcrediled. And fo I truft that you fee 
■ that all thefe Reafons and Objeflions, made a- 

* gainft the Authority of the Church of ^c/n^, be 

* of none Effe£t, if they be indifferently weighed 

* and confidered. 

' And whereas there was a Reafon madi. here, 

* that a Temporal Prince, unto whom noEccle- 
' fiaftical Jurifdiflion or Rule is given or commit- 

* ted by God, cannot himfelf be Head of the 

* Church of Cbriji ; fo he cannot fubftitute nor 
' appoint another lo exercife any fuch Jurifdidion 

* or Authority in Spiritual Matters, in or over the 
' ChurchofCArj// under him: For as it was then 
' faid, no Man can ^ve to another that Thing 

* which he hath not himfelf ; Whereunto this An- 

* fwer was made. That a Prince may give to ano- ' 

* Iher that Autlioriiy which he hath not himfelf, 

* neither may exercife ; as for Example, ibey al- 

* ledge, that a King of himfelf is not a Judge, and 

* yet he hath Authority to appoint Judges to mi- 
' nifter Juftice. And likewife they faid, that a 

* King himfelf is no Captain, and yet hath Auiho- 

* rity to appoint Captains under him, for Defence 

' of 
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* of his Realm and Overthrow of his Enemies j 

' ' and even fo, fay they, he may appoint and fub- ' 

* ftiiuce one under him lo exercife Spirii'.ial Jurif- 

* diiSion, although he have no fuch Authority him- 
' felf. Which Reafons appear unto me not only ro 
' be very wealc and feeble, hutalfo to be plain falfe 

* and a^ainft Scripture ; which doih declare, that 
' the Office of aKJngdoihconfiftefpecially inthefe 
' two Points, which thefe Men deny to be in him ; ' 

* that is, playing oF the Judge, and miniftring of 

* Juftice to his Subjefls ; and lilcewife In playing 

* ihe valiant Captain, in defending of the fame hii' 
' Subjeifts from all Injury and Wrong ; as the 8th ' 

* Chapter of the firft Book of Klngi declareth in 

* ihefeWor'dsi Judicabit Rexnos tioper, et egre-' 

* dkiur ante mi, et pugnabit Bella noftra pn nobis,' 

* that is, Our King Jhall judge us, andhe Jhall ga 

* forth before m and he Jhall fight out Battles far us. 
' And likewife Nathan faid unto David's own 

* Perfoii, Refponde mihi JudtciuTt; Make me an-' 
' fwer according to Juftice. And likewife Salemon' 

* himfelf did give Sentence and Judgment between' 

* the two common Women, which of them two' 
' was dje Mother of the Child which was alive.' 

* And* for to prove that ihofe Kings, with other 

* in the' Old TeftLimeiit, were Captains them-' 

* felve? in the Defence of their Realms, ia more" 
' manifeft than I Ihall need to travel in proving of 

* the fame. 

' And thus to draw unto an End, I truft your 

* Lotdfliips do lee, that for Uniiy and Concord in 
' Faitli and Religion, to be preferved and coniinu- 
' ed in the Church, our Saviour Chri/l, the Spoufe 
' thereof, hath appointed one Head or Gover-' 
' nor, that is to wit, Pner and his Succeflbrs, 
' whofe Faith he promifed (bould never decay, as 
' we fee manifeftly it hath not indeed. And for 
' ihofe Men which write and fpeak againft this' 

* Authority, If therewith their Writings and their' 

* Doings be well confidered, they fliall appear to be 

* fuch, as fmall Credit or none is to be given unto' 
' ia Matters of Weight, fuch as this is. For who 
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' ft) readelh (he third Chapter of the fecond EpiftlcQuj, 

* of St Paul to Tijnothy, may fee them there lively 

* defcribed with their Doings. And fpecially one 
' Sentence therein may be applied and verified of 

* them moft juftly, that is. Semper difcemes, tt 
' nUnqudm ad Siicntiam Veritaiis pervenientes, that 
' is lo fay. Always learningand nevcrconiing lo 
' the Knowledge of Truth. For as we fee them 

* vary amongft themfelves, one froiii another, fo 

* no one of them doth agree with Jiimfelf in Mat- 
' ters of Religion two Years together. Andasihey 
' be gone from the fure Rock and Stay of Chrifl'T. 

* Church, fo do they reel and waver in their Doc- 

* trine, wherein no Certainty nor Stay can be 

* found. Whereof St Pdid doth admonilh us, and 
' teach us in the Pcrfon of his Scholar Timothy, to 

* be conftani in Doflrine and Religion, and not to 
' follow fuch Men. Fur after, in the fame Chap- 
' rer, he faith thus, Tu vere permane in lis qute didt- 

* cifti, et qux iredita funt tiii, fciem a quo didicerjs, 
' But as for thee, faith St Piiul, fpeatting unto every 

* Chriftian Man in the Perfon of Timoily, conti- 

* nue in ihofe Things which thou haft learned, 
' and which be credited unto thee, knowing of 

* whom thou haft learned them. In which Words 

* we might underftand, that S: Paul doth not 
' move any Man to continue in any falfe or untrue 
' Doflrine. Wherefore he moveth every Man to 
' confider, not only his Religion and Do^lrine, but 

* alfo, or rather, the Schoolmafter of whom he 
' learned the fame. For of the Knowledge, Con- 

* ftancy, and Worthinefs of the Schoolmafter, or 
' Teacher, may the Doftrine, taught by him, be 
' known to be good and found, or otherwife. Now 
' if a Man fhould ask of thefe Men in this Realm, 
' which diflcnt from the Catholick Church, 'not 
' only in thii Point of the Supremacy, but alfo in. 

' divers of the chief Myfteries of our Faith" -, of - 

whom they learn'd this Doftrine which they hold 
' and leach, they muft needs anfwcr, that they 
' learned it of the Germans. Then we may de- 

* mand of them again, of whom the G/rWan; did 
Vot. III. Dd ' learn 
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^-' le^vrn it? Whereunio they jiiiift anlVer, that 
' iheyleani'd \x. oi Luther. Well, then of whom 

* did Luther learn it ? Whereuino he IhalJ anfwcr 

* himfeU, in his Book that he wrote, De MiJJa 
' Ungulari, feu privata j where he faith. That fuch 

■ Things as heteacbeth againft: the Mafs, and the 

* blelled Sacrament of [he Altar, he learned of Sa- 

* tan, the Qevil. At whofe Hands, it is tike, h? 
' did alio receive the reft of hisDoitrine. Then 
' here be two Points diligently to be noted ; firfl^ 
' That this Ooitrine is not fifty Yeai^s old, fornij 

* Man taught it before Lmhsr. And fecondarily, 
' That Luther doth acknowledge and confefs ih? 
' Devil to he his Schoolmafter in divers Points of, 
' his Dodlrine. So that if Men would diligently 
' mind St Pau^i Words, v^here he biddeth us Kneof 
' of wham we have learned fuch Dodlrine as Mffi 

* hold, they would refufe this perverfe and wickef 
' Doflrine, knowing from whom it came. BuC 

* if they will ask us of whom we learned our Doc* 
' trine, we anfwer them, thai we teamed itofoof 
' Forefaijicrs in the Ca'holick Church, whicb 
' bath in it continuedly ihe Holy Spirit of God fof 
» a Ruler and Governor. And again, if ihey asfc 

* of whom our Fathers learned this fame, we fajf 

* of their Forefathers within the fame Church,- 
' And fo we manually afcend in PoQeffion of 014 
' Doflrine, from Age to Age, unto rhc Apofll^ 

* Pster^ unto whom, asStC>/)j-w« faith, our &« 
' viour ChriJ} did betake his Sheep to be fcd» ai^ 

* upon whom he founded his Church. 
' So that now we may be bold to ftand in 

' Doctrine and Religion againft cur Adverfi 

* feeing that ihciis is not yet fifty Years old, 

* ours above fifteen hundred Years old. Thcj 

* have for Authority and Commendation of the' 

* Religion, Luther and his Schoolmafter before mei 
' tioned i we have for ours St Peter 2.v\A hisMaftci 
' Chriji. So that now, by the Doftrine of /««(«*/, 

* every Man mayitnow where the Truth is, and 
' whom he ihould follow ( which faith thus, £», 

■ qui in Ealefia funt Prestylfris, obtdirt e^artet ; 

* hit 
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* his ^ui Siuei^ianem habent ab Apojlolh, qui cum Queen Ei!i»b 
' epifcopali Suueffxme Cburifma ^erilaiu certum Je- '-S^^- 
' lunium pladtam Patrh ucapertint ; reUqmi vers 
' qui abfijfimt a principaH Suiceffletit, et quocunque

" as Hypocrites, doing thai for Advantage and 
*' vain Glory, which alldo fall from the Truth.' 

* And thus 1 make an End, moll humbly thanking 
'your good Lord(hips for your gentle Patience ; 
' defiring ihe fame likewife to weigh and confider 

* thefe Things which I have fpoken, as fliall be 

* thought good to your Wifdoms.' 
Amongft the Temporal Lords, in the Oppofition 

to the Bill of Supremacy, Anthsny Breuirit Vifcount 
Mmtacute^ (who had been fent to Remt, in the laft 
Reign, by the Parliament, along with Thurlbyt Bi- 
fliop of Ely, to procure that England might be re- 
ftored to the Unity of the Church oiRome,^Yii O- 
faedience to the ApoftolicSee ;) out of a Sentiment 
of Zeal and Honour, fays Cambden^ ipojis, in the 
Debate, to this Effe^ : 

* That it would be a very difgraceful Rcflec-Lo,jMoi.t,wKV 

* tion upon England-, which was fo lately and foSpe«h on ii " 
' well, reconciled 10 the Apollolic Sec, to make fo''"'»=Subjeft. 

^ fudden a Revolt from it. And, moreover, the 

< Hazard would be as great as the Scandal, fhould 

* tile Pope thunder out his E xcommunication jaod 

* expofethe Nation, by that Means, to the Refent- 

D d a * meat 
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_ ' roeol of its neighbouring Enemies, upon the Score , 
' ' of this Delcftion. That he, for his P^rt, and by . 

' Authotiiy of Parliamenl, and in the Name of ihc 
' whole Hody of England, rendered Obedience to 
' the Pope i the Performance of which he could . 
' by no Means difpenfe with. He, therefore) con- , 

* jured them, wjih great Imporiunity, not to with- 

* draw themfelves from the See of Rome; to 
» which they were beholden for the firft Chri/^ 
' nfl« Faith, and'the lonllan: Defence of it ever 

* fince.' 

What Succefs al! thefe Speeches had needs no Ex- 
planation ; the Bill pafl'ed into a Law ; and is the 
tirft amongft our primed Statutes of this Reign.* 
This AQ renews all the Laws of King Henry VIII. 
which Queen A^£77 had repealed, as well as thofc 
of King Edivard VI. in Favour of the Reformation. 
By it is declared, ' That whatever Rights, Privi- 

* leges or Spiritual Preheminences, had been former- 
' ]y in Ufe, and eftab!i(hed by any EccleEaflicai 
' Authority whatever; forvifiting the Clergy and 

■ correiling all Kinds of Error, Herefie and Schifm,-. 
' with other Abufes and Diforders, iliould be for 

* ever annexed to the Imperial Crown of EnglanJ.. 

* That the Queen and her Succeflbrs might be im- 

* powered to give their Letters Patents to fome par- . 

* ticular Perfons, for the due Exercife of that Au- 

* ihority ; on this Condition, however, that they 
' Ihouldnot determine any thing to be Herefy, but 

* what had been (o defined Time out of Mind, ei- 
' ther from Canonical Scripture, the four lirft Oe- 
' cumenical Councils, or fome other, according to 
' thegenuineSenfeof Holy Writ i orfliould, here* 
' after, be fo defined, by Authority of Parltamcnti 

* with the Confeni of the £«^,^ Clergy, in Con- 

* vocation. That all Ecdeiiaftical Perfons and' 

* Magiftrates, who received Penftons ftom the Ex-, 

* chequer; lueh as (hould take any Degree in the 

* Univerfities ; Wards that were to Cue their Li- 
' veries and be invefted in their Eftates ; and fuch 

* as were to be admitted into theC^een's Service, 
' fcff. (hould,take an Oath to acknowledge the 

* Queen to be the Supreme Govemour of her 

' Kingdom! 
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■* Kingdomsiin all Caufes, as wellSpiritual as Civil. Q^^jnEiJuit 

• Laftly, all foreign Princes and Potentates are by <ss8. 
' this Ad: wholly excluded the Privilege of taking 

* Cognizance of any Caufe within her Dominions.' 
By one Claufe in this Ai5t, the Queen and her 

SucceiTors arc impowered lo eteO: zHigb Cimmi0- 
on Court for the Exercife of all EccleJiaftical Jurif- 
diflion. For the particuUr Power of this Court, 
■we refer to the Aft iifelf ; lince it was not fet on Foot 
•till the i8th of this Reign. 

In order to ftrenglhen Queen Elizabeth's Title 
ftiU the mote, a Bill was brought into the Houfe of 
Lords, February loih, whereby the Queen is made 
inherit:ible to the late Qiieen yfnne iier Mother; 
which aftei-wards palled into a Law, On the nth 
of ihe fame Month, two Bills were feni up by the 
Commons ; the one fora Subfidy of two Fiftismhi 
and two Tenths, gnnied by them, the other for 
Tonnage and Poundage given alio for Life. The 
firft was returned, palled by the Lords, with foaje 
Correftions inferted, February i6th;'and llie latter,* ^ul^^r* 
©n the 20th, was alfofenl down, with certain A- 
mendments, added to it, which Were all agreed to 
by the Commons('j). 

A Petition was delivered {b) to the Lords, by the 
Knights and Burgefles of the JVelch Shires, and the 
Couniy /"a/s/iVof Chijler^ prayingtoberefpited, 
and have longer Time allow'd them, for the Pay- 
ment of the Subiidies and Myfes charged upon thofe 
Counties, The Lords thought proper to move the 
Ql,ieen, about this Matter, by the Lord Keeper, 
lo know her Majei^y's Plealiire herein ; which, af- 
ler they underilood, an Order was made that the 
faid Counties (liould be allow'd a Year's Time, af- 
ter the Afleflinent of thefe Taxes was laid by rfae 
Commiflioners, to difchaige them in. And this 
Award was ordered to Se enter'd in l\itvc Journal.

On the 4th of February a Motion was made In 
the Houfe of Commons, toaddrefs herMajeflyon 
iheSubjedof her Marriage. This was fecondcd' 
by feveral ; tho' theSubftance ef the Arguments 
made ufe of on this Occafion are omiited in the 
ycurnnl. But we find that on the 6ih it was agreed 
by the whole Houfe, tliat thirty of their Members 
ftiould go with iheirSpeaker, and attend upon the 
Queen that Afternoon wiih their Addrefs. Howe- 
ver it was not prefented till Fe^. lOih, to try to get 
the Peers to fecond it ; hut they, fays Camden, rc- 
fufed, for fear ihey fhould be iufpcfted of a Defign 
to lerve their own Ends by it. Wherefore, on the 
Day aforefaid. Sir Thomai Gargrave, the Speaker, 
0nd the Committee, waited upon the Queen, whea 
he dehvei'd himfelf to her in thefe Words ;

for an Explanation of this Statute. ' J5S9' 

The reft of the Aits pafled in this Seflion of Par- 
liament, that are wonh Notice, arethele; AnA£l 
relating to the offering Violence againft the Queer's 
Perfon. An Aft for the Uniformiiy of Common 
Prayer and Service in the Church, and the Admi- 
niftration of Sacraments. By this Afl:, the Liturgy 
and the Sacraments, cftablifh'd in Ediuard Vlth's 
Time, were to he ufed and adminiftred in all 
Churches, with very little Variation, under a cer 
tain Penalty to fuch as fliould prefume to corrupt 
them, or refort to any other. There p:iircd, like- 
wile, another, for frequenting publick Service, on 
Sundays tcrA Holydayif onPaiiVof i2d. Forfeiture, 
to be employ'd for the Ufe of the Poor. 

Againft the Bill for the Liturgy, we have two 
other Speeches, in Mr Strype's Annah (d), made 
by two zealous Catholic Divines, Dr Fsctenham, 
Abbot of Wejlminjin\ theUft of his Order that ever 
fpoke in that Houfe ; and the fame Dr Scstt, Bifhop 
of Chejier ; which, without any more Apology, 
we give in thdr own Words.

' Communion, in' King £j'Miari/ the (ixth's Days, 
' thefe plain Words of Chrijl, Uic eji Carpus mm/ij 
' did fo encumber them and trouble their Wits, 
' that ihey did leave out ia the fame laft Book, 

* thisVerb Subftantive e'l (f) ; and made the Senfe of 
' Chri/i's Words to be there Engfijhed, 7aie, eat 

* tbii my BiJy, and left out tliere, this ii my Body j 

* which Thing being efpy'd by others, and great 

* Fault found withal!, then they were fain to patch 
' up the Matter, with a little Piece of Paper clap- 

* ped over the forefaid Words, wherein was writ- 
' ten this Verb Subftantivc efl. • The Dealing here- 

* with being fo uncertain, both of the German 
' Writers and EiigUp ; and one of them fo much 

* againft another, your Honouts may be well alTur- 
' ed, that this Religion which by ihein is fet forth, 

* can be no conHant, no ftaycd Religion. An^ 
' therefore of your Honours not co be received, 

* but great Wifdom it were for your Honours to 

* refufc the fame ; until you fhall perceive belter 

* Agreement amongft ihe Authors and Setters forth 

* of the fame. 

' Touching the third and laft Rule of Tr}'al- 
' making, and putting of Difference between thefe 

* Religions, it is to beconfidered of your Honours 
' which of them both doth breed more obedient, 
' humble and better Subjeiils ; firft and chiefly unto 

* our Saviour and Redeemer ; fecondly unto our 

* Sovereign Lady the Queen's Highnefs, and to all 

* other Superiors. And for fome Tryal and Pro-

' clamalions. There was no fpoiling of Churche.=, 
' pulling down of Allars, and moft blafphemous 
' treading of Sacraments under their Feet, and 
' hanging up the Knave of Clubs in the Place 

* thereof. There was no fcotching nor cutting of 

* the Faces and Legs of ihe Crucifix and Image of 
' Chrijfi there was no open Flefli-eating, nor 
' ShamWes keeping in the Lent and Days prohibit- 
' ed. The Subjefts of ihis Realm, and efpecially 

* the Nobility and fuch as were of the honourable 

* Council, did in Qiieen Mary's Day? know the 
' Way unto Churches and Chapels, there to be- 
' gin their Days Woik, wiih calling for Help and 
' Grace by humble Prayers and fcrving of God. 

* And now fince the Coming and Reign oF our moft 
' fovereign and dear Lady Queen EUzabeth, by the 
' only Preachers and Sea Hold -players of this new 
' Religion, all Things are turned uplide down ; and 
' notwithftanding the Queen's Majefty's Procla- 
' mations moft godly made to the contrary, and 
' her virtuous Example of Living, fufficicnt to 
' move the Hearts of all obedient Subjefls to the 
' due Service and Honour of God. But Obedience 
' is gone. Humility and Meeknefs clear abolifhed, 
' virtuous Chaftiiy and Itrait Living denied, as 
' though they had never been heard of in this 
' Realm, all Degrees and Kinds being delirous of 
' flelhly and carnal Liberty ; whereby the young 
' Springals and Children are degenerate from their 
' natural Fatheia, the Servants Contemptors of

* And therefore, honourable and my very good 
' Lords, of my Part to minifter fome Occalion 
' unto your Honours lo expel, avoid and put out

■ areaireadyfo manifeftly known to be, as I have 
' repeated j and to perfuade your Honours to avoid 
' it, as much as in melyeth, and to perfcvere and 
' continue Itedfaftly in the lame Religion, whereof

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you are in Pofleflion, and have already madePro- 
teilion of the fame unto God ; I ,(hall rehearfe 
unto your Honours four Things, whereby the 
holy Doflor St Augujiine was continued in the 
Catholick Church and Religion of Chrijl^ which 
he had received, and would by no means change, 
nor alter from the fame. The firft of thefe four 
Things was, Ipfa Author'itai Ecclefia Chrijli Afi- 
raculis inchoata^ Bpe nutritOy Charitate au^a^ 
Vetuftate firmata. The fecond Thing was, Po- 
pull Chrijiiani Confenfus ei Unitas. The third 
was, Perpetua Sacerdotum Succeffio in Sede Petri. 
The fourth and laft Thing was, Jpfum Catholici 
Ncmen. If thefe four Things did caufe fo nota- 
ble and learned a Clerk as St Augujiine was, to 
continue in hisprofefled Religion of Chrijl with- 
out all Change and Alteration, how much then 
ought thefe four Points to work the like Effeft in 
your Hearts, and not to forfake your profeffed 
Religion ? Firft, becaufe it hath the Authority 
of Chrift. Secondly, becaufe it hath the Confent 
and Agreement of Chriftian People. Thirdly, 
becaufe it hath the Confirmation of all P^/^r's 
Succeflors in the See Apoftolick. Fourthly, it 
hath Ipfurn CathoHca Nomcn^ and in all Times 
and Seaibns called, The Catholick Religion of 
Chriji. Thus bold have I been to trouble your 
Honours with fo Xedious and Jorig an Oration ; 
for the difcharging, as I faid' before, of my Duty, 
firft tmro God, fecondly unto our Sovereign La- 
dy the Queen'^s Highnefs, thirdly and laft, unto 
your Honour^, and all other Subjefts of ihi» 
Realm ; moft humbly befeeching your 'Honours 
to take it in good Part, and to be fpoken of me for 
the only Caufe sabovefaid, and for none other.* 

Another Oration made by Dr 5^^/, Bifhop of 
Chejler^ in the Parliament Houfe, againft the Bill 
of theLituigy. 

* ry^HIS Bill that bath been here read now the

* honourable an Aflembly as this h : For it doth

For as a learned Man writeth, Slun^ patefa^a 
ftnt guar ere ^ qua perfe^a Junt retra^are^ et qua 
definita funt convelkre^ quidaliud e/l^ quirt de a- 
deptis Gratiam non referre^\ that is to fay. To 
feck after the Things which be manifeftly opened, 
to call back or retraft Things made pcrfeft, and 
to pull up again Matters defined, what ocher 
Thing is it, than not to give Thanks for Benefits 
received ? Likewife faith holy Athanaftm^ ^a 
nunc a tot ac talibus Epifcopis probata funt ac decre- 
ta^ clareque demonjlrata^ fupervacaneum eft denuo 
revocare in Judicium : It is a fuperfluous Thing, 
faith Jtbanaftus^ to call into Judgment again 
Matters which have been tried, decreed and ma- 
nifeftly dtclared, by fo many and fuch 3i{hops, 
Che meaneth as werr at the Council of Nice). 
For no Man will deny, faith he, but if they be 
new examined again, and of new judged, and 
after that examined again and ag^in, this Curio- 
fity will never come to any End. And as it is faid 
in Ecclefiaftica Hiftoria^ Si quotidie iicebit Fidem in 
^eftionem vocare^ de Fide nunquam conftabit : If 
it ihall be lawful every Day to call our Faith in 
Queftion, we fhall never be certain of our Faith. 
Now if that Atbanaftus did think, that no Man 
'ought to doubt of Matters determined in the 
Council of ISticey where there was prefent three 
hundred and eighteen Bifhops ; how much lefs 
ought we ro doubt of Matters detertnined, and 
pradtifedin the Holy Catholick Church of Chrijf^ 
by three hundred thoufandBifliops, and how ma- 
ny more we cannot tell. 

* And as for the Certainty of our Faith, where- 
of the Siory of the Church doth fpeak, it is a 
Thing of all others moft neceflarjr'; and if it (hall 
hang upon an Aft of Parliament,', we hiave but a 
weak Staff to lean unto. And yet I (hall defirc 
your Lordftips not to take me here as to fpeak in 
Derogation of the Parliament, which I acknow- 
ledge to be of great Strength in Matters whereun- 
to it extendeth. But for Matters in Religion, I 
do not think that it ought to be meddled withal, 
• " * partly 
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* partly for the Certainty which ought to be in our q^jj, 

* Faith and Religion, and the Uncertainty of the 
' Statutes and Afls of Parliament. For we fee, 
' t)iat oftentimes that which is eftabjifhed by Par- 
' liament one Year, is abrogated the next Year 

* following, »nd the contrary aliow'd. And we 

* fee alio that one King difalJoweth the Scafutes 
' made under Ilie other. But our Faith and Reii- 

* gion ought to be inoft certain, and one in ail 

* Times, and in no Condition wavering; For as 
' St Jamti faith, lit that deiibtnh, orjiaggireth in 
» hh Faith, h like the Waves of the Sea, and Jball 
' ebiain nething at the I&ndi sf God. And panly 

* for ihn the Parliament confiftcili for the molt 

* Part of Noblemen of this Realm, and cerMin of 
' the Commons, being Lay and Temporal Men-; 

* which, although they be both of good WifJom 

* and Learning, yet not fu ftudied nor exercifed in 
' the Scriptures and the holy Duttors and Praifti- 

* ces of the Church, as to be competent Judges in 

* fuch Matters. Neither doth It appertain to ibeir 

* Vocaiion ; yea, and. that by your Lordfliips own 

* Judgment ; as may well be gathered of one Fa£t, 

* which I remember was done this Parliament time, 

* which was this. There was a Nobleman's Son 
t arretted and committed unto Ward ; which Mat- 

* ter, being open'd here unto yout Lordfhips, was 
' thought to bean Injury to this Houfc : Where- 
' upon as well the young Gentleman, as the Offi- 

* cer that did arrclt him, and the Pjrty by whofe 
' Means he was arretted, were all fent for, and 
< commanded to appear here before your Lord- 
' fiiips; which wasdoneaccordingly. Yet before 
t the Parlies were fuffered to come into the Houfe, 
' it was thought expedient to have the whole Mat- 
' terconfidered, left this Houfe fhould intermeddle 
! with Matters not pertaining unto it. In treating 

■ whereof there was found three Points ; firll, 
' there was a Debt, and that your Lordlhips did 
t remit to the Common Law. The fecond was a 
' Fraud, which was referred to the Chancery, be- 

■ caul'e neither of both did appertain unto this 

E c 3 Court. 
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' Court, And the third was the Arreft, and com- 
3 Ward of the faid Gentleman, where- 
» in this" Houfe took Order. Now, if that by 
' your Lordfhips own Judgments the Parliament 

* hath not Amhonry to meddle with Matters of 
' Common Law, which -is grounded upon com - 

* mon Reafon i neither with the Chancery, which 

* is grounded upon Confiderance ; (which two 
' Things bcnaturally given unto Man) then much 

* lefs may it intermeddle with Matters of Faiih and 

* Religion, far pafling Reafon and the Judgment 
' of Man, fuch as the Contents of this Bill be ; 
' wherein there be three Things fpecially to be 

* confidcred ; that \f, the Weighrinefs of the Mat- 
' ter, the Darknefs of theCaufe and the Difficul- 
' ty In trying out the Truth, and thirdly, the Dan- 
' ger and Peril which doth enfue if we do take the 

* wrong Way. 

* As concerning the iirit, that is, the Wejghti- 

* nefs of the Matter contained in this Bill, it is 
■ very great ; for it is no Money-Matter, but a 

* Matter of Inheritance ; yea, a Matter touching 
' Life and Death, and Damnation dependeth up- 
' on it. Here is fet before us, as the Scripture 
*■ faiih. Life and Death, Fire and Water. If wb 

* put our Hand into the one we fhafl live ; if ft 

* take hold of the other we fhal! die. Now to 
' judge thele Matters here propounded, and difcera 

* which is Life and which is Death, which is Fire 
' th:it will burn tts, and which is Water that will 

* relrefh and comfort us, is a great Matter, and 

* not ealily iiercetved of every Man. Moreoverl 
' there b another Matter here to be confider^d, and 

* that we do not unadvifedly condemn our Forfr- 
' fathers and their Doings, and juftify ourfelve*^ 
' and our own Doings; both which the Scripture;- 
' forbid_^deih. This we ki;ow, that this Doflrin^.

' in prac^lice, but in ihis Realm only ; and that but 

■ a (mall Time, and againft the Minds of all Ca- 

' iholick Men. Now if we do but confider the 

' Antiquity of the one, and the Newnefs Qf the 

' other, we havejuft Occalion to have the one in 

* Eftimation for the long Continuance thereof, un- 
' to fuch Time as wc fee evident Caufe why 
' we (hould revoke it : And to iufpeft the other 

* as never heard of here before, un:o fuch Time as 
' we fee juftCaufe why we fliould receive it, fee- 
' ing that our Fathers never heard tell of it. 

' But now I do call to Remembrance, that I 
' did hear Yefterday a Nobleman in this Houfe fay, 
' makmganAnfwer unto this as it were by Prc-oc- 
' cupition, that our Fathers lived in Blindnefs, 
' and that we have juft Occalion to lament their 
' Ignorance; whereunto me thinketh it maybe 
' anfwered, that if our Fathers were here and heard 
' us lament their Doings, it is very hke they would

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Qja^-EliiiUih. » thcei And after in the fame Pfalm, FilU gut 

'S59- ' nojcentur fcf exjurgtnt, narrabant Fili'u /uii, ut 

' mgn-.fia: Generatio altera : i. e. The Children 

' which Ihall be born and rife up, fliall tell unto 

' iheir Children, that it may be known from one 

' Generaiion to another. Davidh&z wUlelh us lo 

' learn of our Fathers, and not to contemn their 

' Doings. Wherefore I conclude, as concerning 

' this Part, that this Bill, conuining in it Matters 

* of great Weight and Importance, it is to be de- 

* liberated on with great Diligence and Circumfpec- 
' lion ; and examined, tryeJ and determined by 

* Men of great Learning, Virtue and Experience. 

' And as this Matter is great, and iherefore not 

* to he paflcd over haftily, but diligently 10 be ex- 

* amin'd, fo is it dark and of great Difficulty to be 

* fo plainly difcufled, as that the Truth may ma- 
' nifelUy appear. For here be, asl havefaid, two 
' Books of Religion propounded, the one 10 be a-

fings J and in the Adminiftration of divers of ilieQuecnEliubcih. 
Sacraments, Exi'ufflaiions, Exorcifms, Inunfti- '555- 
ons, praying towards the Eaft, Invocation of 
Saints, Prayer for the Dead, with fuch other ; 
this Boole i3lceih away, either in Part or elfe 
clearly, as Things not allowable. And yet doth 
the Fautors thereof contend, that itismoftper- 
feft according toChri/l's Inftitution, and the Or- 
der of the primitive Church. But to let the Or- 
dinances of the Apoflles, and the Additions of 
the Fathers pafs, {which, noiwithftanding, we' 
ought greatly to efteem and reverence) let us come 
to the InfUtution of our Saviour Cir^, whereof 
they talk fo much, and ex.iminc wheiher of ihofe 
two Books comeneareft unto it. And to make 
Things plain, wc will take for Example the 
Mafs, or as they call it, the Supper of the Lord ; 
wherein our Saviour Chrijl (zs the holy Fathers 
do gather upon the Scriptures) did inftiCute three 
Things, which he commanded to he done in Re- 
membrjnce of his Death and Padion unto hig 
coming again, faying, Hsi /acitg, &c. Do ye 
this: Whereof the firft is, the confecratingof the 
biefled Body and Blood of our Saviour Je/us 
ehriji. The fecond, the offering upof the fame 
unto God the Father, And the third, the Com- 
municating, that is, the eating and drinking of 
the faiii biefled Body and Blood, under the Forms 
of Bread and Wine. And as concerning the firft 
two, St Chryfiftont faith thus, FqIo quiddam edi- 
cere plane mirabik, y nolile rairari, neque turba- 
mini, ^i. I will, faith St Chryfijhm, declare un- 
to you in very deed a marvellous Thing, but 
marvel not at it, nor be not troubled. But what 
is this ? It is the holy Oblation ; whether Peter 
or Paul, or a Prieft of any Dcfert, do otFer, it is 
the very fame which ChriJ} gave to his Difciples, 
and which Priefts do make or conlecrate at this 
Time, This hath nothing lefs than that. Why 
fo ? Becaufe Men+)o not fdndtify this, but Chrij} 
which did faniJlify that before. For like as the 
Words whit-hC*;/// did fpeak, be the very lame 
' which 
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<^«cn£Uubcth.' which the Priefls do now pronounce, fo is it the 

.'SS9- • very fame Oblation. Thde be the Words of St 

' Chtyfijiom; wherein he teftifieih, as well the Ob- 

* lation and Sacrifice of the Body ard Blood of 

* our Saviour Chr'tjl, offered unto God the Father 
' in the Mafe, as alfo the Conl'ecrating of the fame 
' by the Prieft : Which two be both taken away 

* by this Book, as the Authors thereof do willingly 

* acknowledge ; crying out of the Offering of 
' Cbrijl oftner than once, tioiwithftanding that all 

* the noly Fathers do teach it j manifeftly affirming 

* Chrijl to he offered daily after an unbloody Man- 
' ner. But if ihefe Men did underftand and confi- 
' der what doth enfuc and follow of this iheir Af- 
' firmaiion, I think they would leave their Rafli- 

* nefs, and return to the Truth again. For if it 

* he true what they fay, that there is no external 
' Sacrifice in the New Teltaraent, then doih it 

* follow, that there is no Prieflhood under the

» upGiJts cndSacrificisfar Sin(g)- And if there 

* be no Prieflhood, then is there no Religion under 

* the NewTefbmeni. And if we have no Rcli- 

* gion, then be we Sine Dea in hoc Muiido ; that is, 

* We be without God in this World ; for one of 
' thefe doth nccellarily depend and follow upon 

* another. So that if we grant one of thefe, we

''flThiB isciprcfij-fpoltenof the High pjieftsofthe Old Teflj- 
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ought to be ; for then we receive C/vi/F's holy QiJwnEliiabeti, 
Body and Blood into our Bodies, and be joined '559- 
in one withhim, like two Pieceaof Wax, which 
being melten and put together, be made one. 
Which Similitude St Cyril and Chr}/sj}m do ufe 
in this Matter ; and St Paul faith, ^hai ive bt 
made his Buries and Flejh. But by the Order of 
this Book this is not done ; for Chri/l's Body is 
not there in very deed to be received. For ihc 
only Way whereby it is prefent is bf Confecra- 
tion, which this Book hath not at all (b) ; neither 
doth it oblerve the Form prefcribed by Ckriji^ 
nor follow the Manner of the Church. The E- 
vangelifts declare, thatourSaviour took Bread in- 
to his Hands, and did blefsit, brake it, and gave 
it to his Difciples, faying, ^aki and eat^ ihis is 
my Body which is given Jor you : Da this in Rf- 
membrance ef me. By thefe Words, Do this, wc 
be commanded to take Bread into our Hands, to 
blefs it, break it, and having a Refped to the 
Bread, to pronounce the Words (poken by our 
Saviour, that is. Hoc ejl Corpus menm. By which 
Words, faiih St ChryMam^ the Bread is confe- 
crated. Now by the Orderof this Book, neither 
doth, the Prieft take the Bread in his Hands, blels 
it, nor break it, neither yet hath any Regard or 
RcfpeiS to the Bread, when he reheatfelh the 
Words of Chrij], but doth pafs them over as they 
were telling a Tale, or rehearfing a Story. 
Moreover, v^hereas by theMindsof good Writ- 
ers, there is required, yea, and that of Neccflity, 
a fuliMind and Intent, to dp that which Chnjl 
did, that is, to confecrate his Body and Blood, 
with other Things following; Wherefore the 
Church hath appointed in the Mafs certain Pray- 
ers, to be ii'A by the Prieft beiorc the Confecra- 
tion, in the which thefe Words be, XJt nobis fiat 
Cirpus is" Sanguis Domini nejlri Jliefu Chrijli ; 
that is, the Prayer is to this End, That the 
Creatures may be made unto us the Bodyiind 
Blood of oui Saviour Jefus Cbiijl : Here is de- 
* clared

* As it is one Chriji in Heaven in the Form of Man. 

* and in the Sacrament under the Forms of Bread' 
' and Wine. The Scripture, as St Augujllm doth' 
' interpret it, doth command us to worfhip the' 

* Body of our Saviour, yea, and that in the Sa- 
' CTament in thefe Words, Ad'trate SeabeUum Pe- 
' dam ejuSi quoninm fanftum eji j VVorfhip his' 
' Footftool for it is holy. Upon rhe which Place 
' 5i jfugii/hne wriceih thus, Chri/i took Flefli of 
' the blelled Virgin his Mother, and in the fame he 

' did walk, and the lame Flc-Ih he pave us to ear' 

* unto Heslth ; hut no Man will eat tftatFlefb, '

' But as concerning this, if we would conlider all 

* Things v/cll, we fliall ice ihe Provifion of God 

* marvellous in it. For he provideth fo, that the 
' very Hereticlrs, and Enemies of the Truth, be 

* compelled to confefs the Truth in this Behalf. 
■* Yonhz Lutherans writing againft the Zi£jjff^//i:»; 

* do prove, that the true natural Body of our Sa 
' viour Chriji is in the Sacr.inient. And the Ztving- 

* Hisns againft the Lutherans do prove, that then it 
» muft needs be worfhipped there. And thus in 

* their Contention doth the Truth burft out, whe- 

* ther they will or no. Wherefore, in my Opinion 
' of ihefe two Error,';, the fonder is to fay, that 

* Cbrijl is in the Sacrament, and yet not to be wor- 

* fhipped, than lofayt he is not there at all. For

* The third Thing here to be confidered is, tlie

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QoeenBliiibttli. » yourfclves and others from ihe Trmh unto Un- 

•SS9- * truth, from ihe Highways unto By-Paths. It it 

» dangerous enough, our Lord knoweih, for a 

' Man liimfelf lo err, but it is more dangerous not 

* only to err himfelf, but alfo to leaU other JVIen 

* into Error. Jt is faid in the Scripture of the King 
' Hjirabeam, lo aggravate his Offences, that Pecca- 

* vit is peccare fecit ifratl \ i.e. He did lin himfelf 

* and caufed Jfrail to fin. Take heed, my Lords^ 
' that the like be not faid by you; if you pals this 

* Bill, you ihall not only in mv Judgment err your* 

* felvea, but ye alfo fhal! be the Authors and Cau- 
' lets that the whole Realm fhall err after you- For 
' the which you Ihall make an Account before 

* God. 

' Thofe that have read Stories and know the 
' Difcourfe and Order of the Church, difcufllng of 
' Controverlies in Matters of Religion, can teilify* 

* that they have been dtfculled and determined in 
< all Times fay the Clergy only, and never by the 

* Temporalty. The Herefy of Ar'iui, which 

* troubled the Church in the Time of Canjianiint 
' the Great, was condemned in the Council of 
' Nice. The Herefy of furyfjiw in the Council of 
' Chalcedsne under Martin ; the Herefy of Mactdt- 

* nim in the hrft Council of Catijlarilinople in the 
' Time of Thecdojun j the Herefy of Nejhrius in 

* the Ephcfm Council, in the Time of Theadofiui 
' Ihe younger. And yet did never none of thefe 

* good Emperors allcmble their Nobility and Com- 
' mons, for thedifcuffing and deiermining of thefe 

* ControverfieB ; neither asked their Minds in 
' them, or went by Number of Voices or Polls, to 

* determine the Truth, as is done here in this 

* Realm at this Time. We may come lower, to 
' the third Council of Tdlitane in Spain, in the 
' Time of Ricaredus being there, and to ths 

* Council of France about 8oo Years ago, in the 

* Time of Careias MagniH ; which both follow- 
' ing the Order of the Church, by Licence had of 

* the Pope, did procurethe Clergy of theff Real^» 
' to be gathered and afl'embled, for reforming (rf 
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* certain Errors and Enormities within their faidQutenEUiabeth, 

* Realms, wliereunto they never called their No- ''W- 

* bilicy nor Commons; neiiher did any of them 

* take upon chemfelves either to reafon or difpuie, 
' ill dircufling of the Contioverfies ; neither to de- 

* termine them being difcufled, but left the whole 

* to the difcufiing and determining of the Clergy. 
' And no marvel, if thefe with all other Catholiclc 

* Princesufed this Trade. For the Emperors that 

* were Hereticks, did never referve any fuch Matter 

* to the Judgment of Temporal Men, as may ap- 
' pear to them that read ihe Stories of Cerijfantiur, 

* Vdlens, Effr. who procured divers AfTemblies, but 

* alwaj's of the Clergy, for the eftablifliing of ^/-Z- 
' aj's Dodlrine j and of Z/no the Emperor, which 

* did the like for £aO''i«i's Doilrine ; with many 

* others of that Sort. Yea, it dolh appear in the 

* Ails of the Apsflksy that an Infidel would take no 
' fuch Matter upon him. The Story is this, St 
' Paul having continued at Corynth one Year and 

* an half in preaching of the Gofpet, certain wick- 
' cdPerfons did arifeagainfthim, and brought him 

* before their Vice-Confulcalled GalUa, laying un- 

* to his Chaise, Tliat he taught the People to Wor- 
' (hip God contrary to their Law. Unto whom 

* the Vice-Conful anfwered thus: Si guidem effet 

* Iniquurn aliifuid aiit Facinus pejjittium, eVos Judtsi, 

* refte vm fufliuerem ; fs vers ^eftiones Jint de 
' Vtrbei:^ Naminibui Legh veftrcE, vos ipfi viderithy 
' Judex hoTum ego nsla effe ; i. e. If that this Man, 

* faith Gailh, had committed any wicked Aft or 

* curfed Crime, O ye Jnvs, I might juftiy have 

* heard you ; but and ifiibeconccrningQueftions 

* and Doubts of the Words and Matters of your 

* Law, that is to fay, if it be touching your Re- 
' ligion, I will not b'e judge in thofe Matters. 
» Mark, my Lords, this {hort Difcourfe, I befeech 

* your Lordfliips, and ye fiiall perceive, that ail 

* Caiholick Princes, Heretick Pfinces, yea, and 
' Infidels, have from Time to Time rcfufed to 

* uke that upon them that your Lordlhips go about 

* and challenge to do. 
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iih- * But now, becaufe I have been long, I will 
' make an End of this Matter, with the Saying of 
' two noble Emperors in the like Affairs, The firft [ 
' is Theedafius, which Taid thus ; BUdtum tji en'm^ ' 

* qa\ mnfit ex Qriine faniisrum Epifcoporum, ecck- 

' fiajiuis ft immifcere Traifatibui ; i. e. It is not, 
' lawful, faith he, for him that is not of the Order, 
' of the holy Bifhops, to intermeddle with the 
' Treating of Ecclelisftical Matters. Likewife, faid ' 
' VaUntiniemti the Emperor, being defired to af- 
' femble certain Bifhops together for examining of _ 
' a Matter of Doftrine, in this wife -, Mihi, qui m ' 
' firie fub PUbis, fas non ijl lalia curiofmi fcrutari ; ' 
' Sacerditts, quibus ijia Cwa funt, viter feipfes qus-' 
' cunqui Loco voluerint csntienlant ; i. e. It Is not 

* lawful forme, quoih the Emperor, being one of 
' the Lay People, to fearch out luch Matters cu- , 
' rioufly ; but let the Priells, unto whom the 

* Charge of thefe Things doth appertain, meet to- 

* gether in what Place foever they will : He mean- 
' eth, for the difcourfirg thereof. But to con- 
' dude ; and if thefe Emperors had not to do with 

* fuch Matters, how fhould your Lordfhips have to 
' do with al! ? And thus defirlng your good Lord- 

* (hips toconfider, and tske in good part thefe few 
' Things that I have fpoken, I make an End.' 

Befides Church Matters, fome Care was taken 
of the State of the Nation in Trade, i^c. A few 
Afts were made on Merchandize, Shipping, the 
Cloth and Iron Trade, and iirdawful and riotous 
Meetings ; which are ail printed. There is one 
Church- Adt ftill, thatdeferves a little more parti- 
cular Notice, which was concerning the Archbi- 
(hops and Bifhops Demef:ies. By this it was en- 
abled, that they fhould not give, grant, or leafe 
cut the Lands and Livings of the Church, for 
twenty-one Years, or three Lives, to any other 
ihnn the Queen and her Succeilbrs, referving the 
old Rents. This Aift was never printed, and 
Cambdm obfer^'es upon it. That this Exception to , 
the Queen, however prejudicial to the Church, ^ 
turned 
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turntd to the Account of fuch Courliers as abufed Queen Eli«li(ti»i 
the tjyeen's Favour, and of ihofc Bifhops wlio 1553. 
were of a narrow and covetous Spirit. But, he 
adds. That. at laft it was qdte expunged, to the 
great Benefit of the Cliurch, in the Beginning of 
the next Reign (i). 

In the Proceedings of the Houfe of Commons^ 
this Parliament, a Cafe of Privilege is fomewhac 
tematkable. One J^ob/i Smyth, Efq; return'd a. 
Burgefs for Camelforde in Cornwal, was accufed by 
another Member, ' Thathehad come to the Houfe 
' being outlawed ; and had alfo defrauded feveral 

• Merchants,in irai/jn, of Wares, totheSum of 

• 300 1, under Colour of the Privilege of th3 

• Houfe.' The Examination of this Matter being A Qutflioa of 
referr'd to a Committee, it was reported to be true. Privilege. 
And on Confultation in the Houfe, the Qycftioii 

was put. Whether he ftiould have Privilege ornot? 
It was carried in the Affirmative, by, only, 112 
againft 107 {k). 

In the Catalogue of the Afls pafled this Seffion, 
in the Jmrnah, are the Titles of forty ; in the ASj punaj 
printed Statutes only ai. Tho' it is to be noted 
that fix of thofe Afls in the Lords ywrna/i, have 
rot the leaft; Notice taken of them in the Proceed- 
ings of that Houle. Camhden remarks, That in 
this Parliament there was not a Man attainted ; a 
Thing, he fays, very unufual in the iirft Seffion of 
that Court, in the Reigns of other Princes. The 
Reader may remember, the fame Thing happened 
in ihe firft Parliament of her Sifter, But leveral 
Attainders were now reverfed. Gregory Fienes Lord 
Dacres, and Thomas his Brother, were reftored to 
their Titles and Eftates, forfeited by their Father's 
Attainder under Henry VIII, Henry Hoivard and 
his three Sifters, the Children of Henry Howard f^'^'"^'" «■ 
Earl ofSarr^i beheaded upon a flight Pretence, by"" " 
the fame King, a Utile before his Death ; John Gray 
of 'Pyrgo, Brother to the Marquis of Dir/et, Sir

^b merit very abruptly ; and that of the Commons not 

^t much fuller. All ihat is faid in the btter is, ' That 

^B May ilic 8th, in the Afternoon, the Queen came 

^K, lotheHoufe, when Mr Speaker, attended by the 

^Hj^ Commons, made a learned Oration, on exhibiting' 

^^H the Bill for the Sublidy and the Bill for Tonnage 

l^f and Poundage. He alfo required the Queen's Af- 

fenl to ftich other Bills as had iiafled both the Houfes. 
Which Oration being commended and anfwered 
by the Lord Keeper, the Royal AlTent was given 
The Pifliitntni to forty-two Bills; and, by the Queen's Pi eafuTe, 
4iffolv'i. this Parliament was difiblved. 

It is now that another Revolution in Church 
Afiairs took Place, in a very furprizing Manner . 
and Popes, with Cardinals, once more were banifhed' 
thisRealm. On the riling of the Parliament, thfi' 
new Liturgy in the vulgar Tongue, whioh by their^ 
Authority had been eftablifhed, was introduced into 
all Churches and Chapelsof the Kingdom. Images 
Alttritioat in were once more taken down and removed out of| 
'*""" them, with as little Difturbance as poffible. And 

fome of the Clergy themfelves underwent the fame 
Fate. For the Oath of Supremacy being tendered 
to them, fuch as refufed were deprived of their 
Rifhopricks, Living?, and all other Ecclefiaftical 
Preferments. But the Number of the Confcienti- 
ous Clergy were but ("mall, in Comparifon of the 
whole Body. In England there were then comput- 
ed 9400 F.cclefiailical Preferment? ; of thefe ihcpft^ 
went off" no more than eighty Parifh Priefts, fifty' 
Prebendaries, fifteen Heads of Colleges, twelve, 
Archdeacons, as many Deans, lix Abbots and A-; 
belies, and fourteen Biihops ; which lad Number,, 
except the Bifhop of Llandnff, were all that then' 
were living. In this the Heads of the Clergjf! 
ihewed much more Confcience than the Tail 
ttiem. Other Bifhops, tfi-. were elefted and fi 
ftituted in the Places of the deprived ; and tb 
Alterations in Religion were done with fo liiite 
Noift 
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Noifeand Buftle in Eng/uNd, as was, fays C,3m^q„j^E!i«beai 
i^w, to [he Aftonifhment of the whole Cliriflian jjjg. 
World. 

It is now alfo that we have a Gap of TimCj 
fllmoft as wide as all the laft Reign, before we 
meet with the Call of another Parliameti:. For, 
it was not till the Beginning of the Year 1563, 
that a new one was fummoned. In the mean 
while, Eigliitid became embroiled inaWarwiih 
Scotland, on account of Mary their Queen, who 
was lately married to the Dauphin of France. As 
this Ptincefs muft make a confiderable Figure in 
any Hiftory of this Reign, it is proper in this Place 
10 give fome Account of her- 

Mary Stewart, only Child to Jamei the Vth, 
King of Sfolkmlt by Margaret, eldeft Daughter to 
Henry the Vllth of England, by his Wife^fe^j- 
beth, eldeft Daughter to King Edward the iVlh, 
was al moft born a Queen ; for her Father lived not 
a Week after her Birth, which happened Deiembtr 
the 7th, in the Year i ^1^1. Whilft {he was yet 
an Infant-Queen, the Guardians of Scotland were 
much foliciied by Henry the Vlllih, her Uncle, 
to contradt her in Marriage to his young Son Ed- 
ward. And after this Prince fucceeded his Father, 
the fame Overtures were made to the Scots ; which 
being both Times refiifed, a fmart and bloody Wat 
enfu'd upon it. French Politicks, or French Pif- 
toles, always influenced the Sw/irA Mini dry to re- 
fufe this Match; and at length brought them to 
confent to her Marriage with the eldeft Son of 
France, afterwards King /ranf/ithe lid. , 

This grand Alliance looked very formidable a- 
gainft Queen Elizabeth ; efpecially when the 
young King of France, in Right of his Queen, 
made no Scruple to claim the EngVijh Crown, 
And to back this Title, aflually fent a BoJy of 
French Troops into Scotland, in order to begin Ho- 
ftilities againft the Englijl) from that Qj^iartcr. 

It was very fortunate for Queen Elizabeth, that 

the 5wr(/j were then a much divided Nation. The 

JJoitrine of J. Knox, and other zealous Conven- 

F f 4 ticlcr;. 
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nElinbetb ticlerS) li^d poflefs'd the Minds of half ihai King* J 
dom ; infomuch, that they refufed to obey the 
Queen- Regent, when the Heads of thefe SeQaries 
were called on, 10 join the French Intercft againfl- 
their Brethren the Reformfers in England. It was 
the Policy of the Englljh Miniftry to keep up this 
Divifion amongft their Neighbours ; and Soldiers 
were fent into Scotland^ both by Sea and Land, to 
invade it, and drive the Frtnch home again. But 
we leave the Progrels of thele Wars to our larger 
Hiflorians; and fhall only take Notice, that ano- 
ther lucky Incident greatly helped to fecure Queen 
El'tzahelh ( which was the Death of the young 
Kingof France, Francis II, who dying in the midft 
of thele Tumults, left the young Queen of Scots 
a Widow, with a very unhappy Courl'e of Lile la 
fteer after him, 

The homebred Divi/ions in Scotland, and a Civil 
War breaking out in Ftance, between the Princes 
cf the Blood and the G«//f's Party, feem'd lo favour 
the Englijh Miniftry on all Sides. An Army was 
Tent from hence into France^ in order to invade 
them in our Turn ; and at this Conjunflure the 
Queen thought fit to call a new Parluiment, to 
find Money to fupporC it. But this being 3 Period 
of fome Account in the Hiltory of this long Reign, 
we Hiall chufe,airo, to make it one to thisVolume. 
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
